Never was Copy more different from its Original. 'Tis hardly any of its principal Lineaments 3 
and, if 1 miſtake not, nothing can more advance the reputation of Joſephus, than to ſee that 
ſo able a Man intending to embelliſh his Work, has, on the coutrary , ſo much diminiſht the 
beauty of it, and thereby ſhew'd how much Joſephus is to be efteem'd for writing, not after the 

' manner of woſt of the Greeks in a long-minded ſtyle,but cloſely and compendionſiy,as affe@ing 
to ſay nothing but what is neceſſary. And I cannot ſufficiently wonder, that no perſon hitherto 
has made aTranſlation 4 it from the Greek either into Latin or French, at leaf to my know- 
ledge. For Genebrard, inſtead of Tranſlating Joſephus, has only Tranſlated Eraſmus. For

v4han and his meſſenger to obſerve very carefully both their ations and countenance. They were great- 
Companions. ly troubled,and ſent for Johr,and thoſe of the Council of Tiberias, with the Governor of 
Gabara,and conſulted with them what was beſt todo, The Tiberzans opinion was,that Jo- 
nathan and dis Collegues ſhould continueto take care of affairs, and not forſake the City 
which had pur itſelf into their hands,eſpecially becauſe I would attack them:for thatT had 
ſo threatned them,they were not aſham'd to feign and imagin, This advice not only pleaſed 
Jobn, but he further gave this counſel, that two of the Ambaſladors ſhould be ſent from 
them to the People of Jernſalem, to accuſe me.that Thad unjuſtly govern'd Galileez which \— 
they might very eaſily perſuade the People to believe. both in regard of their Authority, 
as alſo for that the common People are by nature variable and inconſtant. This mark f N 
that John gave, was allow'd by them all: and it was thought fit that Jonathan and 4xa-_ 
nias {ſhould in perſon repair to Jeruſalem, and the other two remain at Tiberias 3 and for 
their Convoy they gave them an hundred armed Soldiers.

captive, My Troops that kept the Watch, who commanded them to lay by their Arms, and kept 
them Priſoners, as I had commanded them. Hereof Levi, who thad the charge of this O 
Quarter, certifi'd me by his Letters, I diſſemblipg the matter for two days, ſent Letters

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A to the Tiberians, by which I counſelled them, to lay their Arms alide, and diſmiſs every

Jeremy, who lodging themſelves within a ſtade of J=lias, neartheRiver Jor- 

den, offered nothing elſe bur light skirmiſhes, wntil ſuch time as T had gathered three 

thouſand Soldiers more, and came tothern, The next day, having planted an Ambuſh 

in a certain Trench nearthe encloſure of their Camp, I touled out the King's Soldiers to 

skitmiſh, having firſt forewarned my Soldiers to feign a flight, till the bad drawn their 

Enemies as far as the Ambuſh 3 which'they unony executed, But Silas ſuppoſing 

that our Men fled for Cowardice, ſet forward to follow them as faſt as he could : bur | 
theythat layin Ambuſh charged him on the back, and diſcomfited his Army : and I pre- 7«/eph purterh 
ſently turning, and making head againſt rhem , conſtrained the King's Forces to truſt **Kinz 450 
to their heels; and I ſhould have got a ſignal Vittory, had not Fortune crofs'd my ny” 
ſacceſs, For the Horſe whereonTrode, falling into 4 certain Bog, caſt me on theground :

to both their pleaſures, conſidering that if his Father onely ſhould command the {ou be

himſelf to the ſlaughter. Which had ſurely hapned ar that inſtant, if God had not

Ut Jacob being ſent into Meſopotamia by his Mother, in order to Marry the Daugh- 2 
ter of Labay her Brother, ( whereunto 7aat conſented through the counſel of his Gen. 28 

Wife) paſſed throngh the Countrey of. Canaan, And for that there was a declared and 
open enmity betwixt Iſaac's People, and the inhabitants of Canaan, he would not take up 
his lodging amongſt them, but lay abroad in the fields, reſting his head upon ſtores, whic 
he had heaped together in ſtead of a Pillow: and during the time of his reſt, this viſion :©, 11,44 19, 
was preſented unto him. It ſeemed unto him that he ſaw a Ladder, that reached froth 99's Ladder 
the earth, up unto Heaven,on the ſteps whereof there deſcended certain perſons more

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A Now the viſions which Joſeph ſawin his dream, wete theſe Being ſent by hisFather, 
in the company of his Brothers, to reap Corn in the time of Harveſt,he faw a vifjon 3% 5 «4 8 
( far different from thoſe which commonly happen in ſleep) which (as ſoonas he awoke) "Apr 
he told unto his Brethfen, to the end they might interpret it. He told them, that he 
thought in his drearh the night paſt,that his Sheaf of Corn ſtood upright in a place where 
he had fixed it, and that theirs run towards his, to bow down and reverence the ſame, 
Which viſion of his, ſeemed to foretel him his ample fortune: and how heſhou]dobrain 
the Lordſhip over all of them. But they concealed all theſe things from Joſephs ma+ 
king hoe char they could in no ſort interpret the dream : but being by themielves apart, 
they breathed forth contrary imprecations, wiſhing that nothing of this .predifon,;

The Azotians bring afflifted with theſe Calamities, and unable longer toendure the ſame, 
underſtood that the Ark was the cauſe thereof,and that neither the ViQory,or the taking 
of the ſame, had any ways procured their advantage. They therefore ſent to the 4ſ- 
calonites, deſiring them to receive the Ark into their City 3 who willingly condeſcend- x 
1ngto their Embaſſage and Demand, received the Ark, and were prefently plagued with 
the ſame ſickneſles which the Azotians had ſuffered. For together with the Ark the ca-

For think that the Hiſtorians andancient Writers, have not worthily intituled 
them with the ſtile of valiant Men, who'atraining ſome worthy aQtons, attempted War 
under aſſured hope of victory and ſafety', but they only, that imitate Saxl, may deſer- 
vedly be called juſt, praife-worthy, couragious, hardy, and contemners of all dangers, L 
For what great thing is there in undertaking of the common hazard of War, and toſ- 
ſed, *twixt hope and fear, to uſe Fortunes favor if ſhe fawn upon us? But on the other 
fide, it is an aſſurpd ſign of a valiant Man, when without hope of, any ſucceſs,and know- 
ing his death at hand, he is not afHid nor diſmayed with ſuch apprehenſions, but ſeck- 
eth out with an invincible courage his moſt aſſured hazard, | 
This is the praiſe of $axl,who is an example to all that defire toeternize their memo- 
ry, that ſhould upon the like opportunity propoſe the ſame reſolution to themſelves : 
but eſpecially to Kings, who, by reaſon of the excellency of their FunQion, ought nor 
only to forbear to be evil, but alſo ſtrive to be eminently virtuous. I could ſay more of

S ſoon as King Jehoſaphat was returned back again to Jeruſalem (from the War 
5 ts wherein he had aſſiſted Achab againſt Adad the King of Syria, as we have 
Fehu the Pro- before related) the Prophet Jehr ( in his return ) came forth and met him, 
(nr 67or ph and reproved him, becauſe he had given Achab (who had been an impious . 
for Gs man ) his aſliſtance,aſſuring him that God was diſpleaſed with that his con- 
Achab. federacy; yet notwithſtanding that he of his goodneſs had delivered him from his 
anti fc Enemies, although he had provoked him to anger. Afﬀeer this admonition, Jehoſaphat o 
rueſerviceof beganto offer ſacrifices,and thankſgivings,and peace offerings unto God : Whichdone, 
mm he rode in progreſs about thoſe Countries that were under bis dominion, glving order 
": boſaphat that the people ſhould be inſtructed in thoſe ordinances which were delivered from God 
placed Jydges by the hands of Moſes, aud exhorted his Subjects to the prattice of piety. He placed 
firarcs in erery JUIgES likewiſe in every City, commanding them tv execute juſtice without reſpett of 
City. perſons. He charged rhem likewiſe, that they ſhould not be corrupted with rewards, 

or ſeduced by dignity, riches, or Nobility ; but that they ſhould do juſtice indifferent!y 
to all men, knowing that God ſeeth all,things, how ſecretly ſoever they be carried or 
contrived. Having in this ſort ordered every thing in each City of the two Tribes, he 
returned again to Jeruſalem, where he likewiſe choſe Judges from amongſt the Prieſts F 
and Levites,and the Elders among the people 3 exhortivg them in all things to give up- 
right and juſt judgement. Andif they of other Cities had any cauſes of greater Cofl- 
ſequence ( which ſhould be referred to their final determination ) he charged them 1n- 
dultriouſly to decide them : for that it was very convenient that the moſt uncorrupt” 
ſentences ſhould be delivered inthat City, where God had. his Temple, andthe Kiny

When Senatherib had heard the Ambaſſadors, he reſolved on Peace, and accept-' 
ed Ezechias offer, promiſing that he would depart, as ſooti as he ſhould have received 
Three hundred Talents of filver, and Thirty Talents of gold ; ſwearing unro the Am- 
baſſadors, That npor theſe conditions be would depart away, without contmitting any outrage.

Divers Exploits of Nechao, 


]Echao, King of Fgypt, having gathered great Forces, conducted his Army towards 
N the River Euphrates, to war againlt the Medes and Babylonians,who had deſtroyed 
the Empire of Aſſpria: for Nechao affeCted the government of all 4a. Now when he 
drey near unto. the City of A7ende, ( which was under Joſs ſubjeQion ) King Joſas 
denied him paſſage, and would not ſuffer his Army co march thorow his Countrey, For 
which cauſe Nechao ſent an Herald unto him,to let him underſtand, That it was not againſt 
him that he made War, but that he bent his courſe towards Erphrates: for whichcauſe © 
he wiſhed him in no ſort to hinder his intended journey, leſt thereby he ſhauld be con- 
ſtrained to make War upon him. But Joſtas regarded not this demand of his, but reſq- 
ved himſelf to hinder his paſſage thorow his Countrey : AndI am perſuaded that his evil 
G:gius put him upon making this reliſtance,to the end that he might have ſome occaſion 
todo ſomething againſt Nechao. For whil'(t he ſet in order his Army, and rode from one 


oppreſſed with pain, by reaſon of his wound, he commanded his Army to retire,and re- 
turned himſelf to Jeruſalezr, where he dyed of his waund, and was buried with his 
Fathers with great magnificence, after he had lived 39 years, and reigned 31. For him H 
the peaple mourned with great heavineſs, Jamenting for many days. The Propher Jere- 
my alſo made an Elegy upon him in verſe, which is as yet extanteven in theſe days, This 
Propher foretold in writing thoſe, evils which (hould afterwards happen unto the City, 


lon, Neither hath he alone foretold the ſame, but the Prophet Ezekze! hath likewiſe 
done the like, who firlt left two Books written of the ſame Argument. Theſe two 
Prophets were of the race of the Prieſts. But Jerexry kept in Jernſzlemr, from the 14th 
year of the Reign of Joſeas, until the deſtruQtion of the City and Temple, as in time and 
Prophet. Afterthe death of Joſs (hitherto mentioned) his ſon- Joaz ſucceeded bim. E 
in the Kingdom, at ſuch time as he was 23 years old, hereigned in Jer»ſalem, and his mo- 
thers name was Auztala ; he was a man full of impiety;and of a malignant and perverſe 
gature, The King'of Eg ps returning from the War, ſent unto Joaz, commanding him 
© mect him in Saxzath a City of Syria, where he was no ſooner arrived, but he kept him 
Priſoner, committing the Kingdom to Elzachimz his brother, ( on the Fathers fide) who 
was his elder brother likewiſe. .

For this cauſe the Prophet 
Feromy came unto him, proteſting oftentimes againſt him, and denouncing, That if he

Notwithſtanding Sedechias gave no 
credit to his Propheſies, by reafon that all the Prophets were accuſtomed to accordin all 
things the one with theother,astoyching theſurpriſal of the vw does the impriſonment 
of Sedechigs : but Exckiel differed in this, that he ſaid that Sedechias ſhould nor ſee Baby-

But the Prophet Jereay Pretnnng imſelf before che King, propheſied the contrary 
to theſe Impo 


ors, alfuriog both him and the People, That no profit conld hes them by 

means of the Egyptians, for that the Babilonians ſhould overcome them, aud ſhould retury and 

encamp before Jeruſalem, and beſrege the ſame, end deſtroy the People by Famine,andlead them 

away Priſoners that were remaining, and carry away all their ſubſtance ; and that after they 

were ſeized of the riches of their Temple, they ſhould finally burn the ſame. As for the. City, 

they ſhould raze it; and (aid he) they ſhall Keep us captive for the ſpace of 90.years : And 

I from this ſervitude the Perſians and Medes ſhall deliver ws, at ſuch time as they have gotten 

the Empire out of the bands of the Babilonians; ther ſhall they ſend ws back, again into vnr 
Countrey, and we ſball build our Temple anew, and eſtabliſh the City of Jeruſalem. 

Divers men gave credit to theſe words of Ferewy; but the Governors, and (uth as 
contemned God,intreated him very cruelly,as if he had been a man beſide himſelf, And 
whereas he had an intent to viſit his Native Countrey Anathoth, fome 20 farlongs from 
Jeruſalem, one of the Magiſtrates encountring him in his journey,and laying hold on him, 
retained him, loading him with this ſlander, That be flole away, to ſubmit himſelf to the Ba- 
bilonians, But Jeremy anſwer'd, That he was falſely accuſed, and that he repaired only to the 
place where he was born, This Prince giving him no credit, arreſted him,and brought him 

K before the judgment-ſeat, where he ſuſtained all ſorts of oucrages and torments,and was 


ſhut up in Priſon to be puniſh'd, and remain'd there for a time,ſuffering the extremity of

— WV the faith which he had plighted unto him, counſelled the King to yield up theCity to th, 
Babilonians 3 becauſe that God had willed him: to ſignifie unto the King, that if he would ſave 
bis life, and avoid the imminent danger, and ſave his City from utter _ruine, and preſerve the 
Temple from burning, he ſhould ſubmit 3 or wks that none but he ſhould be reputed to je 
the cauſe of all thoſe evils that ſhould happen untothe City and Citizens, and of that calamity 
that ſhould confound both him and all bis family. When the King heard this, he told, him, 
That he wonld do according as he had counſelled him, and perform whatſoever be thought yece} 
ſary to be done : but that he feared that his Subje@s, who were already gone over to the King 
Babylon, would do him ill offices with that King ,and that by their means he might be accuſed, 
and deliver'd unto death. Burt the Prophet encourag'd him, telling him, That his ſear was 
in van 5 aſſuring bi; that he ſhould ſuſſer no evil, if ſo be he yielded up the City © and that 
weither his wife, nor children, nor the ſacred Temple ſhould ſuffer any miſchief.

Art 
TOM length, the City was taken by the Princes of Babylon, (in the eleventh year of theReign 
of Zedechias, the ninth day of the fourth month ) who were put in truſt by Nabychodono- 
ſor to manage the fiege3 for he himſelf made hisabode in the City of Reblata, Now if 
any man be deſirous to know the names of them that had command at ſuch time as Je- 
ruſalem was ſurpriz'd, theſe they be, Nergelear, Aremant#s, Emegar, Naboſar, and Echaramp- 
ſor. The City being taken about midaight,the Princes of the Enemies Army entred in- 
tothe Temple 3 which when Zedechias underſtood, he took his wives and his children, 
with the Princes and his frieads,and fled thorow a great valley by the deſart : which when 
the Babylonians underſtood by certain Jews that were revolted, and had ſubmitted them- p 
ſelves unto them, they aroſe early in the morning to purſue them, and overtook and ſur- 
oe them near unto Jericho. Whereupon thoſe Princes and friends of Zedechias that 
adtaken their flight with him, ſeeing the Enemies near unto them, forſook him , and 
ſcattering themſelves here and there, endeavour'd each of them to ſave himſelf, When 
therefore the Enemies had apprehended him, attended by a few followers only, and ac- 
companied by his children and wives, they brought him unto the Kings preſence; who 
no ſooner beheld him, but he called him wicked and perfidious,and upbraided him with 
breach of his promiſe, and contempt of his Majeſty. Furthermore, he reproached him 
for his ingratitude, in that having received the Royalty from his hands (which he had

expreſſed in what time every. thing hath been performed, The General for the King per eomgy 

of Babylon having deſtroyed the City, and tranſported the People, took priſoner the 

High Prieſt Sarezs, and his Collegue, the Prieſt S«phar, with the Governors and Keep- 

ers of the Temple, which were three; the Eunuch alſo which had the charge over the 

reſt, and ſeven of Zedechigs friends, and hig Secretary, beſides ſixty other Governors:: 

all which (together withthe Veſlels which he had pillaged) he ſent to Reblatha, a Ci- 

ty of $yria, unto the King of Babylon; who commanded in that place, that the High 

Prieſt and Governours ſhopld be beheaded : as for the reſt of the priſoners, and Zedes 

chias the King, he carried them with him to Babyloz 3 he ſent alſo in Bonds; with the 

_ reſt, Joſadoch, the Son of Sarees the High Prieſt, whom he had put to death in Rebla- 

M tha (as we have before related,) And 16 we have reckoned up the race of the Kings 
that ſwayed the Scepter of Juda, and given an account how long they Reigned, it will 
not be unneceſlary to recite the names of the Hjgh Prieſts, and toreport who they have 
been, that have adminiſtred the Prieſthood ulider the Kings.

When the General Nabuzaradan underſtood his reſolution, he gave charge to the Go. 
vernour Godolias (whom he left in Judea) to have care of him, and to furniſh him with 
all that which he wanted, and after he had gratified him with Preſents he departed. 
In Mean while, cy dwelt in the City of Maſphath, he defired Nabnzaradaen, that he 
would ſend him his Diſciple Barzch (the Son of Neri, 4 than of a Noble Family, and 
excellently Learned in that Countrey Language,) Now when thole, that during the 
Siege of Jeruſalem, were retired out of the City, underſtood the retreat of the Baby. » 
lonians, they aſſembled together from all parts, and came to Maſphath to Godolias, under 
the condudt of Johx the Son of Careas, and Jezanats and Sareas, and others. And be. 
ſides theſe a certain man called 7ſ-ael, of the Bloud Royal, a wicked and fraudulent 
man, who during the Siege of the City, had retired himſelf to Bathal, King of the 4m- 
#onites, and had (ojourned with him during ll the troubles. When they were cometo- 
gether, Godolias adviſed them to remain in that Countrey, without any fear of the za- 
bzlonians, promiſing that in manuring their Land, they ſhould 1ncurr no inconvenience. 
All which he confirmed untothem by an Oath 3 adding further, that if any diſturbance 
were offered to any man, he would readily affiſt him. He gave each one this advice 
likewiſe, toinhabit any City that they liked beſt: promiſing them to ſend them thi- Cc 
ther, with ſuch things as appertained to them, to build them Houſes, and furniſh their 
Habitation 3 promiſing that when timeſerved, he would makeproviſion of Corn, Wine 
and Ol, for their maintenance during the Winter; and when he had thus adviſed them, 
he gave them leave todepart, and inhabit the Countrey, Now when the rumor was 
ſpread amongſt the people of Judea, that Godolias had thus courteouſly entertained 
thoſe that were Fugitives, and bow he had permitted them to Inhabit and Till the 
Countrey (provided that they payed their Tribute to the Babylonian) divers of them 
repaired to him, and inhabited the Countrey. And John and the other Governorsbe- 
ing with him, and affured of his clemency, began entirely to love him, Wherefore 
they told him, that Bathal King of the Ammonites;-had ſent 1/macl to murther him by 
ſome Treachery, that by that means he might have the Dominian over the 7/rae/:tes that 
remained, inthat he was of the Bloud-Royal; perſwading him, that the only means 
to eſcape this Treaſon, was, to permit them to kill 7ſmaelinſecret : afluring him on the 
contrary, that they feared, that if 1/2ra:/ſhould happento kill him, their whole Nation 
that remained, was like to fall to utter ruthe. But Godolias replyed, that it was nit 
probable that Iſmael, who had received notbing but kindneſs from bis hands, ſhonld make 
any attempt wpon his life 5, and that having never been enilty of any unworthy a@ion in the time. 
of his neceſſity, he ſhould now make himſelf guilty of ſo great-a Villany againſt his Bcnefal- 
or, whom he onght, even with the hazard of his own life, to ſecure from the attempts of o- 


thers, Tea, ſaid he, although thoſe things were true, which you inform me of, yet had Trather 


dye, than murther a 11an that had committed his life to my truſt, For which cauſe, John © 
and therelſt (ſeeing their perſwaſtons were in vain) departed from him. Some thirty _ 
days after, 1/mael (accompanied with ggn Men) came to Maſphath to Godolias, who 
received them with Preſents and magnificent Entertainment 3 ſo that to expreſs to 1ſ= _ 
macl and his companions, how heartily they were welcome, Godolias drunk fo hard, 
that he was ſomewhat overcame with Wine, Now when 7/mael perceived him over- 
loaden with Drink and Sleep, he ſtept unto him with his ten aſlociates, and cut both 
his throat, and theirs, who kept him company at the Banquet 3 after which murther, he 
[ſued out by night, and ſlewall the Jews that were left inthe City, and thoſe Baby/o- 
tan $0)diers alſo that were left in Garriſon in that place. The next day there came p 
tourſcore Men of the Countrey to Godolias with Preſents, being utterly ignorant of 
that which had happened. Tſmael knowing them, called them unto him, as if he intend- 
ed to bring them ro Godolias, and as ſoon as they were entred, he locked the Court- 
Gates, and flew them, and afterwards caſt their bodies into a deep Ditch, to the intent 
they might not be diſcovered; Of this number there were ſome that eſcaped, whobe- 
ſogyht him that they might not be put to death, before they had delivered certain 
Moveables, Garments and Corn that they had hiddenin the field: which when 1ſmael 
underſtood, he ſpared them : but he kept them priſoners that were in 2ſaſphath, with 
their Wives and Children, in the number of whom were the Daughters of Zedechias, 
whom Nabzzaradan had left with Godolias, This done, he retired back again to the g 
King 'of the Ammonites. John, and the Governors of his company, hearing what was 
done by Iſmael in Maſphath, and above all, of the murther of Godolias, they were won- 
derfully inraged. fothat cach of them' aſſembling his forces, iſſued forth to greg :

Which camein like man- nur el pg 
ner to paſs: for in the fifth year after the deſtrution of Jeruſalem (which was the three © - 
and twentieth year of the Reign of Nabuchodonoſor ) Nabnchodonoſor in his own perſon 
L led his Army into Celoſyria, and having conquered the ſame, he made War upon the 
Ammonites and Moabites. And after he had brought theſe Nationsunder his obeyſance, 
he' werit ahd fought againſt the King of Egypt, and overcame him: and after he had 
ſlain rheir King the governed at that time,and planted another in his place,he afterwards 
took the Jews that he found inthat Countrey, and carried them priſoners into-Babylon. 
By this means we have leatned,that the eſtate of the Hebrews, hath been tranſlated twice. 
tothe other fide of Exphratez. For the people of the ten Tribes, during the Reign of 
Oſeas, were carried away captive by Salmanazar, King of the Aſſyrian, after he had tas 
ken Samariaz andthe two Tribes by Nabuchodonoſor, King of the Babylonians and Chal- 
dees, upon the taking in of Jeruſalem. True itis, that Salmanazar, after he had diſpleaſ- 
ed the Iſraelites, planted the Chutheans in their place, who before-time inhabited the in- 
nermoſt of the Countreys of Perſia and Meds, and were called Samaritanes, according 
tothe name of the place which they inhabited; but the Babylovian having led the two 
Tribes priſoners, hath not planted any other people in their places. _ 
For this cauſe, Jxdea, Jeruſalem, and the Temple, remained defart for the ſpace of ſe- 
venty years: and all the time that paſſed between the captivity of the 7ſraclires, until 
thedeſtruftion of the two Tribes, was an hundred and thirty years, fix moneths and ten 
days; but Nabuchodonſor choſe the nobleſt young men among(t the Jews (and ſach as 
were allied to King Zedechias, and eſteemed likewiſe for the good diſpoſition, and fair 
proportion of their Bodies and Faces) and committed ther to Maſters to be inſtru&-

, * © Beroſus maketh mention of his aCts, in the third Book of the Chaldaique Hiſtory, where 
he ſpeakth thus. His Father Nabuchodonoſor, having notice that the Governoar whom le 
had appointed over Egypt, and the neighboring parts of Celolyria aud Phanicia, was re- 
volted from him (being at that time in himſelf unable to engure the troubles of Wat) commit: 
ted apart of his Forces unto his Son Nabuchodonoſor, who was in the flower of his age, 
Beroſuzof and ſext hin forth againſt them, who encountring the Rebels, and fighting with them, over- 
a) ay wg came them, and brought the Countrey under his ſubjedtion. Mean while, Nabuchodonoſot 
Nor 5D has the Father died of a fickneſs in Babylon, after he had Reigued One and twenty years. Nabu- 
13, chodonoſor the Son, having notice of his Fathers death, gave order to the affairs of Egypt, 
axd the reſt of the Conntrey : and committing the care andtranſportation of the Jews, Syrians, 
Egyptians, and Phoenicians to his friends, to bring them to Babylon with his Army and 
Carriage, he with a few Men, made haſty journeys thorow the Deſart. And when he hadta- 
ken the adminiſtration of the Kingdom upon him (whichin his abſence, was in the hands of 
the Chaldees, and by their Chieftain was reſcrved until his return, unto his uſe) he became 
Lord of all his Fathers Empire. When bis priſoners were arrived, he aſſigned them conve- 
nient dwelling places in the Countrey of Babylon 3 and with the ſpoils of War, he magnifi- 
cently repaired and decked the T emple of Bell, and other places. Heenlarged the old City, and 
repaired and beautified it with other buildings 3 by means whereof, they that would beſiege 
the ſame, were hindred from cutting off the current of the River, to the prejudice of the 
Inhabitants, He invironed it within with a treble Wal , and outwardly with as mighty 
and as many encloſures, and made all of burnt Brick. The Walls were maguificently build- 
ed, and the Gates bravely adorned in manner of Temples. He canſed a Palace to be builded 
near nnte his Fathers antient Palace : the magnificence and ornaments whereof, Iam not a- 
ble toexpreſ;; onely this thing moſt memorable, I have thought good to note, that theſe 
great and pompous Buildings were finiſhed in fifteen days, In this Palace he had Vaults 9 
raiſed ſo high , that in outward appearance they ſeemed to be Mountains, on which all 
ſorts of Trees were planted, He deviſed and prepared alſo @ goodly Garden, and cal- 
led it the hanging Garden , becauſe (his Wife having been brought up in the Countrey 
aegafibenes Of Media) deſired at Babylon, to ſee ſome reſemblance of her own Countrey. Megaſthe- 
oi Nabuche= nes, i# the fourth Book, of his Indian Hiſtory, maketh mention of this Garden in that place, 
| doneſir.. where he enforced himſelf to prove, that this King ſurpaſſed Hercules in velour and execu- 
Ebitofiramu. tion of worthy a@ions, For be ſaid, that Nabuchodonoſor overcame the chief City 
Lybia, and a great part of Spain. Diocles in the Second Book, of the Perſian Hiſtory, 
and Philoſtratus in bis Phoenician and Indian Hiſtory, make mention of this King , ſay- 
ing, that he overcame the City of Tyre, at the end of thirteen years, at ſuch time as Itho- B 
| bal Reigned over the Tyrians. This 3s the ſum of all that which tht Hiſtoriographers write, 
& touching this King.' |

Stars tack AF ter Nabuchodonoſors death, his Son Evilmerodach obtained the Kingdom, whoin-

ON in the number of his moſt eſteemed friends, and gave him Preſents , and commirted F 
priſonmen» the Government of the Palace of Babylon into his hands. For his Father had not 
z King 25.27: kept his promiſe with Fechonigs, when be ſurrendred himſelf, his Wife, Children, and 
3" Friendsinto his hands, in the behalf of his Countrey, and tothe intent that the City of 
Niglijor. Teruſalem ſhould notbe razed by thoſe that beſieged it, as we have heretofore declared, 
LENn. Ewilmerodachdied in the eighteenth year of his Reign, and Nigliſar his Son obtained the 
Naboandel, Kingdom, which he rolſeſied fourty years, and afterwards died. After him the ſuc-

But Bfthaſar was ſo puffed with pride, that he drank out of them, and employed them 76d TE 
to his own uſe. Now came it' to paſs, that whileſt he quaffed, and blaſpherned the rages ; 
Nameof God, he ſaw a hand ifſuing from a Wall, which wrote on the ſame certain words: Srv cn ed 
by which Viſion being ſomewhat terrified; he aſſembled his Magicians and Chaldees, and Wall, and wii- 
all that ſort of people (who amongſt thoſe barbarous Nations made profeſſionto inter- $,f,tes. 
pret Prodigies and Dreams) to the 1ntent they might ſignify unto him the meaning and 
ſignification of that Writing. Now when theſe Magicidns had told. them that they 

could not give an interpretation of it, the King was ſore vexed and troubled at this 
unexpeRed Viſion : whereupon he cauſed it to be proclaimed thorow his Countrey, 

that whoſoever ſhould read that Writing, and declare the meaning thereof, he would 

give him a Golden Chain, anda Purple Robe (ſuch as the King of the Chaldees wore)and 

beſides all this, the third part of his Empire. After this Proclamation the Magicians aſ- 

ſembled tegether with a great concourſe,and wetefar more diligent and inquiſitive to find 

out the ſignification of the Writing + but they advanced nothing more than at the firſt, 

Mean while, the Kings Grandmother ſeeing him wholly dejeted in tnind, began to com- 

fort him, and to tell him that there wasa Certain man amongſt the Pritontrs of Jada, led 

thither at ſuch time as Nabnchodonoſor deſtroyed Jeruſalem, whoſe name was Daniel, a 

man wiſe and expert in ſearching out of things that were onely known unto God, who 

evidently expounded that which Nabnchodonoſor required, ar ſuch time as no other man 

could ſatisfy his demand. Whereupon the King called him unto his Preſence; and tel- 

ling him what proofs he had heard of his Wiſdom, and of that Divine Spirit that was 

in him, and howhe onely was fit to interpret thoſe things which were concealed from 

other mens knowledge; he prayed him to inform him what that hand-writing ſignified, 

promiſing bim in reward thereof, a Purple Garment, a Golden Chain, and the third part 

of his Empire : to the end, that being honoured with theſe rewards for his wiſdom, 

he might grow famous amongſt all men, who demanding the reaſon, ſhould kriow the 

intent why he was honoured, But Dare! (refuſing all theſe Pteſents of his, in that the 

wiſdom that is given from above, is not corru ied thereby, but is freely imparted to 

thoſe that have need thereof) rold him that x Writing did foretell the end of his 

life, becauſe he had not learned to fear God, neither to lift up his thoughts higher 

than humane nature, notwithſtanding he had ſeen the chaſtiſement wherewith his pre- 

deceſſor had been puniſhed, for the outrages he committed againſt God. For that Ns- 
buckodonoſor having been driven to lead his life amongſt Beaſts; by reaſon of his Impi- 

eties, after divers requeſts and ſupplications, had obtained mercy; and was returned 

unto humaneconverſation, and into his own Kingdom, for which cauſe all the time of 

his life, he praiſed Almighty God, the Governor of all things : whereas he had omitted 

to do the like, and had blaſphemed the name of God, and had debauched himſelf 

with his Concubines in the Veſlels dedicated to God : For this cauſe, God was diſpleaſ- 

ed with him, and certified him by his Writing, what end he ſhould expe. Where- 

apon he expounded the Writings after this manner: Aſare ( which is as much to ſay, 

as number) ſheweth that God hath numbred the days of thy Life and Reign, which 

ſhall endure but a little while; Thekel ſignifieth a balance z God therefore (ſaid he) 

weighing the' government, ſheweth that it ſhall be overthrown : Phares, this word 

ſigmfieth a fragment, God ſhall break thy Kingdom , and divide it among the Medes 


. and Perſiajrs, When the King had heatd this interpretation, he was very ſorrowful (ac- 


cording as the nature of things ſo diſaſterous and ſo apparent required, (Notwith- 

ſtanding he delayed not to beſtow thoſe Preſetits which he had promiſed the Prophet, 

although (as he well perceived) the words boaded him ill, yet he gave him all that 

which he protnifed him, confidering with himſelf, that it was his own deſtthy that he v.». «429.

reſolutions were ratified. Now whileſt all men endeavoured through fear, carefully and 
diligently to obſerve this Edi&; Danielſet light thereby, and according to his accuſtom- 
ed manner, ſtanding in all mens fight, he worſhiped his God, and prayed unto him. 
Whereuponthe Princes (having got that occaſion which they long expeQed )came readi- 
ly unto the King, and accuſed Daniel, for that he onely amongſt the reſt, had preſumed 
to infringe their Decree : urging moreover, that he did it not for his Religion ſake, bur: 
in contempt of the Kings Edit, And becauſe they feared, left Darizy, by reaſon of the 
reat affection be bare unto Daxiel, ſhould be ready to pardon him ( notwithſtanding

And when the day was come, as ſoon as he aroſe, 
hecame unto the Den, and finding the Seal unbroken, wherewith he had marked the 
Stone, he opened the ſame;and called unto Dawiel witha loud voice,asking him if he were 
in ſafety? He hearing the King ſpeak, anſwered, that he had received no hurt, Where- 
upon Darizs commanded that they ſhould draw him out of the Lions Den. His adver- 
{aries perceiving that Dariel had eſcaped without harm { becauſe that God had taken B 
care of him) would not that he ſhould eſcape: and thereupon told the King, that the

the firſt day of December. Over this work, thoſe Levites that were above 20years of 
age, were overſeers: with them alſo was Jeſs, and his ſons and brothers joined, and Zo- 
liniel the brother of Judas the ſon of Aminadab, and his ſons. And through the diligence 
that theſe overſeers of the Tempie uſed, it was ſooner finiſh'd, than it was expeRted. As 
ſoon as the SanRuary was builr, the Prieſts, apparelled in their accuſtomed habits, and 
the Levites, and the ſons of 4ſaph aroſe, and with Trumpets praiſed God, and ſung ſe- 
veral Hymns and Pſalms compos'd by King David. The Prieſts and Levites, with the 
Elders of the Tribes, calling to mind how great and magnificent the firſt Temple was; 
and beholding that which was built at preſent,far inferior to the fotmer,and perceiving 
M how much the ancient wealth and dignity of the Temple was abaſed 3; they wereſo ſen- 
ſibly touched with the conſideration thereof, that they could not but burſt forth intola- 
mentations and tears. But the people were contented with that which they beheld,and 
without any mention of the former Temple, they troubled not themſelves in comparing 
the one with the other 3 neither thought they upon the difference berwixc the preſent; 
and that which ſtood in times paſt : but the Elders lamented,and the Prieſts complain'd, 
that the new ere&ted Temple was far leſs than the former; yet the noiſe of the Trum- 
pets drowned their lamentations, and the joyful applauſes of the people their mournings.

When Eſdrgs had received: this Letter, he was well-pleaſed, and gave thanks unto 
Fg 16 171 ©, God, confeſſing that it was he, who was the Author of that favour he had received at 
bled the Jews the Kings hand: And after he had read this Letter unto the Jews that were at that time 
that dwelt in reſident in Babylon, he kept the original, but ſent a copy to all thoſe of his Nation;being 
Gn-y'01 in the Countrey of the Medes : who being inform'd of the King's zeal to the ſervice of 
God, and his favour towards E/dras, were very joyful; and divers amongſt them took _ 
their goods, and came unto Babylon, defiring to return to Jeruſalem : but the reſt of the F

In this affliction of ' mind, Eſdras (raifing himſelf from the earth, and lifting up his hands 
to Heaven') ſaid, That he was aſhamed to look thereupon, becauſe the offences of the people 
L were ſo heinows;, and that they had*ſo ſoon loſt the memory of thoſe calamities wherewith their 
Forefathers had beer viſited for their -_ Nevertheleſs, 0 Lord, (ſaid he) ſince thy mercy is 
infinite, have pity, T beſeech thee, on the remnant that hath eſcaped that long captivity,and which 
thou baſt brought back; into their native Countrey, Spare them, O Lord; and though they have 
deſerved death, yet let thy mercy appear, in the ſparing of their lives, Whil'ſt thus both he 
and thoſe that came unto him, lamented with him, with their wives and children, a cer- 
tain man called Achonias, one of the'principal men of Jeruſalezz, came to him, and ſaid, 
That they had ſinned, becauſe they had eſpouſed ſtrange women ; and perſuaded Ffaras to com- 
mand them all, to baniſh both them and rhe children begotten by them adviſing, that 
they who obey'd not the Law, might be puniſh'd. Ffdras ( perſuaded by theſe words) 
M made all the Princes of the Prieſts, Levites, and Tribes of 1 ael, ſwear, That they would 
diſmiſs their wives aud children, according to the connſel of Achonias, And as ſoon as he 
had received their oaths,he departed from the Temple unto Johns houfe the ſon of Elza- 
#b, and there ſpent he all the day, without taſting any meat, by reaſon of the grief which 
he had conceiv'd. Hereupon an Edi was publiſh'd, That all they that were returned front 
the captivity, ſhould repair within two or three days to Jeruſalem ( »nder the penalty that they 
who defaulted, and came not within the prefixed time, ſhould be held as excommunicate , and 
their goods confiſcate to the publicktreaſury of the Temple, by the ordinance of the Prieſts: ) 
They of the Tribes of Juda and Benjamin came thither within three days,on the 20day 
of the ninth month, call'd by the Hebrews, Thebeth 3; and by the Macedonians, Apeliems, 
, And as ſoon as they were ſeated in the upper part of the Temple in the preſence of the 
Elders, F/4rgs aroſe and reprov'd them, becauſe they-had' tranſpreſs'd the Lay, in taking *[r. 10. v.34 
wives who were not of their Nation': For which cauſe he rold them,that if they would **-": 
do that which were agreeable untoGod, and profitable for themſelves, they ſhould dil- 
miſs ſuch wives. Whereupon, with aloud voice, they all cried, That they would do it 
willingly; but that there was no ſmall number of them, and that it was the winter-ſca- 
ſon, and the matter of that confequence, as one or two days could not end it: For 
which cauſe they thought it yery needfu], that the execution were deferred for a while 3 
and that at the length, ſome of the Princes who were free from that crime, with certain 
other choſen Elders of every place, ſhould make inquiſition after them that had married 
O wives contrary to the preſcript of the Law, Which being approv'd by them, about the 
New Moon of the tenth month, this Inquiſition began, which continued until the New

When Eſdras had in this manner reform'd the abufe committed by ſuch marriages, he 
ſo correted the evil cuſtom thereof, that this confirmation continued firm and irrevoca- 
ble for ever, In the ſeventh month, they (olemniz'd the'Feaſt of Tabernacles : where- 
to when all the people were reſorted,they all came together in an open placein the Tem- 

Jing of PIE towards the gate that looketh Eaſtward, requiring Eſdrs, that he would read Moſes's 
bw 1.15” Ordinances unto them : which he performed; and ſtanding up inthe midſt of the mul- 
Nebem.8, v1, titude, he read the Law unto them, from the morning until noon. By which reading,not 
OY only for the preſent, but for the time to come, they were informed. of . theic duty. .3 and 

calling to mind that which was paſt, they were ſo ſorrowſul, that the tears fell from their 
eyes, when they conſider'd, that if they had kept the Law, they had not ſuffer'd any. of 
thoſe evils wherewith they had been afflicted. Bur Eſdras behoJing them in that ſtate, 
advis'd them torepair home, and to weep. no more, becauſe that day was a ſolemn and 
holy day, wherein they ought not to weep, becauſe it was forbidden. But he command- 
ed them rather to intend their feaſts and pleaſures, and to make this good uſe of theirre- 
morſe for their former fins, that they mighe not fall into the like for the time ro come, 
They following Eſdras exhorcation, began to celebrate the Solemnity, and continued C 
their feaſt of Tabernacles eight days. After which time, they returned every one unto 
his houſe, praiſing God in hymas, and thanking Eſdrs for the reformation of thoſe un» 
lawful marriages which had been contracted with ſtrangers 3 after he had gotten great 
honour among the people, he finiſh'd his days inan happy old age, and was buried hono- 
rably in Jersſalews, About the ſame time alſo died Joacize the High-Prieſt, whoſe ſon 
Fliacim lucceeded in his place, $ | 

After this it came to pals, that a certain manthat was one of the captive Jews,and King 
Xerxes Butler, called Nebemias, walking before the City of S»ſa, (which was the Metro- 
politan City of Perſia) heard certain ſtrangers that came from far, upon their entrance 
into the City, talking with one another in the Hebrew Tonguez whereupon he drew D 
near unto them, and ask'd them, Whence they came £ They an{wer'd, That they came from 
Judea : which as ſoon as he knew, he inquir'd after the ſtate of Jernſelew, their native 
City, and how the people fared. To whom they anſwer'd, That they werc in very bad © 
ſtate, and that their Cit y-walls were demoliſhed, and that the Nations round about them, afflid- 
ed the Jews with many outrages, making inroads into their Countrey, and ſpoiling them daily, 
ſo that divers of them were Jed my Priſoners; yea, ſome Citizens of Jeruſalem : and that 
the High-wayes were found full of dead bodies, Hereupon Nebemigs began to weep, (tho- 
row the compaſſion he had of his diſtreſſed brethren) and looking up towards Heaven, 
How long ( ſaid he) 0 Lord, wilt thou ſee our Nation thus affii ed without taking care of us 
Bebold how we are made aprey to all men! Whil'ſt thus he walked before the gate, and E 
lamented bitterly, word was brought him;that the King was ready to fit dowa to his 
meat: whereupon he haſted away to give his attendance, according to his office. Asſoon 
as Supper was dons, the King grew pleaſant, and caſting his eyes upon Nehemias, (whom 
he perceiv'd to be heavy anddiſconſolate ) he agk'd him what be ailed £ Nehemrias (after 
he had beſought God to give him perſuaſive words to diſcourſe unto the King) anſwer'd, 
0 King, how is it poſſible but that I ſhould be afflied,when I bear that the walls of Jeruſalem, 
( which is my native Countrey ) are levelled with the ground,and the Sepulchres and Monnnents 
of my Predeceſſors are defaced, and the gates of the City are burned ? Do me therefore this grace, 
that I may gothither, and repaig it, and finiſh the reſt of the building of the Temple. 
| TheKing gaveear to his requeſt, and promis'd him his Letters, aſſuring him, That be p 
would addreſs them to the Governors, commanding them to do him honour, and to furniſh him 
with all things neceſſary, to accompliſh that which be intended, For which rae 2 ( faid he) 
ceaſe to be affiiFed, and give thy attendance cvarfirly, Hereupon Nehemias adored God, and 
thanked the King for the promiſe he had made him; and therefore by the joy he concei- 
ved, he cleared that confuſion and ſorrow, that before he bare in his countenance. The 
next day the King caHed for him, and gave him Letters unto $adeas the Governor of $y- 
ris, Phenicia and Samaria, in which he commanded him to honour Nebemias, and to fur- 
niſh him with all things neceſlary for that building which he intended, As ſoon as he 
came to Babylon, he took divers of his Countreymen with him, who willingly follow'd 
him, and went with him unto Jeruſalerr, in the 25 year of the Reign of Xerxes 3 andafter G 
he had dcliver'd his Letters to Sadeas, and the other Governors, he aſſembled the people 
of Jeruſalem, and ſtanding up ia the midſt of them, he ſpake unto the whole Congrega-

ly therein, he diſmiſſed the Aſſembly.  Hereupon the Jews' ( incited by his authority) 
addreſſed themſelves to the work, and then ir was that they firſt began to give the name 
of Jews to thoſe of our Nation who returned from the Captivity'z and to the Countrey 
the name of J»dea, becauſe it had been heretofore inhabitedby thoſe of the Tribe of 
uda.

building. Yet none of theſe things could weaken Nehemiz's diligence or reſolution,but of Jeruſalem, 
that ( keeping a guard round about him?) he diligently proſecuted his defign, ſetting | 
light by all occurrents : fo great was his affetion to accompliſh the work.” And therefore 
he carefully ſtood upon his guard, not that he fear'd death, but becauſe he was perſua- 
L ded, that his Fellow-Citizens would abate of their courage and reſolution, if he con- 


tinued not with them, to animate them tothe proſecution of ſo holy an enterprize. He

Nebemias and the people offered Sacrifices unto God, and ſpent eight dayes in feaſting. 
When the rumor was ſpread abroad that this building was finiſhed, the Inhabitants of Fete for 
$jria were ſore diſpleaſed. But Nehemias perceiving that the City was weakly manned, ' "ape 
beſought the Prieſts and Levites to forſake their dwellings without the City, and ro 
came and dwell within, and to that intent he built them houſes upon his own charge. He 
ordained hkewiſe, that they that intended their Husbandry,ſhould bring the Tenths of 
their fruits unto Jer#ſalem,to the intent that the Prieſts and Levites by enjoying theit coii= 
N tinual maintenance; might omit no time in the ſervice of God : wherein he was readily x E[4ras to, 
obey'd. By this means, the City of Jeruſalem was very well peopled. Aﬀeter that Ne- The death of 
hemias had honourably accompliſh'd divers other worthy aQtions deſerving praiſe;he died ***ni® 
in a good old age, ' He wasa man ſo good, ſo juſt and highly affeQtionate rowards his 
Countrey : and one to whom they are ſo much obliged for the benefits which they have

Medio of Ruf- Frer the death of Xerxes,the Kingdom fell to Cyr his ſon, who by the Grecians was 
fins cap, 6. call'd Artaxerxes. Under his government all the race of the Jews, both Men, 
Women and Children, were in danger to be utterly exterminated : the cauſe whereof, 1 B 
will hereafter declare. But firſt of all I muſt ſpeak ſomewhat of the King, and declare _ 
Ffther ;, 2; how it came to paſs, that he married an Hebrew Woman of the Blood Royal, by whoſe 
means ( as it is ſaid ) our Nation was preſerv'd, Aﬀeer that Artaxerxes had taken the 
Kingdom upon him, and eſtabliſh'd Governors over 127 Provinces, from 1dia as far as 
Ethiopia: in the third year of his Reign, he entertain'd and feaſted all his Friends with 
great magnificence, the Nations of Perſia likewiſe with their Governors for 180 days. 
He feaſted after this, for the ſpace of ſeven days, the Ambaſſadors of all Nations in the 
City of $#ſz, after this manner, There were ſeveral Pavilions erected, whole pillars 
were of gold and filver, cover'd with linnen and ſcarlet vails, which were of that ex- 
tent, that divers thouſands of Men might take their refeQion therein, All the enter- 
tainment wasſerv'd up in veſlels of gold, enriched with precious ſtones, very glorious 
tobehold. The King likewiſe commanded his ſervants ( that attended the feaſt ) that 
they ſhould enforce no man to drink, by filling continually, according to the manner of 
the Perſians, but to permit every one of the gueſts ro drink according to his diſcretion, 
He ſeat alſo throughout all the Countrey, commanding a ceſlation from all labour , and 
that every one ſhould make Holy-day for many days, and think of nothing bur rejoy- 
c.1.v. 10,11, ing, and wiſhing him an happy Reign,” The Queen Yaſhti alſo made a banquet unto her 
ad fnem. Women in the Royal Palace, Now whereas the King was deſirous to ſhew., that ſhe ſur-

aſtoffby bim. unto her, yet perfiſted ſhe 1n her refuſal to come unto him. Whereupon the King ( mo- 
ved with diſpleaſure) gave over his banquet, and ariſing, he call'd unto him his ſeven 
Counſellers, to whom ( according to the cuſtom of the Perſcars ) it belong'd to ex- 
und the Laws3 and accus'd his wife, telling them how much he had been lighted by 
bo ſince having ſent for her divers times to accompany him at his banquet, ſhe had re- 
fus'd toobey him : he therefore commanded them to declare their opinion , what pu- 
niſhment appertain'd to her. One amongſtthem, call'd Muchems, anſwer'd, That the in- 
Jury was not only offered unto him, but to all the Perſians, who ſhould likewiſe be all in danger of x 
being after that manner deſpiſed by their wives z for that no one of them would acknowledge 
duty towards their husbands, taking their example from the Queens diſobedience , which ſhe 
ſhewed towards him, who was the Governor over all, Whereupon he c oncluded, That ſhe that 
had thus diſþononred him, ſhould be ſeverely puniſhed : which done, he thought fit that this ors 
dinance of the Kings, might be publiſhed thorow all Nations, that Queen Valhti ſhould be ſepa- 
rated from his bed, and another wowan choſen in her place. This determination, confirmed 
by the conſent of the reſt of the Magi, very much afflicted the King, becauſe on the one 
ſide he was unwilling to a& contrary to the Laws of his Countrey, and on the other, he 
knew not how to put away his Queen, for whom he had ſo great apaſlion, by reaſon of 
her beauty. Which when his Friends perceiv'd, they counſel'd him to forger the memo- F 
Ty and love of a woman ſo unprofitable, and to ſend-and ſeek out thorow all his Coun- 
tries for the faireſt woman amongſt them, whom he might chooſe and take to wife, that 
by the ſociety of another woman, the pres affeQion which he bare unto /aſhti,might be 
extinguiſh'd, The King approving of this counſel,ſent out certain Meſſengers and De- 
puties, commanding them to bring unto him the faireſt Virgins that were to be found 
in his Kingdom: when therefore they had aſſembled a great number of them,they found 
in Babylon a young Orphan, ( without either father or mother ) who was brought up 
under her Uncle (whoſe name was Mardochexs ) of the Tribe of Benjamin, and one of 
the greateſt men among the Jews, The beauty and modeſty of this Virgin were ſoex- _ 
traorCinary, that ſhe rais'd the admiration of all that beheld her. She therefore was de- G 
liver'd in charge untoone of the Eunuchs, who carefully attended her with all diligence, 
furniſhing her with odors and precious perfumes, according to the cuſtom of noble

This Edit being ſpread thorow all places of the Countrey, and publiſh'd in every 8 
City, all men prepar'd themſelves againſt the prefixed day, utterly to exterminate the 
Jews, and noleſs diligence was there uſed in Sxſa the MetropolitanCity. 'Meam-while, 
the King and Hamer feaſted, and made good cheer, whit it the City hung muſpence, be. 
ing troubled with the expeQation of the event of. that which ſhould follow, But Afer- 
dochews having intelligence hereof, rent his garments, :put on ſackcloth, and.caft aſhes on 
his head, walking thorow the City, and'cry wg, That their Nation bad not committed any 
The lamenia- Crime deſerving death : and ufing theſe, or ſuch like ſpeeches, he came umo the Kings 
tion of the Palace,and ſtood before the gate, becauſe it was unlawful for hymn to enter thereinto 1n 
| ver hs that habit : The like alſo did the Fews that were in the Cities where thoſe Edidts had 
Edi. been publiſh'd againſt then, weeping and lamenting their miſcries, But when the News G 
"ng 412» hereof was brought unto the Queen, that Mardochezs ſtood beitre the Palace-gate in a 
deplorable condition, ſhe was much troubled, and ſent certain of her ſervants unto him, 
to command him to change his attire, but they could not perſuade him topue off hisſack- 
cloth, for the cauſe of his forrow (till remaining, he could not think of laying afide 
the marks of it. She therefore called unto her her Eunuch Acra1bens, and ſent him uns» 
to Mardochews, to know what accident had befaln him, that madehim put on bis mourn- 
ing habit, and to afflidt himſelf after chac-manner, and not at her iatreaty to lay afide 
thoſe marks of his ſorrow: Hereypon' Mardechews told the Eunuch of the Edit 
made againſt theFews, and ſent by the King unto all his Provinces ; the offer of the 
money that Hamar likewiſe had tender'd to the King, whereby he had bought the utter 1 
ruine of his Nation at the Kings handsz moreover,he gave him the Copy of that which 
had been proclaim'd in S»ſar, tobedeliver'd unto Efther + whom he iatreated to beſeech | 
the King, and toeſteem itno diſhonour to become a Suppliant, to ſave her Nation, and 
to preſerve the Jews from that death whereunto at that time they were expos'd : ſince 
Heman, the next in honour to the King, had accuſed the Jews, and incens'd his Majeſty 
againſt them. When Eſther underſtogd this, fhe ſeat again unto Alardochear, giving him 
to underſtand, That ſhe was not called oe by the King 5 and that whoſoever entered unto him, 
and was not called, ſhould die, except the King would ſecure him, by ſtretching out his golden 
Scepter 3 for be, unto whone the King was pleaſed to grant that favor, although be were not cal- 
led unto bim, yet ſuffered he not death, but obtained pardon. Whea theſe things were re- & 
ported by the Eunuch from Eftber unto Mardochexs, he commanded him to tell her, That - 
ſhe ought not ſo much to tender the particular reſped# of her life, as the lives of her whole Na» 
tion 5 aſſuring her, that if at that preſent ſhe had not care of them, their ſuccor ſhowld onely 
proceed ra God by ſome other means than this : but ſhe and ber fathers houſe ſhould be de+ 
\Fer.16.17- ftroged by them whom ſhe hed contemned, Upon this reply, Eſther ſent the ſame meſſenger - 
alling -an . . . . 
praying unto back again unto Mardochews, commanding him to repair unto Suſan, and to call a generd 
God, lor the Afſembly of all Fa that remained there, willing them for three days ſpace to faſt and ah+ 
people, JJtain from all kind of meat for her ſafety, and that both her ſelf and her ſervants would do the 
likez promiſing them, that at that time ſhe would preſent her fel wrto the King, notw 
ing bis contrary Edit#; and that if fbe nu needs die, ſhe would willingly ſuffer it, "2 
Mardochews obſerv'd her orders, cauſed the people tofaſt,and to pray unto God for 
her ſafety 3 helikewiſe himſelf beſonght him, That.it might yy at that preſent to 
have compaſſion on their deſolate and diſtreſſed Nation; as he had oftentimes heretofore: 
and that as be had pardoned them wi time as they had offended, ſo now «jo at this preſent he 
would deliver them from that perdition which was denounced againſt them. For that they 
were not in danger 10 dic infamonſly for any offence of their own, but becauſe be onely had in- 
renſed Haman, in vhat be would x0t adore him, or perform that honour unto him, which is onely 
due #0 God © for which cauſe, in revenge, be had contrived this miſchief againſt then who would 
not traxſgreſs the divine ordinances. The People likewiſe pray'd to the like effet , be- 
ſeeching God, That be world have care of their preſervation, and preſerve the Iſraelites in G 
what plave ſoever they were, from the miſery at hand, which was before their eyes, and already 
expetted by them. Eftber alſo belought God, (according tothe manner of her Coumrey/ 
| calting 
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H caſting her ſelf proſtrate on the earth, cloathed in ſackcloth, and abſtaining for three rhe Jearef the 


' dayes ſpace from meat and drink, and what thing ſoever elſe was deleQable, befeechin 
God to have compaſſion-on her, That when ſhe preſented herſelf before the King. ſhe might 
have words fit to perſuade and mollifie bim, and grace and beauty far more amiable than ever 
ſhe had, to the end that by thoſe means ſhe might be the better enabled to appeaſe the King, if fo 
be he were diſpleaſed with her 5 axd to ſuccor ber brethren in extreme danger, whereby the, Kin, 

eight turn his anger againſt the enemies of the Jews, and take compaſſion of their imminent 

danger, which, without his grovent'sn, would Jurely fall iT them. After ſhe had in this 

ſort for three dayes [pace faſted and prayed, ſhe caſt © 
ged her habir, attiring herſelf as became the Majeſty of a Queen, having two of her ſer- 
I yants on whom ſhe leaned, andthe third.that follow'd her, carried up.her train, which 
was large, and trailed on the ground: andin this equipage came ſhe unto the King, ha- 
ving her checks ſtained with a-modeſt bluſh, bringing, with her a.Majeſty mixed with 
beauty, but her heart was not altogether free from fear, Bat when ſhe. beheld the Kin 

fitting aloft on his Throne, glorious in his garments embroider'd with gold; and won 
with precious ſtones, a fear ſuddenly fell upon her, ſinet he lookt not. on her. perhaps 
at firſt with a favourable countenance 3 whereupan being aſtoniſhed, her limbs failed 
her, her colour faded,and ſhe fell betwixt her handmaidsarms into a {wound, Hereupon 
the King (by the will of God ). changed his affeQion ,.and ſuddenly leape from his 
Throne, and embracing her with both his arms,he raiſed her up,and kiſſed her,and ſpake 
K comfortably unto her, praying her to be. of "#004 courage, and not 10 Juſpe® any misfortune, 
for that ſhe came unto hine without any motion of kis : That the ordinance was only made for 
his $ubje@s, but that ſhe ( who was equal with him) ſhould fear nothing : whereupon he 
took his Scepter in his hand, and laid it on the Queens neck, whereby hedeliver'd her 
from all fear 3 ſo that ſhe recovered her vigor and courage, and ſpake_ after this man- 
ner : O King, 1 cannot eaſily expreſs unto you the inconvenience that is ſuddenly fallen upon 
me for as ſoon 45 I beheld the great and redoubted Majeſty of your perſon, my ſpirits forſook, 
me, and my heart failed me. ow whilſt ſhe {pake thele words with pain and feebleneſs, 
the King was touched with compaſlion 3 ſo as he animated and encouraged her,and com- 
manded her to expe& nothing but good; ta ( ſaid he ) if thou demandeſt the half of 

L my Kingdom, Twill grant it thee, But Eſther only requeſted this at his hands,that only he 

and his friend Haman would youchſafe to grace her with their preſence at her banquet: 
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which the King readily granted her. Now when they were come unto the banquet,and+, 


in the mid(t of their cups, the King commanded Eſther to ask what ſhe would, and he 
1 


would grant it her, aſſuring her, That he would refuſe her in nothing 3, yea, although ſhe de- 
manded the half of his Kingdom. Bat ſhe deferred to diſcover her ſuir until the next 
day, requiring bim once mureto repair with Hamaz unto her bagquet,, _ 
Whea the King had promiſed to viſit her again, Hamar departed with great joy, for 
that he alone had the credit to banquet with the King and E5Zber, and no other had ever 
- obtained the like honour amangſt any Kings of-thoſe Dominions. Bur in his return, 
M perceiving Mardocheas in the Court, he was moved, becauſe that (notwithſtanding he 
had lookt upon him ) he had not done him honour: when therefore he came home un- 
to his houſe, he called Zarazs his wife, and his friends, and told them what honour not 
only the King, but the Queen alſo. had done him 3 and how he only with the King had 
ſupped that day with the Queen, and was invited the next day alſo to. banquet with che 
King : notwithſtanding he told rhem. that he was diſcontented, becauſe he ſaw Mardo- 
chews the Jew in the Court.  Zaraza his wife told him, That be ſhould cauſe a gallows to be 
raiſed fifty cubits high, and that the next day he ſhould demand licence of the King, that Mar- 
docheus might be hanged on the gibbet. Haman approving of his wives counſel, com- 
manded his ſervants to prepare the Timber, and erect the gallows in his Court, to hang 
N Mardochexs thereon: which they cilgenty perform'd, But God, who knew what 
would come topaſs, mocked at Hamans curſed hope 3 for the very ſame night he depri- 
ved the King of leep,who being not willingto ſpend the time idlely whilſt he was awake, 
but to employ it in ſomething that might be proficable for his Kingdom, he commanded 
his Secretary to bring him the Chronicles of the Kings his Predeceſlors, and of thoſe 
things that were done by himſelf, and to read them to him, When therefore they were 
broughtand read, he found that a certain man whoſe name was. there ſer down, had re- 
ceived a great polleſſion for reward of his virtue. He read likewiſe of another, that 
had obtained a.xecompence for his fidelity, and thelike z rill at laſt he came to the place 
where the Eunuchs Bagothexs and TheodeFtes, were noted down for. a ſecret conſpiracy 
O againſt the perſon of the King, and howit was diſcover'd by Mardochew. Now when the 
Secretary ( having only recited this accident ) turned "Py to another Hiſtory, _— mug 
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A ALS ſtayed him, and ask'd, If be found therein written, that he had given any recompence to Mar- A 
The year of the 1 1018? He anſwer'd, That be found nothing ſet down. Whereupon the King command- ' 
oh angh, 14 7 ed him to give over, and inquired of thoſe ro whom that offige appertain'd,what hour of 
Nativity, the nightitwas: and knowing that the morning was alteady diſcover'd,he commanded 
4x that ſome one ſhould certifie him, which of his friends attended before the Palace, Ar 
thistime it hapned that Haman was found there, who came thither ſooner than he was 
accuſtomed, with an intent to beſcech the King,that he might put Mardocheas to death.' 
When the officers had brought the King word that Haman was before the Palace,they 
were commanded preſently to call him in. As ſoon as he came into the Kings preſence, he 
ſaid unto him, Since I am aſſured that no man hath ſo great an afſe@ion for me as thou haſt, 
prithee give me thy counſel, bow I may condignly honour him, 4s becometh my ſelf, whom I do g 
moſt afjetionately love Haman thinking the advice he ſhould give, ſhould be given for. 
himſelf, ( becauſe he ſuppoſed that he only was beloved by the King more than all 
others ) counſelled him that which in his opinion was the beſt, after this manner: 7 
your Majeſty ſball think fit to expreſs the favors towards the man for whom youpretend an ex- 
Fer.9,8,9. Fraordinary kindneſs, cauſe him to be mounted upon a brave Horſe, and let him be apparelled in 
4 Royal habit, and put a chain of gold about his neck,, aiid let ſome one of thy chiefeſt friends 
march before him, and proclaim throughout the City, That thus is the man honoured, whom the 
King loveth, The King with great ſatisfaQion received thiscounſel which Hamman thought 
he had given in favor of himſelf, and turning towards him, ſpake thus unto him : Take 
one of my Horſes,a rg of purple, and achain of gold, and ſeek owt the Few Mardocheus, CG 
and give them unto him, and march thou before him, making proclamation after that manner 
which you lately propoſed : For. ( ſaid he ) thou art my neareſt friend, and it is very fit that 
the execution of this thing be committed to thy truſt, which thou haſt ſo faithjully counſeled, 
And this command Ito be done, becauſe Mardocheus hath been the preſerver of my life. Hi- 
#41, upon the hearing of theſe words, beyond all expeCtation, was no leſs amazed, than 
if he had been Thunder-ſtrack 3 but finding a neceſſity of giving obedience to a com- 
mand that was ſo poſitive and expreſs, he went out, having with him the horſe,the purple 
habit, and the chain of gold, and meeting with Mardochews before the Palace, who was 
6 1% Cloathed in ſackcloth, he appointed him to Jay his mourning habit afide, and ro cloath 
to Mardo- himſelf in purple. But he (who was wholly ignorant of that which had hapned, and g ! 
che. ſuppoſing that he mock'd him) ſaid, 0 thou moſt wicked amongſt men, doeft thou thus mock, 
at our afflifFions ? Notwithſtanding being afterwards 1nform'd, that the King had beſtow- 
ed this honour on him, for ſaving his life,and diſcovering the treachery of thoſe Eunuchs 
X#r. 11; that would have lain him, he pur on the purple robe chat the King wore ordinarily, and 
put the chain about his neck, and afterwards mounting on his Horſe,he went round about 
the City , Haman walking before him, and crying. Th#s ſhall it be done to the man whom 
ver.12, theKing ſhall think fit to howour, Now after they had gone round the City, Mardochew 
.gave hisattendance on the King, but Haman came not intothe preſence, ſo much was he 
YVer.13, . aſhamed at that which had hapned : but going home, he told his wife and friends, with 
tears, all that which had hapned; who tald him, That it was no ways poſſible for him tore- F 
venge himſelf as yet on Mardocheus, becauſe God did viſibly afford bim bis aſſiſtance. 
Efber 9.1. Whil'{t they were thus Pra RF oers Eunuchs came to haſten Hamar to the banquet, 
and Sabuchades, one of the Eunuchs, ſeeing the Gibbet erefted in Hamarns lodying, 
( whereon he intended'to execute Mardochews) demanded of one of the ſervants, where- 
fore it was raiſed up? And underſtanding that it was for the Queens Uncle, whom Ha- 
»an would require at the Kings hands, to the end he might put him to death, for thar 
time he held his peace, But when the XKirlg being ſeated with Hamer at the banquet, re- 
quired the Queen to declare what ſhe would require that he might grant her, ſhe began 
to lament the danger of her people, ſaying, That ſhe, with ber whole Nation, were made a 
prey to the ſword, and that for that cauſe ſhe brakg out into that diſcourſe: For { ſaid ſhe) If 
had not troubled your Majeſty, nor been ſo much grieved, if you had coming that all the 
Jews ſhbnld be ſold, and led away Captives to extreme miſery ; for that afflition might have 
been born : but ſince the utter deſtruGion of our whole Nation is deſigned , I conld not but in 
this "A have recourſe to your Majeſties clemency. The King much ſurprized with this dif- 
courſe, demanded who it was that formed that deſign? whereupon ſhe began publickly to 
accuſe Haman, ſaying, That he alone was that wretched and envious man, who bad contrived 
their tragedy, Hereupon the King was much troubled, and aroſe from the banquet, and 
went into the garden: then began Hamar to pray, and beſeech Eſther to forgive him his _ 
offence. And whil'ſt he was fallen upon her bed to beſeech her favor, the King entred 
and grew the more diſpleaſed at that he ſaw, and ſaid, 0 thox curſed amongſt men, dif .-

Queen likewiſe gave him his gaods, and intreated the King to deliver her from thoſe non yr ry 
apprehenſions into which ſhe had been caſt by thoſe Letters which were ſent out by 
that wicked man Haman in his Majeſties name, to the Governours of the ſeveral Pro- 
vinces,with inſtruction to Maſſacre the Jews,extirpate and their whole Nation;afſuring 
him that ſhe could notlive to behold the death of her brethren, and the total ruine of 
her Countrey. The King made no difficulty in granting her requeſt, afluring her that 
K he would not contradiCt her will, permitting her to write in the Kings name all that

 inferiours, but alſo are not afraid to wax inſplent pets" thoſe who are the authors of their ſecurity of he 
benefits, extinguiſhing as much as in them lieth , all manner of gratitude amon ft men, and T*** 
believing that it is in their power to deceive God himſelf, and rob bim of his Juſtice: ſo 
that when the favor of their Princes hath given them power and authority in the Government 
of their afſairs, in ſtead of - applying themſelves to the benefit of the publick, they have given 
kl place to the hatred they have conceived againſt ſome particular men, and deceived their Princes

For the thirteenth day of the twelfth month ( by the Hebrews called Adar, and by the 
Mecedonians Diſtrethe poſts that carried theKingsletters certified them,that they ſhould 
exterminate their enemies on that very day whereon they themſelves were in danger 
to be exterminated, The Governors likewiſe of the Provinces, the Lords and 
chief Magiſtrates, did honour to the Jews: for the fearthey had of Mardocehas, and 
after the Kings Letters were publiſhed, it came to paſs that the Jews ſlew about five 
hundred of their enemies. - Within the City of S»ſa the King declared unto Eſther the num- 
Efher 9.9.2 ber of the dead that periſhed in the City, and ſuſpeting what might happen thorow the + 
«| 10, 13, Whole Countrey, he asked her if ſhe re ueſted any further matter, promiſing her that g 
he would ſee it executed : ſhe beſought him that ic might be lawful for the Jews 
to revenge themſelves yer once more the next day upon their enemies, and to han 
Hamans ten Sons upon the gibbet : which the King(being loth to contraditt Eſther )per- 
mitted,ſo that on the 14. day of the Month Diſtre,they ſlew about three hundred morg 
of their enemies; without taking the ſmalleſt portion of their goods. Furthermore:

The Kings demanding one day how many thouſands of Volumes he had already gather - 
ed : heanſwered him, that he had already gott about two hundred thouſand Volums; 
but that (hortly he hoped to have to the number of five hundred thouſand. Beſides he 
rold him, that he had been lately informed that there waredivers Volumes, among the 
Jews wherein many things touching their Laws and policies were written which were 
worthy to be known and deſerved a place in ſo memorable and famous a Liberary 
but that it would be very difficult to tranſlate them into the Greek tongue, for their 
charaQters ſeem to have ſome relation to the $yriack, and their pronunciation likewiſe 
15not much different fromitznotwithſtanding they have their phraſe proper and pecaliar 
unto themſelves. But nevertheleſs he believed it might be done, ſince his Majeſty would E 
not think much of any charge; the King approved of this propoſal, and wrote unto 
the High Prieſt of the Fews to help him totheſe books.

When this Edi& of the Kings, publiſhed to this effet , was proclaimed abroad, and 
M that only point was omitted, that concerned thoſe that before-time had been, and after- 
wards the ſecond time were led away Priſoners, in whoſe behalf he had given no di- 
retion, heſhewed himſelf moſt bountiful in like manner toward theſe; and gave order 
that the number and tallie ſhould be ſpeedily gathered, and the money diſtributed to the 
Commiſſioners and Treaſurers appettaining to him. This was diſpatched in the ſpace 
of ſeven dayes;all the Kings ordinance was accompliſhed, and there was laid out for the 
ranſorns of themall, to the ſum of more than 460 Talents : For the Maſters exaCted f(ix- 
ſcore drachmes for the children alſo, grounding themſelves upon the Kings Edit, by 
which it was ordained that for every perſon they ſhould have that ſum, extending the 
ſameeven unto children. | 
After this extraordinary munificence, according to the Kings cortthand, he appointed 
'" Demetrizs to make a Decree, touching the Tranſlation of the Books of the Jews, For 
the King did nothing raſhly, but adminiſtred all things with great wiſdom and circum- 
ſpeftion 3 and therefore the Copy of Demetrizs Propoſal, and the Letters ſent to this 
effec, are regiſtred, and recorded in writing : the number likewiſe of the Prefents that 
were ſent, and by whom they were offered. So that whoſoever ſhall behold chem, he 
will judge by the curious workmanſhip, the great skill of the Workman; and by the

Tranſlated, becauſe thoſe Laws proceeded from God himfelf'; and it is moſt certain , that of al/ 
other Laws in theWorld, they are the wiſeſt and jncorrupteſs, For which cauſe, Hecateus the 
Abderite ſaith, That neither Poets nor Hiſtorians have made any mention of them, nor of thoſe 
that have been governed under the ſame : becauſe in themſelves they are pure, and are not to be 
tr vs by the mouth of the profane. May it therefore pleaſe your Majeſty to write unto the 
High-Prieſt of the Jews, commanding him to ſend you yo of every Tribe, ſuch as be ſhall know 
to be moſt expert in their Law, by whom we may clearly apprehend the ſence contained in thoſe 
Books, to the end that baving the faithful interpretation of thoſe things that are contained 
therein, we may cole and gather them together, to the ſatisfa@ion of your Majeſty. 


When the King had in this manner been adviſed, he wrote unto Fleazar the High- C 
Prieſt of the Jews, touching this matter: letting him know what liberty was by him 
granted unto the Jews that were in his kingdom : He ſent him alſo 50 Talents of gold, 
to make cups, ewers and veſlels, with an infivite number of precious ſtones, commanding 
his Cofferers, who had the charge of his Jewels, to ſuffer the Workmen to chooſe what 
ſtones they liked beſt. Furthermore, he appointed that a hundred Talents ſhould be 
given for the ſacrifices and oblations, and other uſes of the Temple, But after that 1 
have declared what was the Copy of the Letter ſent unto Eleazar the High-Prieſt, and 
the manner how he obtained that Sacerdotal dignity, I will give an acconnt of the rich 
Preſents, and their curious Workmanſhip. | 

After the death of Oxjias the High-Prieſt, his ſon $iwor ſirnamed the Juſt, ſucceeded 
in his place, who for that cauſe was ſo called, by reaſon of the piety which he ſhewed to- 
ward God, and good affection which he bare unto his Countreymen. This $i-0n dying, 
and leaving behind him one onely ſon, of young and tender years, who was called 0ni4s ; 
his brother ( which was this Eleazar of whom we ſpeak at this preſent ) took upon him 
the Prieſthood, and to him wrote Ptolomy, in ſuch manner as is hereafter expreſled.

Whereas divers Jews dwelt in my kingdom, whom my father bad honoured, (though du- 
ring the Rejen of the Perſtans they were ſent thither as Priſoners ) and made ſome of them

time in Egypt, he hath committed his Forts and Gariſons, which made them much honoured and 
feared among the Egyptians. Since my coming to the Government, I have behaved my ſelf 
graciouſly towards all men, and eſpecially toward thoſe of your Nation, of whom Thave delive- 
red more than 100 000 out of Captivity, paying their ranſom out of mine own Coffers: Thave 
likewiſe liſted ſome of thoſe that were of age in the companies and bands of my men of War : 1 
have received ſome into my Court, whom I took to be faithful and lojal, and in my opinion well 
worthy of ſuch preferment 3 ſuppoſing this to be the moſt acceptable Preſent that T conld offer up 
unto God, for his Providence im advancing me to the Kingdom. And being deſirous not onlyto 
gratifie them, but alſo all thoſe Jews that are in the whole world, Thave determined to cauſe F 
your Law to be Tranſlated, out of Hebrew into Greek, that I might put it in my Library. Tou 
ſhall therefore do well, if you chooſe ont ſix diſcreet and learned men of every Tribe amongſt 
you, and ſend them unto me, ſuch as by reaſon of their age ſhall be well inſtrufed in your Laws, 
aud ſufficiently enabled to expound the ſame.' - And I doubt not but that ( the work ſucceeding 
#5 I hope it will.) I ſhall thereby gain great glory. Wherefore 1 ſend unto yon Andrew the 
chiefeſs Captain of my Guard, and Ariſteus alſo, ( whom we eſpecially honour ) to confer with 
you: by whom Ibave ſent you 100 Talents of ſilver, as the firſt-fruits of thoſe gifts and ſacri- 
frees, which we intend to offer in the Temple, Tou will do ws an eſpecial favor, if you ſugnifie 
your mind unto ue by your Letters.

engraven by curious workmanſhip Ivy and Vine branches loaden with cluſters of grapes, 
ſo made to the life, that they ſeemed to be grapes indeed. Forthe whole was ſo ſub- 
nile and dilicate, that when the wind blew, the workmanſhip waved and was carried 
up and down; ſo that it ſeemed that theſe fruits were rather natural, than counter- 
feited by art, The work was made after a new faſhion, as if it conſiſted of three 
pieces: /-and notwithſtanding it was ſo well ſhut and cloſed together, that the ſeames 
and joynts might not any wayes be ſeen: The thicknels of the Table was noleſs 
than half a Cubir, _ - | 
See here what this was, which the King preſented : wherein the price of the ſtuff, 
the diverſity and beauty. of the workmanſhip, and the excellency of the engraving 
was very excellents ſo that the richneſs of the materials, and the great variety of or- 
naments of this magnificent preſent made it evident that though this great Prince 
could not for the reaſons, before mentioned, make this Table larger than the former, 
yet he ſpared no charges co make it ſurpaſs it in all other reſpe&ts. He gave beſides 
this, two vellels of Gold, ſcaled from the bottom as far as the half part of the Cup; 
and beſides thar, inriched with divers precious Stones curiouſly enchaſed, And in 
the midſt of them there was a labyriath a Cubit high, made of all ſorts of. precious 
Stones, and at the foot thereof were ingrayen ſpires, after the manner of twigs, and y4 
talt by them a certain fold like unto a net made in oval faſhion, that aſcended even 
unto the brimes. The midſt thereof wasfilled with little targets, of the bigneſs of 
four fingers, made of precious Stones, and round about the edges thereof were Lillies, 
ivy flowers , and vines with their cluſters of grapes engraven round about. This 
was the beauty and excellency of thoſe two Cups, each of them containing twenty 
and four pints. There were alſo others made of Silver, ſo tranſparent as if they had 
been of the pureſt Chryſta], thorow which all things thatwere put into them, were 
manifeſtly diſcovered. He cauſed alſo thirty ewers to be made, in which all the Gold 
that was not covered with precious ſtones, was ſhadowed with ivy leaves, and vine 
branches moſt curiouſly engraven : andall theſe things were not only curiouſly wrought F 
by the wonderfull cunning of the workemen 3 but were in like manner ſeconded 
an ambitious diligence of the King, who thinking it not enough that without ſparing 
for any thing Ln undertaken the charge, did oftentimes ( forſaking his moſt ſeri-

that had reſiſted them by Arms, and who had been overcome, were ſufficiently puniſhed 
for their obſtinacy : andas touching thoſe that had not committed any offence, they ſaw 
no reaſon to deprive them of their rights and priviledges. We know likewiſe, that 
Marcus Agrippa was of the ſame opinion touching the Jews. For whereas the Jovians 
were prapr >" bent againſt them, and beſought Agrippa, that it might be only lawful 
for them to make uſe of the priviledges which Antiochas Selencws's Nephew (whom the 
Greeks intituled by the Name of God) had given them 3 requiring, that if the Jews were 
of their blood, they might be tyed ro adore the ſame gods which the Jonians worſhip- 
ped : When therefore this matter was referred to the determination of the Judges, the 
Jews had the better, and obtained theliberty to live according to their own Laws and 
Cuſtoms: and hethat at thistime pleaded their cauſe, was Nicholas Damaſcene,For Agrip- 
Wa awful for them to innovate any thing, And if any man delire 


pa pronounced, That it was

Ptolomey, he conquer'e Jewry, After the death of Philopater, his fon ſent a great Army in- 
to Celeſyria, under the conduQt of Scopas, who ſeized a great number of. thoſe Cities 3 
and falling upon our Nation alfo, he conquer'd it. Not long after this, Atiochxs fought 
with Scopes,near untothe RiverJordar,and obtainedthe vidtory,diſcomfiting the greater 
part of the Enemies Army 3 at which time Antiochus recover'd again thoſe Cities of Ce- 


loſyria, which were before taken by Scopas. He took Samaria alſo : which when the Jews 


perceived,they ſubmitted themſelves of their own accord unto him; and having received 


him into the City of Jeruſalem,they gave both his Army and his Elephants abundance of 


proviſion, -and willingly affiſted him with their Forces, to ſubdue thoſe Gariſons which 
G Scopas had placed inthe fortreſſes of the higher City. Whereupon Antiochns ſuppoling it

all theſe things that are above-named, be delivered unto them according to the form of our 
ordinance. We likewiſe command, that the work of the Temple be finiſhed with the gal- 
leries, and other neceſſary buildings; and that all the Timber be brought out of Judea and other 
places, and eſpecially out of Libanus, without any tax or tallage : which exemption alſo ſhall 1 
takg effeÞ in all other neceſſaryes that are requiſite towards the reparation of ſo famous a 
Temple. My pleaſure likewiſe is, that all they of the ſame Nation govern their State, accord- 
ing to their own laws, Let the antient Prieſts and Scribes of the Temple alſo, and the ſing- 
ing men be freed from all taxations, that are payed by the powl, andthe tribmes, of the 
Crown and all other whatſoever. And to the end that the City may be the ſooner built, I grant 
unto all them that inhabit the ſame as this preſent,or that hereafter tranſport themſelves thither 
within the month of Oftober, to inhabit the ſame with exemption from all charges for three 
years ſpace, We forgive them mor:over the third part of their tributes, to the intent they 
may recover their loſſes, We will alſo that thoſe Citizens that have been orcibly led from 
thence into ſervitude, be ſet at liberty, both they themſelves, and alſo flake are of their E 
alliarcce; commanding their goods to be reſtored unto them. Farewell 
The E4ig of Theſe are the contents ofthis Letter, And to yeild themore honour untoche Temple, 
Aniiocþus the he ſent an edit thorow all his Kingdom to this effe&. 
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ogra That it ſhould not be lawfull for any ſtranger, to enter within the incloſure of the Temple 

Temple. Without the Jews permiſſuon; except thoſe that ſhould be purified according to the law and cuſtons 
of the place. That no man ſhould bring into the city any fleſh of Horſes, Mules, wild or tame 
Aſſes , Leopards, Foxes, or Hares, or Generally of any Cattel prohibited to be eaten by the 
laws of the Jews. That it ſhould not be lawful likewiſe for any man tobring their $kins 
into the City or to nouriſh any ſuch beaſts inthe ſame, but that it might be only lawful to uſe 
theſe beaſt s which might be ſacrificed unto God,according to the law of their anceſtors. That 
whoſoever ſhould not obſerve theſe laws he ſhould pay three thouſand drachmes of ſilver 
unto the Prieſts, Furthermore, to expreſs his piety and fidelity towards us, at ſuch time as 
he heard of the troubles that ha ppned in Phrygia and Lydia, he wrought alſo unto Zeuxis 
Governour of one of the higher Provinces, and his intire friend, commanding him to ſend © 
certain of our Nation from Babylon to Phrygia, writing unto him unto this effe@,

ſufficient Lands both forTillage, and to plant their Vineyards in z for which they ſhall pay no 
Tribute for ten years ſpace : and daring ſuch time as they may gather of their own for their 
ſuſtenance, they ſhall be allowed their proviſion of Corn for themſelves, and their ſervants, Our 
will is alſo, that they who ſhall be employed ox neceſſary aſſairs, be ſufficiently provided of that 
they need, to the intent that being ſo bountifully dealt withall by ws, they may ſhew themſelves 
the more afſeFionate in that which concerneth us. Thou ſhalt give order alſo to the uttermoſt of 
thy power, that this Nation be no wayes oppreſſed, or injured by any man, Farewell,

But Joſeph ſent unto Samaria to his Friends}"nd E 
borrow'd money, making preparation for his Voyage. Having therefore furniſhed him- 
ſelf with Apparel, Veſſels and Horſes, and with almoſt twenty thouſand drachms, he ar- 
rived at Alexandria. 

Atthat time it hapned, that the Princes and Governors of Phenicia and Syria repaired 
thither to farm their Tributes 3 for the King was accuſtomed every year to ſell them to 
the men of moſt reſpect in every City : theſe meeting with Joſeph on the way, began to 
mock at his baſeneſs and poverty. But when he came to Alexandria,and had intelligence 
that the King was at Memphis,he ſet forward, and went out to meet him. When therefore 
the King, accompanied with the Queen, and Athenion his Friend, who had diſcharged the 
place of Ambaſſador in Jer»ſalez, came riding in his Chariot , Atherrion ( who hadbeen 
honorably entertained by Joſeph ) perceiving him upon the way, certified the King that 
it was he of whom he had ſpoken upon his return from Jersſalem: proteſting on his be- 
half, that he was a virtuous and honorable young man, Whereupon Ptolomy received 
him with more kindneſs than the reſt, and made him come up into his Chariot 3 where he 
was no ſooner ſeated, but the King began to accuſe 0»ias tor what he had committed. 
Bur Joſeph ſaid unto him, Pardon him,0 King, and have reſpe@ to his old age. For you know 
that ordinarily old men and young children have one and - ſame underſtanding; but frow 
any felt t2ho are young, you ſhall have what you pleaſe to require, without any pretext or cauſe 
of diſcontent.

Whentherefore he was asked whether he could give em 2 Fejeeh, 
he made him anſwer with great confidence: 0 King ( ſaid he ) I will give thee ſuch 
pledges as are both worthy and honorable, and ſuch as you cannot miſtruſt. When therefore 
the Kin defired him to prqduce them: 71 wil (ſaid he ) 0 King, preſet thee for ſureties, 
thy ſelf and the Queen thy Wife, that one of you may be ſurety for me to the other. Ptolomey 
ſmiling hereat, granted himthe farm of the tribute, without farther ſurety. This favor 
of his difpteated thoſe Governours of the Cities that were come inro Egyp?, in that 
they ſaw themſelves contemned and conſtrained to return with ſhame unto theit 
houſes. But Fon obtained 2000 footmen the King 3 that He might by their 
aſſiſtance levy the tribure from thoſe Cities, who-were negligent in their payments :

nificently,offred no more than twenty Talents: Hircanws preſented the hundred youn 
Lads he had bought to the King.,and the Virgins unto Cleopatra: for whom he had vai 
a talent by the pole. At this unexpeted magnificence, all men were amazed: but be- 
ſides this, he gave gifts of divers Talents tothe King and Queens favourites and Ser- 
vants, and their attendants; whereby he ſecured himſelf from the danger that might 
fall upon him by their means. For the brothers of Hircanz had written unto. them to 
murcher him. Ptolomey was much pleaſed with the great magnificence of this young 
E man, and bid him ask whatſoever he pleaſed at his hands. Bur he required no other 
thing but that it would pleaſethe King to recommend him, by his letters, to his father 
and brethren. When therefore the King had particularly honored him, and had given 
him many rewards, he wrote unto his Father and brechren, and all his Governours, 
and Commiſſaries, and in that manner fent him away. His brothers hearing how he Hircenu bro: 
had in all things highly pleaſed the King, and that he returned with great glory, they ao be 
went out to meet him, with an intent to murther him, with their fathers knowledg, For yay, are fliin 
he being diſpleaſed with him, by reaſon of his above mentioned Jarge expence, took 2 diſcom- 
no care to ſecure him : yet concealed he his diſcontent for fear of the King.

After the death of Joſeph it came to paſs, that the people be an to mutinie inthe 

uarrel of his Children, For the elder brethren made War again Hircanws, who was 
ha younger, by means whereof the Pooge were divided : The greater part of them 
followed the Elder faQtion, and the High Prieſt Simon alſo, by reaſon of his affinity 
with them, followed their party. Whercupon Hircanws reſolved to repair no more un- K 
to Jeruſalem, but fixing his habitation on the other fide of Jorden, he made continy 
War againſt the Arabjans, ſlaying a great number of them,and taking many priſoners, 
He built an huge Tower of white Marble from the bottome to the top and on it he 
placed the figures of many living Creatures in ſculpture of greatheight. About the 
{ame hecut a deep trench of waterz and having hewed the front of the Rockthat 
ſtood over againſt the bulding,be made divers caves thereiv, many furlongs long. He alſo 
made divers chambers thereio, both co eat and {leep and dwell in. He drew thither 
likewiſe currents of ſpringing water, in ſo great abundance, that it gave much delight 
co thoſe that dwelt there, and great ornament to the whole buldjng, The mouth of 
every Cave was ſo little, that but one only man could .enter at once: which he there- L 
fore made ſo narrow, becauſe they might the better ſerve for his ſecurity and refuge; 
that if ſo be he were at any time aſlaulted by his bretheren, he might avoyd the danger 
of ſurpriſal, Moreover,he built within his Caſtle many large halls.,which he adorned with 
great and goodly Gardens:and this place thus built,was called by him Tyre andis ſciruate 
between Arabia and Judea, on the other ſide of Jordaz, not far from the Countrey of 
Eſſedon. He commanded in this Countrey ſeven years, all that time that Seleucys reigned 
in Syria, Aﬀeer whoſe death, his brother Aztjochys, firnamed Epipbazes, obtained the

»ew aPricſt,of the rank of Joarib,born in Jeruſalem, This Matthias hadg ſons, John 
call'd Gaddis, Simon call'd Matthes, Judas call'd Machabews, Eleazar named Anran, Jonathan 
called Aphus, This Aatthias oftentimes complain'd unto his fons,of the deplorable con- 
dition to which their Nation was reduc'd, of the ruine of their City, the deſolation of 
their Temple; and the miſeries of the People, telling them, That it were better fot theiw to ht; 
die in the defence of the Laws and Religion of their Forefathers,than to ltve diſhonourably amidſt on _-_ ad 
ſo many calamities, When therefore the Commiſſaries, deputed by the King, came unto SIG 
Modis, to conſtrain the Jews to perform that which was enjoin'd them, and ro command ſors. 
themto ſacrifice, according to the ordinance 3 requiring Matthias (who ſurpaſſed the 
reſt in honour, and other qualities, but eſpecially in excellency of deſcent ant nobility ) 
to begin firſt of all to offer ſacrifice, to the end that the reſt might follow him,and be 1n- 
duc'd by hisexample 3 aſſuring him, That the King would teſtifie his being well-pleaſed with 
his compliance, bythe rewards which he _—— ſend him. Matthias anſwer'd, That he 
would by no means commit that Idolatry , aſſuring them, That although all other Nations of the 
World, cither for love, or fear of puniſhment, ſhould obcy the Edids of Antiochus yet that nei- 
ther be, nor any of bis children, would be induc'd to forſaks their fathers Religion. As ſoon 
as he had return'd thisanſwer, he held his peace, and a certain Jew ſtepped forth to offer | 
ſacrifice according to Axztiochns ordinance; wherewith Matthras was ſo much difpleas'd, Pk 
that both he and his ſons fell upon him,and with their ſwords hew'd him in'pieces, He flew q.;, PX | 
Apeles the Kings Captain likewiſe, and the Soldiers which he brought with him{tocorh- cbiee, 
pel the people to commit impiety. And not content herewith, he overthrew the \ lrar, 
crying out with a loud voice, If ( ſaid he) any one be afſeFed to the Laws of bis Fathers, 
and the ſervice of God, let him follow me : Andthis ſaid, he preſently retir'd into the De- acaithice with 
ſart with his ſons, leaving the Borough uttetly unpeopled. The reſt, after his example, his ſons flieth 
retir'dalſo into the Deſarr, with their Wives and Children, and made their habitation in '** >< 4a! 
Caves, The Kings Captains having intelligence hereof, gather'd thoſe Forces that were 
at that time in the Cittadel of Jernſalem, and purſued the Jews into the Deſart. And ha- 
ving overtaken them, they labour'd firſt of all to make them ſubmit themſelves, and to 
make choice of that which was moſt for their advantage, rather than to endanger them-

- wo w_ Hen Apollonius, who was Antiochus's General in Saxrarie,heard hereof, he gather'd 
Fudas Machd- y y his Army together, and invaded Judea-: againſt whom Machabeus made head,and 
exe overcom- Gyercame him in a battel, wherein there died many, and amongſt the reſt Apollonizs, x 
* bac, whoſe ſword Machabens got as his part in the ſpoil. There were a great number of them 
Scron, Gover- a}{o wounded,” and much booty was taken in the Enemies Camp : after which vidory, 
Ay — enriched with ſpoils, he retreated, But Seroz, Governor of Celoſyria, hearing hereof, 
fizhc in Fudes, and underſtanding that divers had joined themſelves with Judas,and that he had already 
about bim a ſufficient power to keep the field, and give him battel 3 he thought that it 
concern'd himto begia to puniſh thoſe who obey'd not the Kings Edits. Whereupon,af- 
ter he had aſſembled all the Forces that he had, and beſides them, hired certain Apoſtates, 
or fugitive Jews, he marched forth againſt Judas, and came as far as Bethorsr, a villagein 
Jewry, where he encamped. Jadas alſo came out to meet with him, reſolving to give 
him battel: and ſeeing that his Soldiers would hardly be drawn out to fight, ( both by p 
reaſon of their inequality of number, as alſo becauſe they were faint by faſting a loog 
time ) he encourag'd them, ſaying, That the means to obtain vidory, and to have the upper 
hand over their Enemies, conſiſted not in the greatneſs of their number, but in their dependance 
 wpon God: whereof they had a moſt eminent example in their Forefathers, who had dat 
defeated with a ſmall number of men, divers thouſands of their Enemies, becauſe they fought 
for the defence of their Laws, and for their Children : forthe greateſt power ( (aid he) thats 
man can bave, is to be innocent, and without offence. By theſe —# rſuaded he his Sok

The Temple back to Antioch: where he ſojourned, hiring many Foreign Soldiers, to make a greater 
ot Jcuſuem. Army toinvade Jewry. Afﬀeer that Autiochs's Caprains had been diſcomfited ſo man 
times, Judas aflembled the People together, and told them, That after they had obtained (ſo 
many vi&orics through the m#cy of God, it behowed thens to go up to Jeruſalem, and to purifi 
the Temple that was left deſolate, and to offer thoſe Sacrifices ordained by the Law. When he 
came thither witha mulrirude of people, he found the Temple like a Deſart, and the 
Gates thereof burnt,and Crafs growing within it 3 ſo great a deſolarion drew fighs from 
his heart, and he wept with allthofe that accompanied him : And having choſen out cer- 
rain of his beſt Soldiers; he commanded them to aſfault the Gariſon that were in the 
Fortreſs, whifes he himſelf purged che Temple. Which command of his being exattly 
and reſolacelyfalfilled, he fent for new Veflels, a Candleſtick, a Table, an Altar of In- 
cenfe, all made of Gold. He put alfo veils or hangings to the doors, accuſtomed to be 
fpread abroad, and made Gates tothe Temple, And having thrown down the Altar of 
burnt-offerings, which had been prophaned by 4niochns, he built a new one of all ſorts 
of ſtones, neither hewen, nor hammered, according toart. The 25 day of the month 
of Chaſlen, ( with us September ) there were lights ſet upon the Candleſticks, and per- p 
fumes laid upon the Altar, and loaves upon the Table, and facrifices offer'd upon the 
The Temple new Altar, All which hapned the ſame day three years, wherein the ſacred Religion 
ma — was changed into prophaneſsand impiety. For the Temple was ruinated and left deſo- 
years ſpace. Jate by Antizcbus, and remained in that ſtate for the ſpace of three whole years. For this 
Din.1% vtfotation hapned inthe 145th year, and the 25th day of the month call'd 4pel/ews or 
Atnenſt. m the 153 Olympiad: and the Temple was purified the ſame day, in the year 
143, and the 154 Olympiad.

But it came to paſs, that the Jews of Alexandria, and the Samraritens.that brought in balle Io Ky ogs 
the Service and Worſhip of the Temple upon the mount Garizim, under Alexander the by Prolomey's 
Great, diſſented from one another, and debated their differences before Ptolomey. ' For Fam 
the Jews ſaid, That the Temple in Jerxſaler: built according to Moſes laws and ordinan- the 5cwr, lib. 
ces, wasthe lawful Temple ; but the Samaritans maintained, That that which was built = tg þ 
on mount Gerazi#r, was the true Temple. They therefore beſought the King, That it labs Sends 
would pleaſe him to fit in judgment, with the aſliltance of his friends, to hear their alle. 25d Sanari- 
gations in this behalf, and to condemn the party unto death, who ſhould be found faulty I theit 
in his proceſs. Now the advocates which pleaded for the Samaritans,were Sabbexs and Temple, 
Theodoſias : and Andronicws, the ſon of Meſſalem, defended the cauſe of thoſe of Jeruſa- 
lem, and the other Jews. And both of them ſwore both by God and the King, That they 
would bring their proofs according tothe Law, beſeeching Ptolomey toadjudge him to 
death, whom heſhould find to havefalſfifi'd his oath. The King therefore ſat down with 
his friends, to hear the cauſe, and determine their differences. But the Jews of Alex- 
andria were much diſpleaſed with them that had drawn the preheminence of the Tem- 

K pleat Jeruſalem into queſtion, and were highly diſcontent, that a Temple ſo ancient and 
famous, and ſo eſteemed and honoured through the whole World, ſhould be ſo diſpara- 
ged, When therefore the day of Audience was come, Sabbews and Theodoſtus ſuffered 
Andronicws to ſpeak firſt : who beganto prove the lawfulneſs, holineſs, and religion of 
the Temple in Jeruſalem out of the Laws and by the ſucceflive government of the Aigh 
Prieſts, who from father to ſon, and from hand to hand, had received this honour ; there- 
in alledging, That all the Kings of 4fia had honoured the Majeſty of that place with 
preſents and rich oblations : whereas neither in the record of men, nor courſe of anti- 
quity, the Temple of Garizim had been in any eſtimation, Hereunto headded ſuch other. 
reaſons, as perſuaded the King, that the Temple of Fer»ſalem was built according to 

j the ordinance of Afoſes, and cauſed him to rs 3 Sabbews and Theodoſiys todeath, This 

may ſuffice to have ſpoken concerning the differences of the Jews of Alexandria, and 


ſuch things as befell them during Prolomey Philometors time.

ing with Alexander, ( according to their appointment ). he deliver'd him his daughter, 
N andyave het a dowty worthy of fo gteat a Kings Unto the ſolemaizing of :his mars 
riage, Alexander, by Letters, invited the High-Prieſt Jonathan, commanding him to come 
to him to Prolomajs. He went thither, and preſented magnificent Preſents to both the 
Kings 3 he was highly honour'd by both, inſomuch as Alexander conſtrained him to pur 
off his ordinary garments, and to put on a purple robe,and afterthat to-fit upon a royal 
Throne :/ commanding his Captains to march before bim through the City; and to com- 
mand by publick EdiQ, That no man ſhould dare to ſpeak, any voy againſt him,nor offer him 
any cauſe of diſcontent, All which the Captains performed; ſo thatrhey, who purpoſes

Alexander had commanded them, and 
condutted him as far as the City of Azot 5. but that place, made great complaints unto 
him, and demanded juſtice at his hand, becauſe the Temple of Dagon was. burnt and de- 
ſtroyed, accuſing Jonathan for the firing thereof,and the ſlaughter of many People there- 

K in,, But Ptolomey hearing theſe accuſations, anſwered not a word : But when Jonathan 
came.to meet him at Joppa, he courted him with Royal Preſents, and all the Honour that 
was poſliblez and after he had condufted him as far as the River called Zlentherss, he dil- 
milled him, and ſent himback-to Jeruſalem. . When Ptolomey was come to Ptolomais , he 
hardly eſcaped death, and that contrary to all expeCtation, by the contrivance of Alex- 
ander, and his friend Ammonizs : which Treachery being diſcover'd, Ptolomey wrote un- 
to Alexander, requiring him, That Ammonius w;ght be puniſhed. for his Treaſon and Conſpi- 
racies Phy againſt him, according. to the heinouſneſs of the offence. But ſeeing that 4-

lexander deliver'd him not up into his hands, he conjectured and concluded,that he him- 
ſelf was the Author thereof, and. conceived a great diſpleaſure againſt this perfidious 
L Prince, who had heretofore yery much diſobliged the Inhabitants of Antioch, by pro- 
teting this ſame A-1monixe, from whom they had received a great deal of miſchief: but 
in the end, 4mmonizs was puniſht for theſe his outrages, and diſgracefully ſlain like a 
woman,whil'ſt in a womans attire heſought to hide himſelf,as we have related in another

g At that time Ptolomey began to repent of beſtowing his daughter in marriage on 4- 
lexander, and for eos Demetrizs to be his friend and confederate; ſo that he broke 
off the affinity that he had with him : and after he had withdtawn his daughter from him, 
he preſently ſent Ambaſſadors unto Demetrias, to confirm a league of peace and amity 
with him, promiſing him to beſtow his daughter upon him in marriage, and to eſtabliſh 
M him in his fathers kingdom, Demetrixs very joyful to hear of this Embaſſage, accepted 
both of the league and the marriage, There only remained one difficulty for Ptolomey to 
ſurmounr, which was, how he mjght perſuade the Antiochians to admit Demetrivs, againſt 
whom they were ſo much incenſed, for the indighities which his father Demetrivs had of- 
fered them 5, but this difficulty he overcame by this means. The Artiochians hated Alex- 
ander, becauſe of Ammonizs ( as we have related before) and by that means were the 
more eaſily drawn to drive him out of. the City. © He perceiving himſelf to be thruſt 
out of Antioch, came intoCilicia, Whereupon Prolowmey came uirito Antioch, and was both 
by the Citizens and Soldiers therein proclaimed King, and was conſtrained to take two 

| Diadems, the one as King of 4ſea, the other as King of Egypt. But he being a man natu- 
N rally very juſt, prudent, moderate, and not at all ambitiqus,and unwilling to diſpleaſethe 
Romans, he call'd together the Inhabitants of Antioch, and prevailed ſo far with them, 
that atlaſt he perſnaded them to accept of Demetrixs for their King ; aſſuring them, That 
if be ſhould receive that kindneſs at their hands he would no more keep in memory thoſe things 
that bad fallen out betwixt them and bis father, proteſting, for his own part,that be would in- 
ftru@-him both how to order the conrſe of his life honeſtly, and to manage his publick, affairs 
with juſtice : and promiſing them, that if he attempted.to do any thing that ſhould be unwor- 
thy of a good Prince, he himſelf would be the moſt reagy to chaſtiſe him ;, for his own part, he 


would content himelf to be King of Egypt. And by this means the Artioebians were in-

nature, and treated Ptolomzes Army very unworthily, forgetting both the confederacy. 
and affinity that he had contrafted with him, by Cleopatra his wife, who way Ptolomey's 
daughter. But the Men of War hating his ingraritude; fled into Alexandria,for theirows. 
ſecurity, notwithſtanding they left the Elephants in his power and poſſeſſion: - "4 
But the High-Prieſt Jonathan having aſſembled an Army' of all the Countrey of Jy 
dea, began to beſiege the Caſtle of Jernſalexr, where there was a Gariſon of 'the Maceds-. 
RG Par? rians, and a great number of wicked Apoſtates that were fallen from the Jewiſb/Reli- 
rim by Pre- gion, who, in the beginning, (ſighted the Engines that Jonathan had'raiſed"to" rake thato 
_ place, in the ſtrength whereof they repofed too much confidence: But, in the end, ſonie” 
of them breaking out by night, came unto Dexetrivs, and told him of the ſſege; at 
which he was diſplealſed , and takinga ſtrong Army. with him'\, he departed from: 
Antioch, to make War upon Jonathan. When he came to Ptolomiis, he wrote to Jonts 
than, and commanded him to come unto him : notwithſtanding Jonathan gave not! over 
the ſiege, but took the Elders and Prieſts with him, with gold and: filver robes; and a 
great quantity of Preſents. intended for Demetrius; and when he had deliver'd thernto 
him, he appeaſed his wrath: and after he had received many honours athis hands;he ob- 
tained the confirmation of his Prieſthood,in as ample manner as he enjoyed it during 
the time of his Predeceſfors; and although the wicked Jews accuſed him, yet did notry 
Demetrixs give any credit to them, Moreover, Jonathan requiring , that for the whole 
Countrey of Jewry, and forthe three governments of $amarie, Joppa, and Galilee , he 
might pay no more than 3oo Talents for Tribute, he granted him a full exemption, and:

And whereas we have not forſ of all acknowledged our alliance,it was for 
no other reaſon, but that we might give you the qperrpaity of preventing #4. Since which time 
wherein we have contraFed friendſbip with you, we have on our wane ſalemy days ſacrificed 
unta'our God, beſeeching him to continue and keep you in proſperity and foraſmuch as we have 
been environed with many Wars, cauſed by the inordinate deſeres of our Neighbours ,we have not 

L thought it meet to be traubleſom unto you, or to any other of our Allies. But ſince we have ob- 


tained an hapyy iſſue of all theſe troubles, we have ſent Numenius, the ſor of Antimachus , 


and Antipater, the ſox of Jaſon, Men honourable ay oxr Connſellers,both to the Romans, 


and to you alſo; to whom we have given our Letters to be preſented unto. you, in our behalf, to. 
the end they wight renew the amity which is between you and ws © you ſhall therefore do well i f 


you write back, unto 1, and certifie ws wherein we may ſerve you, there being no good office 
which we are not ready to perform: 
Theſe Ambaſſadors were kindly entertained by the Lacedemonians, who made a pub- 
lick ordinance touching their aſſociation and amity with the Jews, which they delivered 
M unto them, 

At this time there were three Sets among the Jews, who had different and contra 
opinions touching humane affairs: the firſt was that of the Phariſees, the ſecond of the Thret Se@s of

Caſtle of A/exandrion near to the City of Coreas, He fortified Mecheron alſo in the 
mountains of Arabia, Gabinize therefore came forth againſt him, having ſent before him 
Marcas Antonia, accompanied with other Commanders, who recruited the Romans with 
their coming, and the Jews that were under their obedience, whoſe Captains were Pitho- 
laws and Malichus, They took alſo thoſe Allies whom Antipater had higed, and in this 
equipage they came againſt Alexander, Gabinive alſo ſeconded them with his Troops. 
Hereupon Alexander drew nearer with his Army towards Jeruſalem, where giving battel 
to the Romans, he loſt about 3000 of his followers, andthe like number of hismen were 
led away Priſoners. Afcer this, Gabinins repaired to Alexandrion,and invited thoſe that 
held it to yield,promifing them pardon for the Rebellion they had begun, And many 
of his Enemies having encamped themſelves before the Fort, the Romans charged them:

Ceſar the younger. Whereupon Malichus mightily fearing Antipaters power, determi- deft 
ned to deftroy him 5 and having corrupted Hircanus's Butler with Money (with whom 2? 
both of them celebrated a Feaſt) hepoyſoned him, and afterwards aſſemblingmany $ol- — | | 
diers about him, he made himſelf. Maſter of the City, -When Herod and Phaſelns un- 2% qa 
derſtood the traiterous conſpiracy artempted againſt rheir Father, they were grievouſly tobe poiſoned, 
inceoſed againſt Malichns, . But he denied all, and eſpecial abjured the intent or pracice 
of the murther. Thus died Amtipater a juft and virtuous man, and ſach'/an one as dear- 
ly loved his Countrey, But Herod who was his younger ſon, immediately reſolvedto 

j revenge his fathers death, and came forth with an Army againſt Makchs: But Pha- 
ſelus, who was the elder, reſolved to circumvent him by policy, leſt he ſhould raiſe a 
Civil War, He therefore accepted of Malichns juſtifications, and made a ſhew that he 
ſuppoſed that he had in no manner contrived Antipater's death, and onely minded his 
Fathers Monument and Funerals. Mean while, Herod reſorting to Samaria, and find- 
ing.it in adeſperate condition, reſtored the ſame, and pacified the diflentions that were 
among(t the Inhabitants. Not long after (by reaſon of aFeaſt) he came to Jernſelem 
with his Soldiers. Malichus being afraid of his acceſs', perſwaded Hircamns that be 
ſhould not permit him to enter into the City : whereunto Hircazrs conideſcended, al- 
leadging, that amongſt the holy People it was not Jawful to intermix a Tropp of pol- 

K lated Men, But Herod , them that brought him this news, and 'notwithſtan- 
ding his command, eatre the City by night :. whereat Malichus was much amazed. 
Whereupon, according to his erdinary diſfimulation, he openly wept and bewailed 
the death of Antipater his eſpecial friend 3, but under-hand he prepared a guard forhis 
own ſafety, Notwithſtanding it was thought fit by Yerod'sfriends,to takeno notice of 
his diflimulation 3 but to makefhew that they were well-affeted rowards Malichus. 


CHAP, XX. 


Caſſius at Herod's entreaty, ſends orders to the Commanders of the Roman Troops, torevenge 
L Antipater's death ; they ſtab Malichus, * Felix who commands the Roman Gariſon in 
Jeruſalem, attacketh Phaſzlus, who reduceth himo capitulate. 


1 4 having aſſured Caſſzns of Antipater. his fathers death, he knowing very well 

of what a wicked man Malichus was, wrote back unto Herod that he ſhould re- 
venge the death of his father : beſides, he ſent ſecret Letters tothe Captains that were 
in Thre, commanding them to aid and affiſt Herod in that juſt execution which he inten- 
ded. After that Caſſius had taken Laodicea, and the Inhabitants of the Countrey came 
together, bringing with them Crowns and Silver to preſent him, Herod expeCting that 
Malichus (hould receive his puniſhment there, but Malichus miſtruſting their deſigns 

M when he was drawing near to Tyre 10 Phericia, he contriv'd a greater enterprize, For 
whereas his ſon was an hoſtage in Tyre, he entred the City to draw him thence, and 
afterwards return into Judea; taking that opportunity by reaſon of Cafzxs's troubles 
(who marched to meet with Anthony) he reſolyed to draw the people toan inſurre- 
Hon, and to make himſelf Lord.of the Countrey : but God diſappointed his unjuſt 
purpoſes: For Herod being a man of a ripe judgment, immediately diſcovered his in- 
tention, and ſent one of his ſervants before, W.,16 the notion to prepare a banquet, 
becauſe he had told him formerly that he would entertein all his followers: bur in 
effe&t, he ſent him to the Captains, to command them to go out with their Daggers, 
and to meet Malichusz who marching forth, and meeting with him near the ſhore, he 

N {tabbed him. Which -a& did fo much aſtoniſh Hircanus, that through amaze he grew 
ſpeechleſs: and being much moved, he demanded of Herod's men how this accident 
had hapned, and who it was that had killed Malichns; which having heard, and how 
nothing was done without Caſſzus's commannd : he anſwered that all was well done, M4- 
lichus being a wicked Manand a Traitorto his Countrey, See here how Malichus was 
juſtly puniſhed for the wickedneſs he committed againſt Artipater. 

When Caſſius was gone out of $yria, there aroſe a new tumult in Judea * for Felix, 
who was lett in Jerzſalemw with an Army » marched forth againſt Phaſelns, and all the 
people were in arms. For which cauſe Herod ſpeedily repaired to Fabivs, Governor 
of Damaſco, and intending to ſuccor his brother, was prevented by a fickneſs : fo that 

0 Phaſelus obtaining a victory by hisown forces againſt Felix,.encloſed him upin a Tower, 
whenge. afterwards he diſmifſ:d him under compoſition. Whereupon he grievoully 
rebuked Hircanws, that being forgetful of divers good offices which he had received 
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by him, he had given aid unto his enemies. For Maliches's brother being at that time A 
revolted, planted Gariſons1n divers Fortreſles, and namely in Maſada, which was the 
ſtrongeſt of them all. As ſoon as Herod had recovered his health, he drew forth his 
forces againſt him, and dipoſſeſſed him of divers places that he held, and after ſuffered 


bim to depart with his life and goods.

which bordered with his Countrey, Herod alſo marching forth againſt him,diſpoſſelſſed 
him of them all; and graciouſly diſmiſſed thoſe Tyrians that had the keeping thereof, 
beſtowing Preſents on ſome of them, for the love he bare unto their City. And 
that done, he came and encountred with Artigonus, and fought him, and overcame him 
before he had ſcarcely entred on the marches of Judes, and drove him from thence. 
Being come 1n triumph to Jeruſalem, Hircanus and all the People honoured him with 
Crowns, For Hircanss look'd upon him as one of his Family, becauſe he was to mar. 
ry Mariamna, daughter of Alexander, ſon of Ariſtobulus, and of Alexandra, Hircanny's 
daughter: on whom he begat three ſons andtwo daughters, Before her alſo had he 
married a Wife of his own Nation, who was called Doris, on whom he begat Antipater 
his eldeſt ſon.

CHAP, XXII, 


After Caſlius's defeat near the City of Philippi, Antonius cometh into Aſia 5 Herod 9b-

him : for which cauſe, they that were his adverſaries could obtain no Audience: for E 
Herod had bought that priviledge from them with his Money, As ſoon as Artonins was at- 
rived in Epheſus, Hircanus the High-Prieſt, andallour Nation preſently ſent an Emba(- 
ſador unto him,with a Crown of Gold Fung him that he would write unto the Pro- 
vinces, that the Jews whom Caſſzs had taken Priſoners {contrary to the law of Arms 
might be ſet at liberty, and that their Countrey, which was taken from them in by, 
ſus's time) might be reſtored. Antonius ſuppoling that the demands which the Jews 
"had propoſed,were reaſonable, wrote back preſently to the High-Prieſt Hircarms and 
the Jews 3 and ſent an EdiCt alſo to the Tyrzans, ta this effett:

I have ſent you my Edi@, my pleaſure is that you carefully conſider it, and that youregiſter 

it among your publick, Records, in Roman and Greek letters, and ſet it up in Writing in an 

M open place, to the end that it may be read by all Men, 


Marcus Antonius Emperor and Triumves, in the preſence of the Tyrians aſſembled for their 
publick affairs, hath declared, That Caius Caſſius during the troubles, by the aſſiſtance 0 
bis Souldiers, hath uſurped another mans Province, and hath in like ſort ſpoiled our Al- 
lies, and bath ranſackt the Nation of the Jews, who are friends to the people of Rome : 
and for that by our valor, we have repreſſed his inſolence, by our Edi&s and Judgments 
we will corrc& ff;is offerces, to the end that all things may be reftored to our Allies, and that 
all whatſoever hath been ſold, and appertained to the Jews (whether they be Priſoners or 
Poſſejſzons) be reſtored to their Maſters; to the end that each Man may be at liberty as he was 
before, and that each mans poſſeſſion may be reſtored to his firſt owner. And my pleaſure is, 

N That whoſoever. diſobeyeth this Ordinance, he may be pumfhed accordingly. He wrote to 
the like effect to the 8idonians, Antiochians, and Arabians ; all which we will inſert in 
a convenient place, ta teſtifie what account the Rowars made of our Nation.

come unto him, Nevertheleſs, Hircarmus and Phaſelus nmdertook this Embaſſage, and 
Pacorus (leaving with Herod T wo hundred Horſemen, and Ten of thoſe whomthey cal 
Free-men) condutted the Embaſſadors. Now as ſoon as they came into Galilee, the Go- 
vernors of the Cities in that Countrey, came forth armed to meet them : Barzapharnes 
alſo at the firſt gave them friendly entertainment, and honoured them with Preſents;

This was ſhortly confirmed to be true by the guards that arrived : For which cauſe 
there were ſome of Phaſelas's friends, who counſeled him, that without any more de- 
lay, he ſhould betake him to his Horſe, and fly from thence : and amongſt the reſt, 
Ofilizs was moſt earneſt, who had diſcovered this plot, by Saramale a rich Syrian (who 
fiohr.)

War, advertiſements. For ſhe very cunningly conceived, that it would redound unto her © 
profit, if one of theſe two ſhould overthrow the other. Herod according to theſein> 
ſtrutions from Antonius, returned back intohis Countrey, and retained his Army al- 
ways ready about him,and preſently invaded Arabia, and with his Forces,both Borſeand 
Foot, carne direQly to Dioſpol#,where the Arabians (having notice of his intended War 
againſt them) came our to meet him, They fought a moſt cruel Battel, wherein, atlaſt 
the Jews had the upper hand. Aﬀeer this, a great Army of the Arabians affembled them- 
ſelves at Cara,a certain place in Celoſyria, Whereof, when Herod was fore-advertifedhe 
Herols Batiels marched forth againſt them, accompanied with the greater part of his Forces. Asfoon

encouraged, both in reſpe of the confidence they pag in the good conduQ and or- 
dering & their Army, as in. regard of their forwardneſs, who had been aGors in the 
former Wat, and partakets of the Viftory 3 ſo that they ſcarce gave their Enemies 
leiſure to ſtand to their Arms, When Herod perceived that the heat and forwardneſs 
of the Souldiers could hardly be appeaſed; he thought good to make uſe of the rea- 
dine(s of his Army, and armng himſelf, he marched on Head of his Army in battaliaz 
This ſudden approach daated the Arabzars : For although,for a while,they made head 
againſt them yet perceiving their Enemies full of heart, and themſelves unable E 
to reſiſt them, divers of them retreated, and betook themſelves. to flight: ſo that all 
them had beenutterly defeated, had not Atherio endamaged Herod and the Jews, For 
he having the command of that Hobs which Cleopatra had in that place; and beſides 
— that, Dri a privy grudge to Herod, diſpoſed bis Army in a readineſs, and expetting 
os "fret the event of the Battel, reſolved with hiniſelf to contain his Forees if the Arabians 
verthrowerth OVETCAIme the Jews 3 and ſoif they had the worlt (as indeed it catne to paſs) to ſetup- 
Herod. on the Jews, who ſhould be ſpent by that time 3 and ſurpriſing them unawares, even 
in the height of their hope of good ſucceſs, to maſſacre them with freſh ſupplies.

Afﬀeer them poſted the Jews, and being unable to recover the for- 
treſs with them, they begirt the camp with a fiege, and ſhat up all the paſſages tharno 
ſuccor could come unto rhem,and took from them all opportunity to eſcape, although 
they would have gone away. | 
When as therefore they ſaw themſelves reduced into ſuch extremity , they ſent 
Ambaſſadors unto Herod, firſt of all to demand a truce : andafrerwardsfor that they 
were oppreſſed with thirſt, to crave ſome remedy for their preſent neceſiities, But 
he neither reſpeted the Ambaſſadors, neitherthe proffered ranſome for the Captives, 
K nor any other whatſoever reaſonable demand, deſiring earneſtly to revenge himſelf 
of thoſe injurious treacheries they 'had practiſed againſt his Ambaſſadors.

nothing,for which caufe he gave over the Charge and adminiſtration of his Kingdom. Ar 
length he was fo beſorted with grief, that oftentimes he commanded his ſervants to Call 
his wife Mariamne,as it ſhe had been alive. Whileſt thus he was afflicted,ckere came a pe- A phone invi- 
ſtilence'within the City,thar conſumed a great pait of the p:ople,and moſt of the nobili- © /4/#n: 
ty,and all interpreted that chis puniſhment was inflited by God upon them; for rhe un- 
juſt dexth of che Queen. Thus the Kings diſcontents being by this means increaſed, he ar Hood Falleth 
lit hid himſ{cdfin a ſolitary wilderneſs, under pretext of hunting : where atfiting him 5 Wy Dok 
ſelf incefſantly at laſt, hefell ito a moſt grievous ficknels. This diſcaſc of his wasan in- 
flammation or paia in the neck: he ſeemed aiſo in ſome ſor: to rave and grow mad: neither 
L could any remedies relieve him of his agony + but when the ſickneſs ſeemed rather to in-

This ſuit and ſolicite- 
tow of hers was but coldly received:and the Captains who atall times ſhewed themſelves 
always$faithſul,ar that rime were the rather far more conſtant intheir 4uty, both for that 
they hated Alexangra,and allo that they thought it a greet offence to deſpair of the health of 
their Prince.

remedy againſt all privy conſpiracies, by CROIEES forces always near at hand, Who 
might prevent ard pacifie all alterations at their beginning. After this, betaking himMf 
ro encompaſs Samaria with'a wall, he brought to paſs that divers of thoſe who had both 
arms with him againſt his enemies, and divers of the people likewiſe that dwelt romd # 
bout, cameto inhabit it, both in regard of the Temple,which he intended to build in that 
placegrs alſo for chat he fortified the ſame for his own ſecurity (although that totthetly it 
was not inthe number of famous Cities.) He therefore changed the name thereof, 4nd 
called ir Seþafte,and diſtributed the lands that confined the City among the inhabitants bf 
the ſame (which was by narnre a fruitful countrey) rothe intent that within a little ſpice 
they might inrich themſelves. He invironed the City alſo with a ſtrong wall, being af- 
ſiſted by the natural ſtrength and ſteepneſs of the place : and beſides the whole circuit, x 
he included ſo much ground, that it was no wayes inferiour to any of the famous Cities; 
for it contained the Circuit of twenty furlongs or ſt:dia's. And in the midſt thereof thete 
was a ſacred place,containirg a furlong 8 a half, wonderfully adornedzin which there was 
a Temple builded,famous both for be uty and bigneſs. Andas for the other parts of the 
City, he adorned them with all ſorts of ornaments, And ſeeing how neatly it concerned! 
him io provide for the ſecurity of lis perſon in this walled City,he ereRed a Fortreſs for 
himſelf Ard as for the beauty thereof , his intent Was that it ſhould remain for a mo- 
nument to poſterity , of his magnificence and liberality,

N the eightcenth year of his reign, Herod,after he had finiſhed chefe many and admj. 

. rable aRions,conceived in his mind,a mighty projeR,which was to re-edific Gags 
Temple of greater bigneſs and anſwerable height, hoping that this work, which was 
the moſt admirable of all choſe he had underraken(as indeed it was) beingzai hed, would 3 
eternize his memory. Bur fearing leſt che people, in regard of the greatnels of the enter. 
prize, would be hardly drawn rhereunto, he determined to ſound their intentions by his 
diſcourſe, and for that cauſe aſſembling them together, he ſpake after this manner : 

Men and brethren , I hold it to be a matter both vain in flap farg , $0 recount unto you 
what things 1 have performed, during the time of my government. For they have been gf 
that nature, that they have returned me but little honour, and your ſelf great profit and ſecyri- 
ty. Fer you your ſelves know, that in thoſe adverſities that have befallen you, I have been ug 
wayes negligent in that which conterned your profit : and in thoſe buildings I have erctt;4 
by Gods affittance , 1 have not ſo much regarded my ſelf, as that which concerneth you all : 
and my hope is by the will of God , that I have brought the eztate of the Jews to that dtgr C 
of felicity , that they never had or expetted before ths time. As for that which thu 
particularly done inthe heart of the Countrey , and in the Cities which Thave augmented. 
as well with ornament and beauty, as with a number of inhabitants : ſince you your ſelve; 
know , 1 think it a ridiculous matter #0 reduce them 10 jOur memory. But I muſt. aſſute'you 
that .the deſien which 1 will preſently undertake , is far more holy and more excellent, thay 
may be performed by us. For our predeciſſors , after they were ret ned. from, the captivi- 
ty of Babilon, builded a Temple in Honovr of our great and mighty God , which in height 
wanted ſixty cubits of that which Solomon firſt built - yer ought we not to object it 2s a blame, 
or aſcribe this aition to any impiety in our Anceſtors. For the Temple was not at their diſpi 
fing , but the meaſute of their Building was ſet down by Cyrus and Darius the Son of Hy-H 
ſtaſpes , 19 whom 4nd their Succeſſors , they have firſt of all been [laves , as after their time 
they have been nnder the ſabjettion of the Macedonians : ſo that they had nyt the mean: and 
opportunity to raiſe this religious Monument , according tothe firſt pattern , tothat requi- 
at and convenient height, But ſince at this preſent, by Gods permiſſion , I have obtained the 
Kingdom : and that for a long time hitherto we have enjoyed a happy peace : and that nyther 
money nor great revenues are wanting : and that which is our greateſs good, we aremade 
happy by the favour of the Romans , - who in a ſort are Lords of the whole world , andin 
effett are our entire friends : 1 will enforce my ſelf to repair that defect , which hapned in 
times paſt through the miſerits of our noble predeceſſors : reſolving with my ſelf to perfeli that 
which is requiſite for the ſeruice of God, in acknowledoment of the benefits which Thave recti- E 
ved from him, by whoſe mercy and means I have obtained my Kingdom. 

This Cudden and unexpeRted ſpeech of Herods filled all mens ears with wonder , and 
hearts with expeRation , in that he ſeemed to promiſe ſuch a thing , as was beyond 
their hope , and as they thought far greater than his power: and that which moſt di- 
ſtrated them was , for that they had conceived a fear, leſt after he had pulled dowa the 
v}d , he ſhou!d not be of abllity to ereRt a new, For which cauſe his counſel ſermed 
to be dangcrous,and attempt over difficult. Bur the King perceiving with whar doubts 
they were detained , Encouraged them, promiſing in no ſort to deſace the Old Temple, 
beforc all that was prepared and noliſhed ,. which was requiſite for the building of the 
New.. And in this he kept his word : For he appointed a thouſand chariots to draw F 
ſtones unto the place , and choſe cut amongk the reſt ren thouſand expert workmen. 
He apparelled alfo at his own charge one thouſand Prieſts in their accuſtomed Veſtments, 
whereof ome gave the Maſons intirn&ions how they ſhould work , and the reſt afſifted 
the Carpenters. This done, after he had prepurcd all things requiſite, he cauſed them 
tO fall ro their building. As ſoon as therefore the former foundations were rakens* | 
way , and ncw were planted in their place , the Temple was creed upon them, in 
length one hundred cubits , and twerity cubits in height , above thoſe hundred cubils 
which the former contained , which tw.nty cubits were in ſome manner ſunck , aftet - 
that by proceſs oftime the foundations te2an to be ſerled : and during Nero's reign Our 
Countreymen thought to have raiſed it to the firſt height, The building was of white 6 _ 
and ftrorg marble ſtones, which were each of them twenty and five cubirs long,cight ll} * 
bis high, and about ſom: ewelve cubits brozd. All the ſtructure of the ſame was mace 
after tj;e manner of a Frincely Palace on all fides, and the middle partthercof was higher 

t 
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7 chan the reſt : ſo that it might eaſily be diſcovered by the inhabirants of the Countre: 


many furlones off 3 and eſpecially it was moſt apparent and ſubj:Rtotheir geht, who! 
dwelt oppolice againft it, or repaired unto the City. The doors theteof and their #/oe cinits 
porches were correſpondent to the reſt of the migaiticence of the Temple , garniſhed \AYY; 


with divers Tapeſtries and Azurcd Flowers , which adorned the Pillars : uader whoſ: 
chapters a Golden Vane ſpread it ſelf on each fide, repleniſhed with miany goodly clu- 
ers of Grapes hanging down: which was an admirable work to behold, burh in reſpe&t 
of thegrearneſs, as alſo for the workmanſhip and mater whercof it was made. He 
encompaſſed all the Temple with moſt ſtacely Galleries, coricfpondent ro the ma onifi- 
cence of the ſame, and ſurpaſſing thoſe in times paſt for the coſt: ſo that never any man 
before him ſo magnificently adorned the Temple. Two of which were underpropped 


with very ſtrong walls, whoſe Workmnſhip was fo exquiſite, that it is incredible to re- 


late, There wasa ſtony riſing or hillock, and very fſtre:ght and high, the rop whereof 
rowards the Exftermolt part of the City was ſomewhat ſmooth and bending, "The firſt 
that encompailed it with a wall, was Sa/0,70n uur King, who by Gods favour and labour 
of divers workmen, did firſt of all build che higher part : Herod alfo incloſed the lower 
part thereof with another wall, under which co the Southward there licth a moſt decp 


valley. This wall was made of huge ſtones, cloſe faftned the one unto the other with - 


Lead,ſhntting all within his encloſure, and cxtending it ſelf very deep : ſo that the grear- 
K neſs and height of this four-ſquare-building was an incredible ching ro be imagined, The 
preatneſs of the Stones appeared inthe Front , bur on the inſide they wete Faſtned roge- 
ther with clapſes of Iron, which fortified and ftrengthned rhe building forever againſt 
all injuries oftimes. This work having been thus continued to thetop , and the void 
ſpace berween the wall and the rifing hillock filling up the floor above, was made le. e!. 
The whole circuit of the Tower contained about four ſtzdes or furlongs , a flad$ or 
furlong in length from angle to angle, On the inſide and near unto the top there was 
another wall of ſtone exrended along the Eaſtern fide : having a double porch of equal 
greatneſs with that of the wall , and placed inthe midſt of. the Temple , and openeth 
right upon the gares thereof , which the Kings formerly bad adorned, Round about the 
L Temple were planted thoſe ſpoils which were. raken from the 3arbarians , which King 
Hered had placed there, with all thoſe ſpoils which he had taken from the 4rabians. 
In a corner on the North ſide there ſtood « very ſtrong Forercfs , builded by the 4/mo- 
mins; Who were Herods predecefſours, and had been boch Kings and High Pricſts, and 
had impoſed a name on that Tower which was Zaris, in which they kept rhe Prieftly 
Veſture, wherewith the Hizh Prieſt was wont to be adorned at that time only, when he 
ws to offer ſzcrifice. King Herod kept the ſame in that place , and there remained it af- 
ter his death, until the time of 7:4erivs Ceſar , under whom 7tellins Governor of $y- 
ria, came unto Jer#ſalens ; where he was entertained by all the people with as Zreat mag- 
nificence,as was poſſible : and being defirous ro acknowledge the favour that he hed re- 
M ceived-at their hands , being requeſted by them that they miizhit have the keeping of the 
High Pricfts Ornaments , he wrote unto Tiberins Ceſar to grant them that favour: and 
rill che death of King Agripps the Jews had the ſame in theirpofſeſhon. Bur afier thar 
Agrippa was dead, Caſſins Longines that governed Syria , and Ceſpins Fadus Licutenant 
of Judea., commanded rhe Fews to return the ſame into the Fortreſs Antonta z laying, 
That the Romans ought to be Lords thereof, as they had been invimes pait, For which cau 

the Jews fent Embaſſazors to Claudius Ceſar, to requeſt his favour therein, whoatri- 
ving at Rome, found the young King Azrippa there, who befonght the Emperor that ir 
might be lawful tor him to have the keeping of the habic : who commanded Yitellins 
the Governour of 59712 , ro deliver it into his hands. Ic was formerly kept under the 
N ſeal of che High Prieft andthe cuſtody of the Treaſurers , and on the Eve of a certain 
ſolemn Feaſt , the Treaſurers-went up to the Captain , who kepr the Forgreſs for the 
Romans , and aſter they had opened their ſeal, they took the habit: and after the Feaft 


was paſt , theyretutned it back 2gain untorhe ſame place, and ſhut it up under the ſame 


ſeal in the preſence of the Captain, | 


Afr that Herod had in this manner builded this trong Tower for the ſecurity and The Tower of 
guarFyf the Temple , hecalled it Antonia , for theloveof Antonivs his friend , and one 9% 


of the chiefeſt men in Rowe. In the Weſtern part of this porch, thete were four gates, 
wheteof the one opened upon the Kings Palace, co which there was a direQ way tho- 
row the midft of the valley : the two others led unto the ſuburbs : and the fourch 
O opened upon the reſt of the City , and gave open paſſageumto the ſame , by the means 
of a number of ftaigs, by which men might deſcend 80 the foot of the valley : and 
from thence there was an aſccnt by ocher !tairs to aſcend upwards. For the City was 
ſcituate oppolite to the Temple, atier. the manner of a Theater , which ended at rhis 
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122 valley on the South fide , where, onthe very front of this ſquare, there was alſo ano: A 
ld 3945. ther gate in the middle , equally diftant from both corners, and a ſtately Tripple 
before chrijs Gallery , the length whereof extended from the otiental valley , asfar aSthe We. 
IL, ftern. Ir was impoſſible to extend it any further , for itrook up all the ſpace. This 
work was one of the moſt famous pieces that was ever ſeen under the Sun... For the 
depth of the vajley was fo great, that it was impoſſible for a man to Tee the bottom 
if he looked downward from the higher part: and norwithftanding, on the ſame he e. 
The porch reed this porch offo great a height, that but to look from the tOp thereof, and tocon- 
_—_— aloft fjder the depth as well of the Valley, as the height of the Porch, it would make aman 
| pe og giddy , and his eye could not pierce ungo the bottom of the ſame: Thoſe Galleries 
E:. wcre ſupported by four ranks ot Pillars equally diſtant 3 and a ftrong ſtone wall filled 
| up the {paces that were between the pillars of the fourthrank » the thickneſs of the 
pillars was ſuch , that one was as much as three men could fathom , holding one ano- 
ther by the band, ſor each of them was twenty and ſeven foot about, with a double 
baſe at the botrom. The whole number of them was one hundred fixty and two, 
they were engraven and damaskt with Corinthian werk , ſo that it moved admiration 
in thoſe chat beheld it, Berwixt theſe four ranks of pillars there were three Porches, 
containing in breadth each of chem thirty foot , and in length a ftade or furlong : and 
more than fifcy foot in height, That in the midſt was in breadth once and half as 
much astheſctwo z and in height ewice as much. The floor was made of rare planks, @ 
engraven with divers fizures, and the roof rhercof was far higher than any of the 
reſt , in which were Certain huge beams morteiſed , on which there were certain pil.

*t the Temp'e+ xy one gave thanks unto God for that the whole Work was finiſhed ſo ſpeedily, and 
wiſhed all happineſs tothe King. for his coſt and diligence.io the execution and finiſh:

Temple. Then did the King offer up three hundred Oxen unto God , and the reſt of

of body, not only beloved of their own Nation, but alſo of ſtrangers 3 they were dex- 
trous in all Exerciſes, and commendable in Military Afﬀirs, andeloquent in Civil Dif. 
courſes. For, in all theſe things they were excellent, and eſpecially Alexander the eld. 
eſt of them. It had been enough for him, ſuppoſe he had condemned them, either to 
have kept them in perpetual Priſon, or baniſhed them into ſome far Countrey 3 ſeeing 
that he was aſſured of the Roman Power, under whoſe protection he neither needed to 
have feared invaſion, nor ſecret Treaſon againſt him, For to put them to death, only 
to ſatisfie his own furious will, what elſe doth it argue, but only an impious liberty caſt» x 
ing off all Fatherly humanity and kindneſs ? eſpecially ſeeing that he was aged, whoſe 
years could neither plead ignorance, nor that he was deceived. For neither was he the 
more excuſed by the delay he uſed 3 nay, it had been a leſs offence, if amazed with - 
ſome ſudden news, he had been incited to ſo hatnous an offence : But after fo long delj. 
beration, at laſt to effet ſuch a matter, betokensa bloody mind, and hardened 1n wic- *

it for a crime againſt her, for hgving injured his Honour. Beſides this, he accuſed her ki 
that ſhe had of ſet purpoſe, ſtirr'd up Mutinies, and by all means poſſible, both in words away. 
and deeds, contrary to all Law of Nature, ſtirred up debate betwixt him and his Bro» 
ther z, and that the Fine that he had impoſed upon his Adverſarics, was ſatisfied at her 
charge 3 ſo that no- jot of that Canſpiracy was contrived without her conſent. For

Hil Condach Ntipater ſuſpeCting his Father's diſtaſtes, and fearing leſt his hatred ſhould bring 
Antipater to him into hazard, he wrote unto his friendsin Rowe, requiring them to write their 
Cn Letters unto Herod, requeſting him to ſend Antipater unto Ceſar, withall expedition as 
was poſſible. Which being brought to paſs, Herod ſent him thither witlf divers Roy. q_ 
al Preſents 3 and gave him his Teſtament and Will with him, wherein he had be 
queathed the Kingdom to Artipater. And if it ſhould happen that Amtipater ſhould 
dic before him, then he bequeathed the ſame to his Son Herod, whom he had by the 
High Prieſt's Daughter. About the ſame time Sy/2x5 the Arabian repaired fo Rowe, 
: notwithſtanding , he had negle&ed thoſe things which Ceſar had commanded him. 
Antipater ac- Antipater accuſed him before Ceſar, for the ſame faults wherewith he was charged by 
cuſeth Syllew Njcholaws. SyUem5 allo was accuſed by Aretes, for murthering divers of the beſt ac- 
ms before count in the City of Petra, contrary to his mind 5 — the which was Sobeamws (a 
Araanaccuſ- man of much virtue and honour) and. Probatws, Ceſar's Servant 3 of which Crimes 
eth SylLew for $y}ews was accuſed upon this occalion which enſueth : There was a certain. man of K 
wars; mes: Corinthus, who was one of the King's Guard, and one he put very great truſt in : gy}. 
lew perſwaded him by ſtore of money and Bribes, to kill Herod 5 which he promiſed 
to perform. Probatus. made privy to Sylleus's mind, he preſently told it to the King 
ATravtor Who cauſed him to be apprehended and tortured, who confeſſed the whole matter ; 
chat ſought He laid hands alſo on two Arabians, perſwaded by this Corinthian's confeſſion ; one 
rack 6. * of which wasa man of Command in his Countrey, and the other was Sylleus's chief 
nel friend. They being examined, confeſſed that they came thither to ſolicite, with many 
exhortations, the Corinthian to execute the murther 3 and to aſſiſt him, if he ſtood in 
need of them. Which being fully proved by Herod before Saturnine, he ſent them

_ blefateof them, who were innocently betrayed ; and that now alſo they themi#lves 
were called back into, their Countrey for no other cauſe, but upon their arrival to be 
made partakers of their Brother's miſerable deſtiny. Theſe things did Antipater's 

friends certifie Herod of, in that by many and mighty Preſents he wrought them there- 
unto, He himſelf alſo wrote unto his Father colourably, aftera manner excufing . 
the' young men, and imputing their words unto their indiſcretion and young years. 
Mean while, he buſfed himſelf in accufing &z/2us 3 and courted the chiefeſt Romans, 
buying divers Ornaments and Jewels to preſent therwwith, to the value of two hun- 
dred Talents. * And it isto be wondred ar, that ſo great matters being in agitation a- 
gainſt him, ſeven months'atleaſt before his return intothe Countrey of Jude, that no. 

-1nkling thereof came unto his ears. But the cauſe partly was the diligent ſearch and 

_ watch that was kept upon the High-ways, and partly the hatred that all men had con- 

ceived againſt Antipater, ' For there was not any that would put themſelves in hazard

requeſt, to afliſt him with his Counſels in his preſent and weighty occaſions: Now nes 
whileſt theſe two ſate and couſalted together, Antipater came in before any man ex> © 2 
pected him, and in that purple garment and Royalty that he was accuſtomed to ule, 
catered the Palace. The Guard of the Gates ſuffered him to enter in, but they ex- 
cluded all thoſe that were with him. This firſt of all aftrighted and appaled his Spi- 
rits,, in that he-already perceived into what calamity he' was fallenz .and now alſo 
when he drew. near his Father, he thruſt him from him, accuſing him of the mur- 
der of his Brethren, and reproaching him with that intent. he had to poyſon 
him, telling him that the next day Yar»s (ſhould both hear and judge all his miſde- 
meanours. 

He altogether daunted at the greatneſs of that unexpeRted miſchief, which he both 
heard and faw, departed preſently from them wholly amazed, and in the way met 
with his Mother and his Wite( which was A»tigonws's daughter, who had been King of 
the Jews before Herod ) by whom he was advertiſed of all that which had happened, 
and for that cauſe more diligently prepared himſelf for his tryal. Fhe next day Yeray Herod calleth 
and Herod fate in judgement, accompanied by their friends on both fides; thither alſo his S912 in 
were cited the Kings kindred and his filter. 84alowe 3 and. certain others, who. could pg 
diſcover his ſecret prattices;z ſome of which had been tortured; and namely Antipe- «. 
ters mothers ſervants, who a little before his arrival, had been apprehended with a 
letter ro this effe&t : That be ſhould take heed that he returned not into the Conntrey, be- 
cauſe bis Father was made privy to all bis pra@ices, and that for the preſent he had no 0+ 
ther rejuge but only to Celar, and to take care likewiſe leſt he ſhould fall into his Fathers 
hands. | | 

Hereupon Antipater humbling himſelf on his knees before the King his Father, befought 
him not to condemn him before his canſe was heard, but to ſuſpend his judement until 
ſuch time as he had beard bis juſtifications. But Herod aſter he had commanded him to 

FE withdraw bimſclf into the midſt of the Court and Aſſembly, deplored bis infelicity in be- 
getting ſuch Children, and bemailed bis miſhap, that in bis old age he was reſerved for an 
Antipater. After this be reckoned up his cares in thetr education and inititution, and . tmipiter 
how bountifully he had beifowed upon hins as much riches as be required : be adaed that acculed by 
none of all theſe favours could preſerve biz from falling into the hazard 4 es bis life ain 
by their policy, that they might unjuſtly poſſefthe Kingdom, before either the Law of Ne- 
ture, or the will of their Father, or their own rights conld challenge the ſame. But a- 
bove all the reſt, he wondred at Amtipater, with what hope he could poſjtbly be puffed 
to attempt ſo audacious and wicked an enterprize. For by his Teitament he had yg 
bim the Heir of bis Kingdom, and in his life time alſo had made him his equal in Digni- 

p t, Glory and Power + That be received yearly fifty talents of revenue, and to furniſh his 
voyage for Rome had three hundred talents given him. Moreover, he accuſed bim for-his 
flanderows accuſations ageinit his murthered and ſlaughtered Brothers : Who if they had 
been wicked, why did he imitate them # But if they were innocent, why without. cauſe 
produced he is flanderows accuſations agatnii thoſe, 'who were his natural Brethren #\. Far 
in bis own reſpet# be had never found any thing egeinſt them, but by hit repbit, neither 
bad he giver Sentence againſt them. but by Antipaters advice, who for the preſent were 
abſolved by him, becauſe he was become the Author of their Parricide.

LY WV ard that where the cauſe required bis labour or diligence, he diſpatched all things with his 
km en vis own induitry ; that it was unlikely that be, who had delivered his Father from thoſe 
Father's obje- Treaſons which were intended againſt him by other men, ſhould himſelf attempt the like : 
Ction, And as far from probability that he ſhould go to extinguiſh that virtue ( whereof even until 
that day he had given teftimony ) to the end that always hereafter he gight be defamed for 
ſuch baſeneſs. For long before this time he' was named and entitled to ſucceed him, and 
to enjoy thoſe very honours, whereof already he enjoyed no ſmall part ; whereby he proteſted 3x 
that it was unlikely, that he, who might enjoy the half of all. that his Father had, in all 
ſecurity, vertue and honour, ſhould deſire the whole with infamy and danger ; yea, and 
with an uncertainty to obtain tbe ſame 3, that the puniſhment which had befallen his Bro- 
thers (whom he had: diſcloſed and accuſed at ſuch time as they were hidden) was procured 
by bim, who, if he had pleaſed, might have concealed them; and whoſe wickedneſs towards 
their Father (after it was proved) he himſelf had revengad upon them : Neither (as he 
ſaid) repented be himſelf of that which he had done ;, for that a@ion of his might be au 
argument to prove how incorruptly he loved his Father. And as touching that which he 
had dealt in at Rome, Czlar h1:ſelf was witneſs thereof, who conld be no more deceive 
than God himfelf 5, whereof thoſe Letters bore record, which were written byhim z which in K 
equity, ſhould be of no leſs force, than the ſlanders of thoſe who ſought to ſet them at oda : 
The most part of which objedions and reproaches had been complotted and deviſed by his 
enemies, who have had the leyſure to purſue the ſame during his abſence, which they could 
not have performed in his preſence. At length he pleaded, that all thoſe Confeſſions were 
falſe which were extorted by torture, in that it ordinarily falleth out, that ſuch as are put 
to the tryal, confeſs many things by force of torment, that are untrue, to ſatisfie them that 
put them thereto : Briefiy, without all favour, he offered himſelf to the Rack in Juſtifi- 
cation of his Innocency. Upon theſe Proteſtations, all the Council and Afliſtants were 
confounded. For all of them had great compaſſion of Artipater, who was wholly 
drowned in his tears ; ſo that his very enemies began topity him. And Herod himſelf L 
. made it appear, that he ſeemed in ſome ſort to be altered in his opinion; notwith- 
ſtanding he endeavoured to conceal the ſame. | 
Nicholaw Da- But Nicholaws, according as he was requeſted, proſecuted that Accuſation which

Cation. weretortured. Eſpecially be diſcourſed at large of the King's Virtue, which- he had fa- 
therly expreſſed in the education and inſtru@ion of his Children's for which he had been 
fo unkindly and unnaturally requited. Moreover, that his firit Children's fooliſh raſþ- 
neſs was not ſo much to be wondred at ; for that being young, they had been corrupted 
"by the malice of their Counſellors, and had blotted out of their hearts all tue Laws of 
Nature, rather through ambition "of Rule, than deſire of Riches, But that Antipater's 
boldneſs was both wonderful and wicked, who, more cruel than the cruele$t Beaits (who 
towards their BenefaFors acknowledge each good turn ) was nothing mollified by his Fa- 
ther's ſo great indulgence, nor terrified by his Brother's calamity ; but muſt needs emulate 
them in their cruelty. And thou thy ſelf (ſaid he) 0 Antipater, wert the Judge of their 
attempted Treaſons, by thy inquiſution they were indiGed, thou didſt execute the juſtice a- 
' gainst them being conviFed. Neither do we diſallow that thou didſt proſecute them with 
Juſt indignation, but rather admire thee for that thou imitateſt their intemperance : And 
- wi eaſily gather, that thoſe ats of thine were not attempted for thy Father's ſecurity, but 
intended for thy Brother's overthrow, that by deteſting their malice, thou mighteſt inſinnate N 
thy ſelf into the favour of thtir Father and thine, that afterwards thou mighteſt more cun-.

Ut before Ceſar had determined any thing certainly in this behalf, Aerthalce, Ars 11,1... 
B chelaws's Mother died of a Sickneſs 3 and Yarw the Preſident of the Jews in Syria, Arctclaus's 
had ſent Letters, which afſured the Emperour of the Rebellion of the Jews. For af. Mother dicth. 
ter Archelaw's departure, all the Nation was in an Uproar. To pacifie which, Vera yo tn 
reſorted thither, and puniſhed the Authors of the ſame : and atter he had appeaſed at Feryſaicm 
all things, he returned to Antioch; leaving a Regiment of Soldiers in Jeruſalem, to re» 

{train the fatious Innovations amongſt the Jews z yet, he prevailed nothing by his po- 
licy. For as foon as Yarw_ was gone, Sabings, who was Overſeer of Ceſar's Aﬀairs, 
remaining in that place, grievouſly burthened the Jews, truſting to that power that 25's

was left him, and ſuppoſing that he was already enabled to withſtand the multitude, y1rice raiſer

ſake. When therefore, the Feaſt of Whitſuntide was come (which is one of our Feſti- co. 

vals) divers thouſands from all parts repaired to Jer»ſalem, not only for Religion's 

ſake, but alſo for deſpite and hatred they had conceived againſt thoſe Violencies and 

lajuries, which 84binw had offered them. And not only were thoſe of Judea griev-, 


ouſly offended, but divers alſo reſorted out of Galilee and Idumea, from Jericho and 


the Cities ſituate on the other ſide Jordan, defiring all of them to be revenged on $4- 


bins. And dividing their Camp into three Bands after this manner ; -one part of 

them taok up the Hippodrome; and of the other two, the one ſeized the Southern 

Quarter of the Temple, and the other the Eaſtern, and the third which were in the 
Hippodrome, | were planted to the Weſtward, where the King's Palace ſtood 3 and thus 

prepared they all things that were neceſlary to ſet upon the Romans, , whom they had 

belteged on all ſides.. At that time Sabinus fearing their number and reſolution, who 

were reſolved either to die or overcome 3 ſent preſent Letters unto Yarzs, requiring 

him with all expedition toſend him a ſupply, becauſe the Regiment that was left by 

him, was 1n great danger 3 and mult needs utterly periſh, without his ſpeedy reſcue ; 

As tor himſelf, he withdrew into the Tower and Dungeon of the Caſtle Phaſelus, which 

was a Fortrels,ſo called in honour of Herod's Brother,who was killed by the Parthians; 

and from the top thereof made a fign to the Romans, that they ſhould alley out upon 

the Jewszbeing afraid to truſt himſelf to his own Friends, expeting that the reſt ſhould 

expole their lives to danger in maintenance of his ſatety, which his extream Covetouſ- 

neſs had endangered, and their lives alſo. The Romans having made this Sally, there a mot blood- 
aroſe a deſperate skirmiſh, wherein the Romans divers ways had the upper hand 3 yet dy Batcel

And with this diſadvantage the Romans 

fought a long time, till at length, being enraged to ſee their enemies have fuch an ad- 

vantage, they ſecretly fired the Galleries and Porches, without any diſcovery of thoſe 

that were therein 3 which Fire, brought thither by many, and fed with ſuch matter 

as would ſpeedily flame, immediately; took hold of the Roof, becauſe the Roof was 

covered with Pitch and Wax, gilded over 3 ſo that theſe great and excellent Buildings FO. 
were burnt downto nothing ina moment 3. and they that were reſorted thither, were Divers Jews 
all of them conſumed before they were aware. For ſome of them! fell with the Roof ** 547.279 
of the 'Galleries.3 others ſhot at,, and-killed by thoſe that ſtood round about z, others roof of the

Family ; neither think it ſuſferable to be inſeriour to him, who in times paſt hath been main« 
teined by thy Bounty : Neither ſuffer it to be thonght( through thine own ſloth )that he in his 
neceſſity, had more induſtry to obtain an ample Fortune, than you amidſt your abundance 3 
4 if it redounded not to thy ſhame, to be thoughh inferiour to him at this time, who not long 
ſince, except by thy pity, had no means to live. Let us therefore haſtily repair to Rome, and 
neither ſpare Gold, Silver, or any other expence, for that it availeth us not ſo much to keep 
the ſame, as to employ it in the purchaſe of a Kingdom. But Herod diſlwaded her as much 
as he could, for he contented himſelf to live in quiet, and ſuſpefted the Confufion that 
was at Rome 3 which he endeavoured, as much as in him lay, to lay open to Herodias : 
C But the more negligent ſhe ſaw him,the more inſtantly{he incited Him to ſeek out for the 
Kingdom 3 and never gave over, until ſhe had conformed him to her deſire 3 which ſhe 
forced him to, rather than obtained. Having therefore furniſhed. himſelf after the Herod with 
moſt magnificent manner, and ſpared no coſt, he repaired to Rome, and led Herodigs his Herodias re-. 
Wife with him. Agrippa ſmelling their intent, and the preparatſon they made, he beſtir- "7; _—_ 
red himſelf too: And having notice that they were put to Sea, he ſent Fortunatus,one of ſenderks Fartw- 
his Free-men, to Rozxe, with Preſents to the Emperour, and Letters againſt Herod, with 141 with 
Commiſion to acquaint Cains with every particular, according as the occaſion ſhould -- nngo 
ſerve. He embarking himſelf after Herod, had a quick paſlage, and was only prevented him. 
by him, but for the ſpace that Herod preſented himſelf to Caivs 3 for he preſently follow- 
D ed him,and delivered his Letters. For they arrived at one time at Puteo/,and found Cains 
at Baia, a Village of Campania, diſtant from P#teo! ſome five Stades;adorned with tnoſt Buie we cer-

Caius talked with Herod, having viſited him firſt, he.received Agrippe's Letters, contains Herodis accul. 
ing Herod's Accuſations; for they accuſed him of a Confpiracy plotted betwixt him and <4 for favour- 
Sejamus, ſince the beginning of Tiberius Empire : And how for the pteſent he favoured gee IE 
Artabanus, King of the Parthians, tothe prejudice of the Emperour Caizs 5 of which the th;an. 
reparations Herod had ſtored up in his Arcenals, gave evident teſtimony, which were 
E fufficientto arm ſeventy thouſand men. Caivs was much moved with theſe informati- 
ons, and asked Herod if that which was informed him, touching his -warlike preparati- 
on, was true: He unable to contradi@ the ſame in any thing, for fear he ſhould be con+ 
vided of falſhood: confeſſed no leſs. Whereupon Caizs ſuppoſing the Accuſation of his H:r09 is pir- 
revolt to be ſufficiently proved,deprived him of his Tetrarchy, and annexed it to Agrip- perually ba.

rit,and forwardnek in revenge, except his furious.-paſſionand expectation were anſ{wer- 
ed. For this thought he, that although it altered not- his reſolutian, but haply enforc'd 
his diſpleaſure againſt him, in that he ſpeedily executed not his Command z yet, that 
it was the duty of a good man, not to refuſe.an aſlured.death, if fo be it. might ſave ſo 
guiltleſs and huge a multitude. *When therefore, he had aſſembled the Jews together

Fricads. leſt, in ſubmitting themſelves too much to their unbridled pleaſures, they ſhould loſe 
the honour and power they had received from God, even until that preſent. Bur ſeei 
their perſwaſions profited nothing, and that Anilew likewiſe had villanouſly killed one 
of his deareſt Friends, who had ſomewhat too freely reproved him (who, at ſuch time 
as he lay a dying, being touched with the zeal of the Laws of his Anceſtors, and with

was Emperor, to exaCt that ſaperiority on the Sea, which was anſwerable to his ſove. 
raignty on the Land, betwixt one Cape of the Sea unto another, for the ſpace of thirty 
furlongs or ſtades, betwixt which the Gulf had his courſe, he cauſed a Bridge to be 
built, on which he commanded himſelf to be drawn in a Charriot, as if that way were 
anſwerable to the dignity of his deity. He left not one Temple in Greece whatſoever, that 
C:jus ſpoiled he ſpoiled not of thoſe excellent pictures that were 1n them 3 Giving a Comiſſion that 
all the Tem- a]] Statues, and whatſoever ornaments or gifts, and preſents that were dedicated in'a- 
ples of Greece ny Temple, ſhould be brought unto him 3 ſaying , that ſuch things as were admirz 
ble, ſhould be reſerved for a place of admiration, ſuch as was the City of Rome: 
with theſe ſpoils of the Temples he adorned his Palace and Gardens, and generally K 
E:jns com- Alt his houſes and Palaces that he had in 7taly. He was fo impudent alſo, as to give dj- 
mandethMerr retion,that Jupiter Olympins Statue,which the Greeks had in great eſtimation,and which

Caius 'was (o difpleaſed here- 
with, that he objedted againſt him, that the cauſe why hedelayed the bringing in of 


his money, was his cowardiſe and negligence : And among other injuries that he of | 


fered him,: as oft as he gave him the Watch-word, as he utually went to fetch it once 
a day upon bis watch«day,. he gave him the names of women, andothers that were ig- 
nominious-perſons, \notwith(tanding that he himſelf was no leſs remarkable, for his et- 
feminatedaintineſs. In thoſe Ceremonies which he himſelf had eſtabliſhed, he attired 
himſelf like a woman,and-was diſguiſed with certain veils, whereby he mfght the better 
counterfeit that ſex, and yet notwithſtanding he could objeR this diſhonour to Cheregs. 
whom hevexed conſtantly when he gave him the watchword, and ſo much the more 
becauſe his companions jeared him with it.For when it was his turn to receive the word 
from Ceſars mouth, he ordinarily fitted him with ſuch an one as might move laughter, 
which made him the bolder togonſpire with bisConfederates, in that he had juſt oc- 
cafion to be diſpleaſed : among theſe was a Senator, called Popedins, and one that 
had paſt through al! honours and offices, otherwiſe an Epicure and lover of delights: 
Timidins accuſed him (in that he was his enemy) that he had uttered certain injurious 
ſpeeches againſt Caiws - and for proof hereof, he alledged £xinilia for his witneſs, 
woman-among all Stage-players dearly beloved of many, but in eſpecial, by Pope- 
diys, by reaſon of her incomparable beauty : and for that ſhe refuſed to. bear witneſs 
in a matter falſely objected againſt him, whom ſhe entirely loved, Timidigs required, 
ighe be Fl by torture. Cai importuned herewith, cotntianded 
all expedition and diligence to ſee Q»intilia tortured : and the rather 
gave he Chereas theſs Commiſſions to kill and torment thoſe whom he pleaſed, for 
that he had conceived this opinion, that be would acquit himſelf with more cruelty, 
to the end he might exempt himſelf of that reproach of faint-heartednefs which was 
wrongfully objected againſt him. ; | 
Whllleſt thus Quinti/ia was led forth to be tortured, ſhe trod upon the foot of one 
of thoſe who were of the Confederacie. giving him to underſtand that he ſhould be 
of good caurage,for that there was no fear that ſhe would bewray any war 6 torture,

Caix# likewiſe ' himſelf was 
moved, and bethinking him of thoſe pains ſhe had endured he detifted fromthe inqueſt 
and accuſation which was proſecuted againſt Popedizs and £nintilie and' gave her a 
certain ſum of money, to comfort her agaiaſt the irdiſpoſition that might follow by 
reaſon of her torments, which ſhe had ſo couragiouſly endured; 

This diſpleaſed Chereas very much, as if he had been the cauſeof all thoſe evils that 
had hapned to thoſe two perſons, whom the cruelelt of men-didibemoan. ''He con- 
ſulted therefore with Clement, who was Captain of the foot, and\Papizizs who had the 


command of the Guard, and ſpake unto them to this effec. © We'have (ſaid he) O cle 


"© ment, employed our ſelves to the uttermoſt for the Emperours'(afety : for by our di- 


« Jigence and care we have done ſo much,that of all thoſe, who have conſpired againſt 
© him, ſome of them have been killed : the reſt in ſuch ſort tormented and'martyred, 
<that Caizs bimſelf had compaſſion on them. But what reward or hononr receive we 
«for all theſe ſervices ? Clement hearing theſe words, held this'\peace, giving manifeſt 
teſtimony by his looks, and the change of his colour, that he was greatly'a(hamed he 
had fo long time obeyed the Emperours commands': and whil{t he thought with him- 
ſelf that it was no policy for him to open his mouth againſt Cai##'cruelty, Cheareas em- 
boldned himſelf to diſcover the calamities and dangers wherein'both the City and the 
whole Empire were plunged,telling him,that the common report was,that Caim# wasthe x 
cauſe of them : HEE). Lf by. 
But (ſaid he) thoſe that will narrowly examine the truth, wilh judge that T aud Papini- 
us that ſtandeth by me, and you, Clement, ore than we, haveicanſod the RImans torment, 
and the World's miſery, for that of, our own will we have been Miniſters of Gains's 'Coms 
mands z and although the means lieth in us to make an end of thoſe Viplences that are com- 
mitted againſt the Citizens, and injuries to the whole World ; yet we ſerve bins. for bis 
Guard and Hang-men, in ſtead of Soldiers. And we bear Arms; niotto' maintain our Lis 
berty, and the Roman Empire, but to preſerve him who keeps their.bbdies and minds in ſla- 
very 4nd every day are we ſoiled in: themr blood who are killed :and tortured, until ſuch + 
's Cruelty, For it is not for

time as ſome one ſerve us with the ſame ſauce, to ſatisfie Caius 
the good will he beareth us, that he maketh uſe of #«s.3, but that which is more, 'we ate-ſuſpe#- 
ed by him,and he will cauſe us to be put to death, as he hath done others. For bis diſpleaſure it 
not limited by juſtice, but by bis will : We alſo ſhall ſerve him fon a 'mark to'aim at. For 
which cauſe, it behoveth us to provide for the ſecurity and liberty of all men 3 aud eſpecially; 
to warrant our ſclues againſt all thoſe. dangers thatthriaten us. 1, (f+:7T-oaf 
Clement declared by apparent. figns, that he thought well of Cheres reſolution, 
but he counſelled him to make no words of it, for fear the rumour thereof ſhould be 
ſpread among the people, and the ſecret ſhould be diſcovered before the:execution 2 
and-leſt that Caiws getting an inkling thereof, they ſhould all of them be:drawn into , / 
danger of death 3 and in the mean while, it behoved them to. hope that ſome good 
fortune would fall out to their furtherance : and that for himſelf,, his age had taken 
from him the neceſlary courage that belonged to ſuch enterprizes. © It may be (ſaid 
« he) that I may furniſh you with ſome advice more fecure than yours is, Cherear, for 
a more honeſter thanit is, who is he that can propoſe ? This faid, Clewent returacd to 
his houſe, ruminating with himſelf upon thoſe wordsgyhich: he! had 'both heard and 
ſpoken. But Chereas grew fearful, ;and conferred with the Colonel Cornelins Sabines, 
whom he knew to be a man of reputation, a lover of liberty, - and greatly diſcontent- 
ed with the eſtate for the miſeries of the Common-weal z and ſeeing. it was ne- 
cellary to-attempt that with all expedition which he had intended, hee it good 
to impart the matter to himz fearing leſt Clement ſhould diſcover all theConfpiracy, N 
conlidering that delay.and procraſtination would be but an-occaſion to hinder:the' a- 
Gion. When therefore he perceiv'd him to give ear to all that which he intended, 
and that already he was confirmed with no leſs reſolution than himſelf wasz” butin that 
whereas otherwiſe he was ready, not only to conceal that which he had heard; but alſo 
declared that which he had in his heart, he was ſo-much the more encouraged. For 
which cauſe, without. further delay they went to Minuciames,” who was conformable 
unto them in virtue, good affection, and great courage z and;/who befides that, Was | 
ſuſpe&ted by Cains by: reaſon of Lepidns death. For, Minncianw and Lepide# were 
very great friends, 'and had been aſfociates in the-ſame dangers. For Caius wasfeared

For which cauſe he asked Chereas 
what the watch-word was he had received that day (for all the City knew very well 
what mockery Caivs uſually uſed in giving Chereas the Watch-word ; ) Cherear, not- 
withſtanding this diſgrace, failed not to anſwer him, 'relying on the wiſdom of 24i- 
zacianus, and (aid unto him 5 | 
But give you me for the Watch-word, Liberty z mean while I give you thanks for that 
you have awakened me more ſpeedily, than of my ſelf I have accuſtomed to be. Tou need 
0t now any ſurther enforce your ſelf to incite me by your words, ſith both you and I have 
undertaken the ſame reſolution. Before we were aſſembled in this place, our thoughts were 
united. - Behold here my ſword that is girt unto my ſide ;, this ſhall ſuffice for us both, And 
if you pleaſe you ſhall be my Captain, and I will march under your Command, and will fol- 
low you under aſſurance of your aſſiſtance and wiſdom.

Minucianys , perceiving with what affe&ion Chereas ſpake,, embraced him with Cre: with 
all lovez-and after he had praiſed him, he exhorted him to continue his conſtancy : —_— 
then departed/they one from the other, with prayers and wiſhes; and at that time cu. 
there hapned a preſage that confirmed them the more. For as Chereas entred-into 
the Senate, ſome one among the people caſt,out a word, that redoubled his courage. 
Diſpatch (ſaid he) that which thou haſt todo 3 for God will afliſt thee. Chereas was 
ſomewhat afraid, leſt ſome one of his Aſſociates had betrai'd him. But at laſt, he 
thought 1t; was ſome one of thoſe, who, being privy to his reſolution, gave him a 
Watch-word to animate him the more; or that it was God, who, governing and ob- 
ſerving humane affairs, puſhed him forward. After he had imparted this his delibera- 
tion to-diversz ſundry Senators, Knights, and Souldiers being advertiſed hereof were 
19 Arms. For,there was not any one that ſuppoſed nat that Caixe death was the great- 
eſt good hap the Common-wealth could expe&. For which caule,all ofthem enforced 
-themſelyes as much as they could, to aſliſt the execution with couragious and virtn- 
» ousreſolutioff: and as forward were they in affeQtion as in power 5 in words as in ef- 
fe&, deſiring each of them to be partakers in the diſpatch of a Tyrant. For Caliſthus Clifttur, C- 
alſo, who was Caizs freeman, and raiſed by him to great Authority, yea, ſuch as almoſt «« freeman, 
equal'd him, adjoyned himſelf to them for the fear he apprehended of all men, and (et Gown 
for thoſe great riches which he had gathered together, for that he was a mangof a cor- ;,; command- - 
rupt- conſcience, and ealily won by bribes and- preſents, doing wrong to all men, and <4 hinto poy- 
abuſing the power he had,againſt whomſoever he pleas'd, contrary to all right and rea- 2 
ſon. Befides, for that he knew the unbridled nature of Cai#s,who having once conceiy- 
ed anill opinion of any man, could never afterwards be diſlwaded or reconciled,  A- 
moneg(ſt divers other dangers that he had to apprehend, the greatneſs of the danyer 
of his riches was not the leaſt, which was the cauſe that made him ſerve” Clandiar, 
and ſecretly to follow him, under hope, that after Caius death, he ſhould be his Suc- 
ceſlour in the Empire, /and that at that time he ſhould by him be maintained in the 
ſame eſtate, which heenjoyed : and by this means he thought to obtaia his amity and 
good liking, by giving him to underſtand how Cai#9 had'commanded him to poyſon 
him, and how he had invented infinite delays to defer this execution. As for mine 
own part, I think that Caliſths forged this matter. For if Caias had pretended to 
kill:-Claudivs, he had not been diflwaded by Caliſtbas allegations, who had preſent- 
ly received his reward, if he had deferred to execute his Maſters command, with all 
expedition in a matter ſo acceptable to him. $0 it is, that the' Providence of God 
G would not permit Caizs to execute that rage againſt Clandixs 3 and Califthus was there- 
by thanked for'a benefit which he no ways deſerved, Foy "5 
Thoſe that were about Chereas day by day.followed the aftion very ſllowly,fotwith- 
| X x 2 ſtanding 
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PRE ſtanding that he willingly delayed not, but thought on all occaſions fit to finiſh his H 


purpoſe in, for that he might aflail him at ſuchtime at he aſcended up intothe Capita], 
or even then when he ſolemnized thofe Ceremonies, which he had inſtituted in honowy 
of his Daughter, or at ſuch time as he ſtood in the Palace to ſcatter Gold, and Silver 
among the people, by caſting him from the top of the Palace into the Market place, 
or at ſuch time as he celebrated thoſe Myſteries, that were introduced by him, Foy, 


caſion 0 27271 NO man ſuſpeted Chereas, fo diſcreetly had he behaved himſelf in all things: and he 


perſwaded himſelf that no man would have thought that he ſhould lay violent hands 
on Cains, And although he had done nothing toany effe& 3 yet fo it is, that the pow. 
er of the Gods was ſufficient to give him force, and to kill him without drawi 
weapon. Cherear was ſore difpleaſed againſt his companions , in reſpe& that he 
fearcd that they would let {lip their occalion 3 and although they perfettly 
knew that he intended it for the maintenance of the Laws, and for the good of them 
all: yet did they requeſt him to delay a little, for fear leſt in the execution+he 
ſhould in ſome ſort miſcarry, and for that cauſe the City might be brought in trouble 
by the informations that would be made of that aft; and that at length when Caivs 
ſhou!d be ſo much the better provided againſt them, they ſhould not know how to 
ſhew their virtue, when the time required that they ſhould aflault and ſet upon him, 
They therefore thought it good that the opportunity to ſet forward this buſineſs, 
ſhould be the time in which the Games of the Palace were celebrated, which were 
ſolemnized in honour of Ceſar, who firſt of all difanulled the Peoples Authority, and x 
appropriated it to himſelf. This Solemnity 1s celebrated in a Tent before the Palace, 
where the noble Citizens, with their wives and children remained to behold the 
ſport, and Ceſar himſelf likewiſe. ' At that time they concluded that it would bean 
eaſie matter for them, when ſo many thouſands of people ſhould be ſhut up in fo 
narrow a place; ſo that he, who would ſtep formolt to give the ſtroke, might ver 
eaſily be ſuccoured, for that he could have no affiſtance, although his Guard ſhould - 
have the courage and defjre. to defend him. Chereas reſolved upon this, and it was 
concluded that the firſt day of thoſe ſports that were next at hand, the deed ſhould 
be done : but their adventure was greater than their concluſion. For the delay was 
ſuch, as the third day was almoſt paſt, and hardly could they be drawn to attempt 1, 
the matter onthe third day. At which time Chereas aflembled all the Confederates, 
and told them that the opportunity of time had overſlipt them, acculed and reproach- 
ed them of {lackneſs in that execution, which had been fo virtuoufly reſolved a- 
mong them : and that it was to be feared, leſt if any ſhould bediſcovered, the whole 
matter ſhould be fruſtrate: by which means Caius might grow more cruel than 
he was before. _ See we not (ſaid he) that by how much liberty we take from our ſelves, 
by fo much we augment Caius tyranny ? whereas we ought firſt of all to ovtain fps for 
our ſelves, and afterwards purchaſe perpetual felicity to others, the greateſt glory whereof 


ſhall redonnd unto our ſelves, Now they having nothing to reply againſt ſo honourable 


a reſolution, and yet notwithſtanding no ways enforcing themſelves towards the aQti- y 
on, but remaining altogether amazed without one word ſpeaking, Chereas ſpake 
thus: | 
Moſt noble and generous Gentlemen, what is the cauſe that 'we linger and delay in 
this manner 2 See you not that this day is the laſt day of the Games, and that Caius zs 


" ready to go to Sea ? for he bath determined to ſail into Alexandria, and to ſee Egypt : 


Iruly it will be a ſmall honour for us,” if we ſuffer him to eſcape out of our hands, to the 
end that both by land and Sea, he may triumph over the Romans negligence, How 
can we chuſe but condemn our ſelves juſtly, and challenge nothing but diſhonour, if ſome 
Feyptian ſuppoſing that men of free condition could not any longer endure his inſo- 
lence, ſhould put the matter in execution £ For mine own part, T will dream no longer » 
upon your conſultations, but this very day will I hazard my felf 5 and betide me what 
can, I will ſuſtzin all fortunes with pleaſure 'and courage. For I am a man of that 
mind, that no' danger can be ſo great or grievous to daunt me, or draw me from ſo 
worthy an emterprize which ſome other will put in execution if I delay, depriving 
me of the greateſt honour and glory that the world can afford for its deliverance. This 
ſaid he departed with an intent to attempt-and end the matter, and encouraged the 
reſt to do the like; fo that alt of them were deſirous to ſet hand to the-enterprize, 
without any further delay. The cuſtom was, that the Captains of the Guard entred 
the Palace with their ſwords by their ſides, and in ſuch equipage they asked the Em- 


eror the Watch-word: At that time it fortuned that it was Chereas turn to fetch the O 


atch-word , a great number. of people had flocked to the Palace, to take up 


their places to behold the Games with great preſs and noiſe 3 wherein Cains _ 
great Y 
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Whiſt : leſt ſome Greek ſhould liſten to our talk, 


Now whileſt ſome. one darted certain apples and rare and precious Birds at the 
people, Cains took great pleaſure to behold how they {trove one with another round 
about him, buffeting one another to ſee who ſhould get the ſame : but at that pre» 
ſent there chanced two preſages:. for the ſport that was repreſented, was bf a Judg; 
who was apprehended and crucified, and in the Dance they repreſetited Cynera, who 
was killed with M4rrha her Daughter : and there was a great quantity of blood ga- 
thered to counterfeit both the murther of the Judge that was crucified, as alſo of 
Cynera. It is affirmed likewiſe, that the day was the very ſame, whereog Philip the 
Son of Amyntas King of Macedon, had been killed by Paxſarias one of his familiars, 
at ſuch time as he entred the Theatre. Whilſt Caius was incertain with himſelf whe- 
ther he ſhould remain until the ſports were finiſhed, for that it was the laſt day of 
them, or rather ſhould reſort,to the Bath; and after he had refreſhed himſelf, return 
back again thither as he had done before 3. Mimncianus fitting next unto him, 
fearing leſt the occaſion ſhould be overſlipt, becauſe he had ſeen Chereas go out 
of doors, with an intent to go and encourage him. But Caixs'catcht him by the 
Gown, ſaying, Whither go you, my friend ? At which time for the revetence fake 
that he bare unto Ceſer, he ſat him down again : but the fear that he had, grew ſp 
forcible, that he aroſe again ſo that Cairns could not detain him, ſappoling that 
he had gone thence to diſpatch ſome important buſineſs, At that time did 4{- 
prenas counſel Ceſar to repair to the Bath, telling him that after his refreſhment he 
might return thither againz all which hedid, being defirous that the reſolution miglt 
take effett. They that were with Chereas were ready diſpofed to take advantage 
of the time. and were agreed each of them to ſtand prepared and in a readinels, in 2 
place appointed, to the intent to a& the Tragedy : and the delay ſeemed very tedious 
to them, for it was alteadythree a clock afternoon. , So that Chereas ſeeing that Cains 
lingred fo long, intended to go in unto- him and aſfail_him in his ſeat : but he con- 
ceived that he could hot bring that to paſs without great loſs and murther of the Se- 
nators, and: Knights that were' preſent. -Now although, he had this apprehenſion, 
yet addreſfed he himſelf to the execution thereof, ſuppoſing that the loſs that might 
happen by the death of ſome one, would be well recompenſed by the ſecurity and 11- 
berty, that would redound unto all men, ; When as therefore they were in a readi- 
neſs to eriter the Theatre, news was brought.them, that Caius was riſen to.come forth 5 
by meins whereof there aroſe ſome noiſe. For which caule the Confedesates turned 
back into. the Theatte, and appeaſed the people, telling them that they. diſpleaſed 
and antoyed the Emperor : but the effe&t was, to draw him alide from all thoſe, 
who might yield him any affiſtances and ſo to ſet upon him, Before Cains. marched 
Clandius his Uncle, and 14, Minncianus his Siſters Husband and Yalerivs who. at that 
time was Proconſul, who might not by any means/be drawn from theit place, al- 
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The year of the yg followed after them, accompanied with Paulas Anruntivs. Now when he was en. 
prog rrg tred into the Palace, heleft the ready way where his Officers were; and Clandivs and 
Natiz#ty, 43 his Aſſociates held : and turned alide by an unfrequented way to the Baths, on pur- 
YEW poſe to ſee certain young Boys, who were come out of Aſia, and were ſent him out 
of that Countrey, partly to ling in thoſe Ceremonies that were inſtituted by him, 
and partly to dance in Arms about the Theater 3 and in that place Chereas came and 
encountred him, asking him the Watch-word : which Caixs gave him very reproach- 
fully according to his cuſtom. For which cauſe without any further delay, Chereas 


aſſailing him both in word and a@, drew his ſword and gave him a great wound, 


which notwithſtanding was not mortal: ſome ſay that Chereas purpoſely wounded 


Cz llin himafter that manner, becauſe he would not kill him at once, but to his greater tor- 


ment increaſe the number of his wounds : but I connot believe it, for that in ſuch ex. 


ecutions a man hath no leyſure to determine how to ſtrike. And if Ch#reas had ſuch 
. an intention, I account him the vericſt fool that might be, for he rather took plea- 
ſure to content his deſpite, than readily to deliver both himſelf and others, who, b 
his delay, in being of his Confederacy might be drawn into hazard. For, if Cajuc had 
not been ſuddenly killed, he could not have wanted reſcue, and it ſhould ſeem that 
Chereas had not pretended to do ſo much mifchiefto Caivs, as to himſelf and his Fel. 
low-confederates. And being in this —_— whether his enterprize ſhould have 
fallen out happily or no, he had without reaſon both undone himſelf and loſt the oc- 
calion, whereas having happily hit home, he might without a word ſpeaking ſecure 
himſelf againſt thoſe who would offend him But let every man think what beſt pleaſ- 
eth him. Cains feeling the grief of the wound ( for he was ſtricken between the ſhoul- 
der and the neck, and his {word could not pierce further, by reaſon that it hit up 
the Hr(t bone of the breaſt) he cried not at all, neither called for any of his friends, 
whether it were that he diſtruſted them all, or that he had ſome other thoughts; and 
in lamenting himſelf he paſſed forward. But he was met by Cornelins Sabinus who 
was already prepared to encounter him, who thruſt him down upon his knees: 
you. _— encouraged one another to do their utmoſt in murthering him. length in all 
bur Chercas mens opinion they agreed on this, that it was Aquile that gave him the deadly 
yy > zu- . Wound, that ſevered his ſoul from his body. But this a&t ought to be attributed to 
Goto he Chereas: For though divers ſet to their hands in the ation, yet was he the firſt 
tragedy” Who had bethought him of the ation, having a long time before any of them pre- 
meditated the ſame, after what ſort it ſhould be attempted : and he alſo was the firſt 
that durſt boldly impart it unto others, and who after they had allowed of his reſo- 
lution, aſſembled them: and when every one was toſpeak his opinion, he conclu- 
ded the fame very diſcreetly, and had always done far more than the reſt ; fo that 
by his earneſt and honourable perſwaſions, he encouraged thoſe that were faint- 
hearted, ſince at ſach time as the opportunity preſented itſelf, to ſet hand to the exe- 
cution, he was the firſt that attempted it, and who valiantly ſtruck and made an eaſe 
way to the reſt, who found Cains calm enough, for he was almoſt dead. For which 
cauſe, it is neceflary thatall which others have done, ſhould be aſcribed to Chereas 
advice, vertue and diligence. | 
Thus died Caiys, being ſtruck with many mortal wounds. Now when Chereas and 
his Companions had diſpatched him, they perceived well that it would be impoſlible 
for them to ſave themſelves, if ſo be they ſhould return by the way that they came ſo 
much were they raviſhed with that which they had done: For they drew themſelves 
into no ſmall danger by- murthering: an Emperour, who was cheriſhed and beloved 
through the folly of the common people, and whoſe death the Soldiers would not 
leave unpumiſhed, Now in that the ways were narrow where the murther was done, 
and they themſelves alſo were hindred by reaſon of the great number of people, and 
Officers and Soldiers that gave their attendance that day in guarding the Emperour 3 
Clerea with they took another way, and retired themſelves into Germanicus's lodging, who was 
wore we Caius's Father, whom they had lately killed. This houſe adjoyned unto'the Palace. 
into Cermanis FOr although the Palace was but'one, yet confiſted it of divers lodgings which were 
cw houſe, builded by ſeveral Emperours;'whoſe names, whether they had begun op finiſhed the 
works, were impoſed upon the ſame Buildings. When therefore they 'had eſcaped 
from the preſs, they were in ſafety as-long as the inconvenience that had befallen

grieved thereat, for that it is their manner to cenſure all things not according WIN 
to right, but as they were anſwerable to their own profits : Caius eſpecially we 
was dearly beloved by them, for he had obtained their favour by beſtowing ck 
money pon them. Their Captain was one called Sabinus, who was noradvanced to 
that dignity, either for his virtue or for the Nobility of his Anceſtors (for he was but 
a Fencer) but for his mighty ſtrength and huge body. They therefore ran about with 
their naked ſwords fearching for Ceſars murtherers from houſe ro houle 3 and meets x... -. h 
ing with Aſprenas at firſt, whoſe Gown (as we have ſaid) was bebloodied with the ts Deriats 
blood of the ſacrifice, which was. a preſage that boded him bur little good for- Souldters 
tune, they hewed him in pieces. The ſecond was Norbanws (who for his Nobility _ tor 
and Anceſtors might derive his Titles from the nobleſt Citizens, amongſt whom were woes 
divers Generals of Armies) who ſeeing they made no reckoning of his Dignity, and 4/71 cut 
being of himſelf endowed with great force and ſtrength, he took a ſword from one raping 
of them which firſt aſſailed him 5 with whom he grapled , and made them know 
that he intended they ſhould buy his blood very dearly; nnd indeed fo had he 
done, but that, being environed by divers, who aflailed him at once, he way beaten 
down, and ſtruck with many deadly wounds.. The third was 4nteins, one of the , furcin 
numberof the Senators, who with ſome others met not with theſe men by chance; 
as the two other had done; but to ſhew the hatred that he bare unto Caius, and 
the pleaſure that he took toſce him lye dead, was come out of his houſe, being eg- 
ged on with envy to feed his eyes with that ſpeCtacle. For Caizs had baniſhed Ar» 
teins Father, whoſe name likewiſe was Arteivs, and not content therewith, he h 
ſent his Souldiers to kill him. He therefore with great pleaſure beheld the car- 
caſe of this Tyrant 3 but hearing the uproar that was raiſed in every part of the houſe, 
he thought good to hide himſelf : yet could he not avoid the natrow ſearch of the 
Germans, who were ſo diſpleaſed, that they killed all they met, whether they were 

D guilty or guiltleſs of the fa : Thus were theſe three made away. | = 

But after the rumour of Caius death was heard in the Theatre, every one was.ama- | 
zed, and could ſcarcely believe it. For although divers of them were very glad that ion Aug 
he was taken out of the world, perſwading themſelves that it would highly profit ans a5, 
them 3 yet did their fear hinder their belief. On the other ſide, there were ſame, mented Cain 
who defiring not that any ſuch miſhap ſhould befal Ceſar, and conceiving in their 2 
thoughts, that it was impoſlible to be-done, for that there was no men ſo bold; as 
to attempt it 3 they ſuppoſed the report to be altogether falſe. Of this mind were 
certain women and children, '\{laves and fouldiers. ; Theſe by reaſon they received 
wages at/his hand, tyrannized with him, being his miniſters 18 all thoſe abuſes that he 
offered to many good Citigens, in partaking the booty, and other advantages that 
C4ins drew unto him, Asforthe Womenand Children, they were of that opinion, by 
reaſon that ſuch kind of people take delight.-in Plays, Jeſts, Donations of fleſh, and 
other ſuch Paſtimes, which Caius in word /pretended to do to gratifie the common 
people, but in <ffe&t it was to have means toſatisfic his rage and cruelty. He was al- 
fo gracious among the fervants and flaves, for that by bim they had liberty to ac- 
cule and contemn their Maſters, and were therein.countenanced by Caivs. For wher 
they falſly accuſed their Maſters, they were eaſily believed ; and when they diſcover- 
ed their Maſters treaſures, in-recompenſe of their diſcavery they were not only made 
free by him, butalſo (ent home with rich and ample rewards. For the reward that 
was afſigned\them, was the eighth part of thoſe goods that.were confiſcated. As for 
certain of the'Nobility, although the matter ſeemed true to ſome of them, far that 
before they were privy+to-that which the relt - intended, and not wit anong they 
deſired that the enterprize ſhould be effefted 3 yet kept they all things cloſe, and 
gave no ſign of joy, normade any ſhew that they heard that which was reported. 

For ſome of 'them fearedleſt if they. ſhould -be fruſtrated of their bope, they

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| killed ; but as yet alive, .and among his Phyſicians haggs, who dreſſed his wounds 75 
yang No man herefots durſt freely diſcover the ſecrets of "F heart to his Neighbour ; Fx ) 
j ws, goo they that ſpread thoſe reports, were either friends (and for that cauſe were ſuſpeRed ag, 
Nazi, qz. favourers of his Tyranny) or-enemies, and by that means, 1n that they were but ſini-., 
\FYY. ſterly affetted towards Caius, there was no certainty to be gathered of that which they 
ſaid, There aroſe alſo another report, which daunted and beat down the hearts and 
hopes of the Noblllity 3 namely, that Caizs ſetting light by the danger wherein he was, 
and as little alſo by the wounds he had received, was come into the Market-Wace all 
bloody as he was, and after this manner declaimed before the people : See here, how 
they that ſpread theſe rumours, preferred their conjeFures, which were void of all reaſon - 
which diſtracted thoſe that heard it, according as they were aftefted. Notwithſtand. 
ing all this, noman removed from his place, for fear leſt they ſhould be ſuddenly ac» 
cuſed 3 knowing well that they ſhould be accuſed, not according to their thoughts and. 
affetions, but according to the diſpoſition of their Judges and Acculers. 
The German But after that the Germans had environed the Theatre with their naked Swords, all 
_—_— e- that were preſent expeted nothing but death 3 and as ſoon asany man entred, they 
ooh were ſeized with ſuch an amazement, asif they had already felt the ſtrokes; fo that 
they knew not what to do, having no heart to depart from thence 3 and otherwiſe 
perſwading themſelves, that if they ſtayed there any longer, it would breed them fur- 
ther danger. At length, when the Soldiers were entred into the Theatre by force, all 
the Aſſembly cried out, proteſting that whatſoever was done, it was beſides their x 
knowledg, whether it were either attempted by Conſpiracy, or any other means. Th 
therefore moſt humbly entreated them, that they would ſpare them, and not infli 
the penalty of the guilty onthoſe that were innocent : For their own parts, they pray». 
cd them to ſearch out thoſe who had committed the act, if any ſuch thing were come 
mitted, And thus ſpake they with tears, beating their breaſts, and calling the Gods to 
witneſs ; alledging that which the preſent danger ſuggeſted them with, and as much as 
ſuch as pleaded for their lives could ſay. By theſe perſwafions of theirs the Soldiers fu» - 
ry was abated, ſo that they began to repent for what they had executed in the Thea- 
tre; forthis alſo was a cruelty, as they themſelves (notwithſtanding their barbarous - 
incivility ) ſuppoſed it to be, which was, that the heads of Aſprenas and others that were L 
killed, were carried and ſet upon an Altar. Whereat all the Afhſtants were moſt griev- 
ouſly diſcontented, remembring themſelves of the dignity of the men, and having come» 
paſſion of that which had befallenthem z conſidering alſo, - that they themſelves were 
not far off from dangers, being uncertain whether they ſhould ſave themſelves : where- 
by it came to paſs, that ſome of thoſe who had cauſe to hate Caivs, durſt not freely re- 
Joyce at his death, becauſe they were upon the point to loſe their own lives, having as 
yet no appearance of any ſafety. | 
Atlength Aurnntins, a man who was gracious among the people, and was one of the 
entreth the Common Criers, who had a ſtrong voice 3 and by crying ſuch goods as were to be fold, 
THOR, wm hid gathered ſo great ſubſtance, as that he was accounted one of the richeſt men in M 
Pc. Rome, and in great eſteem amongſt all men inthat behalf, entred the Theatre in a 
death, mourning Habit, and after a lamentable manner : And although he inwardly hated Ca- 
ins, yet for the fear he conceived leſt he ſhould loſe his goods, and in conſideration of 
the prefent danger, he difſembled his joy ; wearing all thoſe Garments of Orr, 
and uſing no'leſs lamentation, than if he had bemoaned the death of his deareſt friend. 
Aﬀeer this manner he came into the Theatre, publiſhing Caizs's death, to the intent that 
The Germans the people might not be ignorant of that which had hapned : After this, he began to 
we - «et repreſs the rage of the Germans, and commanded their Captains and Tribunes to put 
ves ofC:;u;, UP their Swords, afſuring them of the Emperour's death ; which a& of his did manifeſt- 
is pacitied. Iy fave the lives of all thoſe who were aſſembled in the Theatre, and all them likewiſe, 
whom they could have-met with. For if they had had but the leaſt ſurmiſe, that Caivs 
had as yet been alive, there was not any ſort of cruelty which they had not commit- 
ted : For they bare him ſo great love and affeftion, that to ſecure him from that mil- 
fortune, they would have redeemed hjm with the loſs of their own lives. But as ſoon 
as they underſtood he was dead, they reprefled their furious rage, which egged them 
forward to revenge 3 knowing that it availed them nothing, to diſcover their affecti- 
ons towards him, in'that he could yield them norequital. Beſides, the fear they had, 
leſt, that in purſuit of their Tyrannous Murthers, the Senate ſhould be incenſed agaial 
them, if ſo be the Government of the Eſtate ſhould be returned into their hands, made 
rhem contain themſelves. Thus was the fury of thoſe Germans appeaſed for the death Q

For Valerins Aſtaticus, who had formerly been thoſe that ſlew 

Conſul, came forth among the people, who were in an uproar z and ſuppoſingita ſtrange ©; oi 

matter that no man knew who had killed the Emperour, whilſt every one enquired nd Dro 

who it was that had done thedeed ; 0, ſaid he, world it. had been I that had TS #t. hid becathe 

But the Conſuls publiſhed an Edit, containing the Accuſations that were preſented a- *:not. 

gainſt Cains 5 commanding the people and Soldiers, who were as yet in the Theatre, to 

retire themſelves to their Lodgings. And the people were put in great hope, that they 

ſhould be eaſed of thoſe Taxations, wherewith they had been burthened? And the 

Soldiers were promiſed Honours and Dignities, if they would contain themſelves 1n 

their accuſtomed order, and ſtir up no further trouble, For it. was to be feared, leſt it 

they had been further fleſhed in Murthers, the-City ſhould have fallen into ſome great 

danger, through Rapines and Spoils both of Houſes and Temples, But by this time all 

the whole Senate was aſſembled, eſpecially thoſe who were Confederates in Caius's 

murther ; who ſeemed to gather courage, and to ſpeak boldly, as if the Goverament 

of the Eſtate had been fallen into their hands, \s 
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The Soldiers reſolve to promote Claudius, Caius's Vnkle, to the Imperial Dignity. Sa- 
turninus's Speech in the Senate, for Liberty. Chareas ſends to kill the Empreſs Ce- 
ſonia, Caius's Wife, and her Daughter, Caius's good and evil Qualities.

Authority remained as yet undiſpoſed of, 
they thought fit to ele Claudins,who was Cains's Unkle,for their Emperour z who was 
4. a man of that reputation,that none of thoſe who were aflembled in the Senate, was more 
"capable than he was, both in regard of his Birth, and alſo of his good Education; who 
likewiſe being by them exalted to the Dignity of the Empire, would honour them and 
with all anſwerable bounty acknowledg their good deſerts. Wherefore they reſolved to 
G go to his Lodging,and take him out to declare him Emperour;Cnens SentiusSaturninus, 
hearing of it and conceiving that there was no time to be loſt,to witneſs both his worth 
and his courage 3 he got up ( as if he had been compelled, butiin effect, of his own y

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{poke after this manner with a confidence ſuitable to thoſe brave men, who H 
have made all the world admire the Glory of the Roman Generofity. 

You Lords of Rome, although it be incredible, that the Liberty which hath ſo long time 
been unexpeted, ſhould return and viſit us 3 yet ſoit is, that we ſee the excellency there d 
although it be uncertain how long time the Gods will beſtow it on ws 5 which is ſuch, that 3x 
may rijoyee us for the preſent, what iſſue ſoever it. may have hereafter. For to them that 
hnow what Virtue is, it is no ſmall felicity to live one honr in ſreedom of mind, and in 4 
ſree Conntrey, and governed by ſuch Laws, which in times pait have made onr Common. 
weal to flouriſh. For mine own part, I cannot remember our ancient Liberty, for that x 
was born afier the ſubverſion thereof : But I infinitely deſire to bave the happy fruition of 
that which we enjoy at this preſent. And Tthink them alſo very happy, who are born and 
bronght up in virtuous Studies. T likewiſe ſuppoſe that a ſecond honour next tothe immor. 
tal Gods, is to be aſcribed tothem, by whoſe Virtue at laſt, though very late, even in this 
our Age, we have obtained the felicity to enjoy the ſame 3 which happineſs would God, with 
our Inheritances, we might bequeath to our Poſterity. For in regard of our ſelves, this day 
ſufficerh us both,as well all thoſe that are young, as they alſo who are old. For the Aged ſhall 


forſake this life with more pleaſure, in that they have had the knowledge of that Bleſſing, 
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which is joyned to their Liberty « And the younger ſhall be furniſhed with a Royal Exam- 
ple, in admiring and knowing their Virtues, by whom we enjoy this benefit of Freedom. 
For in regard of the preſent time, there is not any thing that we ought more earneſtly to af- 
fe, than to live virtuouſly for only Virtue is the thing that confirmeth men in their Li 
berty. T cannot ſpeak of the time paſt, but only by hear-ſay 3 but for what T have ſeen with 
mine eyes, and perceived by my obſervation, I know how great miſchiefs Tyrannies do ordi+ 
narily breed in a Politick Eſtate : For they utterly exſtinguiſh all Virtue, and deprive Free 
men of all that perfe magnanimity that may be in them; and teach both to flatter, and to 
fear, for that the Commonweal is abandoned, not to the wiſtlom of the Laws, but to the 
fury of intemperate Governours. ' For ſince Julius Czlar bert his thoughts to overthrow the 
Popular Government in Rome. and violated the happy conrſe of Law, whereby our State 
flouriſhed, the Commonweal hath been overthrown. For in ſubjeFing the Law to his good 
liking, and himſelf to his particular deſires, there is not any kind of miſery and miſchief, 
that hath not overthrown our City; ſo that his Succeſſors have employed themſelves to the 
uttermoſt, and with @ certain emulation, to aboliſh the Laws of our Countrey ; ſtriving 
which of them might diprive our Commonweal of her Nobleſt Citizens : For that they 
bave made their account, that their ſecurity conſiſted in communicating their ſecrets with 
ſuch as were baſe and abje@ z, abaſing, not only the great Courages of thoſe men, who were 


 famons for. their Nobility and Virtue 5 but alſo by murthering a great number of them by all 


ſorts of Puniſhments : And whilſt all of them endeavoured to be abſolute in their Command, 
they made it their buſineſs to oppreſs the Commonwealth. | 

But amongſt all the re5f, Caius, who this day hath loft the benefit of life, hath wrought 
greater miſchiefs himſelf alone, than any other, by diſcharging his brutiſh and beaſtly wrath, 
not only against the common Citizens, but alſo againit his own Parents and Friends ;, de- 
meaning himſelf alike towards all men; and manifeiting his injustice, in that he purſued 
them moit, who were moſt innocent 3 and by this means grew hateful, not only to men, but 
alſo to the Immortal Gods. For it is not enough for Tyrants to ſatisfie their Concupiſcence, 
to uſe all ſorts of Injuries, to raviſh both men's Wealth and their Wives ; but alſo, they glo- 
ry, when they may utterly ruine both their Fortunes and Families, who are their enemies. 
For all Liberty is oppoſed against Tyranny, and it is impoſſuble ( notwithſtanding all the mi- 
ſeries that may be imagined or offered ) that Free-men ſhould agree with Tyrants, how lit- 
tle time ſoever it be that they have exerciſed their Tyranny. They alſo know too well, with 
how many miſchiefs they have entangled their Subje&s ( although they have not the ſpirits to 
revenge themſelves of thoſe wrongs that are done unto them) and being well aſſured into N 
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A themſelves again$t his LuSt © For being entangled by a certain kind of pleaſure of a quiet © 
life, and accuitomed to live aſter the manner of Slaves, and being afraid alſo to die wire T9 of the 
txoufly, and. deſirows to live with ſhame, we are fallen into theſe ſcarce ſuſferable Calami- 6 ri Joop: 
ties,.. and into juch miſchieſs as have concerned ws too nearly. Firit of all therefore, Jou Natieity. Ai 
ongbt to honoun thoſe who have killed the Tyrant, by dignifying them with as great honour; SVN Wo 
# may be imagined, and eſpecially Chereas. For he only hath been the Yuan, who by the wc bo be '2 
power-of the Gods, and through his great. wiſaom and valor, hath given you your Liber- his Noble Ae- I 
ty. Neither ought you to forget him, but ta keap Honours on his head ; yea, ſpecial favours, pt, 
as to. the man-who fitſt of all con[ulted, and firſt of all hatzarded himſelf againſt a Tyrant, 
for your liberty, It is an honeſt, and well-bejeeming ation of men of free bearts, to re- 
B ftoreand repay ſnitable kinaneſs for the benefits they have received ; Suh is this man in 
your behalf 3 not like to Brutus aud Caſlius, who rurthered Czlar 3 for theywere the Ori. 
ginals of Seditions-ayd Civil Wars in this City's And this man, by the death of a Tyrant, 
hath not only at once deliveretl you of him, but alſo hath cut off thoſe miſchieſs 1hat aroſe by 
bim.

Thus ſpake Sextjns, and his advice was.entertained with great applauſe, not only by 
the Senators, but the Knights allo that were there preſent, Whereupon, a Senator, cal- 
led Trebellins Maxinmns, aroſe z and (ſtepping to him, pulled off the Ring which Sentins 
had on his finger, wherein was inchaſed a Stone with Cazzs's Picture in it, which Sen- 
tixs had forgot: to pull off 3 ſointent was he about that which he both ſaid and did ; 
C and by this means the engraved Image was broken. Now, in regard it was late, Che- 
rears demanded the Watch-word from the Conſul z who gave himthe-word, Liberty. Cerca re. 
They were all aſtoniſhed at this change, and could ſcarcely believe that which hapned, quireth 
For fince the Popular Government had been aboliſhed, the Conſuls had never given ah ts 
the Watch-word, until thatpreſent time : For hefore the City was oppreſſed by Ty- hands, . » 
ranny, the Conluls commanded the Soldiers. After that Chereas had received the 
Word, he gave; it his Soldiers, who ſubſcribed to the Senate's Authority : Of theſe 
there were about four Companies, which preferred the Lawful Government before a 
Tyranny 3 who allo retired themſclves to their Officers, As for the people, they re- 
turned to their reſpe@ive homes, full of joy, hope and courage, for that they had re- 
' D gained the Government of the State, which belonged unto them, and not to any parti- 
cular Governour.. In a word, Chereas was their only hope : He foreſecing that there 
would ſome miſchief follow, if Cains's Wite and Daughter ſhould remain alive ; and 
that if all his Friends and Family ſhould not be utterly extinguiſhed, all-thoſe who 
ſhould be ſpared, | would ſerve to no other end, but to the ruine of the Commonweal, 
and the Laws : And on the other ſide, deſiring to ſee an end of that which he had be- 
gan, and to ſatisfie that hatred he had conceived againſt Cazxs 3. he ſent Julius Lupus, Chercas ſend- 
one of the Captains of the Guard, to kill both his Wife and Daughter z which he did, <> FL 
And the cauſe why he gave this charge chiefly to Lupus, was, for that Lupus was Cle- Sed» Ns" 
ent's Kiaſman, who was a Confederate in the execution, of Caixs 3 tothe end, that Daughter, 
x partaking after this manner in the death of the Tyrant,he might be known to have dealt 
as forwardly for the Commonweal, as if, from the beginning, he had been a Counſleller 
and Agent in the Conſpiracy. Notwithſtanding there were ſome of his Companions of 
that opinion, that it ſhould be but a cruelty to deal with a woman in that ſort, for that 
Cains had offended through the corruptiag of his own Nature, and not by the counſel 
of his Wife 3 and that all thoſe evils which he committed ia the Commonweal, by de» 
ſolating the Flower thereof, was his own offence, not hers. | 
There were others that accuſed her to be the cauſe of all that which Caizs had com- 
mitted 3 alledging that ſhe had given him an Amorous Driak, by which he was ti-' 
ed and entangled in ſuch ſort.unto her, and ſo.led and tranſported by her love, that 
F (he governed all that which concerned the Eftate of Rome, and the World ſubjeft to 
Rome ; But her Defenders prevailed nothing.

Before ſuch time as he ob- 
wow tained the Empire, he was an intemperate and wicked man, and addiQted to his ples 
ſure, a favourer of Tale-bearers, exceeding fearful 3 and for that cauſe, when'he got 
the upper hand of any man, he was ready to kill him. He eſteemed this the only fruit 
of his power, to abuſe it againſt Innocents 3 and to gather and heap up great ſpoils and 
Booties, by wicked and unjuſt Murthers, Rapines and Oppreſſions 3 lifting himſelf a> [4 
bove all Humane Authority, and affteQting to be eſteemed as a God, ſuffering himſelf 
to be tranſported by the people's Praiſes 3 All that which the Law condemned and 
puniſhed, as. a thing moſt deteſtable, that made he uſe of to puniſh Virtue with. Henes 
ver remembred any friendſhip that had been done him, how great ſoeverit either was 
or had been, when he was in his paſſion 3 and was apt to inflict puniſhments in hisr 
cxiu given 0- on juſt and upright men. All that which was anſwerable to Virtue, was odious in th 
verto Lui. eyes. In all things that pleaſed him, he had fo violent Appetites, that it was impoſli- 
ble to contradict him 3 ſo that he was not aſhamed to uſe the unlawful company of his 
own Siſter : Whereby it came to paſs, that the Citizens of Rome began to hate him ex» 
treamly, for that the like had not been ſeen pr heard of 3 of a long time men could not , 
believe it, notwithſtanding they ſufficiently expreſſed the hatred they bare againſt the L 
fact he had committed, It cannot be ſaid of him, that he builded any work beſeeming 
C:jus builded his Royal Magnificence, worthy the mentioning, or profitable either to the preſent or 
a Hayen. future world 3 except ſome Ports that he made near to ARhegirim and Sicilie, for Hat- 
bour of ſuch Ships as came and went into Fgypt for Corn 3 which doubtleſs, is a ſtately 
work, and very profitable for ſuch as travel by Sea. True it is, that it was not brought 
to perfeCtion, but only half finiſhed, becauſe the Work-men wrought ſlowly. But the 
chief cauſe thereof was, that he ſpent his ſtudy in unprofitable matters, and loved ra» 
ther to conſume his Subſtance, to feed his own private Luſts, wherein he took great des 
light, than to erett and build any goodly and famous Work, which might have re- y 
c:iuanexcel- dounded to the profit of the Common-weal. Otherwiſe, he was an eloquent man, and 
lent Orator. yery expert in the Greek and Vulgar Roman Tongues, apprehending preſently that 
which others faid ; and although they had been tedious 1n their expreſſions, yet he 
anſwered them in an inſtant 3 and in Afﬀairs of Conſequence, he had ſuch a moving per- 
ſwaſion and power, that no man could exceed him, both in regard of his quick Wit, 
and eaſte apprehenſion, becauſe he had taken pains,and had exerciſed himfelt'in Learns 
ing. For being Tiberizs's Brother's Son, whole Succeſſor he alſo was, he was enforcetl 
to be {tudious ; ſeeing that Tiberivs, who was of the ſame years, was in like manner ex- 
cellently learned. Caias therefore enforced himſelf to imitate the Emperour Tiberie, 
whoſe near Kinf-man he was 3 and ſurpaſſed all thofe that were in Roze at that time : N 
Yet, notwithſtanding all theſe great advantages, which his good inſtruction had bred. 
in him, could not hinder the misfortune that befall him, by the abuſe of bis Authority. 
So rare a thing it is to ſee them who have liberty, to do what they liſt without puniſh- 
ment, to govern themſelves with modeſty. . In the beginning he took delight in the

For although 
his ation was accounted 'both generous and noble, yet he was condemned for this, be- 
caule he was perfidious 3 whereupon he was adjudged to die, to give example to 0- 
thers, to the end that Princes and Emperours may hereafter live m ſafety. He was 
therefore led to his death with Zxpxr, and divers other Romans. Tr is ſaid of Chere, 
that he endured this accident with a great courage, which he expreſſed, not only in _ 
that he changed not his conntenance, but alſo by the reproaches which he gave Lupss, 
who wept.

CHAP. IV.

Ne of the firſt things that Claudius did after his eftabliſhment in the Empire, was 
to diſband thoſe Soldiers whom he ſuſpefed z and publiſhed an Edi, by which #4 © Wf- 
he confirmed the Kingdom to Agrippa, that Caizs had given him, accompanying hi; gn any F" 
bounty with many Praiſes 3 adding moreover unto his Government all that which his Clondie giy- 
Grandfather had poſleſſed ; towit, Jude and Samaria, which in that they were as one © Agryp-, 
Lawful Inheritance,appertained unto him. He gave him alſo out of his own Dominions, mus ae 
Abela,and all the Countrey about Libanus,that in times paſt appertained toLyſanias. And nias's C- 
D he cauſed the Alliance that was paſt betwixt them, to be engraven and regiſtred in an *«y: 
open place of the City of Reme. He took from Antiochns the Kingdom that he had, and <Antiochus 
gave himin exchange a portion of Cilicia and Comagene. . He ſet Alexander Lyſimachus ung of Comg- 
Alebarchaat liberty, who had been his old Friend, and ſometimes Governour in Ara- PR 
bia, and once his Mather Antonia's Steward 5 who had been committed Priſoner Ly/imachus 
through Cains's difpleaſure, and eſpouſed Bernice, Agrippa's Daughter, to his Son Alebareha, 
Marcus z which after the death of Marcus, who died before he was married, was aſter- 
wards married with her Father Agrippa's allowance, to Herod his Brother, for whom A+ Herod, A.

Tiberius Claudius Czfar Auguſtus Germanicus, Feather of the people, [ignifieth this Prager E-, 
that followeth : Underſtanding that the Jews Inhabitants in Ancradrln. and for that the Jews in 
cauſe called Alexandrines, have at all times enjoyed the ſelf ſame Privileges of the City, Alexandria; 
which the ancient and firit Alexandrines have had : Which Favours they have obtained by 
the Leave of thoſe Princes that were our Predeceſſors, as it hath been plainly made known 
unto ws, as well by Letters which have been written unto wa, as by corfirmed Decrees : And 
that ſince Alexandria hath been united to our Empire by Cxſar Auguſtus, their Privileges 
have continued in force during the ſeveral Succeſſions of many of our Governours 3 which 
Rights of theirs have never been called in queſtion, no not in that time when Aquila was 
Governour is Alexandria : Since in like ſort Czſar Auguſtus hath not letted them, but 
when the Governour of their Nation was dead, they might eſtabliſh other Subſlitutes and 
Governours in his place; commanding that all of them ſhould yield him obedience in objer- 
vation of their Laws and Cnſtoms, without eſtan or impulſion to do any thing contra- 
ry to their Religion.

"35" 7” the City of Jeruſalem, and adore God in the Temple, which was ſo much renowned x 
Als cap.6, through the whole world, and offer Sacrifice of Thankſgiving therein 3 for which 
cauſe ſhe beſought her Son that he would ſuffer her to perform her Vows 3 who will- 
ingly condeſcended to her defire, and furniſhed her royally with all things that were 
neceſſary for ſuch a Voyage 3 giving her a great Sum of Money with her, and bring- 
ing heron her way many days journey: fo that at length ſhe arrived in Jeruſalem, to 
the great advantage of the Inhabitants of that City. For at- that time the 
City was opprefied with a: grievous famine, ſo that many died for want of 
food ; for which cauſe Queen Helena ſent her ſervants, ſome into Alexandrie to buy - 
a great quantity of Corn, the reſt into Cypras to buy dried Figs, who returned with 
all expedition they might; whereupon\ Helene diſtributed the Victuals amongſt the L 
poor, leaving a ſingular memory of her Liberality to. the whale Nation. Her Son 
Ezates alſo underſtanding of this Famine, ſent-a great ſum of Money to the Governour

Now Artabanws King of Parthia, perceiving that the Princes of the Kingdom had

and roadrah fore retired thither, and brought with him about one thouſand men of his Kinsfolk 
his atiffance, and domeltick ſervants. And by the way he met with Tzates, whom he knew very 
well by his Royal Train, notwithſtanding he was unknown unto him by countenance. yy 
Drawing therefore near unto,him., he firſt of all humbled himſelf on his knees, 
according to the cuſtom of 'the Country, and. afterwards ſpake unto him after this / 
manner: E 
Dread King, forſake me not who am thy ſervant, neither reje& thou my prayers. For bee 
ing dejetted by means of my misfortunes, and of a King become a private man, I baveneed 
of thy ſuccour.. Conſider therefore the inconſtancy of fortune, and think with thy ſelf, that by 
providing for me, thou ſhalt provide for thy ſelf. For if thou makeſt no reckoning of the 
wrong that is done unto me,divers men will grow audacious to enterprize upon other Kings. 
Theſe words hepronounced with tears, and with looks fixed upon the ground. 
When 1zates had heard 4rtaberys's name, and ſaw his humble and ſubmiſlive condi 
[:ates.com- tion, he leapt immediatly from his Horſe, and ſaid unto him, King, be of good courage, 
_ _ and let not thy preſent and perplexed condition dishearten thee, as if thy misfortunes 
oc WETE irrecoverable. For this ſorrow of thineſhall be ſuddenly changed,and thou ſhale 
his aftance, find'abetter friend and ally, than thou hopeſt for at this time : For either I will re» 
poſleſs thee of thy Kingdom of Parthia, or E will loſe mine own.

CHAP. IV.

T the time of the Feaſt of PaſchaAWuring which time the Jews are accuſtomed to Hedio & Ref- 
A feed on unleavened bread) a great number of people aſſembled themſelves from 77 17 Fa 
all parts, to the City of Jeruſalem. Whereupon Cumanns fearing leſt, by this occaſion, 62 
there ſhould ariſe ſome Commotion, he gave order that a Company of his Souldiers 
ſhould be armed, and ſhould keep their Guard in the Porches of the Temple, to the 
end, if any trouble ſhould happen, they might repreſs it.

Nero Empe- Neo into the field, and to proclaim him Emperour. He being thus eſtabliſhed in the 
wats Empire, cauſed Britarnicns to be ſecretly poyſoned 3 and not long after this, he open- 
ly cauſed his Mother to be put to death, yielding her this recompence, not only for 
SA that ſhe had born him in her womb, but alſo becauſe by her means he had pbtained 

He likewiſe murthered 0Zavia his wite, the Emperor Claudins's daugh- 
pron '"bif's ter, and divers other Noble men, under colour of ſome Conſpiracy intended againſt 
Natzity,55. him. But I will not proſecute this matter, for that there are divers who have writ Ne-

i = bong pleaſure, for that he had been their Benefa&or : others tranſported with hatred and 
ny. deſpite againſt him, having not been aſhamed to publiſh ſuch impudent les againſt his 
renown, that they deferve to becondemned. Neither do I wonder that they have 
invented ſo many lyes againſt Nero, ' conſidering that in thoſe Hiſtories which they 
wrote of the former Emperours, they have not ſtudied to ſpeak truth, although 
they had not any occaſion to hate them, conſidering that they lived a long time 
after their death. For my own part I am reſolved never to deviate from the 
truth, contenting my ſelf to touch only by the way thoſe things that concern my jy 
purpoſe 3 neither will I treat in particular - but of what relateth to my Country, 
without diſſembling our own faults any more am the afflictions that they 
brought upon us.

of the Prieſthood and continuance of theſe eighteen, was four hundred ſixty years, 
ſix months and ten days 3 fo long as the Jews have had the Royal Government. After 
the ſurprizal of Jeruſalem by the Babylonians, until ſuch time as Cyrus, King of Perſia, 
diſmiſſed the Jews, and gave them leave to return from Babylon, into their own Coun- 
trey, with permiſſion to re-edifie their Femple, there are ſeventy two years 3 and at 
that time the Captives being returned, Jeſus, the Son of Foſedech, took upon him the 
High Prieſthood 3 who, with thoſe of his Poſterity, to the number of fifteen, have 
governed in a Democracy, ar Popular Government, until the time of Artiochys, ſur- 
named Expator, for the ſpace of four hundred and fourteen years, This Antiochus was 
the firſt, ' who, with his General Tyſzas, dilplaced 0nias, ſurnamed Menelans, of his 
Prieſthood, commanding him to be killed at Berith 5 and after he had driven his Sort. 
out of the Succeſſion, he eltabliſhed: Jacim High Prieſtz who notwithſtanding, was of 
Aaron's Race, but not of his Family. _ For this cauſe 0xias, the Son of 0ias, and Ne- 
phew to the deceaſed 0r7as, retired himſelf into Egypt : Wheregrowing familiar with 
Ptolomey, Philometor and Cleopatra his Wite, he perlwaded them to build a Temple: irt 
the Confines of Hel:opolis,. not unlike to that of Jeruſalem, and to create a High Prieſt 
in the ſame 5, of which Temple in Egypt, we have made very oftentimes mention. Af- 
ter that Jacizs had beld the Prieſthood for the ſpace of three years, he died without 
n Succeſſor z ſo the City remained ſeven years without a High Prieſt. Again, the Af- 
maneans recovered the Government of their Nation, and after they had made War a- 
ainſt the Macedonians, they eſtabliſhed gonethen High Prieſt, who exerciſed. the OF 
re ſeven years 3 but afterwards he was. killed in an Ambuſh, and Treaſon conſpired 
againſt him by Tryphor, as we have declared elſewhere. After him, Simon his Bro- 
ther undertook the Prieſthood, who was,, not long after, killed treacherouſly by his 
Son-in-Law at a Banquet. After him ſucceeded his Son Hircarns 53 who enjoying this 
Dignity for the ſpace of thirty one years, died when he was very old, leaving behind 
him Judes, furnamed Ari3Fobulus 3 who dying, left his Brother Alexander his Heir, 
both of the Kingdom and High Prieſthood. After that Ariſtobulus had obtained the 
E Royal Government, he enjoyed both Dignities one whole year. For this Judas ſur- 
named Ariſtobulus, was the firſt that ſetthe Diadem on bis head, cauſing himſelf tobe 
called a King 3 the which Alexander did. continue z for he alſo joyned the Kingdom 
with the High Prieſthood, and reigned twenty ſeven years: And feeling hymſelf draw 
near to his death, he left 1n Alexazdyras his Wife's hands, to diſpoſe of the Prieſthood 
as ſhe pleaſed : She therefore beſtowed it on Hircarvs 3: and as for the Kingdom, ſhe 
kept it in her own hands nine years, and afterwards died. Her Son Hircarns was 
High Prieſt for ſo long time : For after 4lexendrg's death, his Brother Ariitobulns 
made War againſt him 3 and having overcome him, he took the Kingdom from hip 5 
and not- only ſeized on the Crown, but the Prieſthood. After he had reigned three 
F years, and as many months, Powpey repaired to Jeruſalem, and took it perforce 3. and 
laying hold of Ar:S#obulus, ſent him bound unto Rome with his Children. Afﬀer 
which, he reſtored the Prieſthood once more to Hircanns 3 committing the Govern- 
ment of the Nation unto his hands, forbidding him in the mean ſpace to wear the Dia- 
dem. Beſides the firſt nine years, Hircanns governed twenty and four : But Barza- 
pharnes and Pacorus, Princes of the Parthians, paſſed Euphrates, and made war againſt 
Hircanus, and took him alive Priſoner, and made Antigonus, 'Ariitobulus's Son, King. 
But after he had governed three years and three months, Softus and Herod took him a- 


live petforce, and Antonins ſent him to Antioch, where he was beheaded. After that 
Herod was created King by the Romans, there was never any High Prieſt created of 


the Poſterity of the Aſmoneans (for he gave the High Prieſthood to certain men of ob-

truth, but alſo no ways anwerable to the Subje@& which they undertake. For whereas 
they labour to extol the Romans, and debaſe the Jews 3 I cannot underſtand how they 

reat, who triumph in the Conqueit of men ſo obſcure and abjet, Nyy, 
whilft they thus. extol the Romans valour in conquering the Jews, they conſider not 
the continuance of the War, nor the multitude of the Roman Forces, nor the honour 
of their Captains; whoſe Glory is. much impaired, if they leſſen that of the reſiſtance, 
by which the valour of the Jews render*d. the execution of the Enterpriſe ſo difficult. 
For my own part, I am not refolued to contradi& thoſe, who ſhall enhance the Glory 
and Noble ATtions "of the Romans, nor to extol and cry up the Deſerts of my own Na- 
tion; but my. reſolution is, in all truth and ſincerity to ſet down each Occurrent, with- 
out reſpe@ or partiality towards either part. In performance whereof, T will order my 
diſcourſe according to the matter I treat of, and as my grief and ſorrow ſhall ixvite 
me to lament the miſeries of my Countrey. For the Civil Diſſenſton, that diſmems- 
ber'd the ſame, was the cauſe that brought it to confuſion : And thoſe Tyrants that 
reigned amongſt 44, were ſuch, who forcibly diew the Romans, with Sword and Fire, 
to effe® the Deſolation of our Holy Temple, The truth whereof Titus Czſar. himſelf 
can juſtifie, who deſtrojed the ſame 4 who, during all thoſe Wars, ſtill pitied the peo- 
ple, for that they (as he well perceived) were kept in ame by the Seditious : And 
oftentimes, of his own accord, he deferred the taking of the City, and purpoſely pro- 
trated the Siege, to the intent, that in the mean time the Authors of the Seditions, 
might have leiſure to repent and ſubmit themſelues. Now, if any man think that I 
write this, as one that exclaimeth againit the Tyrants, and their Depredations 3 or 
that in bewailing the miſeries of my loſt Countrey, I accuſe their Villanies too paſſuo« 
nately, and thereby tranſgreſs the limits of a Hiſtory 5 let it be imputed to my gricf, 
and ſo pardoned. For amongit all the Cities that ever were conquered by the Ro- 
mans, our City only attained to the top of felicity 3 but now, alas, *tis brought in- 
fo extreme Miſery, Captivity and Deſolation. Nay, if all the Misfortunes and Ca- 
lamities which the World from the beginning hath ſeen, be compared with the infelici- 
ty and fall of the Jews, they are ſlight and inconſtderable.

any worthy Hiſtory, endeavoured to write that which they themſelves had ſeen, and 


they were Eye-witneſſes of thoſe Affairs they committed to writing 3 they more effeFu- . 


ally performed all that they promiſed, becauſe they accounted it an aF of diſhoneſty, to 
report aud publiſh Lyes in ſtead of Hiſtory. And truly, in my opinion, that man is 
worthy commendation, who ſtriveth by his ſludiows endeavours, to Regiſter, nos only 
the Occurrences of times paſt, but alſo thoſe memorable events that have happened in 
his own days : And be only and truly, is to be accounted induſtrious, not that al- 
tereth and pruneth at his pleaſure another man's Works, but he that of himſelf com- 
pileth an HiStory whereof no man hath before written. For my own part (being 4 


ſtranger ) I have ſpared no labour and expence, to declare the truth of theſe events 


in the ears of the Greeks and Romans. For, as touching their own learned men, their 
mouths are alway; open where their own intereſt, publick or private, is concerned 3 
but if they come to a Hiitory, wherein they ſhould both tell truth, and with great 
labour enquire of thoſe things that are paſt here the travel is too tedious, the bit

But Alexander eſcaped to Jeruſalem, where the people who had conceived a hatred 
againſt him, being encouraged by his great loſs and ſlaughter of men, began again to 
rebel 3 but then alſo he overcame them : 'and in fix years ſpace, in rin Ne noke flew 
above fifty thouſand Jews : Notwithſtanding, he never rejoyced in his Viftory, be- 
cauſe the ſtrength of his Countrey was conſumed thereby. For which cauſe, giving o- 
ver his Wars, he began to ſeek the people's favour by ſweet and mild courſes 3 but 
they ſo much hated his inconſtant and variable manners, that when he demanded of

But when both parts percetv- 
ed that the Jews continued obſtinate in their purpoſe, and the Greeks kept their fideli- 
ty, the two Armies encountred 3 in which Encounter, Demetrivs had the upper hand 
(although Alexander'sHirelings evidently ſhewed their ſtrengrh and courage.) But the 
end of this Victory was ſuch, as neither party expected ; for they who ſent for Deme- 
trius, after his Victory, forſook him 3 and Fortune changing her Colours, fix thouſand 
Jews fled to Alexander, into the Mountains, whither for ſafety he had betaken himſelf. 
This revolt much diſpleaſed and diſcouraged Demetrins ; ſothat he now thought, that 
Alexander uniting his Forces, was able to give him Battel z and he feared that all the 

ews would at that preſent follow Alexander 3 for which cauſe, hereturned home. Yet 
the reſt of the Jews, having thus loſt the help of Demetrius would not defiſt from their 
Rebellion 3 but they ſo long warred with Alexander, till at laſt (the moſt of them be- 
ing ſlain) he drave the reſt into the City of Bemezeli 3 and when he had furprized and 
ſack'd the City, he led them Captive to Jeruſalem.

that being amongſt the thickeſt of their enemies Darts, they omitted no Ceremony of 
their Religion 3; but (as though they had had firm Peace) they every day obſerved 
their Ceremonics, offered Sacrifices, and moſt diligently performed the Divine Ser- 
vice 3 yea, though every day they were killed at the Altar, they ceaſed not from the 
Lawful Rites of their Religion. At laſt, in the third Month of the Siege, during which, 
ſcarcely one Tower was beaten down, they brake into the Temple ; and the firſt that 
attempted to climbover the Wall, was Cornelizs Fauitus, Sy/a's Son 3 and after him 
two Centurions, Furizs and Fabixs, with their Regiments 3 who compaſhng the Tem- 
ple about (while ſome ſought to hide themſelves, and others reſiſted) they flew them 
all, Therc were many Prieſts alſo among the reſt z who, although they ſaw the ene- 
mics with naked Swords ruſhing upon them, yet being nothing at all diſmayed thereat, 
continued (till their Sacrifices, and were {lain even whilſt they offered and incenſed in 
the Temple ; preferring the duty they ow'd to their Religion, even before their own 
ſafety.

Ara '.;5 that he cut off all $1lv's excuſes 3 and forecaſting leſt hereafter there ſhould be any 
Naizitv. 25. Want, he ſent Letters to Samaria (which City about this time had put it ſelf under his 
NV proteftion) willing them to bring Viftuals, and Wine, and Oyl, and Cartel to Jericho, 
picky wy Antigonus hearing this, preſently ſent certain of his men to lie in Ambuſh in the Fields, 
of proviſion, and luddenly to ſet upon thole that came for Proviſion, and kill them, and fo hinder 
them from carrying any Victuals to the Camp : according to his Commandment, there 

went a great number of Soldiers to Fericho, and placed themſelves upon the Moun- 

tains, with an intent to eſpy if any body carried Proviſion to the Army. In the mean 
Herd accom- time Herod reſted not 3 for taking with him ten Companies (five of the Romans, and 
panied with five of the Jews, with three hundred Mercenaries, and a few Horſe,) he came to Jer;- 
Nh be Be. cho, where he found the City without Inhabitants, and five hundred with their Wives 
richo. and Families had placed themlelves upon the tops of the Mountains 3 whom when he 
The Romans had fſurprized, he permitted to depart. But the Romans brake into the City, and 
gotagrex ſacked it (where they found the houſes ſtored with all manner of Richesz) and the 
Os King leaving a Garriſon at Jericho. returned. Heſent likewiſe the Roman Soldiers to 
the Provinces which were on his fide; to wit, Idumea, Galilee and Samaria, that they 
might abide there 11]l Winter was paſt. Antigonns alſo, th8ough $ilo's means (whom 
by mouey he had made his friend) obtained that a part of his Army might (during the 
Winter time) abideat Lidda, that he might by this means obtain the favour of Arts- 
nius ; and the Romans, bcing now diſcharged from the Wars, lived in great eaſe and 
lenty, | 
/ All this time Herod was not idle, but accompanied with two thouſand Foot, and five 
hundred Horſe, he went about 1dnmes, and ſent alſo his Brother Joſeph, leſt by Anti- 
gonus's means the people ſhould rebel. 'And having carried his Mother, and the reſt 
of his Kindred, whom he took from aſſada, into Samaria, and placed them where no 
danger might beride them ; himſelf went into Galzlee, to fubdue that part of the Coun- 
trey which as yet was not in his hands, and toexpel from thence the Garriſons left by 
Ant. Iih.14. Antigonus. And when he was come to Sephoris, notwithſtanding there was a very 
7 1.4 great Snow, he ealily took it, for the Garriſonfled before he aſſaulted it 3/ and finding

-cphoris, ther were much harafled z and then ſent them againſt the great number of Thieves

| been an Army of Enemies. And ſending before three Companies of Foot, and one 
f-+ 1-14 1Troop of Horle intoa Village called Arbela, | himſelf forty days after came thither with 
the Thicves. the whole Army. For all this the Thieves feared him not, but arming themſelves, 
came to meet him, truſting to their experience in Warlike affuirs, and their own def- 

perate courage. The Battel being joyned, the Right Wing of their Party put the 
Left Wing of Herod's to flight 5 but he with his Right Wing preſently fuccoured them, 1 
and recalled his men that fled 5 and ruſhing violently - upon his enemies, he a little 
ſtopped their career 3 till at laſt the Fore-front of their Batcel, not able to ſtand any 
longer, fled : Herod purſucd them even uato Jordan, and killed many of them z thoſe 
that eſcaped fled over the River...

In the mean time the Parthians being pur rg 
C flight, and Pacorys tain, Ventidinus, 1n obedience to Letters from Antonins, ſent Mache- 
ra'to Herod with a thouſand Horſe, and two Legions of Foot, to affiſt him againſt 4#- 
tigonus. Antigonns writLetters to Machera, deſiring him to help him and complain- 
ing that Herod had injured him, promiſed hima great ſumm of money : But he think- 
ing it not beſt to forſake him he was ſent toſuccour, eſpecially ſeeing that Herod would 
give more, would not be ſabborned by him z yet counterfeiting himſelf to be Antigo- 
zus his friend, under that pretence to diſcover what Forces he had, contrary to Herod's 
counſel, he went to him. But Artigonns diſtruſting his intent, kept him out of the Ci- 
ty, and like an enemy drave him away from the Walls : Machera aſhamed of what he Machers's i- 
had done, returned to Emm4us unto Herod; and being in a rage that things fell out a- 29.

F TN the mean time Herod's Aﬀairs in Jude went backward. He had left his Brother 
T Joſeph Governour of all, and commanded him to attempt nothing againſt Antigonus 
till his return 3 for he little truſted to Machera's help, becaule of the part he had play- 
ed before. But Joſeph ſeeing his Brother to befar off, regarded not what charge was 
left him, but went to Jericho with his own Troops, and five Companies of Horſe which 
Macherafent with him, thinking now in Harveſt time to have taken away their Corn z 
but being aſſaulced by the enemies upon the Mountains, and1n dithcult places, himſclt 
was there {lain, after he had ſhewed himſelf in the fight a worthy and valiant man; and 
there was not one left alive of all the Roman Horſe, for they had been newly levied 1n 
Syria, and they had no old Soldiers amongſt them to aſſiſt their want of experience.

- All this while Herod heard nothing of 
FW VN. the news; forafter $4moſata was taken, Antonins made Softus Governour of Syria, 
x ary upp i order with him to help Herod againſt Antigonns, and fo he departed into Egypt, 
ther's dexh Softns lent two Legions with Herod into Judeato help him, and he bimſelf with the reſt 
in a Dream. of the Army followed. When Herod was at Antiochia, near Daphne, his Brother's 
death was ſhewed him in a Dream 3 and being troubled at it,. he leaped out of his bed, 
even at the ſame inſtant that the Meſſengers who brought tidings of his death, entred 
into the houſe. He could not forbear ſome expreſſions of grief ; but he check'd his 
ſorrow, to haſten to revenge it upon his enemies with incredible ſpeed. When he , 
came to Libarus, he took eight hundred Inhabitants of that Mountain to help him, and 
joyned unto them one of the Roman Legions 3 and not expeQting the day, with them 
he entred into Galilee 3 where putny'ns. with ſome enemies, he forced them to flee to the 
place from whence they came, and beſieged their Caſtle 3 but before he could take it, 
he was conſtrained by hard weather, to lead his Army into the next Village. With» 
ina few days his number being encreaſed with another Legion which Aztonins ſent, 
he put his enemies in ſuch fear, that in the night time they forſook the Caſtle. Then 
Herod's Din- he baſted to Jericho to be revenged on thoſe that had killed his Brother ; where there 
ing-room fell Hefel him a moſt ſtrange accident, from which being againſt all hope delivered, he per- x 
ror Lora ſwaded himſclf that God bare a particular love-to him : For when many Nobles that 
and 9oue to Night had ſupped with him, and Supper being ended, every one was gone forth, in- 
bed. continently the houſe wherein he ſupped fell down. Herod took this as a Preſage, 
both of the dangers, and proſperous ſucceſs he was to have in his Wars. And the next 
morning early he removed from thence, and about fix thouſand of the enemies de- 
ſcending from the Mountains, charged his Vanguard 3 yet they durſt not joyn Battel 
with the Romans, but moleſted tzem with ſtones and: darts, with which they wound- 
ed many 3 ſo that Herod himſelf paſſing along, was wounded in the fide with a Dart. 
Antigonns defirous to(hew himſelf the ſtronger, as well in multitude of men, as in cou- 
rage, ſent Pappus a friend of his, with ſome Forces to Samaria, with a deſign to fight 
and defeat Machera. Herod, on the other fide, went about the enemies Countrey, L 
and took five Towns, and deſtroyed two thouſand of the Inhabitants z and firing the 
houſes, returned to his Army near a Village called Cara. | 
Every day there came flocking to him a very great number of Jews, both from Jeri- 
cho and other parts of the Countrey 3; ſome out of hatred to Antigomes, and others out 
of love of change, and an elteem of Herod. Whilſt thus he haſted to fight, Papprs, 
with his men, neither fearing the multitude nor ſtrength of their enemies, came fiercely 
upon them, and offered Battel : Which being begun, thoſe. that were not engaged a- 
gainſt Herod, reſiſted a while 3; but Herod remembring his Brother's death, ventured 
more than the reſt, to the end, to be revenged upon them that were the Authors there- 
of, and fo he eafily overcame the enemies 3 and ſtill aſſaulting the freſh men, put them 
all to flight. There was a mighty ſlaughter; for many beiog forced to flee into the Vil- 
lage from whence they came, he purſued them, and ſlew an infinite number, though 
all the houſes and houſe-tops were full of armed men to defend it : After he had ſlain 
thoſe that were abroad, he overthrew the houſes, and ſo forced them that were within 
to come forth. Others he killed in Companies with the ruines of the houſes wherein 
they were and if any one chanced to eſcape, the Soldiers without killed them : So

\ enforced ſort there C2mae torth four thouſand in five days, whom the Jews put in chains; and 
co yield tothe the ſixth day the whole multitude (deſpairing of their lives) came forth to fight, with 
Jev's, whom Herod conflifting flew about ſeven thouſand. So great a Defeat ſatisfied Herod's 
revenge, and ſo abated the pride of the Arabians, that they took him for their Pro- © 
tcctor.

and an Army , yea, and with mine own perſon, againit thee :. But the love of Cleopatra, 
and God, who had already deſigned the Empire of the World'to thee, ſtopped his ears, By 
this means, O Czlar, 1 find my ſelf conquered with Antonius, and have forſaken my Crown 
and Dignity with his Fortunes 3 and Iam come unto thee, without grounding the hope of my 
ſafety upon any thing but my own Vertue, and the experience which thou mayeſt. make of my 
Caſar's An- fidelity to my Friends... Herod having ſpoken in this manner, Ceſar anſwered,: Live-in 
lwer to Herod: (afoty, and reign mow with greater ,ſecgritythan before ; for thou deſerveſt to rule others, 
who with ſuch;conſtancy didſft defend and maintain thy friendſhip. Hence forward endea- 
vour td continue faithſul towards them that 'are more fortunate than Antonius 3: for, for 
my part, Thave conceived a great hope and expetation of thy Valour and Proweſs. I cannot 
blame Antonius, in that he-rather' bearkened to Cleopatra than to thee , ſtnce, by bis ime- 
prudence, I have obtained thy friendſhip. That thou haſt begun 0. do. well, it hereby ap- 
peareth,. becauſe Ventidius hath ſignified unto me, that thou haſt ſent him ſuccours againſt 
his enemies... For which cauſe, by this my preſent Decree, be thou eſtabliſhed'in thy King- 
dom; and I will ſhortly give thee ſuch proofs of my Amity, that thou ſhalt have no canſe-to 
bewail the loſs of Antonius. «After this fpeech, Auguſtus put the Crown upon Herod's 
head 3 and made a-Decree and-ſealed-it, teſtifying how. he had remitted all things 
done by Herod, and confirined him in his King om, and rehearſing many things great- 
ly tending to Herod's praiſe, Afﬀter'that Herod had made great Preſents aan

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requeſted him to pardon Alexander, one of Antonias his friends 3 who earneſtly, and FA AN 


in humble manner deſired the ſame : But Ceſar being much incenſed agiinſt him, an- 
ſwered, that he for whom he eatreated, had greatly and many times offended ; and fo 
he repelled Herod with this an{wer. | + PT (96 

When Ceſar travelled into Egypt through Syria, he was entertained by Herod with all 
Royal Pomp poſlible : And that was the firſt time that he ſhewed himſelf to-rake part 
with Ceſar, when near Ptolemais he took a view of the Soldiers with Ceſar, and made 
a Banquet for him and all his friends, and feaſted the whole Army. Andin as much as 
he travelled to Peluſm thorough a dry Countrey, when they returned again, he pro- 
vided water for them, and furniſhed the Army with all neceſlaries ; fo that both Ce/ar 
and the Soldiers thought the Kingdom a ſmall recompence. for his deſerts. For which 
cauſe, after he came into Egypt, and that Antonius and Cleopatra were now dead, he did 
not only encreaſe his honour, but alſo reſtored to him that portion of his Countrey 
which was taken away by Antoniwe, and given to Cleopatra : And belides that, Gadara, 
and Hippor, and Samarza, and other Cities about the Sea-coaſt ; to wit, Gaza, and Ax- 
thedon, and Joppa, and Straton's Tower 3 and moreover, gave him four hundred Gala- 
tians, which before were Cleopatra's Guard. Nor did C2/ar's Liberality ſtop here, but 
toſhew how far his eſteem of this Prince's merit proceeded, he added to his Domini- 
on, Trachonitis, and Batanga, and Auranitis, upon this occalton : Zexodorus (who for 
money had hired the Lands of Lyſanias) continually ſent people out of Trachonitis, to 
rob the people of Damaſcus 3 who in humble manner went to YVarvs (who was at that 
time Governour of Syria.) entreating him-to inform Ceſar: of their calamity : Ce/ar un- 
derſtanding the ſame, writ back again, commanding him to exterminate thoſe Thieves, 
Whercupon Yarws with an Army, went to thoſe places which were molt infeſted, and 
rid the Countrey of the Thieves, and confiſcated the Territory from Zenodores : which 
Ceſar (leſt it ſhould again be a refuge for Thieves to ſpoil Damaſces ) gave to Herod, and 
made him Ruler over all Syria, Ten years after, C2ſar returning to this Countrey, 
commanded the Governours to do nothing without Herod's counſel : And after Zeng- 
dorws's death, he gave him all the Countrey between Trachonitis and Galilee, But that 
which Herod eſteemed above all the reſt was, that Ceſar loved him beſt of all next to 
Agrippa3 and that Agrippa loved him moſt of all men next to Ceſar. When he was ar- 
rived to this pitch of Felicity, he ſhewed the greatneſs of his Soul, by the greateſt and 
molt holy enterprize that can be imagined.

But it 
was not only-by Palaces thathe would preſerve his Name to Poſterity, and immortalize 


his memoty- 3: but in the Countrey of Samaria he built a fair City with a Wall, which 


was about'twenty ſtades in circuit, and called it Sebafte 3 and he ſent thither fix thoy- 
and Inhabitants, giving them a moſt fertile Soil and ſundry Privileges. There alſo a- 
mongſt other Buildings, he erected a very fair Temple, and dedicated it to Ceſar, . A- 
bout this Temple there was apiece of ground containing three ſtades and an half. For 
this Teſtimony:of Herod's affetion, Ceſar added to his Dominion another Countrey : 
Ingratitude for which, Herod erected another Temple of White Marble to him, near 
the head of Jordaz, in a place called Paninm, where there is a Mountain riſing very high 
into the air 3 at theſide whereof isan obſcure Valley, where there are bigh Rocks, that 


(by ſpaitsof watet falling on them) are, made hollow 3, ſo that the water, ſtanding in 
their concavity-cill they run over, falleth, down with a ſtream of ſuch a depth as 19 admi- 
rable. ;- At the foot of this Valley, on the outſide, fpring certain Fountains, which many 
think to be the head of the'River Jordan 3. which, whether it be true or no, 
clare hereafter, | 
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FAS At Ferichg, allo (between the Caſtle of Cypris, and the other ancient Palaces) he e. H 
yy Jeers " rected other Buildings fairer and more commodious than the former, calling thei af 
befin « Ch ; ter the names of Augnitus and Agrippe. Finally, there was no convenient place in the 
Natizity,15. Whole Kingdom, wherein he erected not ſomething 11 honour of Ceſar : and having 
' Inevery place of his own Kingdom deviſed and dedicated Temples unto him, in Syriz 
alſo where he ruled he did the like 3 founding in many Cites, Temples, which he cal- 
led by the name of Ceſar. Aud perceiving, that amongſt the Cities of the Sea-coaſt, 
there was one called Straton's Tower 3 which being very old and ruinated, and for 
the ſcituation thereof deſerving reparation and coſt, he repaired it with White Stone, 
and built a very Royal Palace therein 3 in which work, more than in any other, he 
ſhewed how great and high his mind was. For this ſtands in the midſt between Dora 
and Joppa, in a Coaſt where there was no Port or Haven 3 ſo that they who Rail from 
Phenicia into Feypt, are in great danger, by reaſon of the violent Winds that blow 
from Africa 5 whole blaſts enforce the water with ſuch violence againſt the Rocks on 
the ſhore, that the waves, rebounding back again a good way within the Sea, make 
| Hered makes the wholeSea tempeſtuous. But the King, by his liberality and coſt, overcoming na- 
ha this ow ture, built Stations for Ships. And although the nature of the place was altogether 
"IN contrary to his intent, yet he ſo overcame all difficulty, that the Sea could do that 
Building no harm : Andit was fo goodly and beautiful to behold, that one would 
Anaptdeſcri- have thought there had been no difficulty in this admirable work. For having mea- 
Ang; ſured out a fit place for the Port, he laid a Foundation twenty ells deep of Stone, 
hy whereof moſt of them were fifty foot long, nine foot thick, and ten foot broad, and 
ſome bigger 3, and all the bottom of the Haven, where the water came, was laid with 
theſe ſtones, Which doae, he raiſed a Mole of two hundred foot 3 whereof one hun- 
dred foot ſerved to break the violence of the waves, the other hundred foot ſerved 
for a Foundation of the Wall, wherewith the Haven was-compatiied 3 and on which 
were built many goodly Towers, the greateſt and faireſt whereof he called Druſias, af- 
ter the name of Druſas, the Son of the Empreſs Livia, Wife of Auguſizs. Within the 
Port there were very many Vaults alſo, to ſtore ſuch Merchandize as was brought into 
the Haven 3 and divers other Vaults for Sea men to lodg in. A very pleaſant De- 
ſcent, which might ſerve for a Walk,encompaſſed the whole Port : The entrance here- 
unto was on the North ſide ; for by reaſon of the ſcituation of the place, the North 
Wind there 1s the calmelt. 

On either (ide of the entrance were three great Coloſles ſet on Pilaſters 3 thoſe on 
the left hand are propped up by a Tower, being a ſolid Rock of Stone. But at the en-. 
trance on the right hand were two hugeſtones joyned together, which make a great- 
er Tower than the other, There is alſo a houſe adjoyning to the Haven built of white 
Stone. The Streets of the City leading to this place, are of one bigneſs and propor- 
tion. Upon a Hill oppoſite tothe mouth of the Haven, he built a Temple very beau- 
tiful, and exceeding great, which he dedicated to Ceſar, wherein was placed Ceſar's 
Statue, full as great asthat of /- wo at Olympws (for it was made after that Model) and 
another of Rome, like that of Ju#o at Argos.” The City he built for the benefit of the 

Ceſircain Tonhabitants of the Province, and the Port or Haven for Commerce. All this he did 
ote— cl- in honour of Ceſar 3 after whoſe name he called it Ceſarea. And that nothing —_ 
of 5.1 be wanting to render it worthy ſo glorious a name, he added to ſo many great works, 
Ani.tib1g. the faireſt Market-placein the World 3 beſides a Theatre, and an Amphitheatre, not

Agrippium. third after then. Moreover, he repaired Azthedor, which was deſtroyed by the 
Wars, and called it Agrippira, in honour of Agrippe 3 whoſe name he cauſed to be en- 
Anipatrs. graven over the Portal he built tothe Temple. Nether was he unmindful of his Pa- 
rents 3 forin the richeſt Soil of the whole Kingdom he built a City in memory of his 
Father, and by his name called it Atipatris, being in a very rich Soil, both for Woods 
C\pris and Rivers, At Jericho alſo, he built a very goodly and ftrong Caſtle, and called-it 
Phaſelu's Cyprus, in honour of his Mother. He likewife built a Tower in memory of his Brother 
Tower. Phaſelus, at Jeruſalem, and called it Phaſelus his Tower 3 of the ſtrength and beauty 
of which, we ſhall ſpeak hereafter.

It 

1s not to be told what Debts and Tributes he remitted ; for he delivered thEPhaſe- 

lites and Balaneotes,and other Towns of C:licia,from the payment of a yearly Tribute: 

yet was he not ſq liberal to them as he would have been, fearing leſt the envy of ſome 

might accuſe him of ſome further meaning, if he ſhould be more bountiful to the Cities, 
than thoſe that were the owners thereof. He exerciſed his body likewiſe in exerciſes Herod a great 
fit for ſo valiant a mind 3 for he was a very skilful hunter, wherein he had always his 
purpoſe, by reaſon of his skill in riding 3 ſo that in one day he killed forty Wild Beaſts,

ken all $yria had carried him away priſoner with him, But his own Coyntreymen 
that dwelt beyond Emphrates, in commiſeration redeemed him from thraldom ; and 
had he been counſelled by them, and: not come to Herod, he had not been killed: 
but the marriage of his Niece cauſed his death: for, for that cauſe, and eſpecially 
for the love of his native ſoil, he came thither. That which moved Herod to kill 
him was, not for that he ſought the Kingdom, bur becauſe he had right to the King. 
dom. Herod had five Children by Mariamne, two Daughters and three Sons. The 

oungeſt was ſent to Rozze to {tudy, where he died, The other two he brought up 


like Princes, both for their Mothers Nobility, and for that they were born after he 


was King. But that which above all was moſt prevalent 1n their favour, was the 
love he bare to Mariamne: which from day to day tormented him more violently, 


in ſuch ſort, that he ſeem'd infenfible of thoſe griefs which this his beſt beloved * 


cauſed to him. For Hariamne hated him as much as he loved her: and having 2 


juſt cauſe and colour of diſcontent, and moreover being emboldened by the love 


which he bare her, ſhe every day upbraided him, with that which he had done to 
Hircanus her Uncle, and to her Brother Ariſtobulus. For Herod ſpared him not, al- 
though he wasa Child ; but after he had made him High Prieſt in the ſeventeenth 
year of his age, he preſently put him to death, after he had ſo honoured him # who, 
when he came to the Altar clothed in ſacred attire upon a Feſtival day, all the pep. 
ple wept for joy 3 which cauſed ſo great a jealouſie in Herod, that the ſame night he 
ſent him to Fericho, to be drownedin a Lake by the Galatians, who had received 
commiſlion ro perform the murther. Theſe things did Mariamne daily caſt in Herod's 
teeth, and upbraided both his Mother and Siſter, with very ſharp and reproachful 
words : yet he fo loved her, that notwithſtanding all this, he held his peace. But 
the women were ſet on fire : and that they might the rather move Herod againſt her, 
they accuſed her of adultery, and of many other things which bare a ſhew of truth : 
objeting againſt her, that ſhe had ſent her picture into Egypt to Antonius 3/ and 
that through immoderate luſt ſhe did what ſhe could to make her {elf known unto 
him, who doted upon womens love, and was of ſufficient power to do what wrong 


he pleaſed.

Hereat Herod was much moved, eſpecially for that he was jealous of her whom he 
loved, bethinking himſelf upon the cruelty of Cleopatra, for whoſe ſake King Lyſanias, 
and Malichys King of Arabia were put to death; and now he meaſured not the dan- 
ger by the lols of his wife, but by his own death which he feared : For which cauſe 
being drawn by his affairs into the Country, he gave ſecret commandment to Foſeph, 
his Siſter $a/omes huſband (whom he knew to be truſty, and one who for affinity was 
his well-willer) to kill his wife Mariamne, if fo be Antonizs ſhould have killed him. 
But Joſeph not maliciouſly, but ſimply toſhew how greatly the King loved her,diſclo- 


ſed that ſecret unto her: and ſhe when Herod was returned, and among(t other talk 4

Amtipater-ſuborned men-ta 
urge him to ſpeak, that ſo their falſe reports might be ſhadowed with a colour; of 
truth; and that if he could prove any one thing true, all lyes and tales elſe divulged 
might thereby be; juſtifyed. All 4=tipater's. familtars were either naturally ſecret, 
or clſe he ſtopped their mouths with bribes, leſt they ſhould diſcloſe his intents : ſo.

friends were either corrupted by money, or flattering ſpeeches, wherewith Antipater 
overcame all, and made them thieves and proditors of ſuch things as were either 
done or ſpoken againſt him. But of all the means he employed toruine his Brothers 
with the King, the moſt-crafty and powerful was, that inſtead of declaring -himſelf yy 
openly their enemy, he caus'd: his confidents to accuſe them, - and at firſt made ſhew 
of defending them, but afterwards he- clos'd in with the accuſers and cunniogly per- 
ſwaded Herod to credit the accuſations, which were, that Alexander was ſo.deſirous 
of his. death, . as to, frame plots again(t his life : and nothing made ſo much credit :be- 
given to theſe calumniations, as that Antipater colourably excuſed his brother. Herod 
incenſed hereat, every day withdrew his affeftion more and more from the two bre- 
threo, and daily encreaſed his love towards Amtipater. The Nobility, alſo were in- 
clined after the fame manner ; ſome of their own inclination, and othersout of com- 
pliance : ſo did Ptolemens the chiefeſt of all the Nobility, and the Kings Brethren 
and all his kindred; for all mens expetation was upon Artipater. And. that which. N 
grieved Alexander the more,was,that all theſe conſpiracies defign'd for his overthrow 
were made by the counſel of Aztipater's Mother : for ſhe being Step-mather to him 
and his Brother, was the more cruel againſt them, becauſe ſhe cquld not endure their 
having the advantage above her Son of being born of ſo great a Queen. And.although 
many followed Aztipater, for the hope they had of him, yet were they alſo compel- 
led thereunto by the King's command, who gave ſpecial charge to his deareſt friends, 
not. to follow Alexander or his Brother.

16, 
Not long/after, there came. one into Jude far more ſubtil than Archelans 3 who 7/111! 4h 
bath diſannulled the reconciliation made for: Alexander, and cauſed his death alſo: Lacedewons- 
This man, named Exrycles, was a'Lacedemonian born 5 and brought, to Herod richs an ſecretly ac-

it could no longer tolerate his excels : And Herod again rewarded him with far great-'racher, and is

people compaſltonated the children that-were fatherlefs 3 and look'd upon him as the WW: 
murtherer of their fathers. Wherefore he reſolved by all means poſlible to break 
theſe Marriages. Yet he feared to infinuate any thing to his father cunningly,; who 
was now very ſuſpicious and miſtruſtfulz and therefore went openly unto him to 
make his humble ſute and requeſt to him, that he would not leave hini without ho- 
nour, nor- deprive him of that Succeſſion; which before he had judged him worthy 

p of, - by giving him only the bare Title of King, and leaving the authority of the 
Kingdom in other mens power. . Forit would be impoſſible for him to obtain the 
Kingdom, if Alexander's Son'were (beſides Archelazs his favour) made Son-in-law 
to Pherorar, © Wherefore he earneſtly pray'd him, that ſeing he had many daughters, Herod's chil: 
he would change theſe: Mariages: for 'the King had nine Wives, and by ſeven of #© by his 
them he had childrenz Artipater by Doris, Herod by Mariamne daughter of Simon = wineh 
the High Prieſt, Archelaus by Malthace the Samaritan, and a Daughter call'd 0lym- 
pias, * whom his brother Joſeph married; and by Cleopatra of Jeruſalem, Herod and 
Philip, and by Pallas, Phaſelns; he had two other Daughters alſo, Roxane and Salome &10 
one of them by Phedre, and the other by E/pis.- He had likewiſe two wives, by whom A 

C ht had no iſſue, his Couſin and Niecez. and beſide theſe he had two Daughters by 
Marianne, Siſters to Alexander and Ariftobulus. Wherefore Antipater ſeeing his Fa+ 
ther had ſuch choice of Daughters, requeſted the marriages to be altered, A 3; 

The King, well perceiving his mind and purpoſe towards the Orphans, and call- Herais per; 
ing to remembrance the misfortune of his Sons, whonthe had put to death, he judg'd fvadedby 
that if ever he found occaſion, he would beasinduſtrious to deſtroy the children = - res pily 
calumnies, as he had donetheir fathers3 and fo falling into great anger with ſharp break of the 
words he drove him out of his preſence ; yet afterward, he fo flattered Herod, that he marriages, 
got the marriages to be altered. And firſt of all he joyned Ariſtobulus's Daughter 

_ with A»tipater himſelf, and his Son to Pheroras's Daughter, Here one riiay ſee what 

n Antipater could do by flattering ſpeeches: for Salome in the like matter could not 
ſpeed, although ſhe was his Siſter , and procured many times the Emperours Wife 
to ſpeak for her, that ſhe might marry with Sy/245 the Arabian, yet was ſhe oot per- 
mitted fo todo. But Herod {wore that he would account her as an utter enemy, ex- 
cept ſhe would deſiſt from that purpoſe z and afterward, againſt her will, he married 
her to Alexar, a friend of his; and one ofher Danghters to Alexander's ſon, and the 0+ 
ther' to Antipater's maternal Uncle. | | 

As for Mariamnes Daughters, one of them was married to Amtipater, his Siſters Son, Aw.i.i; 2.;. 
the other to Phaſels, his Brother's Son. 'When Amtipater had quite overthrown the Aripare = 
hope of the Orphans, and joyned affinity as he thought good, he now held himſelfon ayer ned any 

E ſure ground : and adding confidence to his malice, he became intolerable.to all : 
men. Arid ſcing he could not avoid their hatred, he now ſought by fear to work 
his own ſafety; and ſo mnch the more, becauſe Pheroras now aftiſted him, as one 
that was confirmed and eſtabliſhed for King. Alſo the women 'in the Court fell at A debate be- 
variance, andraiſed a new broil :' for Pherorar's Wife with her Mother and her Siſter, 9X *e La- 
and the mother of A»tipater did behave themſelves very inſolently in many things, Ds WM 
towards two of the Kings daughtersz of which Artipater, who hated them, was very 
olad, hone of the other women except Saloxre daring to oppoſe this Cabal. But $4- 
lome went to the King, and told him that their meetings were not for his 
ſervice. | | 

F Thewotten underſtanding how ſhe had informed the King, and that he was of- 
fended thereat, they met no more together openly, but abſtained from their wont- 
ed familiarity 3 and in the Kings hearing feigned to fall out one with another. Azys« 
tipater alſo' made the ſame ſhew, ſo that he ſtuck not openly to affront Pheroras : not- 
withſtanding they had meetings and banquets in the night; and the unity was the 
more confirmed, the more they perceived themſelves to be noted ; for Salome knew 
all this and told it to the King: The King was very angry, and eſpecially againſt 
Pherorars wife, whom chiefly Salome blamed: and having called together all his kin- 
dred and friends, he accuſed her before them amongſt other things, that ſhe had be» Arn. 1b, x73 
haved her ſe]f contum?liouſly towards his davghrers, and that ſhe affiſted the Phari- 27-4: 

G ſees againſt him, -and that by a poyſonous drink ſhe had made his Brother hte him. 

And turning himſelf unto Pheroras, he asked him whether he had rather renounce 
the friendſhip of himhis King and Brother; or abandon his Wife. And he es

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AS, that he had rather dic than loſe his Wife 3 Herod doubtful what to do, turned him to H 
The year of the Aztipater , and commanded him to have no. commerce with-Pheroras, or his wife, 
OI-0 wy or any one belonging to them after that time. He obeyed this command openly in 

tivity, . ſhew, but ſecretly went to their houſe: and fearing that Salome might perceive it 
i DN. he by his friends in 7aly procured himſelf to be ſent for to Rome, by Letters brought 
is x to Herod, wherein it was commanded, that ſhortly after the receit thereof, Antipater 
his Brothers ſhould be ſent toCeſer. Wherefore Herod uſing no delay, ſent him preſently, fur- 
company, 0r niſhing him with'all things neceſſary, and a great ſum of money ; giving him like- 
monaveco? wiſe his laſt Will and Teſtament to carry with him to Ceſar 3 wherein was written: 
his wife. that A»tipater ſhould be King, and after him Herod, the Son of Marianne, Daugh- 
ter of the High Prieſt. But Sy//2#s the Arabian, neglecting Ceſar's commandment, at 1 

the ſame time ſailed to Rozze, there to contend with Artipater, about matters which 

were before in controverſte between him and Nicholaus, He had alſo a great Con» 
tentioewith Aretas his King, whoſe friends he had (lain, and amongſt others, Sohe- 

»ms, the moſt wealthy man in all the Country of Petra 3 and Fabatus, Ceſar's Pro- 
curator, whom he had corrupted, aflilted him againſt Herod. But Herod afterwards 
giving Fabatus a greater ſum of money, alienated him from Syll/2#5,and by this means 
diſpatched that which Ceſar commanded: and becauſe Fabatxs reſtored nothing, he 

3; Ce. Accuſed him that he was Procurator, not for Ceſar but for Herod : wherewith Faba- 
far's Gover- Fus was moved and being as yet in great eſtimation with Herod, he diſcloſed $y/le- 
nour, diſco- ag*s his ſecrets, and ſignified tothe King, how that Syll2us had corrupted Corinthus K 
oh ga one of his Guard, whom he adviſed to be taken and kept in hold. The King more 
; eaſily hearkned to his counſel, becauſe Corinthus, though always brought up in the 
Kings Court, yet was bornin Arabia. Wherefore he preſently took him, and two 

other Arabians that were foundÞwith him; one of them was Sy/l2xs's friend, and the 
other Phylarchus. Upon their examination they confeſled, that Corinthus for a great 
ſum of money was hired to kill the King. After this they were ſent to Saturnins,Go« 

vernour of Syria, and by him to Rome. |

How Herod ſhould have been poyſoned, and how the treaſon was diſcovered. 


12603 baniſh. HE (till urged Pheroras to forſake his Wife: for he knew not how elſe to pu- 
eth his Bro- niſh her, having many matters againſt her : which becaufe he would not yield 
ther Pheroras tO, at laft he was ſo moved, that he baniſh'd them both. | Pheroras taking this injury 
and his wife. patiently, departed to his Tetrarchy, taking an Oath that his baniſhment ſhould en- 
dure aslong as Herod-lived 3 and that whileſt he lived, he would never come any 
more to him : And accordingly he would not come to vilit him when he was fick, 
notwithſtanding he was often ſent for, when (as he thought) he lay on his death- jy 
bed, and would gladly have imparted ſomething to him: but contrary to all hope - 
he recovered, and afterwards Pheroras fell ſick. At which time Herod ſhewed his 
patient and humble mind 3 for he went to him, and very kindly fought help for him 
1.41.5: dies bat he was too far ſpent, and a few days after died : andalthough Herod loved him 
and was buri- until his dying day, yet was it bruted abroad, that he poyſoned him. Herod cauſ- 
cdin F-ruſa- ed his body to be brought to Jern/alem, and commanded all the Nation to mourn 
and buried him with a ſumptuous funeral. Thus one of the Murtherers of Alexander 
and Ariſtobulus came to this end : but ſhortly after, the revenge of that wicked fact 
fell upon Antipater, who was. the chief Author thereof, For certain freed men that 
belonged to Pheroras came in mournful manner to Herod,and complained to him, that N 
his Brother Pheroras was poyſoned, and that his own Wife had given hima drink, 
which as ſoon as he had drunk, he preſently fell ſick ; that two days. before his lick- 
A Witchof neſs, there came a Witch out of Arabia, ſent for by his Mother and Siſter, to give 
Arabi Hitha Love-potion z and that ſhee in ſtead thereof, through $yl/ex5's inducements, 
had given him poyſon; for ſhe was of Sy/leus's acquaintance. 
The King moved with this diſcourſe cauſed divers of Pheroras freed men and freed 
The confeion WOMen ta be put to. torture 3 and one of them impatient of the pain , ex- 
of the women Claimed in this wiſe : O God, ruler of heaven and earth, revenge us upon Aztipe- 
in their tor- #er's Mother, who is the cauſe of theſe our evils, When the King underſtood thus 
Ty much, he became more eager to ſearch out the truthz and the woman diſcloſed 4» Q 
tipater's Mothers intelligence with Pheroras and the other women, and their ſecret 
meetings 3 and that when Pheroras and Amtipeter came from the Palace, they uſedto

one of the women were tortured apart all their examinations agreed; fo that now ring 26 
it was evident-wherefore Aztipater had complotted. to go to Rowe, and Pheroras be- Netw, tr. 

ne the River Jordan. For they were often wont. to ſay, that Herod having killed WW 


Alexander and Ariſtobulus, would next come to us and our wives: and that it was 
unlike that he would ſpare any one, who ſpared not Mariamye and her Sons; and 
therefore it was beſt to flee as far as poſhble from ſuch a wild beaſt. They alſo de- 
pos'd that Antipater was often wont ta: complain to his Mother, that now he prew 
pray-haired, his Father became young and luſty ; that himſelf might die 5, vo 
before him, and that though his Father died firſt, yet he ſhould enjoy the pleafure- 
of the Kingdom but a ſhort time. That moreover, the heads of Hydra, that is to 
fay., Alexander and Ariſtobulus's Sons, began to ſpring up again : and that he could 
not reaſonably hope to leave the Kingdom to his Sons, lince Herod had declar'd 
that he would have it go after him to Herod the Son of Mariamne : wherein he was 
perſwaded that he doated, if ſo be he thought his Will ſhould be of force 4 for he 
would take ſuch an order, that he would have none of all his Progeny alive ; and 
that Herod was the greateſt hater of his Sons of any Father in the Wold : and was 
not therewithal contented, but he alfo hated his own Brethren. A proof whereof 
was, that he not long ago gave him a hundred talents, that he ſhould have no more 
commerce with Pheroras - and that when Pheroras asked wherein he had hurt him, 
Amtipeter anſwered, I would to God that he would take away al] from us to our 
ſhirts, and leave us only our hives ; but faid he, it is impoſlible to eſcape this dan- 
gerous Beaſt, who will not not ſuffer men openly to ſhew friendſhip to one another. 
Thus we are reduc'd to that paſs that we cannot meet but in ſecret ; yet if we bear 
the hearts and hands of men, the time will be when we may talk and meet openly. 
The women in torments difclofed theſe ſpeeches, and that Pheroras was determined 
to flee with the reſt to Petra, Herod believed all thele ſayings, and the zather becauſe 
of that which was ſaid concerning the hundred talents ; For he faid nothing of the 
ſame to any one, but to Antipater. Ek 

Now firſt of all he turn'd his fary upon Doric, Antipater's Mother : and taking from , 


her all the Jewels which he had beſtowed upon her, of the value of many talents , is ſpoiled of 


he baniſh'd her. When his wrath was ſomewhat appeaſed, he releaſed Pheroras's wor 
men from torments 3 yet he became ſo prone to ſuſpicion, that he tortured many 
that were innocent, leſt he fhould let any eſcape that were guilty, Amongſt others 
Antipater the Samaritan, who was Steward, to his Son Antipater, through torments 
confeſſed, that his Sorz Antipater had procured poyſon out of Egypt to kill him, by 
means of a friend of Antiphilzs ; which poyſon Thendion, Antipater's Uncle took of 
him, and delivered to Pheroras, whom Antipeter charged to diſpatch Herod whilſt 
he was at Rome, far from ſuſpicion; and that Pheroras gave his Wife the poyſon to 
keep. Whereuponthe King calling for her, commanded her to bring forth the poy- 
ſon : and ſhe, making as though ſhe went forth to fetch -it, caſt her ſelf headlong 
down from a Gallery, thereby to prevent the torments which, if ſhe were convidt- 
ed, they would inflict upon her. But by the providence of God (as it ſhould ſeem) 
it came to paſs that ſhe fell not on her head, but on her fide, and fo eſcaped death, to 
the end that God might inflict puniſhment upon Aztipater. And being brought to 
the King, as.ſoon as ſhe was come to her ſelf (for ſhe was amazed with the fall) the 


- King demanded of her, whereforeſhe had done ſo, and fwore unto her, if that ſhe 


would truly diſcloſe all, he would pardon her ; but ifſhe gold an untruth, her body 
ſhould be torn in pieces with torment, .and not be buried.

But the miſchief which he provided a- 
gainſt was inconfiderable in compariſon of thoſe which he had more reaſon to fear; 4 
and it cannot beſufficiently admired; thatthough all thoſe that had been tortured 
gaveevidence againſt him, how that he practiſed his Fathers death, and the Letters 
witneſſed how again he went” about zo make away other. two of his Brethren ; yet 
for all this, none of- them who went out of Judea to Rome, bare him ſo much good 
will as to give him intelligence what troubles were 1n the Court at home, although 
it was ſeven months before he return'd to Jude from Rowe. Peradventyre they who, 
were minded to tell him all, were forced to hold their peace, by conſideration of the 
blood of Alexander and Ariſtobulus which cried tor vengeance againſt him. 

At laſt he ſent Letters from Rometo his Father, that now he would ſhortly retura

Js.  farsPlealure ; and that he did now {trive in vain, to render Ceſar favourable to him, 
whom he would not attend to judge of his Lawful Succeſſion. That after Herod's N 
death, he ſuborned ſome to offer him the Diadem : And that fitting on a Throne of 
Gold in Kingly manner, he had changed all Orders of the Soldiers, diſpoſed of Off- 
ces, and granted unto the people their Requeſts 3 which could not be effefted but by 
a King. That he had alſo ſet at liberty many men, who for great Crimes were impri- 
ſoned by his Father. And having done all this,he came now to Ceſar, to crave the ſha- 
dow of the Kingdom, the ſubſtance and body whereof he already poſlcfſed 3 fo that 
herein he left nothing to Ceſar to diſpoſe of, but the bare Title. Moreover, he al-_ 
| Iedged that Archelaus did but counterfeit ſorrow for his Father's death, -feigning him-

- Healſo urged, that the ſecond Teſtament might be of 
force, for that therein Herod had referred it to Ceſar, to confirm his Succeſſor. And 
he who had ſuch remembrance, as to leave the Arbitriment of his Will to him who 
1s Lord of all 5 could not be thought to miſtake, himſelf in appointing his Heir, nor 
yet deprived of his Senſes, ſeeing he knew by, whom he ſhould K eſtabliſhed. When Arcelaws_

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CHAP. II. 


Of the Fight and Maſſacre at Jerulalem, between the Jews and the Sabinians. 


Efore Ceſar determined any thing concerning this matter, Malthace; the Mother Ant. 1b. t7. 
of Archelans, fell ſick and died 3 and many Letters came out of $yr-a, ſignifying 7...+: nFs 
that the Jews had rebelled. Which Yarvs foreſceing after the departure of Archelaus ,ufutem, © 
from thence, had gone to Jeruſalem to repreſs the Authors of that Sedition : And be- 
cauſe the multitude would not be quiet, he left one Legion of the three which he po 
brought out of Syria, in the City, and ſo returned to Antioch. But Sabinnus coming S-binus feit- 
afterwards agony was the cauſe that the Jews began a new Broil : For he forc- we drop 
ed the Garriſons to render to him the Caſtles, and rigorouſly made ſearch for the 1:boureth to 
King's Treaſure: And he was not only afliſted by thoſe that YVarzs left there, but alſo get poſſeſſion 
he had a greatmultitude of his own Servants all armed, to further his Avarice. And 5g _ 
in the Feaſt of Pentecof? (focalled, becauſe it happens at the end of ſeven times ſeven = 
days) the People gathered themſclves together, not for Religion's ſake, but for anger 
and hatred ; fo that there was an infinite multitude of people which came out of Ga- 
like, and Idumes, and Jericho, and the Countreys beyond Jordan. Yet the Jews Thrie Cars 
which were Inhabitants of the City, ſurpaſſed the reſt both in. number and courage : *** Jev* 
and they therefore parted themſelves into three Bands, and made three Camps z one 
on the North (ide of the Temple, another on the South towards the Hippodrome, the 
third on the Weſt, near the Palace 3 and ſo they beſieged the Romans on every ſide. 
Sebinxs greatly fearing them, both for their multitude, and foritheir courage, ſent 
many Letters to Varxs, earneſtly requeſting him with all ſpeed to bring ſuccour 3 for 
if hedid not. the whole Legion would be deſtroyed, He himfelf got into the high- $b;nus get- 
eſt Tower of the Caſtle of Phaſelns, ſo called from the name of Herod's Brother, whom t<thincorhe 
the Parthians killed 3 and from thence he gave a ſign to the Roman Soldiers to iſſue >, ugh oo 
out ſuddenly-upon their enemies 3 for himſelf was in ſuch a fear, that he durſt not «<q cafe. 
come down to the Soldiers of whom he was Commander. The Soldiers obeying his

#4URE4 Command, attacked the Temple, and there fought a fierce Battel with the 
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having none to alliſt them, and being unexperienced in Warlike Afﬀairs, were ſoon 


" conquered by them that were skilful. At laſt; many Jews got upon the Porches, and 


caſt Darts at them from the Pinacles, fothat they killed many : But the other could 
not revenge themſelves of them, who fought againſt them from ſo high a place ; nei. 
ther could they ſuſtain the force of them-who joyned Battel with them 3 till at laſt 
the Romans fired the Porches, which for greatneſs, and cutious work, were admira- 
ble. By this means many Jews were either deſtroyed with the fuddain fire, or elſe, 
leaping down amidſt their enemies, were by themflains others going backward, were 
caſt headlong from the Wall ; others deſpairing of life, killed themſelves with'their 
own Swords ; and they who privily came down the Walls, being aflaulted by the Ro» 
mans, and aſtoniſhed with fear, were eaſily overcome : Till at lat, all being either put 
to the Sword, or fled through fear, the Treaſure dedicated to God, was left deſtitute 
of Keepers 3 ſo that the Soldiers took away thereof about four hundred Talents; and 
that which they left, Sabin got.

But this loſs of men and money ſtirred up many more Jews, and thoſe more brave 
than the firſt, againſt the Romans 5 whom'they belieged'in the "King's Palace, and 
threatned all their deſtru&tions, unleſsthey would preſently depart from thence :: Yet 
promiling $4binus and the Legion lieve to depart, it he ſo hiked. Part of the King's 
Soldiers, who of their own accord fled'to'them, athſted them. But the moſt Warlike 


and valiant amongſt them, were three thouſand men of Herod's Army, whoſe Leads 


crs were Rufus arid Gratys; one of the Foot, and the otherof the Horſe; both which, 
although they had had no Soldiers with'them, might yet for their Valour and Coun- 
fcl, have been conſiderable to the Party'of the Romans. The Jews earneſtly conti- 
nued the Siege, and aſſaulted the Caſtle-Walls, crying upon Sabinus to depart, and not 
to hinder them now, after ſo long time, to recover their Countrey's Liberty. Sabinus, 
though with all his heart he wiſhed himſelf-away, yet he durſt not truſt them 3 but he 
ſuſpected, that their conrteſie was but a plot to entrap him. And on the other ſide, 
hoping that Yarus would come and help him, he ſtill endured the danger of the Siege. 
At theſame time there were tumults in many places of Jude42; and many, through op- 
portunity of the time, aſpired tothe Kingdom. For in 1dumea two thouland old Sol- 
diers, who had born Arms under Herod, gathering together, and having armed them- 
ſelves, went to attack the King's Forces commanded by Achiab, Herod's Nephew 3 
who, becauſe they were old Soldiers, and very well armed, durſt not meet them in the

And although, that in all other matters they are ruled by thei 
Superior, yet in theſe two, to wit, compaſitonating and helping, they may doas they 
think good : for every one may when he pleaſeth, help thoſe whom he thinketh de- 
ferve help 3 and when he pleaſeth, give meat to them that are inneed, Yet may not 
they give any thing to their Kindred, without the lieve of their Superior.

an oath : and they {hun oaths worſe than perjury ; for they eſteem him a liar, who is 
not tobe bclieved, without he call God to witneſs! They (tudy diligently ancient 
Writers, chiefly gathering out of their Writings, what is moſt convenient for the ſoul 
and the body. Out of them they learn Remedies for Difeafes, and rhe Vertues of 
Herbs, Stones and Mettals. Thoſe who are deſirous to be of their Order, do not 
ſtraightway converſe with them 5 bur for a year before, live out of the Colledge, and 
have the ſame diet, a little hatchet, and ſuch a girdle as ts befote ſpoken of, and a white 
varment, But at the years end, if they perceive ſuch a perſon to be continent, they 
give him a diet more agreeing with their own, and he 18 permitted to waſh himſelf in 
cold water, to the end, to purifie himſelf; yet is he not admitted in common amavgſt 
them, till for two years more, they have obſerved his life and manners :; And at laſt, 
when he is thought worthy, he is admitted to their common company. But before he 
is received to the common Table, firſt he is to protelt ſolemnly to honour and terve 
God with all his heart, to obſerve Juſtice and Fidelity towards all men 3 never wil- 
lingly ro hurt any man, nor injure any for another man's command 3 but always to 
hate the wicked, and affiſt the good ; to keep his faith to all, but eſpecially to his Su - 
petiors 3 becauſe they hold their power from God. ' 'Towhich they add, thar if he be 
put in Authority over others, he never will abuſe it tothe prejudice of thoſe that are 
under him ; and neirher exceed the reſt in apparel; nor atiy other ambitious pomp : 
that he will always love the truth; and ſeverely reprove liars : and that he will keep 
his hands and ſoal pure from all theft and unjuſt gain + and that he will not conceal a+ 
ny mylſterics, or ſecrets of their Religion from his companions, nor reveal them to 
any (ſtrangers, although he ſhould be thereto threatned by death. Adding moreover, 
that he will never leſiver any Dofrine, fave that which he hath received 3 and dili- 

ently preſerve the Books, as well as the Names, of thoſe from whom they-recetved it; 


heſe Proteſtations they oblige thoſe to take ſolemnly, who enter into their Order, to. 


the end, ro fottifie them againſt Vices. Thoſe of the Society who tranſgreſs notorioul- 
ly, they thruſt our of their company : and whoſoever is ſo punithed, for the molt part 
dieth a tnilerable death ; for, it being riot lawful for him ro eat with any ſtranger, he 
is reduced to feed on graſs like beaſts, and ſo he perifheth through Famine. For which 
cauſe oftentimes thty are moved with compaſſion, to receive many into their Order 
again, when teady by Famine, to yield np the ghoſt 5 judging them to have endured 
- pennance etioligh for their offerices, who with famine were almoſt brought to death's 
door. They ate very ſevere and juſt in their Judgments 3 and to decide any matter, 
there is never fewer of them than ant hundred 3 and that which is by them agreed up- 
on, is iftevocable, Next after God, they reverence their Law-giver,inſomuch that if a- 
ty one revile hitn, they forthwith condemn him to death. They take it for a great duty 
to obey their Elders, and what is appotnted by many 3 ſfothat if cen'of them fir1oge- 
ther, no man of thetn mult ſpeak, without he be licenced thereto by nine of the com» 
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any. They account it a great incivilit 


their right hand. And they are more ſevere than any other Jews in obſerving the $ab= + 


bath 3 for they do not only abſtain from dreſſing meat (which they dreſs the Evenin 
before) that day, but alſo, they may not remove any vellel out of its place, nor ſatisfie 
the neceliitics of Nature. Upon other days they dig a pit a foot deep in the ground with 
the harcher, which (as we before ſaid) every one, at his entrance into their Order, 
hath given him 3 and then covering themſelves diligently with their garment, as if 
they feared to be irreverent to the Jight of Heaven, 1n that pit they eafe themſelyes ; 
and then cover their ordure with the earth they took out of the-pit:: And this they 
do in moſt ſecret places. And although this purging of their bodies benatural, yet do 
they by waſhing purifie themſelves after it, as after great uncleanneſs. Furthermore, x 
amongſt themſelves they are divided into four Orders, according to the time which 
they have continued this exercile of life 3 and they that are Juniors bear ſuch reſpe& 
tothe Seniors, that if they do but touch one of them, they are obliged to purifie them- ' 
ſelves, as though they had touched a ſtranger. They are long-liv'd, fo that moſt of 
them live an hundred years, which judge 1s by reaſon of their well ordered diet, and 
their temperance. They contemn adverlity, and by conſtancy and fortitude triumph 
over torments. © They prefer an honourable death before life. The Wars which the 
Jews made againſt "the Romans, ſhewed what invincible courage and hardineſs they 
have in all things 3 for they ſuftered the breaking of the members of their bodies, fire 
and Sword.and all kind of Tortures, rather than be brought to ſpeak the leaſt word a- K 
gainſt their Lawgiver, or to cat meats forbidden : They could not be forced to any of 
theſe, neither would they entreat the Torturers, nor ſhew any ſorrow amidſt their 
torments : Yea, in the mid(t of their pains they ſcoffed at their Tormentors 3 and joy- 
fully yielded up their ſouls, as though they hoped to pals to a better life. For it isan- 
Opimion amongſt them, that the body is mortal and corruptible, but the ſouls remain 
ever immortal 3 and being of a moſt Pure and Etherial Subſtance, wrap themſelves in 
bodies as in priſons, being drawn thereunto by ſome natural inclination : But when 
they are delivered oat-of thele Carnal Bonds, then preſently, as freed from a long 
Bondage, they joyfully mount into the Air. And of the good fouls they ſay, as did 
the Grecians, that they live beyond the Ocean ina place of Pleaſure, where they are 
never moleſted withrain, nor ſnow, nor heat, but have always a (weet and pleaſant Air. 
But the wicked ſouls (as they lay) go into a place very tempeſtuous, where there is al- 
waysWinter weather,always lamentations of thoſe who for ever are to be puniſhed. For 
I judge that the Greeks are of this opinion, when they ſay there is an Iflefor the ver- 
tuous, whom they call Heroes and halt-gods 3 and that the ſouls of the wicked go to a 
place in Hell, where it is feigned, that ſome are tormented, as Syſtphws, Tantalns, Ixion. 
and Titins, Theſe Efſeans alſo believe that they are created immortal, that they may 
be indueed to Virtue, and averted from Vice ; that the good are rendred better in 
this life, by the hope of being happy after death 3 and that the wicked, who imagine 
they can hide their evil actions in this world, are puniſhed for them in the other with M 
eternal torments.” This is the Efſeans Opinion, touching the excellency of the ſoul ; 
from which we ſee very few of thoſe depart, who have once embraced it. There are alſo 
ſome among them, who promiſe to foretel things to come 3 which faculty is obtained 
as well by the ſtudying of Holy Books and Ancient Prophecies, as by the care they 
take of ſandifying themſelves : And their predictions ſeldom fail. 

There is another ſort of Efſeans, agreeing with the former, both in apparel, diet 
and kind of life, and obſervance of the ſame Laws and Ordinances 3 only they differ 
in the matter of Marriage : Afirming, that to abſtain from Marriage, tends to aboliſh 
mankind. For (fay they) if all men ſhould follow this opinion, preſeatly all mankind 
would periſh, Notwithſtanding, theſe people uſe ſuch moderation, that for three N 
years ſpace they obſerve the women they intend to. marry 3 and then, if they appear 
ſound enough to bear Children, they marry them. None of them. lie with their 
Wives when they are with child 3 to ſhew'that they do not marry: to ſatisfie Luſt, but 
to have Children. When their Wives waſh themſelves, they are covered with a Gar- 
ment, as the menare, and this is the manner and cuſtom of this Seq. Of the two for- 
mer SeQs, the Phariſes are ſaid to be moſt skilful in Interpreting the Laws. The 
chief Article of their belief is, that all things are to be attributed ro God, and Fate 3 
yet ſo; that every man may in many things, of his own power, do good or 1113 though

Of Politianus the Tribune : King Agrippa's ſpeech to the Jews, exhorting theme to 
obey the Romans, 


Lorus yet deviſed avother way to ſtir the Jews to rebellion : for he ſent word to 
þ Ceftius that the Jews were revolted, impudently belying them to have commir- 
ted that which indeed they/endured at his hands. The Nobles of Jeruſalem and 
Bernice certified Ceſtins of all that Florus had done. He receiving Letters from both Ce: Galls;, 
parties, deliberated with his Officers what todo. Some counſelled Ceſtizs to go into Preſident of 
Judea with an army, and puniſh the Jews, if they were revolted ; and if 'they were kirk hg 

then to confirm them in their obedience. Yet it pleaſed him better to ſend vrinces whac 

ſome about him thither before, to bring him true news of their eſtate, and what had were velt to 
hapned. So he ſent Politiannus the Tribune, who in his way met with Agrppe in bf 4906. 


Jammia as he was returning from Alexandris, and told him all, for what, and from we" chr 
whom he was ſ&ht. Here alſo were preſent the Prieſts and the ehict of the Jews, /,and meers 
to welcome Agrippa 3 and having ſaluted him as courteoully as they could, they pre- Wi Aves 
ſently bewayled the miſery which had befaln their Nation, and the cruelty of Flo- 
7#s. Which although Agrippe compaltionated, yet he made as if he were angry 
with the Jews whom he greatly pitied ; purpoling hereby to allay their paſtions in 
ſtead of further irritating them by teſtifying the ſame ſentiments to revenge. All the 
better ſort, who for the ſake of their lands and eſtates defired quietneſs, well percety- 
ed that the Kings reprehenſion was not of malice, but for their good.

ongſt the Prieſts, torecount from time to earto thole 
{0 a Strany ers. that were in 
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Aerippa, of which the chief were Saxl, Antipas and Coſtobarus (who were alla kinn to 
the King) requeſting them both to come with an Army to the City, and ſuppreſs the 
Sedition which was railed, before it went further. Florss was glad of thele tidings ; 
and defiring nothing more than War, gave no anfiver to the Deputies. But Agrippa, 
willing to ſpare both parts, as well the Good as the Rebels; and to preſerve Judez to 
and the Temple to the Jews ; thought it not meet for him to buſic him- 
ſelf in ſuch affairs, but ſent three thouſand Horſe to aid the people againſt the Rebels ; 
Which Horſe were of Aurarits, Batanga and Trachonitis ; and he made Dariws their 
Captain, and Philip, Son of Joakim, General of all the Army. Theſe coming into the 
City, the Nobility,with the High Prieſts, and the reſt of the people that delired Peace, 
received this ſuccour in good part, and quartered them in the higher part of the City z 
for the Rebels kept the lower part, and the Temple. The War began inſtantly with 
Darts and Slings, and ſhooting of Arrows ; and ſometimes they encounter'd one ano- 
ther hand to hand. The Seditious were more valiant, bur the King's Soldiers were 
more $kilful in War, and chiefly endeavoured to get the Temple, and expel out of jt 
thoſe who thus prophaned it. The Rebels, with Fleazar, endeavoured, beſides that 
which they had already, to get alſo into their hands the higher -part of the City. 
Wherefore, during the ſpace of ſeven days, there continued 4 great Conflict betwixt 
them, andeither part kept what they had. When the Celebration of the Feaſt cal- 
lcd Xylophoria was come, wherein every one carricth Wood to the Temple, to keep a 
fire continually upon the Altar 3 the Rebels would not ſuffer their enemies to do their 
Devotion. | 
Now many of the Sicari# or Thieves, who carried ſhort Poyniards under their 
Coats, went amonglt the weaker multitude, and boldly followed their old praftice. 
By which, thole of the King's fide were forced to leave the higher part of the City ; 
which the Rebels preſently entring, ſetthe Palaces of Ananzas, Agrippa and Bernice, on 
firez and forthwith went to the place where all Charters were kept, purpoling there 
to burn all Bonds and Obligations of Debtors, thereby to defraud the Creditors ; and 
ſo to joyn all the Debtors to their Faction, and ſtir upall the poor people againſt the 
rich. The Keepers of theſe publick Writings fleeing, the editions perſons ſer all on 
fire : And fo having deffroyed thoſe Records, which were ina manner the publick E- 
ſtate of the City, they addrefled them(clves againſt ſuch as refaled their Proceedings. 
Some of the High Prieſts and Nobles hid themſives in Vaults; others fleeing with the 
King's Soldiers into the higher Palace, locked up the doors afterthem ; amongſt whom 
was Anazias the High Prieſt, '”and Ezechtas his Brother, and they who (as is before ſpo- 
ken) were ſent Deputiesto Agrippe : And ſo the Seditious were ſatisfied that day with 
the Victory, and firing of,the houſes aforeſaid. RO, 
The next day, which was the fifteenth of Auguſt, they aſſaulted the Caſtle Antonia 3 
ed it two days, they took all that guarded it and killed them, and placed 
in it a Garriſon of their own.company. This done, they went to the King's Palace, whi- 


ther Agrippe's Soldiers were fled; and dividing their Con 


ed 3 aud dividing their Company inc four parts, they 
began to pull down the Walls; none of them that were within durſt come out for fear 
of the multitude, but went up to the Turrets of the Palace, and killed all thoſe that 
offered to come up, and many of the Thicves under the Walls, with things that they 
calt down. This Conflict continued day and night, for the Rebels thought that thoſe 
within could not hold out long for want of Vidtuals 3 and they within thought that 
the Seditious being wearied, would ſoon give over. In the mean ſeaſon, one Mana- 
hem, the Son of Judas of Galilee (that moſt crafty ſubtil Sophiſter, who reproached the 
Jews in Cyrenius's time for paying Tribute, and for being fubje& to any but to God) 
taking with him certain Nobles, went to Aafſada, where King Herod's Armory was 3 
and breaking into it, he armed the common people, and the other Thieves ; and hav- 
ing them for his Guard, he returned again to Jer»/elem as King : And being thus made 
Head of the Rebellion, he prepared the Battery againſt the King's Palace.

$ Þ-- next day following, Annias the High Prieſt was taken in one of the Water» 
-- conduits of the King's Palace, where he had hid himſelf,and was there killed with The death of 
his Brother Ezechias, by the Seditious : And the Rebels beſieged all the Towers round eager 
about,and kept diligent watch,leſt any of the Romans ſhould eſcape. But 4/anabem,both of tccchi.us 
upon his good ſucceſs in deſtroying the ſtrong Holds, . and upon the death of Ananias, his Brother, 
the High Prieſt, became fo proud and inſolent,that he thought none ſo capable as himſelf 
for Governmentzand became an intolerable Tyrant.Now Eleazar and fomeof his Com+ 
panions aſſembled together, ſaid, that it would be ſhameful for them that had revolted 
from the Romans, only to recover their liberty, to receive for maſter one of their 
own Nation, who, although he were not ſo violent as Manahem, yet was fo inferiour 
to them. And if it were fo, that it were expedient to have one Ruler over all the 
reſt, 4{anahem ought to be the laſt that ſhould be choſen to command them. Being 
thus agreed, they ſet upon him in the Temple, where he was praying with great 
pomp, apparrelled like a King, and having about him a guard of his fricnds in ar- 
mour, Now when Eleazar his followers ſet upon Manahem, the people all took up 
{tones to ſtone him, hoping that by his death the ſedition would be extinguiſhed. F!:2zar his 
The guard of Manabern at firlt made ſome reſiſtance 3 but when they perceived the trol oy 
whole multitude againſt them, every one ſhifted for himſelf as he could 3 and thoſe z.,, in the 
that were taken were put to death, and they that 'eſſ{caped were afterwards ſought Tenp!c. 
for : only a few of them fled to 1/4ſſada, amongſt whom was Eleazar, the fon of 
faire, Manabem's kinſman, who afterward became a Tyrant there. But Manahen 

ed into a place called 0phias, where he hid himſelf: and being taken, he was drawn 
out from thence, and after many torments put to death, and with him all the chief {-n-b-mr wich 
miniſters of his Tyranny, and particularly Abſalomon, who was his chief Officer. am 
And in this matter (as I have ſaid) the people greatly helped, hoping hereby to have 
ſome end of that (edition. But the Rebels did not kill 2anaber,to the end to extin- 
guiſh ſedition, but to the intent torob and plunder more freely. 

The people indeed with many intreaties beſonght them to let the Romans a- 

lone, whom they beſieged 3 but they were ſo much the more earneſt againſt them { The Romans 
till being no longer able to make reſiſtance, with the conſent of Aetzlivs their — —_ 
Captain, and ſome other of more Authority, they ſent to Eleazar, requeſting him gg" yield 
to give them licence to depart with their lives, and leave their baggage to the themſelves. 
Jews. He accepting their offer, ſent to them Gorior, 'the ſon of Nicodemus, and 
Ananias the Sadducee, and Judas the Son of Jorathas, 'to confirm .the promiſe of 

their lives, Which done, Metilins led away the Soldiers: and whilſt the Romans 

had their weapons, none of the Rebels durſt attempt any of their treachery againſt 

them; but ſo ſoon as, according to covenant, they had laid down their ſhields and 

Swords, and ſodeparted miſtruſting nothing, Eleazar's Guard (et upon them, and kill'd 

them 3 they neither made reſiſtance, nor any entreaty for their lives 3-only put them 


in mind of their Promiſe and Oath.

CH AP. XIX. 


Of the great Maſſacre of the Jews at Czlarea, andin allSyria. 


' A T the ſame hour, on the ſelf-ame day, it happened, as it were, by God's Provis 
dence, that the Inhabitants of Ceſarea maſſacred the Jews that dwelt among 1 
them ; ſo that at one time above twenty thouſand were flain, and not one Jewleft a> 
livein all Ceſarea : For thoſe that eſcaped, Florus took, and brought them forth bound 
The Jews to the people. After this Maſſacre done at Czſarea, the whole Nation of the Jews 
{poil the Vil- was enraged : And dividing themſelves iuto Companies, they waſted and deſtroyed in 
buzn zhe Ci- ſhort time all the borders of Syria, and the Cities thereabout 3 to wit, Philadelphia 
cies of Syria. and Gebomitis, Geraſa, Pellz and Scythopolis : Alſo, they took by force Gadara, Hippon 
and Ganlanitis 3 pulling down ſome places, and firing others. From thence they 
marched towards Cedaſa, a City of the Tyrians, and Ptolemais, Gaza and Ceſarea z 
and neither Sebaſte nor 4ſcalon could reliſt them, but they alſo were conſumed with 
fire. Likewiſe they deſtroyed Azthedon, with Gaza : And moſt places belonging to K 
theſe Cities were ſacked, to wit, the Fields and Villages 3 and a mighty ſlaughter was 
made of them that were taken in theſe Towns. The Syrians made as great a Maſlacte 
of the Jews as this, among them 3 for all the Jews inhabiting among them were mue« 
thered, not only for an old grudge, but alſo, to render their own danger leſs, by di- 
miniſhing the number of their enemies. By this means all Syriz was1in a moſt deploras 
ble condition, and every City was expoſed to the diſorders and violences of two ſe» 
yeral Armies, each of which placed their ſafety in making a great Effuſion of Blood : 
The days were ſpent in blood-ſhed, and the nights in fear, worſe than death it (elE 
For though they only pretended to deſtroy the Jews, yet were they drawn to ſuſpet_ 
other Nations, that followed the Jews Religion 3 and becauſe they were, asit were, L 
Neuters, the Syrians thought it not good to deſtroy them z but, on the other ſide, for 
their agreeing in Religion with the Jews, they were conſtrained to hold them as ene- 
mies, Many of the contrary part, who before ſcemed modeſt, were now through A- 
varice incited to meddle in this Murther 3 ſo that every one took the Goods of them 
All Syria full that were ſlain, and carried them to other places, as Conquerors. He was moſt re- 
of miſerable nowned that had ſtolen moſt, or killed moſt. There might you ſee in ſeveral Cities, 
calamities. the dead bodies of all Ages unburied 3 old men, and children, and women, lying in 
moſt ſhameful manner, their ſecret parts being uncovered. Briefly, all the Countrey 
was filled with exceeding great calamity 3 and the fear of yet greater miſery to come, 
was unſpeakable. | 
ews againlt Theſe were the Conflids between the Jews and Strangers. But afterwards, mak- 
wa ing incurſions upon the Borders of Scythopolis, the Jews there dwelling, became their 
enemies.

Cruelties exerciſed againſt the Jews in divers other Cities, and particularly by Varus, 


Fter this ſo great A Maſlacre of the Jewsat Scythopolis, other Citics alſd, where Another 
x A they inhabited, roſe againſt them 3 and two thouſand five hundred were (lain at S!ughter of 
Aſcalos, and two thouſand at Ptolemaeis ; and the Tyrians killed divers, and put more = rp 
in Priſon : Likewiſe, they of Gadara and Hippon flew the molt valiant, and thoſe of Arms oalad 
leaſt courage they caſt into Priſon. Alſo all other Cities, who either feared or hated *« Jews. 
the Jews, roſe up againſt them. Only they of Artioch, Sidon and Apamea, ſpared 
thoſe that dwelt with them, and neither killed nor imprifoned any of them ; perhaps 
they ſtood in no fear of them if they ſhould haye riſen, becauſe their City was ſo po- 
pulous z yetl think they ſpared them only for pity ſake, becauſe they ſaw they were 
D quiet, and not ſeditious. The Inhabitants, alſo, of Geraſa did no harm to the Jews a- 
mongſt them 3 but when they deſired to depart, they conducted them ſafely to the 
end of their Borders. In the Kingdom, allo, of Agrippa much cruelty was ſhewed a- 
- gainſt the Jews; for he being gone to Ceifive Gallus at Antioch, left the Rule of his 
Countrey to one of his Friends named Yarw, Kinſman to King Sohemus ; to whom 
there came ſeventy of the chief Nobility of the Countrey of Batanea, requeſting a Gar- = 
riſon to repreſs thoſe that ſhould attempt Rebellion amongſt them. Yares, inſtead of ;7,,,, tilts (. 
receiving them well, ſent certain of the King's Soldiers by night, and killed them all venty Jews in 
as they were coming to him. He committed this Murther without 4grippa his conſent, *2<ir journey. 
only for Avarice. But being emboldened by this Fact, he ruined the whole Realm ; 
ſtill continuing ſach Cruelties and Violences againſt his Naijon, till ſuch time as Agrip- 
pa underſtood thereof 3 who, for Sohemws's lake, durſt not put him to death 3 but diſ- 
poſſeſſed him of his place. In the mean while the Revolters took the Caſtle of Cypro-, 
which is ſituate above Jericho 3 and after they had killed the Garriſon, they deſtroy- 
ed the Fortreſs. At thefame time a multitude of Jews laid Siege before: the Caſtle of The Romans 
Macheron, and perſwaded the Soldiers left in Garriſon, to yield the Caſtle 5 who, fear- yield up their 
ing that if they denyed, they ſhould be compelled thereto, delivered it to them, upon Corded wag 
condition, that they might quietly depart : Which done, the Jews placed a ſtrong jews. 
Garriſon in it. 


CHAP. XXL. 
Fifty thouſand Jews ſlain at Alexandria, 


— Citizens of Alexandria had always a quarrel againſt the Jews that lived with 
| them, lince the timethat Alexander the Great, for their help againſt the Egyp- 
tians, permitted them to inhabit 4/exadria, and to have the ſame Privileges with the 
Grecians. This Monour and Privilege was alſo continued to them by the Succeſſors of 
Alexander; who allo gave them a certain place in the City to dwell in, that they 
G might live more commodiouſly, and not be mingled with the Gentiles : And permit- 
ted them alſo to call themſelves Macedonians. Afterwards, when Egypt was brought 
under the rule of the Romans, neither Ceſar, nor the followivg Emperors, diminiſhed

Tiberius A- done, if Tiberius Alexander, Governour of the City, had not appeaſed their fury ; who 
texander ex- did not at firſt uſe Force of Arms againſt them, but ſent ſome of their chief men to 
vx os perſwade them to ceaſe, 'and not to incite the Roman Army againſt them. But the 
t6 keep peace. ſeditious Jews refuſed this advice, and mocked Tiberizs : Who ſeeing that they would 
- not otherwiſe be appeaſed, ſent two Legions of Romans, and five thouſand other Sot- 

dicrs, who by chance came out of Lybie 3 and gave them charge, not only to kill them, 

but alſo to fire their houſes, and take their Goods. The Soldiers preſently went into 

the place called Delta (where the Jews were gathered together) and did as they were 
commanded, though not without a bloody Victory. For the Jews gathering them- 

ſclves together, placed thoſe amongſt them that were beſt armed, inthe Front, who 

held out for a long time : But when they began to flee, they were maſſacred like 

Beaſts ; ſome of them were killed in the field, ſome were burnt in their houſes 3 the 

Lomans firſt taking what they found, and ſparing neither Infants nor Old men, but 

A crael vio- killing all Ages and Sexes. So that all that place flowed with blood, for there were

4 CHAP. XXIL 
Of the Maſſacre of the Jews by Ceſtius Gallus. 


Huge compa- C:: Eſtius Gallus now thought it time to beſtir himſelf, for as much as the Jews were 
ook _, now hated every where 3 and taking with him the twelfth Legion out of Antioch, 
12% two thouſand choſen Foot, and four Companies of Horſe, out of the other Legions, 
and with them the King's Forces that came to help him, to wit, two thouſand Horſe- 

men of Antioch, three thouſand Foot all Bow-men, and three thouſand Foot, ſent by 

Agrippe, a thouſand Horſe, and four thouſand which Sohewws brought, whereof the 

third part were Horſe, the reſt Foot, and for the molt part Bow-men 3 he went to- 

wards Ptolemajs. Many joyned themſelves to them out of every City, who, though 

they were not (o skilful in War as the Romans, yet their hatred was more than theirs. 
Zabulon, » Agrippd himſelf was there with Ceſii#9, commanding thoſe he brought. There CeiZims 
m___— taking a part of the Army, went to Zabxlox (which is the ſtrongeſt City of Galilee, 
ed 2nd burnt. Called alſo A-dror, and parts the Borders of the Jews from Prolemajs ) and when he 
found it deſolate of Inhabitants (whowere fled into the Mountains) but full of Riches; 
giving licence to the Soldiers to ſack it, he afterwards ſet it on fire, although he ad- 

mired the beauty thereof (for it was not inferior to Tyre, or Sidon, or Beritum ) and 

aſter ſpoiled all the Territories about it. When he had burat all the Villages there- 

about, he returned to Ptolemais. The Syrians, and eſpecially thoſe of Berith, ſtayed

This Speech of his well pleaſed the people of Tarichea, who gave him great Praiſes, 

and difpleaſed them of Tiberzas, ſo that they breathed out threatnings againſt him; 

Thus they both left Joſeph, and conteſted one againſt another. Joſeph now having ma- 

ny partakers (for the people of Tarichea were almoſt forty thouſand) ſpake more bold- 

ly to the multitude, and rebuked their temerity ; telling'them, that it was neceffary 
to ſtrengthen Tarichea with that preſent money, and that he would alſo provide to 

ſtrengthen other Cities 3 and that they ſhould not want money, if they would agree 

and conſpire together againſt thoſe from whom they might get it, and not offer vio- 

lence to hitm, who could procureit for them. The multitude being thus deceived, 
though they were angry, yet departed : Yet two thouſand of thoſe that were anima+ 
ted againſt him, offered to ſet upon him : but he being already retired into his houſe, 

Another ſ1ra- they there belieged him. Wherefore Joſeph uſed another device likewiſe to repreſs 
rizem of F)- theſe : and getting to the top of the houſe, he beckned unto them with his hand, to |

| + for he could not hear one for another, becauſe their voices were confounded with 
their number 3 but if they would ſend ſome into the houſe to talk friendly with him, 
he would do whatſoever they requeſted. The Nobles and Magiſtrates hearing this, 
preſently entred into the houſe 3; whom, when he had led into the innermoſt part of 
the houſe, and ſhut the doors, he cauſed to be beaten ſo Tong, rill that their ribs ap- 
peared. The doors inthe mean time being faſt, the people ſtayed before the houle, 
thinking that the cauſe of their long tarrying was to debate reaſons to and fro : But 

preſently Joſeph opening the doors, put them forth amongſt the people all bloody as 
they were 3 whereatthey were ſo daunted, that leaving their Weapons behind ther, M 

#bn's Enyy they ran away. ine oftme took occaſion to encreaſle his hatred and jealouſic againft 
and Treaſon Joſeph 3 and having ill ſucceſs in this vans he ſtill attempted other plots to bring J6- 
agunit7oſep5.ſoph 1n danger. Firſt he counterfeited himſelf fick, and requeſted Joſeph to permit him 
' to goto Tiberias, and uſe the hot Baths, in order to recoyer his health. Joſeph, not 
having yet perceived his Treaſon, writ Letters in his behalf to che. Governour of the 
Town, to provide Joh with good accommodation, and to let him want-nothing that 

#-bnperſwad- he needed. Two days after his arrival there, he went about the buſineſs which'he 
eth the Tibe- def;igned 3 and enticed ſome with money, others with flatteries, to revolt from Joſeph. 
> Yeh, Silas, whom Joſeph had made Governour of the City, underſtanding this, preſently by 
2927" Letters gave notice thereof to Joſeph ; who receiving the ſame in the night, went to 
Tiberias very early in the morning. All the people, except thoſe thug Joo had cot- 

rupted, went out to meet him : but Jobr, notwithſtanding he judged that he canie a- 

gainſt him, ſtill counterfeired himſelf fick in bed, and ſent a man of his acquaintance 

F-bn ſendeth to excule his abſence for not coining to meer Joſeph. Then Joſeph aflembled the Tibt- 
ceren Arm- pag *'r 15 in a place to ſpeak to them, concerning that which was written to him : 
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Eſus "2 And John ſent armed men thither with Commandment to kill Joſeph. The people ptt-

Hereupon, 

three thouſand preſently forfook Job, and came and laid down their weapons at Jo- 

feph's feet, proſtrating themſelves beforg him 3 ſo that there remained with Jobz but 

two thouſand fugitiveSyrians. By whom being aſliſted, he again went ſecretly to 7-5m's Trea- 

work, having had fo ill ſacceſs by open dealing ; and fo he privily ſent meſſengers to CHETEE 

Jeruſalem, to accuſe Joſeph that he had gathered a great Army, and that except he” * 

were quickly prevented, he would come and uſurp Dominion over the Mother-city, 

But the people underſtanding before of John's hatred, did not regard it ; yet divers 

rich men and Magiſtrates who envied Joſeph, ſecretly ſent money to John, to hire For- 

reign Soldiers, that he might make Wat againſt Joſeph ; whom they determined a- 

moneg(t themſelves to diſplace : And thinking that their order was not ſufficient to ef- 

fet it, they ſent moreover two thouſand five hundred men, and four of their Princi- 

pal Nobility with them, to wit, Joazaer the Lawyer, and An4vias the Saducee, and 

Simon and Judas, the Sons of Jonathas ;, all very eloquent men, and learned in our 

Laws,, to withdraw the people's minds from Joſeph ; giving them charge, that if he of 

his own accord came to them, then they ſhould permit him to ſpeak for himſelf ; but 

if he refuſed fo to do, then they (hould hold him asan enemy. Joſeph's Friends at Je- 

ruſalem gave him intelligence that an Army was coming againſt him, but for what cauſe 

they knew not, becauſe it was kept ſecret. And hereupon, before he could prevent it, 

four Cities revolted from him, to wit, Sephoris, Gamala, Giſcala and Tiberias, which ne- rour Cities of 

yertheleſs he ſoon aſter eaſily recovered, without Force of Arms : And having taken &-/#ce ſubmir 

the four Captains and Counſellors of his enemies, he ſent them to Jeruſalem 3 againſt prarmer dg 
whom the people being incenſed,- would have killed them, and thoſe that ſent them, ney 
had they not fled in good time. ks

NR Jobn, for fear of Joſeph, kept himſelf within the Walls of Giſcala ; and a few 7iteiac is re- 

_ N days after Tiberias revolting again from Joſeph, the Inhabitants called in Agrippa, %* AY 

who came not at the day appointed; only a few Roman Horſe ſhewed themſelves. Joſep by . 

Joſeph underſtanding this at Tarichea 3, and having ſent his Soldiers to fetch Corn, he $tratagemi, 

thought not good to go alone againſt the:Rebels 3 nor yerdid he think it beſt to delay 

the time any: longer, fearing that whjl{t he delayed, King Agripps would come and 

poſſeſs the Town 3, beſides that, the next day being the Sabbath, he could do no- 

thing. At length he reſolved to overcome the Rebels by-policy z and ſo he command- 

ed the Gates of Tarichea to be kept (hut, that his intent might not be revealed to them, 

of Tiberiat, Then taking all the Boats that were in the Lake, in number two hun- 

dred and thirty, and in every one of them four Sailers, he ſpeedily failed to Tiberias ?

to Tarickea. for all. Joſeph told them that he would put none of them to death, but commanded 
Cliths 5 "_ one of his Guard, called Levias, to come and cut off Clitzs his hands : but he fearing 
Fog jr2w. to truſt himſelf amongſt ſo many enemies, refuſed to do execution. Clits perceiy- 
ivg his Sword ing that Joſeph was angry,and ready to come out of his Boat todo'it himſelf, beſoughe 


wich his right h;m to grant hitn one of his hands z which Joſeph did upon condition that he ſhould 


+ pin cut off the other himſelf, So Clitas drawing out his Sword with his right hand, cut 


off | his left. After this manner Joſeph brought Tiberias again under his ſubjeRion. 
And within a few days after, he took Giſcala and, Sephoris, which had revolted, 
having given the ſpoils thereof to his Soldiers 3 yet afterward he reſtored moſt that 
was taken away to the people; and thelike he did to the rmhabitants of Tiberias - 


by which means he got the good will of them all.

The troubled Frer that theſe broils, which hitherto hapned only in Galilee, were ceaſed, they

Ananus the high Prieſt, with all ſpeed renewed and repaired the Walls, and made all 
ſorts of Inſtruments for war, Arrows and other weapons 3 fo that all the City was 
bufied herein, and trained their men in warlike diſcipline. All places were filled 
with agitation and tumultz but the graver ſort were very penfive, and many as it 
were foreſeeing the calamity that after enſted, could not refrain from tears : they 
that deſired peace, received no comfort in any thing: all things were done at their 
beck who were caule of all this. War, And the Eſtate of the City, even then before 
the Romans came, was like a City to be deſtroyed, But Ananns negleted that 
which was neceſſary for War, and laboured to reconcile the ſeditious faftion of 
thoſe that were called Zelous: but how he was overcome, and what his end was, we

Hen the Emperor Nero underſtood the ill ſucceſs of his Armies againſt the X*% i; ama- 
VV Jews, he ty ſeized with fear and aſtoniſhment, yet he diſſembled it as reg 
much as neceſſity would permit him. In the mean-while he ſet a good face on the Jo! 
matter, and made as though he were of more courage, ſaying, That that which hapned, 
was rather by the fault of his General Geſtizs, than the valour of their Adverſaries : 
thinking that ir behoved him, who was Emperor, not to ſhew himſelf moved with a 
little bad news ; and that. the greatneſs of his Empire ought<o ſecure his mind from 
the apprehenſion of conliderable misfortunes. Yet it appeared by the vexation of his 

ſpirit that he was much moved, and in great care to whom he ſhould commit the charge 
of the Eaſt, which had rebelled; who might both reduce the Jews, and hinder the In- 
babitants of other Countries from the like attempts. At laſt,he pitcht upon 4 waa Nero ſendeth 
whom he thoughc only meet for that purpoſe ; a man who from his Infancy had been /F* 52 
trained up in War, even until he was gray-headed ; who had appeaſed the people of r:«, and dire 
the Weſt, and helped them being troubled by the Germans, and recovered it for the ** 
Romans : as Aſhe did Britain, which was unknown before z and for that cauſe made 
nis Farher Claudirs trrumph, without taking any pains for-it, Neyo conſidered all 
theſe things, and his prudence grounded on old Age and Experience ; and that alſo he 
had Sons 1n the flower of their Age, to be pledges for his fidelicy, who might aſſiſt their 
G Father by their Courage. Wherefore God, as it ſhould ſeem, even then diſpoſing it 
{o for the good of the whole Common-wealth, Nero ſent him to govern the Armies in 
| Kkk h Syria, 


” 
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Ag Syria, greatly encouraging him with fair ſpeeches and promiſes, as at that time 
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Accordingly Veſpafian departed out of 4chata, where Me was with Nero: and he com- 
manded Tits his Son to lead the fifth and tenth Legions from Alexazaria ; and he him- 
ſclf croſſing over the Helleſponr, followed alter by land into+Syria,wherc he afſembled all 


the Roman forces, and all Auxiliaries of the Kings adjoyning that were confederates. 


The Jews after C cus unfortunate ſucceſs, became proud of their Vitory, and could 
not contain themſelves ; but like men uncapable of moderation, they ſtill gave more 
occahon of War : andgathetinp all their Fofces together, they went to Aſcalon, which 
is an old City ſeven hupdred and twenty furlongs Aiftant from Feruſalem, which the 
Jews had always hated;for which cauſe they alſo firſt aſſaulted it. The Commanders | 
in this expedition, were three men excellent above the reſt for Conduct and Yalour, to 
wit,/Viger of Peres, Silzs the Babylonian, and Fohnthe Efſean. Now the City of Aſca- 
[oz had very ſtrong Walls, but few men todeteridit, for it had only one Company of 
F60r, and one Band of Horſe, whom Antoyius commanded. The Jews made ſuch haſte, 
as though they had divelt hard by. Azronias perſvading himſelt that they would 
aſſault him, cauſed his Horſe to iſſue forth of the City: and neither Fearing the mul- 
titude, hor the malice of his adverſaries, ke valiantly received the firſt affaulr of the 
Enemies, and beat them back that attempted to aſſault the Wall. | So the Jews who 
were unsKilful, having to do with them that were expert: and fighting on foot againſt 
Horſemen ; withoug order, againſt thoſe that were in good ofder lightly armed, a- x 
gainſt their adverſaries who Were wall provided; they wete eaſily defeated. Indeed, 
they were mioreled by rape and fury than good” Counſel , and they againſt whom they 
fought were obedient, and would do nothing without the cotnmandment of their Lead- 
er, Wherelore'their firſt ranks being broken, they were forced by the Horſe to turn 
their backs; and retiring themſelves to their own Company who turned toward the 
Wall, they became as it were Enemies to themſelves. $ that ſeeking to avoid the 
Horſemen, they were all diſperſed about the field, which was in every place for the ad- 
vantage of the Horſe. This greatly helped the Romins to kill ſo many Jews : for 
they that fled were cafily overtaken by the Romans, and Killed; and others compaſ: 
ſing divers of the Jews about, ſlew them'with Darts 3 ſo that the Jews were in a great L 
deſperation for all their great multitude, as if they had been'atone. The Jews willing 
to ovezcome their misfortunes, were aſhamed to flie, andfo fled nothaſtily, in hvpe that 
Fortune would change, But the Romans.nat wearicd with that which they Uid with 
great dexterity, continned the-fight the moſt part of the day ; ſo that there were ſlain 
of the Jews ten thouſand, and two of their Leaders, Fohn'and Silas. The reſt, whert- 
ai.many were wounded, followed their General Niger, who fled into a little Town of 
Idumea, named Salis : Of the Romans only ſome were wounded in that fight. Yet 
the Jews were not daunted with this misfottune ; but the grief thereof much increaſed 
their Courage; neither were they diſmayed with the former loſs of ſo many men within 
ſo thort tifie; 'bit rather calling'to mind the'great Viatory they had got before, they M 
drew upon themſclves another detear, For before their mens wounds were healed, 
they gathered together all their Forces, and went again to 4ſcha/on'in great number 
and fury, but with the ſame ſucceſs and diſadvantages in warlike affairs which they 
had before. For Aztonins having notice which way they meant to come, placed an 
ainbuſh in the way , avd the Horſe ſetting upon them at 'umawares, killed above eighr 
thouſand of then, before they could prepare themfelves to fight : whereupon all the 
reſt fled, and Viger with thei, after he had given all the: ok that could be expedted 
from a valiant man : and for that the Enemies purſued them, they fled into the Tower 
of a Town called Bezedel, Antonius knowing it to be in vain to ſtay about the Tower 
that was invincible,and yet loth to let the General of the Enemies efcape,ſer fire on the N 
Walls; and ſo departed truumphing with the thought that M-oer had been burnt. But 
hc leapt into a deep Vault in the Caſtle, and'fo eſcaped, and three dayes after he ſhew- 
ed himſelf unto his Souldiers, who ſought for him weeping, that they might have his 
body, tor they thought him dead : whom againſt all expeRation ſeeing alive, they 
Were very glad, as though by Gods providence he had eſcaped to be ſtill their Leader, | 
Peſpaſian being arrived with his Army at A#tioch,which is the mother-City of Syr1a, 
for greatneſs and other advantages,doubtleſs the third in'the whole World ; and find- 
ing that King Azrippa there expected his coming, he baſted with all his Forces from

h V V Hen the Emperor Nero underſtood the ill ſucceſs of his Armies againſt the ov 2 00. 


Jews, he was ſeized with fear and aſtoniſhment, yet he diſſembled it as at the valiant 
adts c 


much as neceſſity would permit him. In the mean-whle he ſet a good face on the {= 


matter, and made as though he were of more courage, ſaying,That that which hapned, 
was rather by the fault of his General Ceſtz#s, than the valour of their Adverſaries : 
thinking that ir behoved him, who was Emperor, not to ſhew himſelf moved with a 
little bad news ; and that. the greatneſs of his Empire ought to ſecure his mind from 
the apprehenſion of conliderable misfortunes. Yet t appeared by the vexation of his 
ſpirit that he was much moved,and in great care to whom he ſhould commit the charge 
of the Eaſt, which had rebelled; who might both reduce the Jews, and hinder the In- 
babitants of other Countries from the like attemprs. At laſt,he pitcht upon Veſaſian, Nero ſendeth 
whom he thought only meet for that purpoſe ; a man who from his Infancy had been bmp _ 
trained up in War, even until he was gray-headed ; who had appeaſed the people of r-«, and dire 
the Weſt, and helped them being troubled by the Germans» and recovered it for the chav 
Romans : as alſo he did Britain, which was unknown before z and for that cauſe made 

his Farher Claudius truumph, without taking any pains for it, Nero conſidered all 

theſe things, and his prudence grounded on old Age and Experience , and that alſo he 

had Sons in the flower of their 6 to be pledges for his fidelicy, who might aſſiſt their 


G Father by their Courage, Wherefore God, as it ſhould ſeem, even then diſpoſing it 


{o for the good of the whole Common-wealth, Nero ſent him to govern the Armies in

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a{ter the, N4- Accordingly Veſpafian departed out of 4chaia; where He was with Nero: and he com- 
cs 7 manded Tirrs his Son to lead the ffth and tenth Legions from Alexazaria ; and he him-

4 the Roman forces, and all Auxiliaries of the Kings adjoyning that were confederates. 
The Jews after Ceſtius.unfortunate ſucceſs, became proud of their Vitory, and could

is an old City ſeven hundred an twenty furlongs diſtant from Feruſalem, which the 
Jews had always hated;for which cauſe they alſo firſt aſſaulted it. The Commanders 1 
in this expedition, were three men excellent above the reſt for Conduct and Yalour, to 
wit,/Viger of Pyrea, Silas the Babylonian, and Fohnthe Eſſeay. Now the City of Aſca- 
{ox had very ſtrong Walls, but few men todeteridit, for it had only one Company of 
F60r, and one Band of Hotſe, whom Antoius commanded. The Jews made ſuch haſte, 
as though they had divelt hard by.  Arronins gr himſelf that they would 
aſſault him, cauſed his Horſe to iſſue forth of the City : and neither fearing the mul- 
titude, hor the malice of his adverſaries, ke valiantly received the firſt affaulr of the 
Enemies, and beat them back that attempted to aſfault the Wall. ' So the Jews who 
were unsKilfu}, having to do with them that were expert; and fighting on foot againſt 
Horſemen ; withoug order, againſt thoſe that were in good otder ; lightly armed, a- K 
gainſt their adverſaries who Were well provided; they wete ealily defeated. Indeed, 
they were more led by rape and fury than good Counſel, and they againſt whom they 
fought were obedient, and would do nothing without the commandment of their Lead- 
er, Wherete'their firſt ranks being broken, they were forced by the Horſe to turn 
their backs; and retiring themſelves to their own Company who turned toward the 
Wall, they became as it were Enemies to themſelves. $ that ſeeking to avoid the 
Horſemen, they were all diſperſed about the field, which was in every place for the ad- 
vantage of the Horſe. This greatly helped the Romans to kill ſo many Jews : for 
they that fled were eaſily overtaken by the Romans, and Filled; and others compal- 
ſing divers of the Jews about, ſlew them'with Darts ; ſo thatthe Jews were in a great L 
deſperation for all their great multitude, as if they had been'alone. The Jews willing 
to ovezcome their misfortunes, were aſhamed to flie, and fo fled nothaſtily, in hvpe that 
Fortune would change. But the Romans.nat wearicd' with that which they id with 
great dexterity, continged the-fighr the moſt part of the day ; ſo that there wereſlain 
of the Jews ten thouſand, and two of their Leaders, Fohzand Silas. The reſt, whert- 
ai.muny were wounded, followed their General Niger, who fled into a little Town of 
Idumea, named Salis : Of the Romans only ſome were wounded in that fight. Yet 
the Jews were not daunted with this miSfoftune ; but the grief thereof much increaſed 
their Courage; neither werethey diſmayed with the former loſs of ſo many men within 
ſo ſhort tifne; but rather calling'to mind the great Viftory they had got before, they M 
drew upon themſelves another deftear. For before their mens wounds were healed, 
they garhered together all their Forces, and went again to 4ſcha/on in great number 
and fury, but with the ſame ſucceſs and diſadvantages in warlike affairs which they 
had before. For Aztonins having notice which way they meant to come, placed an 
ambuſh in the way ; avd the Horſe ſetting upon them at 'unawares, killed above eighr 
thouſand of thetn, before they could prepare themſelves to fight : whereupon all the 
relt fed, and Viger with them, after he had given all the proofs that could be expected 
from a valiant man : and for that the Enemies purſaed them, they fled into the Tower 
of a Town called Bezedcl, Antonius knowing it to be in vain to ſtay about the Tower 
that was invincible, and yet loch to let the General of the Enemies efcape,ſer fire on the N 
Walls ; and ſo departed triunphing with the' thought that A3zer had been burnt. Bur 
he leapt into a deep Vault in the Caſtle, and'fſo eſcaped, and three dayes after he ſhew- 
ed himſelf unto his Souldiers, who ſought for him weeping, that they might have his 
body, tor they thought him dead : whom againſt all expectation ſeeing alive, they 
Were very glad, as though by Gods providence he had eſcaped to be ſtill their Leader, 
Peſpaſian being arrived with his Army at A»tioch,which is the mother-City of Syr/a,

Now Veſpaſian ſent help to the Inhabitants of Sephoris, to wit, one thou- 
fileth Galilee ſand Horſe, and fix thouſand foot, Placidus the Tribune being their Leader. The 
a=ndfirs Horſemen divided themſelves into two Companies,and lodged in a great Plain, andthe 
Footmen were in Garriſon in the City to defend it, as the Horſemen did without, Theſe 1 
Horſemen made excurſions one every fide, and greatly moleſted Foſeph although he 
committed no ad of hoſtility ; and alſo ſpoiled all that was without the Cities, and 
always repulſed the Inhabirants, if at any time they took rage to revenge them- 
ſelves. Foſeph ſeeing things in this poſture aſſaulted the Ciry Sephoris, in hope to 
take it;but before ſuch time as it revolted unto the Romans,he had compaſlſed it withſo 
ſtrong Walls, that the Romans themſelyes could not have taken it, and fo his hope 
was fruſtrate : for neither by force nor fair means would the Sephorites yield to him. 
Hereat the Romans being angry,. troubled the Country more than before : they now 
neither night nor day ceaſed from deſtroying it, but robbed and ſpoiled all they found , 
and all men able to bear Arms they flew, and made the reſt their ſlaves. Thus all Ga- K 
lilee was filled with fire and ſword, and no man eſcaped that calamity ; ' only thoſe ſay- 
ed themſelves, that fled into the Cities that Foſeph had walled. 
In the mean time Titus came to Alexandris during Winter, ſooner than he was ex-

The Princes that were Allies alſo brought great Aid: for Arntiochss, Agripps, and 
Sohemus, brought each of them two thouſand Bowmen, and a thouſand Horſe : and 
Malchns King of Arabia, brought five thouſand Foot, andone thouſand Horſe, the 
moſt of his Foot were Archers, ſo that the whole Army, together with; the Kings 
Aad, amounted to the number of threeſcore thouſand, Horſe and Foot together ; be- 
ſides them that followed the camp, who were a great multitude, and inferiour to none 
but their Maſters in warlike diſcipline : for one cannot too much admire the Romans, 
who ſo train up their ſervants in time of Peace, that they are very fit for War. So thar 
whoſoever well beholdeth their Military Diſciplin, he ſhall perceive that they gained 
not this their goodly Empire by chance and fortune, but by their valour: for they do M 
not only then begin to uſe weapons when they come to fight, but they practiſe milita- 
ry diſcipline before they need: and they'are not idle in time 'of peace, .but always 
praRiſe themſelves therein without ceaſing. -Their exercifes are like War it ſelf, and

But.it fl] not outas he expected; for the peo- 
ple,of Fotapata underſtanding his coming, ; met him near the'Town, and ſuddenly en- 
countering the. Romans, being a great multitude and well diſpoſed to fight, as thoſe 
that bare Arms for the general ſafety of the, Country, and the lives of their Wiyes and 
Children, they put the Romays to flight, .and woanded many, though only ſeven were 
ſlain ; becauſe the Romazxs in flying kept.their ranks, and were well armed : but the 
Fews being unarmed, rather truſted to their Darts. and, Arrows, than come to handy K 
blows. There were three Fews. ſlain, and a few wounded. And ſoiPlacidus when 
he ſaw himſelf repulſed from the Town, abandon'd the Enterprize, 
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' How Veſpatian !nvaded Galilee, * and how at the wery fight of him the Seditions fled.

The laſt 
Company were Victuallers, Handicrafts-men, and other mercenary people, guard- 
ed by Foot and Horſe in great number. Thus Veſpatian with his whole Army N 
came to the borders of Galilee, and there pitched his Camp. He might have paſſed * 
on; but he thought fit by the fight of his Army to terrific his enemies, and give them 
time to repent, if any one would-alter his mind before the War began. Yet in the 
mean time, he prepared alt thihgs neceffary' for a fiege. The only Rumor of his - 
coming made many Rebels faint-hearted. For Foſephs Souldiers,who had pitched his 
Tents a little tromSephoyts, when they knew that the enemy approch'd, and that they 
were preſently to” fight with the Romaxs, they fled not only before they tought, but alſo 
before they ſaw them. *Foſeph being left wich a very few,and knowing thar he was not 
able to abide his 'enemies, and that the Fews were diſmayed, and that if he put any

VT Eſpatias went firſt to Gadera, and took it caſily at the firſt afſault : for all the 
V able men and fit for War were fled out of the Ciry, The Romans entring the 
place'pur all to'death without mercy, . partly for the hatred they had coriceived againſt 
the Fews, and partly in revenge of thar which had befaln Ceftius, And they burnt the

made choice of for his ſafeguard, filled it with fear. For the People ofTiberizs thought he

their ſafety conſiſted only in changing'their rebellious minds. He himſelf, though he 
hoped to obtain pardon' of the Romans, yet had much rather have died, then lived 
pleaſantly with them againſt whum he was ſent, 'and* ſo become” a Traytor to the 
Country comitted tu his charge. Wherefore he determined faithfully to write a true

tog mach, leſt they (hoald ſay he was a Coward ; nor yet put them in any comfort, left 
perliaps now penitent for what'they had done, they fhould by his Letters beincited to 
gaoreward in their rebellious courſe.” * He defir'd them preſently to write an anfwer, 
whether they thought good'to enter into League with the Romans ; or, if they would 
make War, then they {hould ſend a ſufficient Army againſt them : And having written 
to this effe&, he preſently ſent men away to Jeruſalem to' carry the Letters. 
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CHAP. VII 
#Of the Seige of Jotapata, A 


\ 


\/ Efpatian was very deſirous to take Jotapata, becauſe he knew many of his enemies 
were fled thither , and this was the ſtrongeſt Refuge they had. So he ſent be- 
fore ſome Foot and Horſe,, with Pioneers to plain the ways, which were full of ragged 
ſtones, ſo that ir was hard for Footmen to paſs, and altogether.unpoſſible for Horſe- 
men. Within four dayes they effected that which they were cammanded, and made 
a large way for the Army to paſs. On the fifth day, which was the one and twentieth 
of March, Joſeph betore they came, entred incothe City, coming thither from Tibe- 
7145 to encourage the Jews who were diſmayed. A certain run-ayay told Veſpatign 
that Joſeph was come thither, and adviſed him to haſten thither , for if he = take 
Joſeph, he might eaſily take all F#dea. Hereat Veſpatian was very glad, and took it 
as. good fortune that the moſt prudent and potent of his enemies, ſhould ( God ſo 
diſpoſing ) put himſelf as it were in hold. And fo preſently he (ent Placidgs before 
with a thouſand Horſemen,and with him Ebutiws,a man both valiant and prudent ;and 
commanded them to inveſt the City on all ſides, leſt Joſeph ſhould privily eſcape from 
thence. The day after he himſelf followed with the whole Army, and about noon 
came to FJorapata ; and leading his Army to the North fide of the Town, he pitched 


his Tents upon a Hill ſeven ſtades diſtant from the City : purpoſely . placing himſelf 


within the view of his Enemies, that the very fight of his Army might terrifie them : 
as it alſo did; for preſently all were in ſuch a fear, that none durſt go our of the City. 
The Romans being wearied that day, would not aſſault the City : but they beſet the 
Gates with two Squadrons of Horſe ; and a third, that conſiſted of Foot, was placed 
without to intercept all paſſages,that none of the Jews could paſs any-whither, Here- 
upon the Jews now in deſperation took heart ; for in War nothing is more forcible 
then neceſſity. Themext day began the Battery, and the Jews kept themſelves in 
order, and rcfiſted the Romans betore their Walls. But. when Yeſpafian ſent all the 
Bowmen, and Slingers, and other Engineers to beat them off from + Walls, and he 
himſelf with Foot aſſaulted the Wall in another place where it might eaſily be entred : 
then Joſeph, accompanicd with all his Forces, iſſued out the Town, and aſſaulted the 

as hetcely, and drov? them from the Walls with great courage : though they 
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by night. 
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were animated by deſperation, ſo were the Romans with ſhame ;* theſe latter had Mili. A 
tary knowledge and ſtrength, and the Jews had deſpair and rage. to encourage them, 
The fight continued all day even till night ; wherein many Romans were wounded, 
and only thirteen {lain : and of.the Jews there were {1x hundred wounded, and ſeven- 
> teen flain. The next day alſo they encountred the Romans, and reſiſted them more 
ſtoutly than before, taking courage that they the day before had refiſted them contrary 
to their expectation. . The Romaus alſo tought more valiantly, aſhamed as it were of 
<4 awhole day themſelves, in ſuffering the Jews-to reſiſt them ; thinking withal that they themſelyes 
and broken 0 ere-overcome,}.if they. did not quickly ſuppreſs their Enemies. Wherefore the Ro- 
mans for five dayes' together ceafed not to aſſault the Town, and the Jews ſtrongly re- 
- pelled them ; and neither the Jews feared their Enemies, nor the Romans were dif. B 
mzyed with the difficulty of taking the Town. | Fotapata, is almoſt all fituate upon a 
Rock, and.compaſſed about with deep Valleys, which deſcend ſtrait down like a Wall, 
ſo that one can ſcarcely ſee the bottom without dazling. There is only one acceſs to

. the Fews from thence. And ſo they caſt Stones, 


taſtencrh unto 
them raw Oxe 
Hides, to raiſe 
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it on the North, where it is ſeated upon a Gglalng Mountain ; which Foſeph encloſed 
with a Wall, to the cnd it might be no-paſſage tor the Enemies : all the reſt of the 
City is cnvironed with high Mountains, ſo that it cannot be diſcerned by any before 
they be hard by it,, ſuch was the ſtrength of Forapata. 

Veſpatian determined both to combate the nature of the place,and the hardineſs of the 
Fews-; and therefore called all his Captains together, and conſulted with them to begin 
a hot fiege : at.laſt they reſolved to rear a«Moynt in that place where the City was C 
eaſieſt to be entred, He ſent his whole Army to provide wood to do it, who cut mych . 
on the Mountains near the Town : and great ſtore of wood and ſtone being broug 
and having ſet hurdles betore them to bear off the Darts and Arrows, he began to raiſe 
a Mount, ſo. that they. received .little-or no harm by Darts caſt from off the Walls ; 
whilſt others brought earth from places thereabouts, and no man was idle. The Fews 
caſt continually grear ſtones, and all kind of Darts upon that which defended them ; 
which though they pierced not thorow, yet they made a great noiſe and terrified: the 
Workmen, Which Veſpatian ſecing, cauſed all Engines that caſt ſtones and darts, 
which were in number an hundred and threeſcore,to be placed againſt the Walls to beat 

Dafts, Fire and Arrows in great D 
abundance : | ſo that they not only beat the Fews from off the Walls, but alſo out of 
the reach of their ſhot , for both the 47abian Archers, and thoſe that uſed Slings and 
Darts, and all the Engines continually played upon them. For all this the Fews reſt- 
cd not, but running out in Companies, they pull'd down the Sheds which defended the 


beat down the Workmen, and then aſſaulted them having no defence : and when they had beaten 


them away, deſtroyed and fired all chat the Komans had wrought for their own defence 
and ſafeguard. , Atlaſt Veſpatian perceived that theſe damages hapned, for that there 
was ſome ſpace left between all theſe works, whereby the Enemies had acceſs to do 
them ſuch harms : Wherefore he united them together, and ſo hindred the excurſions 
of the Fews., When the Mount was almoſt made, and the Towers upon it finiſhed, E 
Foſeph (hun'dto do nothing tor the acl of the Town, called all workmen neceſſary 
together, and commanded them to build a Wall there higher than the Romans Work ; 
but they (aid, it was impoſſible for them to work, for the number of Darts in thac 
place. Then Foſeph made this device to defend them : he fixed ſtakes in the ground, 
and faſtened tothem hides of Kine and Oxen new ſlain, by which they were defended 
from ſhot and fire; ſo that labouring night and day they raiſed theWall twenty cubits 
high, erecting alſo upon it many Towers :. and by this means they made it a ſtrong de- 
fence, The Komans, who before thought themſelves ſure ofthe Town, were now great- 
ly diſmayed, both by this device of Foſeph, and alſo by the hardineſs of the Jews. 


CHAP. VII. 


Of the Siege of Jotapata by Veſpatian, and the diligence that Joſeph uſed ; and how the 
Fews made Sallies againſt the Romans. 


His Stratagem, and the Courage of the Jews, greatly moved fo : for now 
+ they recciving courage "nip. ih defence, made aſſaults upon the Romavs of their 
own accord, and every day skirmiſhed, running out in Companies, and like Thieves G

The Romans per- 
ceiving this, being upon a high hill, over againſt the = whither all the Jews came 
together to receive Water, they with their ſhot killed many that came thither, inſo- 
much that Veſpaſ:a» hoped that within ſhort time their Water would be ſpent, and they 
conſtrained to yield, But Foſeph to fruſtrate this hope, commanded a great many F'/#6: Stra-

down on every fide, When the Rymans ſaw.this they were much ſurpriſed, imagi- 
ning that we cer not waſte ſo much Water in mockery, lag: wanted _ to 
C drink ; wheretore Yeſpsfian no longer hoping to'win the City by Famine, purpoſed to 

aſſault it again by "ay The a very glad of-this ; and being in manifeſt 
danger, rather wiſh't to be ſlain, than periſh through hunger or thirſt. Fſeph deviſed Pp; Poli 
alſo another way to get Water out of the Country.

But. the People diſcovering his intent, flocked about him, and beſought him to-ſeech Fo/eps 
take pity upon them , and not forſake them, who had no hope but in him 5 af- hae would 
firming, that for his ſake they were all couragious: and-bold to fight, and if they then. 
were taken, yet he would be a comfort to them, and that it:did not become him to flie _ 
from his Enemies, nor forſake his Friends, nor, as it were, leap out of a Ship ſhaken 
with a Tempeſt, into which he came when the Seas were calm; Sr ſo by this means the 
City would ſoon beloſt, and he once gone, no man afterward could or durlt reſiſt their 
Enemies, for in him was all their hope. 

Joſeph kept it to himſelf, that his purpoſe was to work his own ſafety : and told F*/e%'- Pru- 
: them, the thing. which he intended was for their good, and that though he ſtayed till © 
in the City, he could do them little good : and it the City ſhould chance to be taken, 
then he and they were like to periſh ; but if he were abroad 2nd not beſieged, he could 
do them great ſervice, for he would preſently aſſemble all the People of Galilee, and 
come againſt the Romans, and ſo-raiſe the Siege ; whereas' now ſtaying withthem, he 
ſaw-not wherein he did them any good, but rather incited the Romans againſt them, 
making them more earneſt to take the Town than they would be, only becauſe he was 
there, that they might take him, but-if they knew once that he were fled, they would not 
then be ſo earneſt 1n the Siege, © Toſeph herewith could not perſwade the people, bur 
they flocked faſter about him, and both young and old of all ſorts came and proſtrated 
x themſelves at his feet, weeping, and beſeeching him ta take ſuch hap as thould befal 

them, whether it were good or bag - not. for that they envied his eſcape, but for that 
they hoped they ſhould receive'no harm if he remained with them, |

D caſt out of a ſling : and the next day a Woman great with Child was ſtruck on the'bel- 
ly with one of thoſe ſtones, and the Child carried forth of her from the place where 
the was ſtruck three furlongs ; ſo great was the force of this Engine, Thus the vio- 
lence ofthe Engines was moſt terrible, and likewiſe the noife of Darts, Arrows and ., . 
other ſhot. Many were ſlain on' every fide, and the bodies of thoſe that were killed; the Roman 
being daſht againſt the Wall made a great noiſe : and within the City was heard a pi- Dt 
tiful lamentation and weeping amongſt ' the Women z and without a heavy mourni 
and cry of them that were wounded to death ; and all that part of the Wall where the 
fight was, flowed with Blood : ſothat nowthe multitude of dead bodies had- {© filled 

_ the ditch befote the Wall, that the Romans mighe eaſily paſs over into the City z and

nothing wanted, that eicher might by the Eye or Ear move terrour, Thus many 
ſtoutly fighting for Jotapara ied moſt valiantly ; many alſo were fore wounded : and 
notwithſtanding rhe Wall was continually battered , yet it was almoſt Morningibe- 
fore it fell, being all night Jong beaten with the Ram.

But Foſeph, per- 
Teſep%"s (ubil ceiving his intent, placed the old Men and Children, and choſe that were already 
din wearied, upon thoſe parts of the Walls that were not battered : and himſelf with the 
ſtouteſt of the City went to defend the breach , and he placed fix men before them 
whom he choſe out, himſelf being one of them to ſuſtain the firſt brunt of the enemies 
aſſault : commaHding them likewiſe to ſtop their Ears to the end that they might not x 
' be terrified with the cries of the Army, and to cover themſelves with their ſhields a- 
inſt the Darts and Arrows ; and give back a little, till ſuch time as the Archers 
Ges were emptied ; and if ſo be that the Romans ſhould offer to make bridges, 
then they employ all their courage to repel them : and now fight, not to defend but as 
it were to revenge their Country, being in a manner a'ready i - and make thoſe feel 
the effects of their juſt fury,whoſe cruelty would doubtleſs after the raking of the 
ane Song place ſhed the blood of their Fathers,Children,and Wives: ſuch were the orders which 
Childrenin Joſeph gave. In the mean time, the weaker multitude, Women and Children, ſee- 
the Battle. jng the City compaſled about with three ranks of Horſemen, and the Romans with 
their Swords drawn preſling againſt the breach, and all the Mountains about ſhining K 
with their enemies weapons, and the Arabians ready to let fly a Shower of Arrows : 
they cried out as though the City were already taken ; ſo thata man would have judg- 
edthcm already under their Enemies Swords, and not only in danger to fall into their 
hands, .-Whercfore Foſeph commanded the Women to their houſes, leſt their cries 
ſhould diſmay his Souldiers ; willing them likewiſe to keep filence, and threatned 
them if they did not: and ſo he marched to the breach, which place fell to his lot : 
He gave not much heed to them that ſought to ſcale the Walls, but only minded what 
effe& the terrible Storme of the Enemies Arrows would produce. 
As ſoon as the Trumpets began to ſound, the Air became obſcured with the multitude 
of Arrows. Joſephs Companions .remembring the charge given them, ſtopped their I 
The wat of Ears, and cover'd their bodies againſt the ſhot of arrows. And as ſoqn.as the bridg- * 
the Romans eg were ſet againſt the Wall, preſently they fell on ; and before the Romans could 
ok) Center upon them, they repell'd "them back with great proweſs and courage which 
Bridge. the greatneſs of the danger did not abate bur increaſe, fo thar they did not give one 
foot back, till cither they kill'd or were killed. But the Jews had not any. freſh men 
 toſecond thoſe that were tired ; and the Romans, ſtill as they were wearied ſent freſh 
ſupplies and joyning together their long ſhields, exhorting one another, they became as 
it were a, wall of detence invincible ; and the whole Army like one body, beat back the 
The Jews pour Jews, and ſo ſet foot on the Walls. TJoſeph, in this deſperate caſe deviſed a new way 
—_ Ro- to.xepclthis preſent danger : he commanded . the Jews to fetch ſcalding Oyl, which M 
mans. they had ready,and pour it upon the Romans, andalſo caſt the Pans upon them. This 
device broke the body of the Romans ſo that through great pains they fcll from the 
Wall : for the Scalding Oyl cafily got between their fleſh and Armour,. and ſcorched 
them like fire, being eafily heated, and long continuing hot by reaſon of the fatneſs. 
The Romans being loaden with Helmets and Breaſt-plates, could not retire ſo nimbly 
as was requiſite : ſo that ſome leapt down off the bridg, and others: died of the pain ; 
others would fain have retired themſelves, but could not, becauſe their Enemies fol- 
lowed them ſo hard. But neither the Romans wanted vertue and valour in adverſe tor- 
rune, nor the Jews prudence. For the Romans, notwithſtanding they were in intolera- 
ble pain, being Scalded with hot Oyl, yet they freſhly aſſaulted them that hurt them, N_ 
deſirous to ſhew their courage. Then the Jews uſed another device to make them re- 
tire: for they poured boyled Fenigreek upon the bridge, fo that they flid down : and 
neither they that would have fled, nor they who ſtroye to affault the Jews, could ſtand 
upon.their feet, it was ſo flippery z and many falling down upon the bridge, were by 
their. pwn Company trodden to death ; others flid down upon the Rampicr ; and al- 
ways as they tell, the Jews ſtruck them : and when the Romans were retired from the 
IS” place, ſo that now they were not forced to handy blowes, they. had leiſure to ſhoot Ar;

the Romans power, they began to be tumultuous. Peſpafian foreſecing this, thought 
good to prevent them : and although all the Region of Samaria had Roman Gariſons in 
it , yet the great multitude aſſembled, made it reaſonable to fear them. Wherefore he 
ſent thither Cerealis, the Tribune of the fifth Legion, with fix hundred Horſe, and 
three thouſand Foot, Gerealis thought it not the beſt way to 0 unto the Mountain, 
and attaque the whole multitude there, who were ſo numerous, but he commanded his 
Souldiers to beleagure the Mountain about, at the Foot thercof, and to keep there all 
the day. There hapned at that time a vehement heat, and the Samaritans wanted 
Water, Ir was then Summer, and the People had not | ure rr themſelves with Vicu- 
als, ſo that many, inone day only, for want of drink died of thirſt : others preferrin 
death before the miſery they endured, fled to the Romans : of whom Cerealis leaked 
that thoſe that yet remained on the Mount, were even diſ-heartned by the miſery they 
endured. Wherefore he aſcended the Mountain, and compaſſing about the Enemies 
with his Army, he firſt exhorted them to yield, and promiſed them all their lives if 
they would caſt down their weapons : bur nothing prevailing with them, he ſet upon 
them, and killed themall, in number 11600. This was done the 27th, day of Fuze. 
Theſe were the miſerics that befel the Samaritans. 
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How Jotapata was Taken. 


He Citizens of Fotpate having endured this hard Siege, beyond all expeRation,

| How Tarichea was beſieged. 

J Eſpahan departed from Tiberias, and encamped near Tarichea, and fortifi'd his 
\ Camp: foreſeeing that the Siege of this place would coſt much time: for all Re- 
bels that had deſired War were got thither, truſting both to the ſtrength of the City, 
and the Lake adjoyning to it,called Gexeſareth; For this City was built like Tiberias, 
upon a Mountain : an Joſeph had. incloſed it with a Wall where it was not compaſled 
by the Lake. But the Wall, though ſtrong, yet was not ſo ſtrong as that of Tiberigs : K 
for Joſeph built that in the beginning of the Revolt, having men and money at will ; 
but that. of Tariches was built only. by the remainder of his liberality. 'The Taricheays 
had great ſtore of Ships in the Lake adjoyning, to the end. that if they | were over- 
come by Land, they might flie by Water: to which end they had prepared their 
Ships for Battel by Water, if need ſhould be, Whilſt the Romans entrenched them- 
ſelves, Jeſus and his followers not. diſmayed either with the multitude or Military Di- 
ſcipline of his Enemies, iſſuedout of the City, and ſlew che Workmen, and deſtroyed 
part ofthe Work. ; till perceiving the Romans aſſembled together againſt him, he fled 
again to his Company without any loſs or harm received. But the Romans purſued them 
ſo'faft, that they forced them to take their Ships: and ſo being gone ſo far fromthe & 
ſhore, as that yet. they might cally reach them with the ſhot ot an Arrow, they caſt 
Anchor and diſpoſed their Ships in. Warlike manner, and fought againſt the Romans 
who were on:Shore. Veſaſian underſtanding at.the ſame tune that a great multitude of 
them were gathered together in a. place neer the City, ſent his Son Tiras againſt thetn 
with 600 Horſe ; who ge. bc number of his Enemies toogreat to encounter;he cer-

the City, For the ſtrangeMhat fled not, made ſome refiſtance, but the Townſmen did 
F not offer to defend themſclvs ; for they abſtained from fight, hoping for pardon, be- 
* cauſe they had not approved the War : At laſt Tits having {lain the faQious,took com- 
paſſion upon the Citizens, and ſaved their lives, and, cauſed the Slaughter to ceaſe, Togr eee 
They who eſcaped to the Lake, ſeeing the City taken,remov'd as far as they could from jis captors 
their Enemies, Titus ſent Horſemen to ler his Father underſtand what he had done, 2nd Vitory, 
Veſpaſian was very glad of his: Sons glorious ſucceſs, whereby a great part of the War 
was ended, He commanded the City tojbe Guarded-round abour, tothe intent that 
none might ſcape away alive. And the next day he.came gown tothe Lake, and com- 
manded Ships to be built to purſue thoſe that had eſcaped by it: and having many 
workmen,and great ſtore of matter ro build them withal, his command ſoon effected, 
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CHAP. XVIII 
The Deſcription of the Lake of Genezareth, and the Fountain of Jordan. 


H E Lake of Genezareth taketh its name from the Country adjoyning to it; the 
breadth thereof is fourry furlongs, the length a hundred. The Water of this 
Lakeis ſweet and good to drink, and more ſubtil than ordinarily the Waters of other 
places are ; and it is very clear near the ſhoar, and more cool to drink, thaneither thar 
of the River or Fountain ; yea it is always morecold than one would judge ſuch a Lake 
to be of that largeneſs : tor the Water being ſet in the Sun, doth not loſe its coldneſs, 
when the Inhabitants expoſe it to the Sun in Summer to allay the natural coldneſs 
thereof, There arc in it many ſorts of Fiſhes, nothing like the Fiſhes of other places, 
either in ſhape or taſte. The River Forday paſſeth through the midſt of it. It is 
thought that Panium is the head and Fountain of it, but in truth it hath irs Orig 
from Phials, from whence it paſſeth under ground a hundred and thirty Furlongs from 
Ceſares, towards that way which leads unto Trachoxitis on the right-hand. This Source 
is called Phia/a, by reaſon of its roundneſs, for ir is as round as a Wheel, andthe 
Water ſtill keepeth within the brink of Phiala, never encreafing nor diminiſhing, No 
man knew that this was the head of Jordan, till Philip the Tetrarch of Traconitis found 
itto be ſo; for he caſting ſtraws inco Phiala, found them afterward carried to Panium, 
which before that time was thought to be the Fountain of Forden, Paninm, 
it be naturally beautified, yet by Agripps's coſt and charges it was much more adorned. 
Fordan beginneth with a deep River out of this Den, ou paſſeth along the Mariſh pla- 
ces, and dirty Lake of Semechonitis, and from thence 120 Furlongs to the City Julias, 


The fertility and in the way divideth the Lake Genezareth, and paſſing a great way further into the 
otGenezreth \yfildernels, at laſt it falleth into the Lake called Aſpha/tites. Upon the Lake Genez«: 


reth there bordereth a Country of the ſame Name, naturally beautiful and admirable; 
for there is no kind of Plant which will not grow there, and the Inhabitants havere- 
pleniſhed it with Plants and Trees of all forts, and the temperature of the Air well a- 
greeth with all ſort of Fruit-Trees : for there are an infinite Company of Nut-trees, 
which of all Trees eſpecially require a cold ſoil : there are alſo abundance of Palms, 
which deſire great heat: likewiſe great ſtore of Figs and Olives, which require a tempe- 
rate Air : ſo that one may juſtly ſay, that through the bounty of Nature, ſo Liff-r- 
ent and qualities are here together united ; and at one time, as it were, all dif- 
ference of ſeaſons of the year conjoyn for good purpoſe. And it doth not only nouriſh 
theſe Fruits, but alſo conſerveth for ten whole Moneths Figs, Grapes, and all other 
Fruits all the year long. Beſides the temperature of the Air, it is alſo watered by a 


and breadth of plentiful Fountain called Capernaum : Many think it to be an Arm of Niize, becauſe 


it hath Fiſhes like the Corbe bred only in a Lake near A/exandris. . The length of this

AVG wars having buile his Ships, and furniſhed them with as many men as he 
thought ſufficient againſt thoſe whom he was to purſue, he embarqued upon the 
Lake, and himſelf alſo went againſt them. The Taricheans could not poſſibly make 
any eſcape by Land, although they would ; and they were not able to fight hand to 
hand with the Romans, for their ſmall Pyrare Boats could not withſtand their Enenues 
great Veſſels ;* and beſides they were not ſufficiently manned, ſo that they feared 
ro encounter the Romans, who preſſed altogether upon them : yet notwithſtandin 


ſometune they came about the Roman Ships, and caſt Stones at the Romans afar off, 
and ſometimes alſo they came near, and skirmiſhed with them : yet they themſelves 
always had more harm than the Romans ;for their Stones which they caſt did only rattle G 
againſt the Romans Armour, but hurt them not, and they were killed by the Romans

So the Romans kill'd many upon ae Jay 
the Lake, and many upon theLand, and-one might then have ſeen all the Lake ſtained wherein died” 
I with blood, and full of dead Bodies, for not one eſcaped alive. A few dayes after, theſe Veſpaſaw con 
dead Bodies corrupted the Air by their ſtench, in ſuch ſort, that the whole Country was fults wich bis 
annoyed with it : andthis ſpectacle was ſo hideous that it cauſed horror not only in many; tt 
the Jews, but even in the Romans themſelves, who had been the cauſe of it, And the 
Shores were all full of Boats that had ſuffered Ship-wrack, and dead Bodies ſwollen in 
the water : And this was the end of that War by. water, The number of them that 
periſhed here and in the City, was 6500. The Fight being ended,” Veſpaſian ſate in a 
Tribunal Seat, and ſeparated the Strangers from the Inhabicants, fot that the former 
ſeenvd to be the Authors of that War : Yet he deliberated with the Captains and Go- 
vernours, whether he ſhould likewiſe pardon them : : but they told him that their lives 
K might endamage him; for, ſaid they, if you ſend thoſe men away- and let them live, 
they cannot live peaceably, becauſe they want abiding places, and they are able to 
diſturb and diſquiet choſe to whom they ſhall ly. Fefpoftan for this cauſe judged them 
unworthy to live, preſuming that it they were let go, they would fight againſt chem 
who pardoned their Lives ;. it remained to conſider what death to put them to. But he 
thought with himſelf, the Inhabitants would not patiently abide ſo many to be maſla- 
cred, who had fled to them for ſuccour ; wherefore he fought to uſe no violence to them, 
becauſe he had promiſed them ſecurity. But at laſt he was overcome by the perſwaſion - 
of his Friends, who told him that all things againſt the Jews were lawful, and that pro- 
fic was to be preferred before honeſty, ſeeing both conld not be had : ſo Licence being 
L grantedto them to wo an they ſuſpeing nothing, were commanged to take only that 
way that leadeth to Tiberias, They part hr obeyed as they were commanded, not 
miſdoubting the ſafety of their or money : But the Romans had placed them- 
ſelves on every fide the way even to Tiberigs, to the intent that noge might eſcape, and 
ſo ſhut them all in the City. Preſently after came Feſpsfiex and encloſed themall in 
an Amphitheater, and ſo killed 1200 perſons; who,were all old men, or young and un- 
able for ſervice, Of the reſt, that were all ſtrong young men, he ſent 6000 to Neroto,, 
work at Iſtmes, near Corinth, The reſt of the multicude: he ſold, in number 30400, on and (ale of 
befides others that he gave to Agripps, whom alſo he permitted to do what he would the Jews, 
with thoſe that were of his Kingdom - : But Agr:ppa ſold all thoſe that were given him.

much the more, for that he perceiveg many out of all parts fled thither and that it 
was compaſſed with almoſt ipvincible Walls : / and bebdes this, the baldneſs and deſpe- 
rate courage of the: Inhabitants, - who although that they'bad had no. Walls at all; yet 
had been ſcarcely to be Conquered :'and therefore he-thought it neceſſary to refreſh 
his Souldiers before this Enterpriſe, as Champions are red for the Combate.

A LL the Idwneans afſented with a loud cry to theſe ſpeeches of Simon. And Jeſus 
departed ſorrowful, ſeeing that the Iaumeans would agree to no reaſon, and that 
thereby their City ſhould ſuffer a double War. For the Idwmeans were no leſs diſqui- 
eted, who tobk the matter in great diſdain that they were not permitted to enter into 
B theCity, and alſo becauſe they thought the Zealots ſo ſtrong as they had believed, . 
and they themſelves were aſhamed that they could not help them ; ſo that many re- 
pented that they were come thither, Yet would they not for ſhame return, nothing be- Tk oor 
ing done by them : and ſoraſhly placing their Tabernacles near the City walls; they bernacles near 
determined to ſtay there. But that night there aroſe a moſt furious Tempeſt , for there *>< Walk 
was a great ſtormy Wind,and an exceeding great Rain,mixt with fearful Thunder and A huge Storm, 
horrible Lightning, and an Earthquake, Sh ſtrange Noiſes ; ſo that all men thought 
this motion of the Earth would overturn the whole order of Nature, or at leaſt portend 
ſome Froue Calamity, The Idwmeans and Townſmen were both of one mind : For 
they thought that God was angry with them for bearing Arms againſt their Metropolis, 
C and perſwaded themſelves that they could not eſcape death if they continued in their 
purpoſe. Ananzs and his followers perſwaded themſelves that they had now overcome 
them without War, and that God had fought for them againſt the /dumeans. But 
they were falſe Prophets, and what they judged would befall their Enemies, fell upon 
themſelves. In the mean while the Idumcans lay as cloſe together as they could, and 
covered their heads with their Shields, by which means the Rain did themnot ſo much 
harm. The Zealots were concern'd for the Idwneans more than for themſelves, and. 
deviſcd which way they might ſuccour them. « The boldeſt amongſt them adviſed the ado grep 
reſt, by force to ſet upon the Gnard, and ſo ro get into the City, and open the Gates to vvc-k open the 
the ldumeans that were come to help them : for it was cafie to ſurprize the Watch, by 2% abit 
D zeaſon that many of them were unarmed, and unfic for War ; and the Citizens could le in the 
not eafily be aſſembled together, ſceing every man, becauſe of rhe Tempeſt kept his ©" 
houſe, ' And though there were dangerin the attempt, yer were it better to endure al! 
miſchiets that iight enſue, than to permit fuch an Army ſhamefully ro periſh, who 
came at their requeſt to help them. But the wiſer ſort iwaded the reſt from this, 
ſceing both a ſtronger Watch placed to keep them inz»and the City Walls diligently 
guarded becauſe of the lawmeans : and moreover they-conld not think that Anau was 
careleſs, but went up and down, firſt from one Watch, and then to another ; yet this 
' nighr he did not ſo, not for ſlothfulneſs, but becauſe thar the Deſtinics had ſo decreed The watchmen 
that thereby both he and the Watchmen ſhould periſh. For abour midnight the ſtorm 375, 0iprete 
pg increaſing, the Watchmen fell into a deep ſleep. , 
Then the Zealots determined to file the Bars and Bolts of the Gates aſunder, to effet 
which, they took the Inſtruments which were confecrated to the Temple ; and this 
attempt was much furthered by the great Wind and Thunder, which made ſuch a noiſe 
that they could not be heard : So iſſuing out of the Temple, they went privily ro the 
Walk, and opened that Gate near which the Iawneans lay : and ſuſpecting that Ang, 
us would make foe reſiftance, they firſt of all drew their Swords, and then together ty the means. 
with the /domeans cam@ in : andif at that time they had affaulted the City, they had of *!c qua oy 
without any let or hindrance deſtroyed alt the People therein ; ſo great was their rage 8 
at that time, But firſt of all they haſtened to affift rheir fellows, whom they left be- - 
F. fieged, and requeſted the Idwmeans not to leave them in danger, for whoſe ſuccour they 4 
were come, nor permit them to incur greater damage. : for having firſt ſurpriſed the T 
Watchmen, it would be more cafic for them to aſſault rhe City ; which if they did nor, 
but firſt ſet upon the Citizens, they would preſently aſſemble together, and oppole 
themſclves againſt them, and not permit them to aſcend up into the Tample- Ihe 55s neon 
Idumeans conſented to this ; and ſothey paſſed thorow the City into the Temple : and vthive Zea- 
the Zealots remaining in the Tempte impatiently expected their coming z, at whoſe !9'5in ene 
arrival they took Courage, and joyning with the /dumcans, came out of the inner © 
Temple, and ſet upon the Watch : and ſome being ſlain who were faſt aſleep, the reſt 
were awak'd by the cries of others, and ſo berook themſelves to their Arms to detend 
G themſelves, being yet amazed. And at firſt, thinking that they were only the Zealots 
that gave the Alarm, they hoped only by their multitude to ſuppreſs chem ; bur __

becauſe they now knew that the Idumeans were got in, but every one lamented their 

hard fortune, and the Women made great lamentation when the Watchmen were ſlain, 
The immanity The TZealots- alſo anſwered their cries with the like, and the Tempeſt and Thunder 
ct the / _ made all more dreadful. The Idumeans ſpared none, becauſe they were naturally cry- 
lot port=r; ' el and fierce to ſhed blood, and angry that they were ſo beaten with the Tempeſt, they 
the Citizens of xfed them moſt cruelly, by whoſe means they were ſhut our of the City, ſparing neither 
Jeruſaen. thoſe who requeſted favour, nor thoſe who made reſiſtance, for they ſlew many as they 

were intreating them to remember that they were of their own blood, and requeſting 


them to ſpare them for reverence of the Temple. , There was no way to flie, nor any 


hope of eſcape : and being dxiven up in a narrow room, they hurt themſelves more than 


the Enemies did, by crouding and — one upon another ; for there was no placeto 
flic, and their Enemies ceaſed not to kill them. Being in this deſperate eſtate, not 
knowing what todo, they caſt themſelves headlong into the City, and ſo died a more 
miſerable death than thoſe that died by the Enemies ſword, The next day there was 
found ſlain cight thouſand and five hundred, and all the outer Temple flowed with 


blood, Yet this Maſſacre ſufficed not the Idumeans rage ; but turning themſelyes K 


ag1inſt the City, they robbed and ſpoiled all Houſes, and kill'd all they met, making 
Ananus nd NO account of the lives of the multitude. ' They made diligent ſearch for rhe Prieſts, 
Jeſ«: the tish and many laid violent hands upon them, and killed them : and ſtanding upon their 
rielt EXecu- . . . . * 
tcd, dead bodies, ſometime they upbraided Ananus with the Peoples favour towards him, 
ſometime Feſus with the words he ſpake upon the Wall to them , and they were ſoim-

tremity thoſe falſe Zelots who cauſed the War : and if the Jews had had him for 
their Captain again{t the Romans, it had not been ſo cafic for the Romans to have 
Conquered them, He was ſeconded by Jeſus, who next him excelled all the reſt. But 
T think Almighty God having decreed the total ruine of the City, which was now pol- 
lutcd and filled with Iniquity, and meaning by fire as it were, to purifie the holy Tem- 
ple, which-was prophaned, he firſt took up the Defenders «ts and thoſe that loved 
it moſt dearly.

CHAP. II. 
The Civil Diſtords among#t the Jews;

D TN the mean while the Roman Officers had their Eyes open upon what paſſed in the The Souldiers 
City of Feruſalem ; and ſeeing the Citizens at great variance among themſelves, pom [pf 
they thought this to be for their great advantage, Wherefore they preſſed Yeſpafian 7er»/alem. 
their General not to loſe this opportunity, affirming that it was Gods providence (who 
fought for them) that the Jews ſhould be at Civil Difcord among themſelves ; and 
that therefore he ſhould not overſlip ſo good an occaſion, leſt the Jews ihould quickly 
be friends again one with another, either by the wearineſs of Civil War, or elſe re- 
penting themſelves of that which they had done. To whom Yeſpaſian anſwered, That 
they were ignorant what was to be done, and defirous rather as it were in « Theater to ſhew V:[paſion ex- 
their forces and ſtrength, than with him to conſider what was profitable and expedient. For nap po 
E ( ſaidhe) if we preſently aſſault them, our coming will make concord amongit our Enemies, diſſention of : 
and ſo we ſball bring upon our ſelves their - cron yer firm and ſtrong ; but by expeiting a little * Enemies 
while, we ſhall have leſs ado to conquer them, their chiefeſt forces being deſtroyed by thetr own 
Civil War. God is more our friend than you are aware of, who without our labour and pain 
will deliver the Fews into our hands, and will give us the Victory without endangering our 
Army. Wherefore it is rather our part to'be beholders of the Tragedy, than to fight againſt 
men deſirous of death, and troubled with the yu evil poſſible, to wit, demeſtical Seaition, 
and Civil War. And if any think that the Vidtory is not glorious,becauſe gotten without fight, 
let him know and conſider the uncertain events of War : and that it is,better, if it be poſſible, 
ro get a V _ without bloodſhed, then therewith to hazard a Defeat. For they who by 
F Counſel and Advice do any worthy Act, deſerve no leſs praiſe than they who by force of Arms 
atchieve aVictory, Moreover, in the mean time that the Enemies deſtroy one another, cur 
Souldiers may take reſt, and ſo be ſtronger and better able to fight when need ſhall require. Be- 
ſides, it ſeems not that there is much haſte required to get the Vidtory : for the Fews neither 
prepare Arms nor Engines of War, nor levie any Forces, nor ſeek for Aid ; and ſo by delay no 
damage can enſue ; but they will Plague one anothewmore by Civil War, than our Army can 
by attacquing their City, And rleroflve whether we confider Prudence or Glory, we have no- 
thing to do but let them ruine themſelves , for in caſe we ſhould even at this preſent make our 
ſelves Maſters of that great Gity ; ſo it would be juſtly ſaid, that the Victory was not to be im-

Wh termined together, with their County-Laws to aboliſh the Law of Nature, yea and by 
their impiety to defy God himſelf, let the dead Bodies rot above ground:; and'who: 
ſoever attempted to bury any of them that were ſlain, whether Friend or Kinſmany he 
was preſently put to death, and left unburied z- and to give Sepulchre to another,was 
crime enough to deſerve it. | | | 
To be brief, nothing ſo much increaſed their indignation as Mercy ': for the wicked 
People were herewith provoked to wrath; their diſpleaſure and cruelty was extended 
from the living to the dead,and from the dead co _the living, And ſuch fear-fell upon the 
whole City, that thoſe that were left alive; deemed them happy, that being dead, were 
at reſt, and free from thoſe miſeries': and they that were in Priſon, in reſpe& of the... 
rorments they endured, thought themſelves more unhappy than they who lay-unburi- K 
ed. All humane Juſtice was perverted,” and they ſcorned and mocked atall divine and 
holy things, and proudly derided the Oracles of the Prophets,eſteeming them as Fables 
and Jeſts, But having now contemned all Laws, eſtabliſhed by their fore-fathers for 
the puniſhment of Vice and increaſing of Virtue, at laſt they found that true which 
was fore-told, concerning the Deſtrution'otthemſelves and theic Country : For there 
was an old Propheſic, that when Sedition reigned amongſt them, and their own hands 
had violated the Temple of God'and holy things z then their City ſhould be deſtroyed 
by War, and their holy Places burned with fire, according to the manner and cuſtom 
of War.

BY Fohn who long ago aſpired to be Tyrant over all the reſt, could not endure

T laſt, $203 having tormented Matthias, put him to death notwithſtanding that 
by his means he had obtained the City, This Matthias was the Son of Beethus 
a Priett, whom the people for his fidelity rowards them greatly eſteemed : he ſeeing 
the outrages of the Zealots towards the people after Fobn was joyned with them, 
perſwaded the people to call in Simon to help them, conditioning nothing with him 
before, for that they miſdoubed no evil. And when he was come into the City, he 
held him for his Enemy as well as the reft 3 notwithſtanding, that by his only advice 


he was receiyed into the City, as though Matthias had only done it through weakneſs, M 
Wherefore calling him betore the people,he accuſed him that he favoured the Romans, 
and ſo condemned him to die, not ſuffering him to clear himſelf, And he putto 
. death likewiſe his three Sons with him, for the fourth was before this time fled to 
Titus. Matthias requeſted Simon that he might be put to death before his Sons : 
but Szm0n, 1n regard that by his means he had gotten the City, cauſed him to be ex- 


ecuted laſt of all, And ſo he was killed upon the murthered bodies of his Sons, in a 
place where the Romans might behold him : for ſo Simon commanded Ananus his 
Executioner, who was the Son of Bamadus, This man was the moſt cruel of all Simon's

to be buried, After them Anantas a Prieſt, the Son of Marbalus a Nobleman, and

This Caſtle is called Maſſads: The Captain of the Sicart- 
ans, named Eleazar, who commanded in it, was a very ftrong and valiant man, of the 
Tribe of Fu4z, who perſwaded a great many Fews, as is beforeſaid, not to enrol them- 
ſelves when Cyrenenr was Cenſor, and ſent to tax Fudea. For at that time the Sicari- 
ans had conſpired againſt thoſe that obeyed the Romans, and in all things uſed them 
like Enemies, taking and driving away their Goods, and firing their Houſes, affirming 
that they nothing differed from ſtrangers, who betrayed the liberty of their Country; 
rather than they would fight for it, and that they had rather they were on the Ry- 
mans fide. But this was only an excuſe to hide their avarice and injurious dealing, as 
the proof made manifeſt ; for they themſelves revolted and bore Arms againſt the Ry- 
mans, and their enterpriſes againſt the Romans were worſe than the reſt'; and when 
their firſt forged pretence was known and confuted, they raged more than before

the Eg yprians and Cha/aces; and they publithed ſome few writings,which are ſuppoſed 
i moſt ancient among the Greeks, and it is hardly believed alſo that they were 
written by, them., - What reaſon therefore have the Greeks to be ſo proud, as if there 
were,none, but themſelves only, who knew the affaires of Antiquity, and could exadly 
writethe truth thereof 5 Or who cannot eafily conjecture by their own Writers them- 
ſelves, that their Writings were founded only upon hearſay and ſuppoſition, and that 
they followed 'only. vain conjectures £ Hence it commeth to-paſs, that in their Books 
D they cavil and xeprove one another, and make no conſcience to maintain and write con- 
traditions about one and the ſame thing. | 
But it may be ſaid, that I ſhould oblige my felf to a fruitleſs labour, if I ſhould go 
about to inform thoſe who are better experienced than my felf, in how many points 
Helicanus differeth from 4cufilaus touching the Genealogies, in how many places Acu- 
flans bath corrected Herodotus, or how Ephores hath proved that Helicauns was a 'hiar 
in the greater part of that which he hath recited.

er than thoſe Nations above mentioned had) charging our High Priefts and Prophets 
ro execute this Office z which Cuſtorn/ hath been obſerved even until this Age, and (if 1 
may preſume ſo far) will be obferved im all ſucceeding Ages, as by my enſuing diſcourſe 
L will endeavobr to make manifeſt.

the four other Books, which make up the Number already mentioned, are known to 
contain holy Hymns made to the praiſe of God, and wholſome Precepts for mans life 


and converſation. AU things which from Arraxerxes until our time have hapned, are 


alſo ſer down in writing : yet the Books wherein they are. regiſtred, do not deſerve ſo 
much credit as the former of ancient times, for that there was no certain ſucceflion of 
Prophets in that Age. Moreover, it is evident, that to the former works, we give as 
great-credit as to things which we our ſelves write ; and notwithiianding they have 
been fo long written, yet in all that time no man durſt preſume either to alter or to blot 
our any thing therein contained, For all Jews even from their Cradle do believe theſe 


B Books to be ſacred and divine, and theretore give all credit poſlible unto them , yea, 


and would willingly fuffer death, rather than do the contrary. 
Many Captives of our Nation have been cruelly tormented, and divers ways pur 
to death in open Theaters, only for that they would not commit any thing either in The Few and 
word or deed againſt their Laws, nor violate the writings of their fore-fathers. Now Gems ns 
who amongſt the Greeks did ever ſuſtain the like * Nay, they are ſofar from doing it, gether. 
that none can be found among them, who would ſuffer any loſs in his goods or fortunes, 
to preſerveall the writings of their Nation from deſtruction : and the reaſon hereof is, 
becauſe eyery one eſteemeth the verity of their Hiſtories to depend upon the will of the 


Writer, And this they do alſo concerning their moſt ancient Hiſtorians ; and not 


C without cauſe: for they every day ſce men of their own times writing Hiſtories of mat-

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Thus (as I thought neceſſary) 1 have made a digreſſion, to ſhew how they areable to 14 
pcrtorm their word, who diſcrediting my Hiſtory, promiſe to ſer down the truth in 
writing, I have alſo ſufficiently (as I think) demonſtrated, that the regiſtring of things 
is more ancient among(t other Nations, than amongſt the Greeks. I will now firſt of 
all diſpute againſt thoſe, who labour to prove our Nation of no Antiquity, becauſe {as 

Two things they {ay) no Greek Writer maketh any mention of it. This done, 1 will bring forth proof 
—_ ® andteſtimony of the Antiquity thereof out of other Writers z and ſo I will ſhew that 
their malice, who ſeek to diſcredit our Nation, Firſt therefore, our Nation neither 
inhabitech a Country 'bordering upon the Sea, nor are wedelighted in merchandiſe, 
The Jews care BE for this cauſe wearied with pilgrimages from place to place. But our Cities lye far 
eo bring up from the Sea, in a molt fertile ſoil, which we cultivate with all induſtry ; and our 1 
ther Clare. whole endeavours are how to get food for our Children, and to keep our country Laws, 


Jews hadno andto Jeave to our poſterity the knowledg of Piety z in which work we think all our 
need 10 2 Age ought tobe employed. Beſide all this, we have a form of living, different from 
Grecjaus. All other Nations. All which concurring together, we had no need to traffick with 

the Greeks, as the Egyptians and the Phenicians do, who give themſelves to bargainin 
and merchandiſe only for the covetouſneſs of money, Neither were our Anceſtors 
delighted in thefts and robberies , nor did our Fathers make war upon any Nation, for 
deſire of larger poſſeſſhons : notwithſtanding our Country was Faraiſhed with many 
thouſands of ſtrong warlike men, Wheretore the Phenicians ſailing to the Greeks to 
trafick with them, they were thus made known to them ; and by them the Egyptians, K 
and all other Nations, ſailing upon the Seas, brought Merchandiſe into Greece. The 
Medes alſo and Perfianswere known to them, after ſuch time as they reigned over 
Aſia, and the Perſians brought wareven into Exrope. 

Moreover, the Greeks knew the | Thracians, becauſe they were their Neighbours ; 
and the Scyrhians, by failing to Pontus ;, and finally, all that were diſpoſed to write, 
knew all the Nations bordering cither upon the Eaſtern and Weſtern Seas ; but ſuch 
as dwelt far from the Sea-coaſt, were long time unknown ; as alſo appears in Europe : 
For neither Thucidides nor. Herodotus, nor any other of that time, make any mention 
of Rowe ; notwithſtanding that ſo long lince it was mighty, and made ſo great Wars: 

The Romans becauſe it was but lately that the Greeks heard of it, Yea, their moſt exa&t Writers, L 
were lately 5 and particularly Ephorus, were ſo ignorant of the French and Spaniards, that they 
Greeks, thought the Spanrards tobe a People only denominated from one City, wherein they 
aver wat inhabited z whereas the' whole World now knoweth them to inhabit avaſt Country, 
:eport $p44nro and 4 great part of the Weſtern World. Likewiſe the ſaid Greek Writers relate the 
be only on® manners of the foreſaid People to be. ſuch, as neither are, nor were ever uſed among

them. And the only cauſe why they were ignorant of the Truth, was the diſtance of 
place; and theſe Writers would ſeem to tell ſomething, which others of former time 
had not ſpoken of. No marvel therefore though our Nation was unknown, and none 
of them in their Writings made any mention of us, being both ſo far from the Sea, and 
living after adiffercnt manner, 

Suppoſe theretore I ſhould deny the Greeks to be of any antiquity z and to prove my 
aſſertion ſhould conclude their Nation to be modern, becauſe our Hiſtories make no 

Acomcrrs ro Mention of them; would they not laugh at this reaſon, and.uſe the Teſtimony of their 
ove the pov np Nations to prove their Antiquity ?., | I therefore may argue in like manner, 
Jew: 9: moe andule the Teſtimony of the Egyprians and Phenicians, whoſe Record the Greeks can- 
the Greets, not deny. For all the Egyptians in general are our Enemies z and among the Phe- 
nicians they eſpecially of Tyre ; which I cannot juſtly ſay. ofthe Chaldces, who havings 
becn Princes over our Nation, and becauſe of their affinity and alliance with our 
Countrymen, have in their Chronicles made mention of the Fews. When I have 
proved what I now aver, and refeld the ſlanderous reports againſt us, I will then alſo N 
thew who amongſt the Greeks have ſpoken of us, that ſo the Greeks may alſo be deprived 
of this ſhift and retuge, to excuſe their malicious lies fally forged againſt our Nation. 
And firſt of all I will begin with the Writings of the Egyprians, who, as they well know,

thus (I,will ſet down his awa Wards, becaufe I uſe them as a witneſs, ) We have 4 

King (ſaith he) yamed Timaus , in whoſe Reign God. being angry with us, contrary to all 

expeitation, an obſcure People took courage, came from the Eaft, and pitching their Tents 
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A in our Country, over-ran it, and no man reſiſted them; and committino our Princes to 

bonds, they burnt our Cities, and deſtroyed the Temples of our gods, and behaved themſelves 
moſt cruelly agarnſt the Inhabitans, killing many of them, and making Slaves of the yeſt, 
with their Wives and Children : Finally, they choſe a King of their own, and gave him the 
Government of our Country ; his Name was Saltis, who coming to Memphis made the 


higher and lower Provinces Tributaries, leaving Garriſons in the ſtrong holds, and fortify. $:11s (vbdued 
ing certain places in the Eaſt: And weighing with himſelf that the Aſſyrians were more poten ** E9Vean% 


than he, and would in probability invade his Country, he found out in this Province an an- 
cient City called Saite fit for his purpoſe, as being ſcituate on the Eaſt fide of the River Bu- 
baſtis, which by an ancient Divine was called Avaris ; he repaired this City, compaſſed it 
with vaſt Walls, and put a Gariſon in it of two hundred thouſand armed men. valtis 
made this incurſion in harveſt #ime, to the intent that he might both pay his Souldiers, and 
be a terrour unto pot and after he had reigued nineteen years, he dicd, 

Afrer him ſucceeded another King called Boz, who reigned four and forty years : 
next to him Aphinas, who reighned thirty fix years and ſeven months : rhen Aphoſis, 
who reigned threeſcore and one years : and then Iandas, who reigned tifty years and 
one month : after them alſo reigned A!ſis nine and forty years and two-months , and 
theſe {tx were the firſt Kings amongſt them, ever deſtroying and warring upon the E- 
pyptians, and labouring to extinguiſh their race, This Nation was called Hzcſos, which **$ 
Hgnifieth Kings ſhepherds: For Hi in the ſacred Tongue, fignifieth a King, and S's 
a Shepherd or ſhepherds, according to the common ſpeech, and Hzicſos is a compound 
word, Some ſay thele People! were Arabians: but in other Copies I find that 7icfos 
15 not interpreted Kings ſhepherds, but ſhepherds that were Captives: For Hic, and 
Hac alſo when it is pronounced, doth in the Egyptian tongue ſignify a Captive ; and 
this latter expoſition ſeemeth to me to be the trueſt, for-ir-is more agreeable with the 
Hiſtory, Wherefore Mazethos reporteth theſe foreſaid Kings and Shepherds to have 
ruled Egypt five hundred and cleven years : and after theſethe King of Thebes, and the © 
King of the Rekdue of Bgypr, uniting their forces, invaded the ſaid Shepherds, had 
great and long Wars with thera, and that the ſaid Shepherds were overcome by the King 
Alisfragumrhoſis jthat then they loſt all Egypt which had been in their power, & that they 
) were ſhut up in a place called Avarus containing ten thoufand acres of ground, which, 
as Mznethon reporteth, theſe Shepherds enyfxoned round'ubout with a huge Wall, tg 
the end thar 'their” whole Proviſion might' be within their Fortifications, and the prey, 
whichthey got, ina condition £0 be detended, That Themeſis Son of the ſaid: Alisfras 
gumthoſis endeavoured by torceto ſubdue them; and for this cauſe befieged- them with 
tour hundred and 80000 men : © That atlaſt deſpairing to take themby torce, he oa» 
pitulated with chem that they ſhould ſately depart out of Egypr whither they would ; 
and thar they upon theſe Conditions together with all their Familics-and Goods, and 
Cattel;departed ont of Fygypr intothe Wilderneſs, and ſo-into Syria, being in tum: 
ber two hundred 'and forty thouſind, and' that fearing the puiſſance of the Aﬀyrians, 
who at that rime reigned in Aſia, they builded a'City inthe Country now called Judza, 
whichthey made ſo large, that 4t might receive them all; and this City they called 
Feriſalem, Further, the ſaid Manerhon in another Book of the Egyptian Afﬀeairs 
ſaith,” That in the holy Writings , he finaeth the fereſaid Shepherds called Captives, where- 
in hefaith true. ' For.our Anceſtors were worit to feed cartel,” and ſo leading a paſto- 
ral life, were called Shepherds, neither are they unjuſtly called Captives : For our fore- 
Father Joſeph told che King of Egypt that he wasa Captive;z-and long time after called 
his Brethren into" Egypr by the Kings Command ; but we':will hereafter examin this 
point more ſtraitly : Twill now<cite the Teſtimony of the Egyptians concerning-this 
poine . _ relate the words of Manethor touching the time when this befel, who ſaith

After that the Nation of Shepherds were departed out of Epypt unto Fernſalem, King 
Themoftz who drave them out of the Land, reigned twenty five years aud tour months, 
andthen-died: And his Son Chebron ſucceeded him, who rexgned rhirteen years, and 
after him Amenophris twenty years and ſeven months, next, his Siſter Ameſſes one and 
twenty years and nine months, then reigned Mephros twelve years and nine months, 
and Mephamutheſis twenty five years and ten months, Thewoſis nine years and eight 
months, Amenophis thirty years and ten months, Or«s thirty fix years and five months, 

after himhis Daughter Achemcheyes, twelve years and one- month, and the Brother of 
Rathotis nine years, Achencheres twelve years and five months, another Achcucheres 
twelve ycars and three months, Armais Pi years and -one month, Armeſis one year 
and four months, frmeſeſmianm threeſcore and fix years and twomonths, Amenophis 
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se/hoſur King Hineteen years and fix months. Moreover, that Sethoj;s having prepar'd a huge Army H 
ef £217: both of foot and horſe, and a Navy at Sea, left the Government of Egypt unto his Bro- 
Armas Go. ther Armais, inveſting him with ſqveraign Authority, only he forbad him to wear the 
ecmour v5 Crown, and to oppreſs the Queen who was Mother to his Children, commanding him 
 alfoto abſtain from his Concubines. Afﬀeer which Sethoſis himſelf went to Cyprus and 
Phenicia againſt the Aſſyrians and Medes, and ſubdued them, partly by the ſword, 
partly by the fear of his power and greatneſs : and being tranſported with his ſucceſs, 
he advanced againſt the Eaſtern Country, and deſtroyed with fire and ſword the Cities 
and Provinces of that place: and ſpending much time in theſe Wars, his brother Ay. 
mais whom he left in Fgypr,did without fear commit all that he forbad himto do: for he 
oppreſſed the Queen violently,and daily lay withthe reſt of the —_ Concubines, and I 
being counſelled by his friends he put a Crown upon his head, and rebelled againſt his 
Brother:of which he who was then Chief of the Egyptians holyCuſtoms,ſentLetters unto 
Sethoſis, containing all that had happened, and how Armas had rebelled againſt him : 
Whereupon . Thar Sethofis returning to Peluſia, recovered his own Kingdom, and by his name it was 
Nome.

And again making mention of the ſame Ezetias, he ſaith, This man being in reputa- 
tiox and honour, and comverjing with us, by the help of ſome about him, aeclared all things 
wherein we and this Nation differ, and ſhewed unto us the place of his dwelling, and the man- 
ner of his converſation, which he had inwriting. 

After thi:, Hecateus ſheweth what manner of People we are, and how religious in our L 
Laws, and how chat we will rather endure all torments and death it ſelf, than wiolate 
them in any thing, and that we account ir a worthy thing ſo to do : adding morcover, 
That being much hated of our neighbours, and having ſuffered all Contumelies both ar 
the hands of the Perſian Kings, and their Officers, yet we could not be forced to change 
our Opinions, but that we are continually exerciſed to give a reaſon thereof. He allo 
recordeth au example of the conſtancy ot our mindes : For Alexander ( quoth he) being 
at Babylon, and purpeſing to re-edifie the Temple of Bell, commanded all his Souldiers to car- 
ry Timber to the building thereof 4, and the Jews only diſobeying bis command, endured many 
ftripes and torments; till ſuch tixze as the King freed them from it : And they ({aith he ) re- 
turning to their own Country, deſtroyed all the Temples and Altars that they found there, and M 
ſome of them were by the Officers therefore puniſhed, others eſcaped free : Adding, That we 
may juſtly be admired for theſe things, and that our Nation is exceeding populous. He ſhews 
likewiſe that many of us were carried Captives into Babylon, and there ſerved the Perlians. 
And that many mire were aiſperſt into Egypt after Alexanders death for 4 tumult begun in 
SyTia. 

: He alſo recordeth the greatneſs of our Country, and the fertility thereof. They inha- 
bit (ſaith he) Country that hath almoſt thirty hundred thouſand acres of moſt fertile ground ;

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A 4s I went ( faith he) to the Red Sea, 4 certain Jew, one of the Horſemen that conduit 
e4 us, named Molollamus, 4 couregious man, and one who excelled all Archers elſe, both Greeks 
audi other Nations ; This Few (every one haſting on forward of his Journey, and being will d 
by a' Soothſayer to ſtand) as ked, for what canſe the multitude layed and went not forward : 
Preſently ih Soothſayer ſhewed him a Bird, which he diligently viewed, and told the Jew 
that if that Bird aid ſtand ſtill in the place, then it was expedient for them to ſtand, and if the 
Bird did mount up aud flic, that then they ought to pars on forward, but if it flew towards 
phe place from whence they came, that then it was wiſdom to retire.

- This man ſpeaking of Szra- 
tontce, how leaving her husband Demetrius, the came 1nto Syria, and how Seleucrzs would 
not marry her as the hoped ( who having an Army at Baby/on, warred againſt Antioch, 
and had taken the City ) and that ſhe fled into Selucia, whereas ſhe might have made a 
C ſpeedier eſcape bywater (but was forewarned to the contrary in a ſleep ) and that ſhe was 
there taken and died, &c. Agatarchiaes, having uſed this Preface, and inveighed again(t 
Stratonices ſuperſtition,/aſerh an Examyle of our Nation;on this manner : The People 
that are called Fews, inhabit a moſt trong City, which they all Jeruſalem ; theſe People are 
wort to reſt upon the ſeventh day,” and do neither bear Arms, wor till their Grounds, wor any 
other buſineſs on that day, but their cuſtom is to remaingn\ their Temple, and there with 
ſtretched ont armes continue in prayer till night: :\Aud ſoupbn 4 time, they perſevering in that 
foolery, whilſt they ſhould have defended their City,,Prolomeus Lagus entred it with a great 
Army, and greatly Iyrannized over them, inſkxutting them experignee., that the ſolemn ty 
appointed by their Law, was prejudicial unto them... Such like Ghurches as this did teach 
D them and all Nations elſe to flie unto dreams, which their Law teacheth,; » neither conſiaering 
thit humane polity cannot prevail againſt that which wauſt neceſſarily happen. Agatarchides 
thovght this which he reports of us to be ridiculous but. they that weigh it with indif- 
ferency, ſhalt perceive that/it is greater commendatian.o our Nation, who rather ſuffer 
their Country and ſafety to be loſt and endamaged, than to violate the Laws of God;

Succeſſors in the ſame time that Hecatens lived; and being a friend to-King Antigens, 
and Preſident of Syr:4, never-mentioneth as in all his Hiſtory; notwiehſtanding he was 
brought up almoſt in out Country , whereas Hecatrus writ an entire Book of us; ſo 
different are the minds of men : for one of them thought our Nation worthy to be dili-

He therefore firlt of all ſetteth down a ridiculous cauſe of this forementioned fici- | 


on; which was, that King Amerophis was delirous to fee the Gods : What Gods do you 
think £ He could already ſee the Ox, the Goat, the Crocodile, and the Munky, but 
the God of Heaven how could he ſee 2 And why had Amenophis this deſire  Forſooth 


becauſe a certain King one of his Predecefſors had ſeen them ; he theretore knowing by 


him what things they were, and how he came tothe fight of them, needed tio new de- 
vice to accompliſh his defire : But perhaps the foreſaid Prophet was a Man of great 
wiſdom, by whom the King had confidence to artain his defire ; if fo he had been, how 
chancethir that he'was ſo unwiſe not to petceive, that it was an impoſſible thing to ſa- 
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tisfie the Kings defire ? for that wich he promiſed was not b.ought to paſs, Or what 14 

reaſon woved him to think that che Gods were inviſible, becauſe of che Leproſie and 
inficn.ity ot the people? The Gods are offended with mens impieries, not with the defects 
of their bodies. And how was it poſhble that at one inftant fo many thouſand Lepers 
and infirm perſons ſhould be gathered together ? or wherein did not the King obey the 
Prophet 2 He commanded that the Lepers and infirme perſons ſhould be exiled the 
Country, and the King did not baniſh them the Country, but ſent them to hew Stones, 
as though he had needed workmeo, acd not purpoſed to cleanſe the Country from Le- 
pers. Laſtly,he faith,that the,Propher foreſecing that Egype was to ſuffer,and fearing the 
wrath of the Gods, killed himſelf, and left his mind in a Book written unto the King, 
How chanced ic chen that theProphet didnot at firſt foreſee his own death, and fo oppoſe I 
himſelf to the Kings deſire to ſee the Gods? Or wherefore did he fear ſuch calamities as 
were not to fall in his life ? or what great miſery hanged over his head, which might 
worthily cauſe him to kill himſelf to prevent it ? But ler us hearthat which ftollowerh, 
more ſottiſh than all the reſt. 

Manethon's The Kiog ({ ſaith he ) hearing this, and ftriken with fear, did not however expel

a City, wherein before time the Shepherds did inhabit, called Avarrs ; whereinto 
being come» they made a Prieſt of Hel:opo/ts their Princes who deviſed Laws for 
them : commanding them neither to adore the Gods, nor to abſtain from offering vi- 
olence to ſuch beaſts as amongſt the Egyptians are ſacred, but that they ſhould kill and y 
ſpoil all things, that they ſhould marry with none but ſuch as were their confederates, 

| that he bound the people with an oath ro keep thoſe Laws, and that they fortified Ava- 

r45 to fight againſt the King, Adding moreover, that he ſent to Feruſalen for help, 
promiſing to yield Avarrs unto them, being a place ſometime poſlefled by their An- 
ceſtors, and that rhey from that place leading their Forces, might eaſily ſubdue all Z- 
£ypt : he then faich, that the Egyptian King Amenophis came againſt them with 300000; 
and yet,for thathe would not ftrive againſt the decree of theGods, he fled into Zrbropia, 
and carried with him Apz and other Holy Beaſts, and that the inhabitants of Jersſalem 
coming dowa invaded the Land, fired the Towns and Cities,flew their Nobles, uſed all 
ſorts of cruelty poſſible, and that the Priefts name, who made Laws and Statutes for 
them to live under, was one of Heltopolis, Oſar/ipbus by name, deriving the ſame from 
Oſirss, the God of Helzopoly : and that this man, changing his vame, was afterward 
Called Moſes, . 

Moreover, that Amenophts, having lived in baniſhment thirty years, came with a 
ſtropg power out of Zth:opra, and fighting with the ſhepherds and polluted, he flew 
many of them, and put the reſt to flight, purſuing them unto che borders of Syrzs. 
Manethon remembreth not, that here again he telleth a very unlikely tale: for although 
the Lepers and impoteat peiſons were offended with the King for appointing them to 
hew Stones; yet ir is to be thought that receiving their own defire at the Kings hands 
afterwards, to wit, a City to dwell in, chat then they again became the Kings well-wil- 

lers, Suppoſing alſo thei hatred ſtill continued towards him, they rather ſhould have M 
attempted revenge by treaſon againſt him, than towards all their Nation, wherein they 
had many dear friends and alliance. And although they had purpoſed to War againſt 
theſe men,yet would they not have been ſa impious as to have rebelled againſt cheGods, 
and to have viclated the Laws where in they were brought up.

How can it then be probable, that to his own prejudice and diſcredit he would have xg-pian | 
enaQed fuch Laws? And ,as to what he ſays about changing his name Oſarfph into fengue fignie

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Hrice honoured and beloved Epaphroditus, I have in my former Books, 
ſo far forth as I was warranted by truth, proved. the : Antiquity ;of 
our Nation out:of the Writings of the- Phanicians, Chaldees, and 
Egyptians: Andior the further confirmation thereof,. I have: pro+ 
duced the Tettimony of divers Greek Authors, Furthermore, I have 
oppoled my ſelf againſt Manethor, and Cheremon, and divers others. 

It remains now that I conyince thoſe who defied me more particularly, and pivean p 
Appion wrote anſwer to Appion, though indeed I am ſcarce ſatisfied that he deſerves it. For as touch- 
——_ ing part of what he hath written, it ſeemeth to be one & the ſame with that which the 
' reſt have written ; And as touching the reſt, itis very cold and barren, The greateſt 
part thereof is ſtuffed with follies and detraQtions, and betrayeth his ignorance, ſhew- 
ing him to be a Man both looſe in condition, and turbulent in his life, And foraſmuch 
as divers men are ſo weak in theirjudgments, that they rather ſuffer themſelves to be 
won by theſe follies, than to be wrought upon by that which is writcen with better 
conſideration, vainly doting on detrations, and growing diſcontent to give car to 
other mens well deſerved praiſes : I have thought'it neceſſary to examine his Labours, 
the rather, for that he hath written againſt us, as if he intended to accuſe us before a , 
Tribunal, and convict us by publick trial. Forl ſee that it is an ordinary courſe for 
the moſt part of men, to hug and take pleaſure, though perhaps he that beginneth to 
blame another man, is himfalf convicted and_tound guilty of thoſe defaults, which he 
imputcth and objecteth againſt his Adverſary. | 
The Diſcourſe of this Appioz is ſo difficult and perplexed, that 'tis no eaſy matter to 
underſtand -what-he-means: For *&with-the incoherencies of his 
ſtories, ſometimes herelates the departure of our Anceſtors out of Egypt according to 
the deſcription of thoſe, whom I have confuted before. Sometimes he calumniates the 
Jews of Alexandria, and ſometimes condemnes the ceremonies of our Temple, and 
our whole Doctrine and Religion. N 
Now that our Predeceſſors have not taken their original out of Egype, neither have 
Apron con- beendriven from thence for any infirmity, or deformity: of their Bodies, or for any 
_—_ Arſe; Wound, Ulcer, or Pollution, I ſuppoſe that I have not only ſufficiently proved, bur 
and the Jews. | .

alſo produced tar more Arguments than was requiſite. I will therefore briefly report 
« and repeat that which Approx alledgeth : For in the third Book of his Egyptian Hiſto- 
ry, he writes thus : Moſes, as I have heard it from moſt ancient Egyptians, was born 
at Heliopol:s, and being inſtructed in the faihions of his Country, ſuch Prayers as were 
wont to be ſaid in open places and abroad, he cauſed to be ſaid in private within the 
City, and ordained that in praying they ſhould turn themſelves towards the riling Sun, 
(for ſuch is the ſituation of the City Helipolis) and inſtead of Obeliſques or Pyramides, © 
he erc&ed certain Pillars, under which there were certain ingraven Baſons, on which

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A the ſhadow hapning to fall ( che place wherein they (tood being uncovered and in open 
air ) they obſerved the ſame courſe that the Sun doth in the Firmament, See here what 


eloquence this lezrned Man uſed. 


Now this lye of his needeth no words torefute it, ſecing it is clearly refelled by the <on<cming 
effects. For when Moſes firſt built char Tabernacle in honour 'of God, he had no ſuch hv wy is 
intent, nor faſhioned any ſuch form, / neither ordained his Succeſlours todo the like : refured- + 
And after this when as So/omon builded the Temple in Feruſalem, he never thought of 
any ſuch curiokty as Appion forgeth, He faith that he hath been informed by thoſe of 
Antiquity, that Moſes was' a Heliopolitan: for you muſt nnderſtand that Appion him- 
ſelf was young, and believed the relation of the aged ſort of his acquaintance, which 
converſed familiarly with him , -yet- cannot this learned Grammarian jultifie, where Ho- 
mer was born, neither from what Country Pythagores came, although in reſpe&; they 
lived but yeſterday: And as touching Moſes, who lived ſo many ages, and fo grear a 
number of years before them, he decideth the matter ſo ealily, and giveth credit to the 
reports of Antiquity ſo ſlightly, that it appeareth moſt manifeſt, that he is bur a lyar; 

As touching the time wherein he ſaith rhat Moſes led away the Blind, Leprous, 'and 


Lame, this diligent Author accordeth very willingly with that which he himſelf harh 


ſaid. For Maxethon ſaith, that the Jews departed out of Egypr about the Reigs of 7'* _ 


Themoſis, three hundred ninety ſix years before Danaus fled out of Greece,  Ly/ima- 
chus faith, that this thing happened during King Bocehores time, that is co ſay, 
one thouſand and ſeven hundred years before that time. Myloy allo and ſome others 
have alledged their Opinions. But Appion, who pretendeth to be a Man of more cre- 
dit than thereſt, hath preciſely and exactly ſet down the time, averring that our de- 
parture was about the ſeventicth Olympiad : Nay more, in the firſt year thercof; 
wherein, as he faith, Carthage was builded by the Phoenicians. Now hath he purpoſe- 
ly made mention of Carthage in this place, as an infallible argument of the truth of his 
Allegation, not conſidering that he draweth an argument againſt bimſelf, by which 
himtelfmay beconvinced,, For, if we may give credit to the Phoenician Chroniclers 
as touching this Colony, it appeareth by- them, that King Hyram lived more than one 
hundred and fifty years before the foundation of Carthage. The truth whereof 1 have 
D heretofore proved out of the words of the” Phuenicians, who report that Hyran was in 
amity with So/omox, who builded the Temple of Fers{alem , and that he furnitned him 
with much Timber and other matter toward the finiſhing of that building. Now Solo- 
mon builded the Femple fix hundred and twelve years after the departure of the 1ſrac- 
lices out of Egypt. And after he had inconliderately reckoned the number of thoſe 


which were driven out of Egypt, in like manner as Lyſimachus had done, namely; of The Bzyyjrians 


one hundred and ten thouſand men, he yielded a mott admirable. reaſon, and ſuch as 
may be ealily believed: From whenee he pretcndeth that the name of Sabbath was de- 
rived, For (ſaith he) after they had travelled for the ſpace of ſix days, there grew 
certain inflammations in their Groins, by reaſon whereof- they reſted on the ſeventh 
day, being ſafely artived in the Country which at this day is called Fudga, becauſe the 
Egyptians call Sabbatofis an Ulcer that groweth about the Groin, 

Can any man read theſe ſtories without laughter, or indeed indignation, to ſee a 
grave Author aver ſuch trifles with that impudence and Authority 5 How improbable 
3s it, that 110000 men ſhould at one time be infected with the ſame diſeaſe ? and it they 
were made up of blind, and lame, and other infirmities ( as he affirms in another place) 
how could they have been able to have marched one day in a deſert? or how Ac} they 
have been able to have fought,much lefs ſubdued the Nations that oppoſed them « Can 
it be naturally believed of ſogreat a multitude © or can it without great abſurdity. be 
imputed to accident? Yet Appzon affirms, that theſe 110000 men arrived all of them 
* in Judzs; and that Moſes being yet upon the Mount Sina ( which in thoſe parts parts 
Egypt and Arahia ) he continued there privately forty days; and when be came down; 
he delivered thoſe Laws to the Jews which are till obſerv'd : Upon which I would be 


reſolved in two things ; How it was poſſible for ſo great a number of men to croſs ſo juuncy is - 
vaſt a deſert in fix days? and how hegouldſubliſt torty days in a place ſo wild and bars 


ren, thatthere was not ſo muchas water to be found tor his retrethmenc 2? 

His Etymologie of the word Sabbath is {o idle and impertinent, 1t can proceed from 
nocking but ignorance and folly : for theſe words Savbo and Sebbattm do greatly differ: 
Sabbatum wy Fews language, fignifierh reſt from work : but Sabbo in the Egyptian 
tongue, betokenerh a Diſeaſe about the privy parts, as Appioz ſaith; Sex here what 
cavilling fictions this Egyptian Appion uſethi concerning Moſes, and our departure out 
of Feypt: wherein he counterfeiteth.and coineth abſurdities unthought of by any ar 
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4/0734 deni» Shall we then wonder it he belie our forefathers, who maketh no bones to belie him- 
pep Origin, ſelf 2 tor being born at Oafis, a Town in Egypt, he forſweareth his Country and Na- 
tion, and counterfciting himſelfto be an A/exandrian,ratifieth his Nations wickedneſs, 
No marvel then, though he tearm them Egyptians,whom he hated and railed againſt; for 


if he had not been perſivaded that the Egyptrans were wicked baſe people, he would ne- 


ver have denied himſelf co be their Country-man : for ſuch as. proudly boaſt of their

famous Country, eſteem it a credit to bear the denomination thereof, and reprehend 


ſach, as without juſt cauſe make themſelves of their Nation. Wherefore the Egyprians 
are one of. theſe two ways affeted towards us Fews, either they claim us to be their 
Country-men, as glorying in us and their Country , or elſc they and their Country be- 


ing infamous, they defire that we ſhould be partakers of their ignominy. But indeed I 


this worthy Appion ſeemeth ſo to inveigh againſt us, as thereby rewarding the Alexandy;-

40715 But let us examine thoſe heinous and enormous matters (and as he ſaith) ſuch as are 
drians. not to be ſuffered, of which he accuſeth the Alexandrian Fews. Comin ( quoth he } 
Too out of Syria, they ſeated themſelves near the Sea coaſt in a place obrre than the Sea came 


up, there was no Harbour. | 
Now if this place which they inhabited were ignominious, yet it followeth not thac 
the Jews own Country was ſoalſo : yea herein Appron raileth againſt Alexandria,which 
he maketh his own Country : For the Sea-coaſt is part of Alexandria, and, asall men 
judge;the beſt place to dwell in. Now if the Jews by force of Arms ſo vanquiſhed this 
place, that they could never fince be driven out ot ity 1t 1s no diſcredit to them, but 
rather an argument of their valour, But Alexander gave them that place co. inhabit, 
and the Macedonians did allot them as great Priviledges as the Alexandrians had. I 
know not what Appron would have ſaid, if the Jews had dwelt about MNecropo/is, their 
The Iiverties Tribes being even at this time called Macedonians, It therefore Appion have read the 
& granted un. E-piltles of King Alcxander, and Ptolomens Lagus,or others their Succeſſors Kings of E- 
to the Jews. 5 324, or ſeen the Pillars that are erected in A/exanaria, containing the priviledges that 
Ceſar the Great granted unto the Jews : if (I ſay) he knew of theſe, and yer did pre- 


ſume to write the contrary, then he was partial and not tobe believed, and if he was 


ignorant hercof, he was then unlearned and as incredible on the other fide. 

The like ignorance alſodiſcovereth he, where he wondereth that the Jews in A/exan- 
aria were called Alexandrians: For an entire Colony, though of different Nations, 
do all bear the name of their founder ;- and,that I may ſhun prolixity, the Jews of 4»- 
tioch arecalled Antiochians 5 Seluceus the Founder having made themalſo Citizens : the 
Jike may be ſaid of the Jews of Epheſus, and of the other of Ioxia, who by the Kings 
Gifts enjoy the ſame priviledges with the reſt of the Citizens, 


The Romans alſo of their Clemency have granted the name of their Nation, which 


is no ſmall gifr, not only to private perſons, but to great Nations in general. 

To be ſhort, the ancient Spaniards, the Tyrrhenes and Sabres are called Romans , 
or if Appiox will take away this denomination of the City wherein men inhabit, let him 
ceaſe to call himſclfan Alexandrian; tor he being born in the heart of Egyps, can in 
no wiſe be an Alexandrian if the priviledge of the City be taken away from him, as 
he would have it from us, 

And the Lords of the whole World, the Romans, have amongſt all other Nations on- 

\ Ty prohibited the Egyptians from having the priviledges of any City : and fo this 
Gentleman being himſelf incapable of dignity, endeavyoureth likewiſe to hinder them 
from it who have true right unto it, 
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Alexander. For Alexander labouring with all diligence to build that City, did not make choice N 


of us for want of People to furniſh the ſame withal ; bur for that he beſtowed the liberty 
thercot upon us as a reward and teſtimony of our virtue and fidelity, endeavouring 
indeed to honour and credit our Nation thereby : For Hecatews reporteth that Alex- 
ander, for the Jews good ſervice and fidelity, beſtowed upon them the Country of 
Samaria, and treed them from paying tribute for it,

But Appion knew 
that almoſt all the Macedonian Kings, his Succeſſors in order, did peculiarly affect our

Ptolomens alſo, firnamed Philometor, and his Wife Cleopatra committed the Rule of 4 Prolomem 
his whole 9g wm unto the Fews, and Onizs and Doſitheus, both Jews, were Generals mma 


of his Army, from whoſe credit Appron derrats; whereas he rather ought to have ad- 
mired chem, and have thanked them tordelivering Alexandria, whereof he makerh him- 
ſelfa Citizen, | ; | n 

For when there was a Rebellion in Cleopatra's Kingdom, and all was in peril to be 
deſtroyed, theſe two men delivered A/exanaria from Civil War : But Appiog ſaith, that 
after this Qzias came and brought a little Army into the Cityzat ſuch time as T?-mn3 the 
Roman Embaſſadout was there preſent. True it is, and that Fatt of his was moſt 
: For Prolomeus Phyſcon aiter the death of his Father Ptolomeus Philometor, coming out 
of Gyrexe, endeavoured to expel Queen Cleopatra and the Kings Sons, to the end that

he ( contrary to all juſtice ) might poſſcſs the Kingdom : and this was the cauſe why *b* Jews: 


Onias took Armes againſt him in Cloparra's behalf, not forſaking his fidelity 
unto Kings in the time of neceſſity : yet God himſelf did manifeſtly wirneſs his juſtice 
inthis action : . For when Prolomens Phyſcoy preſumed to fight againſt Ozias his Army, 


and tvok all the Jews, their Wives and Children that were in the City, and bound them, 


and ſtripping them naked caſt them before Elephants to be deſtroyed (and tothe intent 
that the Elephants might the rather tread upon them, made the ſaid Beaſts drunken ) 
all which fell out contrary 'to his expectation : for the Elephants forſaking the Jews 
which were caſt before them, felt upon Prolomens his friends that ſtood by, and flew 


many of them : which done, there appeared unto Prolomens a moſt horrible Viſion for- 
bidding him to harm. the Jews ; and his chiefeſt and beſt beloved Concubine alſo 
( whom ſome call Ithaca, others Herexe ) came unto him, and beſought him to abſtain 
from ſuch impiety : whereupon he being ſorry, did penance for that he had already 
committed, and that which he thought to commit : So that the Jews of Alexandria 
celebrate this day in remembrance, that upon it God did manifeſtly deliver them ; 
yet Appion ( who ſpeaketh well of no man ) accuſerh the Jews of impiety for bear- 
ing Arms againſt Phyſcoz, whereas indeed he ought rather tv have commended them 


tor it. : 


But Appion extolleth Cleopatra the laſt Queen of Alexaxaria, only for that ſhe was Of cleorarr 
unjuſt and ingrateful unto us ; when he rather ought to have reproved her, in whom *b*{+{t Quen 


all Impiety and wickedneſs reigned,both concerning her own kindred and her husbands 
who loved her, and alſo generally againſt all the Romans, and the Emperours his Bene- 
factors, She kill'd her own fiſter Arſeve in the Temple, who had not any ways offend- 
ed her ; ſhe alſo treacherouſly flew her own Brother,” and deſtroyed her Anceſtors gods 
and ſepulchres ; and receiving the Kingdom from the firſt Ceſays gift, ſhe ingratetully 
rebelled againſt his Son and Succeſſor ; and infecting Antony with her poyſoned drinks 
and amarous inchantments, ſhe made him rebel againſt his Country, and to be uncon- 
ſtant unto his own friends, depriving ſome of Kiogly dignity, and compelling others to 


be Inſtruments of her impiety. 


W hat elſe ſhall we ſay of her, whoin the Batrel by Sea forced Antonims her own hus- 
band (who alſo had many children by her) to yeild himſelf, the Empire and Army un- 
* tohetr, and become one of her followers * Laſtly, when Alexandria was taken by Ceſar, 
ſhe was ſo cruelly minded, that | not: remembring her own eſtate, ſhe accounted it her

Anmd we call great Ceſar himſelf to witneſs of our 
fidelity, and the ſervice we did him againſt rhe Egyptians, the Senate alſo and their De- 
| crees, and the Writings of Anguſtus Geſar, wherein our deſerts are teſtified, Theſe 
Letters Appiox ought to have read, and to have examined all Teſtimonies of us, which 
were left fir{it by Alexander, and then by all the Ptolomies. and what the Senate of Rome 
decreed, and the mighty Emperours- And if ſo be Germanicus could not get corn to 
Caffice all the Inhabitants of Alexandria, that was a token of ſcarcity and dearth, and 
not the J-ws tault. For what all Emperours thought ot the Alexanarian Jews itis ma- 
nifeſt cnovgh : for the Jews want of Corn was not only. left unſupplied, but alſo the. 
want of other Alexandrians. But they have alwayes kept that wherewith the ancient

They therefore were Authors of thoſe troubles, not having the Government 
rreching Of the Macedonians, no! the wiſdom of the Greeks ; but ufing their Egyptian manners, 
pk ae being and renewing their old hatred againſt us, and that wherewithal they hit us in the teeth, 
won "es. befalleth them : for molt of them not having the priviledges of the City themſelves, call L 
-ndri is con- ſtrangers that have them, For none of the ancient Kings beſtowed the liberty of 
P. the City upon the Egyptians, neither have any of the Emperors of Rowe beſtowed the 
priviledge, But Alexander himſelf brought us into the City ; the Kings after himen- 
creaſed more priviledges ; and it hath p caſed the Roman Emperour to ratifie and con- 
firm them, 
But ppion upbraids us for not ereing Statues to the Emperours, as, —_ the 
The Romans Emperours knew not hereof, or that they needed Appion to ſpeak for them : whereas

magnanimity he ſhould rather adinire the Roman magnanimity, and modeſty, who compel not their

have volmag;s BUT Our excellent Law-maker forbad all kind of Images, as well of inanimate as ani- 
mate Creatures ({ not having at that time the leaſt thought or roſpe of the Roman Em- 

; pice) becauſe our God being incotporeal and ſpiritual, could not be reduced to humane 
vo Emperors FEPLEſentation, without great inconvenience ; nevertheleſs he did not forbid us from 
andMagilirarcs Paying honour and reſpect toſuch great perſons, as being next in their places, may de- N 
oughr to. be  ſeryEthe next honour to what'is due to the Gods : and ſuch is the reverence that we pay 

to the Emperours and People of Rome ; and, as a teſtimony of it, a day doth not paſs;in 

which we do not offer up Sacrifice (at our own Expence )) for their ſafety and proſpe- 

rity ; which is moxe than we do for any other Prince or Nation in the World. 

"And let this ſuffice to anſwer that which Appion alledgeth againſt rhe Fews of Alexan- 

aria : yet can I not.but admire at them who gave him this occaſion; namely Poſidowtus 
the -c of ro- and Apollonius Molon,who accule us for not worſhipping'the ſame gods that others do, 
gooratedhe alchough they lye all alike,ſlandring our Temple moſt abſurdly : and yer for all this they . 
ons the do not believe thar they herein commit any impiety : whereas 1t is a molt 1gnominious

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A all the world forſanQtity, For Appion aftirmeth that the Jews in that ſacred Temple ' 
placed the head of an Aſs, and worthipped it moſt religiouſly, And this (quoth he) was 
»:.anifeſtly known at ſuch time as Antiochus Epiphanes ſoiled that Temple, who found that

To this firſt ſlander I anſwer, That were that true which he reporteth, yet an Egyp- An anfver ts 
tian ought not to have ſpoken againſt us for it, ſeeing that an Aſs is of no leſs worth ke? Toy 
than a Goat, and other bruit beaſts that they honour tor Gods, | head. 

Is it poſſible he ſhould be fo blind as not to perceive, that never any fable was more 
evidently abſurd ? every body could tell him that we have conſtantly uſed the ſame Laws 
without the leaſt change or alteration. Nevertheleſs though Feruſalen has had her 

B misfortunes as well as other Ciries, and has been taken by Antiochus, Pompey, Craſſus, 
and at length by T:tus, and our Temple been in the poſſeſſion of all of them : yer what 
is itthey ever found there but great piety and devotion £ Upon which ſubje& I do not 
think it neceſſary to enlarge in this place. 

Andas touching Aztiochus, many Writers of good credit report that he never had any 

juſt cauſe to ſpoil our Temple, but that he was drawn unto this fa for want of money ; 
Not that he was our Enemy, bur for that as from his friends and fellows he ſought ſup- 
ply, and found nothing in that place that was worthy of derifton : and thus do Polybi- 
7 Rerapalitunns;Srrake the Cappadocian, Nicholas Damaſcene, Timagenes Cgftor the Chro- 
nicler, and Apollodorus avow, who all do witneſs, that Antiochus wanting money, brake 

C the League he had with che Fews, and rab'd and ſpoil'd their Temple being tull of gold 
and filver, 

- Appion ought to have conſidered this, had he not had an Aﬀes heart,and a Dogs impu- Who ate ac- 
dency,which he and his Country-men worſhip tor gods. As for us,we do neither honour neuron wal 
nor-reverence Aﬀes, though the Egyptians do their Crocodiles and Aſpes,eſteeming Jews,and other 
them 'that are bitten by Aſpes, and devoured by Crocadiles, to be happy and fit for wile inen. 
God : For Aﬀes are imployed among us (as they are in all places; where a rational uſe 
is made of them) only in carrying burthens and doing ſuch things as are neceſſary about 
Agriculture, and when they are lazy, or treſpaſs upon their neighbours Corn, we do not 
feruple to give-them correction.

dwelt in the Temple,and the cauſe of his meats before him,the man with ſighs and tears 
unto Antiochus bewailed his Calamity, ſaying, He was a Grecian; and that traveling 
in the Country to'get his living, he was ſuddenly ſeized upon by certain Out-landiſh men, 
- and brought unto the Temple, ad ſhut up therein, and that no man might ſee him, and that 
Þ he was there fed or ries with all dainties that could be provided; and that at firſt this dain- 
ty fare made him joyful, but afterward he began to ſuſpect it, and ww he was hereat ama- 
zed; and then demazding of a Few that adminiſtred unto him, for what cauſe he was thers

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Tizis Fable is not only full of all a. cp catany but alſo mingled with cruel im- H 
pudency : yet for all this, the firſt deviſers hereof do nor free Antzechus from Sacriledge, 
as they hoped hereby todo, who write it purpoſely to flatter him, For that which 
they report of the Greek found in a bed, did not move him to Come and fack our 
Temple, he not knowing of it before he came and found it ſo ( as they ſay. ) Antiochus 
therefore was moſt impious,and notaffifted by Gods favour in that enterprize, ( what- 
ſoever thoſe lyes mutter ) as it is eghe to learn by the fat he committed. For we do 
not only differ from che Greeks in Religion, but a great deal more from the Egyptians, 
and other Nations; and what Nation in the World is there, that ſometime doth not 
travel chrough our Country ? Is it then probable that we only renew that Conſpiracy 
againſt theGreeks?Or how is it poſlible that ſo many thouſand people as are of our own I

Apollo 
Teak s Toe was worſhipped,came unto the, Jews, promiſing to deliver unto them Apollo the Dorians 
god, and bring him unto their eee if ſo be that all of thera would there aſſemble, 
themſelves rogether : and that afterwards. Zabidus making a- wooden Epgine, and 
putting hinſelt into ir, he cauſed three rows ot Candles to be tuck about it, which

Why therefore doth he ſo raſhly accuſe vs for not worſhiping the gods of othets Nas 
tions, ſceivg ( as he faith ) our Predeceflors did fo eafily believe that polls would 
come unto them, and that he walked upon the earth with Stars: about his back > Per- 
haps indeed they had never before ſeen a Candle or lamp, themſelves having ſo many : 
or is it likely that he walking thus quite through our Country, where ſo many thouſand 
menare, yo one of them all met him £ Did he in the time of War find the Towns 
and Villages, by which he paſt,without any Watch-men? Well, to paſs the reſt; The 
B gates of our Temple were threeſore Cubits high, twenty Cubics broad,” all covered with rye gates of 
Gold, 'yea, almoſt all of clean Gold, and theſe Gates every day were ſhut by two the lemyle,

their . wickedneſs, but for their calamity, But we are fo tar from the Greeks, that 
we ſcarcely everithiok of them : ſo that no man can ſay that there is any emnity be- - 
tween us and the Greeks, But coutrariwiſe, many of them have embraced. our Reli-

_ refiſt their valour 7 Truely no man but Appron would ever have flouted us herewith, 
ſeeing that few Cities ſo flouriſh and reign over other, that they again at no one time 
have been brought.into ſubjeiog ; for many Nations are ſubje@to others : only the 
Egyptians are freed from the Captivity of ſuch as rele Earope and Afra, for that ( as they 
ſay ) the gods fleeing into their Country, were ſaved by entring into the bodies of 
Beaſts, Yet have they not indeed had one days liberty fince the beginning of 
E the World, neither under the Goyernment of their own Princes, nor under trans 
ers. TY 
: I will not ſtand to reckon how often the Perſians have waſted their City, deftroy- 
ed their Temples, and lain their ſuppoſed Gods, For it is nor decent that I ſhould 
imitate. herein Approns fooliſhneſs ; neither am I calling to memory what befel che 
Athenians and Lacedemonians, the laft of which are recorded to have been moſt vas 
liant, and the firſt to have been moſt devout and Religious : neither will I reckon up 
thoſe moſt godly Kings, amongſt whom Crxſws was one, who notwithſtanding fell in- 
to great calamities, Moreover, I will notrecount how the Caſtle of Athens was ſet on 
fire, and the Temples of Epheſus and Delphar likewiſe, and many others. There is now 
E one Appion, anew accuſer of the Jews, who upbraideth them with their calamities, 
forgetting the miſery' that hath befallen his Country-men the Egyptians : but he was 
blinded with the fable of Se/oſfris ( whom he ſaith to have been King of Egypr, ) We 
could report and boaſt of our Kings, David and Solomon, who ſubdued many Nations rior. 
unto them : but iris not fit here to ſpeak of them, - But Appron was ignorant of that cr. Þ 
which all the World knoweth, to wit, that the Egyptians have ſerved firſt che Perſi- 
ans, and afterwards the Macedonians, and that as bond-ſlaves-: whereas we remainin 
in free liberty; reigued over all che Cities about us 120 years, even unto the time + 
Pompey the Great ; and when all the other Kings were ſubdued by the Romans, only 
our Kings for their fidelity and friendſhip towards chem were'dear unto them,” O but 
G this ſticketh upon Approns Stomach! that we have not had any famous men of our Nati- 
ov, who have invented Arts and Sciences, and been excellent in wiſdom, ſach as So- 
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Appren prail- crates, Zeno, (leanther, and others whom he ſetteth down : and which is moſt to be H 
CROET admired, Appton pats himſelt into the number of theſe famous men : and faith , that 
Alexandria is bleſſed and happy, that hath deſerved to have ſuch a Citizen as he is : 
and great reaſon that he ſhould teftifie that of himſelf, which all men elſe perceive in 
him, to wit, that he is an impudene deceitful fellow, both of corrupt life and manners. 
So that the Alexandrians hadjuſt cauſe to be ſorry that they ever had any better opini- 
on of him. But that our Nation had men equal at leaft unto thoſe whom he mentio- 
neth,all men know that pleaſe to read the Book of our Antiquity, The reft that his accu- 
| ſation containeth, it is not amiſs to let paſs without anfwer, for that it rather impeach- 
eth the Egyptians, his own Country-men, than us ': for he doth complain of 
us for Sacrificing ordinary Beaſts , and abſtaining from Swines fleſh and laugh- 
| ed at our Circumciſton, Touchiog the Sacrificing of Beafts, we do as all Nati- 
big rf race ons elſe do : and Appten, inveighing againſt our ſacrificing, ſheweth himſelf to be an 
common Egyptian for were heeither a Grecian or a Macedonian, he would not be herewith 
vealts, an0 0 offended 3 for both Greeks and Macedonians do vow to Sacrifice Hecatombs to their 
fleſh. gods, and uſe Prieſts in thier banquets 3 and yet for all this, the World is not deſolate 
of living creatures, as Appron feareth. 

But were all men ſo mad as the Egyptians, it would indeed be deſolate of men, and 
filled with cruel Beafts, which they ( ſuppoſing them to be gods ) do diligently nouriſh, 
1t any man ſhall ask of Appron, whom of all the Egyptians How to bea wiſe man, 
and moſt religious towards their gods; no doubt he would anſwer the Prieſts, For K 

Ihe Eeypun" they ſay, thattheir firſt Kings in the beginning gave them cheſe two commandements 
ciſed, and ele i charge 5 firſt to {eek wiſdom 3; and next, to worſhip the gods : they alſo are all of 
no Swinesficlh chem circumciſed , and abſtaia from Swines fleſh, and no other Egyptian Sacrifi- 
ceth with them unto their gods, Appton therefore was furely blind , whey, inſtead of 
detrating us, he ſpeaketh ill of them, 'to gratifie whom he took all this pains. For 
A7pi0xs death. the Egyptians do not only uſe thoſe cuſtoms which Appron in us difalloweth, but alſo 
do teach others to circumciſe themſelves, as Herodotus reporteth, So that I verily 
chink, that Appron was juftly punifhed for blaſpheming his Country-Eaws and Religion, 
The defence of For being forced to circumciſe himſelf to avoid a great diſeaſe, he was hereby nothing 
aſc: againit helped, but. for all this, his privy member rotting, he in extream grief and miſery L 
rr Lyſime- gave up the Ghoſt, For wiſe men ought to perſevere in their Country-Laws in all 
cha.” piety, and not to deride and detraCt others : but Fppron forſdok his own Religion, 
and flandered and belied ours, Andthis was Approns end : and herealſo ſhould end 
this Book, but that Appollontus, Moton and Lyſimachus, and certainothers, partly for 
ignorance y partly for madneſs , have moſt injuriouſly belied our Law-maker Mo- 
fer, and the Laws he made, detraQiing him as'a' deceitful Magician, and Author of 
all che malice and impiety amongſt us 3 and for fuch as teacheth no vertue nor good- 
neſs at all. | | 

I will therefore, as faras in me heth, declate both our Converſation in gene- 
ral, 'and in particular: For ifmy Judgment be any thing, our Laws are woſt forcible M 
both to piety , and to all humanity in general, as alſo to Juſtice, pains-taking , 
and contempt of death, I only requeſt this favour of the Reader, that he will 
not with a prejudicate' or malicious opinion, peruſe theſe Writings : for I do nor 
write this as a praiſe and vain oftentation of our Nation,but as a juſt Apology, refutivg

nila Hppallonins doth not continually inveigh againſt us as Appion doth, but only here 
the Jews and there 3 ſometimes affirming us to be hated both 'of God: and man, ſometimes 
to be Cowards, ſometimes contrariwiſe complaining of our Nations Boldneſs. Say- 
ing moreover”, that we are more ſottiſh than any barbarous Nation ; and that there- 
fore we only have had none of our Nation founders of Arts or” Sciences, which 
ace profitable for mans life ; all which objecions are eaſily refuted, if we ſhew 
the contrary ta all theſe by him reported 3 both that we have obeyed our Laws, 
rhe lovers of and lived in all integrity, tes | 
order and It therefore I be forced to ſhew that other Nations have made contrary Laws , 
common 2"* not. bz buit they are to. be blamed, who comparing ours with them of other Nations, 
in mecknefs affirm ouns. to be the worſe : neither of which can charge us; eitheir that theſe 
and 1Etue- Laws, which. 1 will briefly ſer down, are not ours,or elſe that we have not perſiſted in 
cher as we ought, Making therefore this beginning , I affitm , that they who 
haveframed themſelves to live _— under certain Rules -and Ordinances,” and 
kept them inviolate, and' were the firft founders of them, were more to be com- 
mended for humanity and vertue , than they who live under vo Rule nor Ordi- 
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A nance at all : and every Law-maker endeavoureth ſo ro atcribute Antiquity to 
their owa Ordinances, as that they may not be thought to imitate others, but to be 
themſelves the firft Auchors thereof, and guides to dire other mens lives. Which 
being ſo, it is the duty of a good Law-maker to make choice of that which is beſt, 
and moſt convenient for' them, who are'to obey their Laws, and' to fatisfie them as 
much as may be, in tg their Laws to be good andright, and both in wealth and ao; more J 
wo, calamiry and felicity, to remain in them, neuer changing nor altering them, ES Y 
I therefore aver, that our Law-maker is more ancient than any Law maker mentioned, makers. ; 
For Lycurgus, and Solon, and Seleuchus of Locrs, and thoſe the Greeks admire , N%O©- 
are modern, and of late times in in reſpe& of him, as is well known, For the Greeks 1, ns ;.. 
B themſelves confeſs, tha in times paſt they wanted che name of Law, This Homer can #eme. 
witneſs, who in his whole Works never mentioneth this word, Law, for the people 
of thoſe times were not governed by Laws, but by indefinite ſentences, and the 
Princes pleaſure, ufing cuſtoms but not writren, and altering and changing them alſo as 
occaſion ſerved. The life of 
But our Law-maker being very ancient (for this is every way manife&, even by our es. 
adverſaries own confeffions ) ſhewed himſelf both a good Prince and Counſellor 
unto his people : for making Laws to dire& and govern mens lives, he perſwa- 
ded them voluntarily to imbrace them , and firmly co perfift in them with all wiſ- 
dom. | 
C And firſt of all , let us confider the works of his greatneſs, For he underta- 
king the conduct of many thouſand of our fore-Fathers out of Egypt into our 
own Country , delivered them from many calamities almoſt impofible to be a- 
voided : for they being to paſs through a place wherein was no Water, and a 
very ſandy ground , being alſo to War, and preſerve their Wives and Children , 
and goods an the variable event of Wars, he in all theſe ſhewed himſelf a 
moſt wiſe and prudent -Counſellor, and. a true Patron and Guide unto them all, 
For' he made all the multitude ſo to depend upon him, chat he might perſwade , $5 
them to what he pleaſed, and yet in none of all theſe did he uſurp any Autho- mod gacts 
rity over them : and in that time and place wherein all men of Authority afſume 2nd Counſel 
| power unto themſelves , and exerciſe tyranny , at ſuch time as the people do of- me 
D tencimes offend , and live in all manner of impiety 3 at the ſame time he being'in 
Aathority did contrariwiſe uſe all lenity and mildneſs, to the intenc that he miighc 
be a pattern of vertue and juftice to all the reſt, giving all thoſe that willingly followed 
him moſt aſſured fafety, ufing in all accidents moſt _ works, For which cauſe 
he rightly deemed God to be his Captain and Counſellor : and firſt examining 
himſelf , and finding all the Laws he had ſet down were agreeable to the will and 
pleafure of God, the chiefeſt care he had was, how to periwade his people to the 
ſame, which he himfelf now koew : for they who dire their Lives according 
to the will of God, avoid all fins as our Law-maker did, being neither Magician 
-. hor deceiver , as his Enemies.injurioufly report, but ſuch a one as the Greeks do, .. 
E boaft Minor and others after him to bave : for ſome of them affirmed their 1 aw amvogi 
Laws to be made by Fuptter, others by Apollo and Deiphos Oracle 3 eicher fo bes *Þ* Greets. 
lieving themſelves, or elſe thinking that the people would be eaſily fo perſwaded. 
Now who of all-the Law-makers made the beſt Law , and who did moſt right- 
ly. think of God, he that compareth all their Laws together may eaſily know ; for 
now. occaſion is offered to ſpeak of them :- there are therefore an infinite compa- 
ny of Nations and Laws amongſt men; and ſome Nations are ruled by Mateo, 
others by the common conſent of the people, But - our Law-maker doing nei- 
ther of theſe, did, as one ſhould ſay, ins declare his Cn, ie be Divine, 
chicfly affigoing all r and principalicy over us to- God, cauſing all men to fix

Fc and their ſucceffors, inſpiring as it were a certain conſtancy into: them to per- 
Lav-maters. ſevere in the ſame , Rtill refecring the cauſe of his Laws to their own profit and 
commodity, For he did pot*affirm the worſhip of God only to be part of yer- 
rue , but he afligned other part thereof, to wit , 'fortitude', juſtice , and my. 
tual concord of all his Citizens, For all our aftions , ſpeeches, and what elſe

and diſciplines MOTC diſcourſe of it, For theſe two are the methods of all diſcipline and morality, 
whereof one frameth and dire&eth the ſpeech , the other the manners and actions 5 
which being ſo , other Law-makers were indeed wiſe in advice and counſel, and 
yet they made choice of one of theſe Methods , and left the other ; for 
the Lacedemonians were inftruted in manners and not in words 3 as alſo they 
of Crete were : but the Athenians, and almoſt all the Greeks, were dire- 
&ed and trained up by Laws in every thing they were to do, yet never could 


they put their written Laws in pratice, But our: Law-maker very induſtriouf- 


ly did corjoyn both theſe together : for he neither omitted the training them 
up in manners and good exerciſes , neither did he ſurceaſe to leave them written 
Laws. 

And firſt of all , makeing his entrance from the very meats , and preſcribing 
to every one a convenient diet , he lefc no man liberty amongſt us to dire& him- 
ſelt in rhe leaſt matter concerviog his meat , but he by Laws defined , both from 

x:rcom. What meats we were to- abſtain, and what to cat , and what ought to be our or- 
mandcth all Qinary diet, as alſo when we ought to labour, and when to ceaſe from work ; 
me J6570. fo that we, as it were under the government of a Father or Mafter , might -nei- 
hear the Law. Cer fin willingly, nor for ignorance : for he did rot apoint puniſhment for them 
that were ignorant of it, but by Law enacted a moſt neceſſary and mild chaftiſe- 
ment for the voluntary offenders : and for this -cauſe he did not only will , that 
we {hould once or twice or oftener hear the Laws , but that once every week we 
all , omitting other buſineſs, ſhould come to hear the Laws, and fo learn them 
perfealy 3 which things all other Law-makers , as it is well known , omitted : 
All which laudable cuſtoms all other Law-makers have negleQed., and the moſt 
part of men are fo far from living according to their own laws, that they are alcogether 
1guorant.of them 3 and having offended their laws through ignorance, they then learn 
by other mens means, that they haye made breach. of their laws ; yea, the chiet- 
eft and moſt eminent men amongſt them do profeſs herein, that they are ignorant,

Whereas every one of our. Nation being demanded of our Laws can anſwer as 
readily, as he can tell his own name : for every one of us learning them, as it were, ſo 
ſoon as we come to the uſe of reaſon, we'have them, as it were, written and printed 
in our minds, and by this means both we offend more ſeldom, and when we offend, 
we are ſure to be puniſhed, | 
And this eſpecially is that, which hath cauſed ſuch an unity and concord amongſt 
us. For to worſhip one God after the ſame manner without any difference in man- 
ners and conyerſation is the only way to eſtabliſh amity and concord in a Common- 
wealth, | | 
Lip Bing n Amongſt us no man ſhall hear any different ſpeechs and opinions concerning 
Religion God, whereas amongſt all other Nations ic is moſt frequent and ordinary : for amongtt 
them not only every one of the common people doth ſpeak his pleaſure in this 
point , but divers Philoſophers alſo preſume to do it, ſome of them with their 
blaſphemous ſpeeches altogether deſtroying the nature of God , and others with 
the like impudency denying- him to have any care of men: ; neither is there any 
difference amongſt us of affairs pertaining to mans life , but all men with us fol- 
low one common expreſs labour , and we all joyntly afficm the Son of God, and 
that he hath care of humane affairs,” and all our aRions'and exerciſes : yea, any 
one may learn-of our Women and Children, - that all things whatſoever are to be 
reduced to piety, 96-4 2 


Hence 
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Hence it groweth that ſome detra&t our Nation, for that amongſt us were no men 
Inventers of new matters and Arts, To whom we will thus anſwer ; That other Nati- 
ons account it a glory not to perhiſt in any thing that their forefathers uſed, and hol 
rhemof moſt account who can beſt tranſgreſs their forefathers wiſdom. But we con- 
trariwiſe do account it the chicteſt point of wiſdom and virtue, neither to do northink 
aty thing contrary to that which our Anceſtors have decreed ; which is a token that our 
Law was eſtabliſhed by as good advice as was poſſible. For thoſe Laws that in all 
points are not as they ought to be, ate often by experience found faulty, But amongſt 
us who believe, that our Law was firſt eſtabliſhed by the will and pleaſure of Almighty 
God, nothing is pioas and virtuous which may any wiſe impugn the ſame. For who 
can take away atiy tittle thereof, or add better in their ſtead ? Or who is he that can 
transfer and carry us from the obſervance of them, and ordain for us better Laws to go- 
vern our Common- wealth 2 Or what Law can be more juſt and better, than that which 
the Wiſdom of God (who js Lord of all things) hath eſtabliſhed 2 He firſt of all permit- 
red rhe difpoling of all principal affairs to the Prieſts in general, and moſt wiſely con- 
{tirated a high Prieft as their head : neicher were they choſen to this dignity by our 
Eaw-raker, who cither excelled in nobility of birth, or riches ; but he appointed ſuch 
to-factifice unto God, who were known to excel others in wiſdom and ſanctity; theſe do 
both keep out Laws and obſerve all other things belonging to their Office with all ince- 
gtity ; for our Prieſts are appointed Overſeers of all things, and to judge all ftrifes and

It is alſo not amiſs to recount how our Law-maker provided for the entertaining of 
ſtrangers amonglt us : For he ſeemeth ſo to have provided, that to our knowledge we 
neither corrupt our own Laws, nor deny to,impart them to others : but he entertaineth 
all liberally, that will come and live under our Laws, * judging the community of mans 
life, not ſo much to conſiſt in the Nation whereof we come, as in the unity of our minds 
and converſation. He forbiddeth others that are ſtrangers, and come not with that in- 
rent to be admitted to our ſolemnities : yet he commanded us to exhibit unto them all 
other things necefſary : and that we ſhould giveunto all men fire, water, meat, and bu- N 
ry them being dead. He hath alſo moſt mildly derermined how we ought to. deal with 
our Encmics, that we neither deſtroy. their Country with fire, nor cut down their Fruit-. 
frees. | 

We are alſo forbidden to rob and ſpoil thoſe that are lain in fight, and deal injuri- 


vv wo onthe OUALY WIEN OUE Captives ; and eſpecially, if they be Women : yea, he ſo endeavoured

ro teach us humanity and mildneſs, that he provided, that we uſe even unreaſonable 
beaſts courteouſly, and only employ them to ſerve our lawful need, and no further : for 
he forbiddeth us to kill any tame thing bred in houſes, .and that we ſhould not kill the 
old birds and their young together , and becauſe many wild Beaſts, enemies to mankind, 
do affiſt us in our labours, he commanded to ſpare them alſo. And in every: point he © 
eſtabliſhed humanity 'and mildpeſs amongſt us, uſing ( as is betoreſaid ) Laws to dire 
us 


cava 
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A us therein,enaCting allo other, how they who infringe the forcſaid Laws, may be with all 
ſeverity puniſhed : For the puniſhment allotted to the violatcrs hereof is for the moſt 
part death. As if any man commit Alultery, ravith a Virgin, uſe the fin againſt nature 
with another, or ſuffer himſelf co be ſo abuſed, FA , 

We alſo have Laws concerning our Servants, and our Meaſures, and Weights, and 
unlawful bargains and ſales,or deceit, if cither one take any thing that is another mans, + pg 
or which is not his own; all theſe are to be puniſhed, not as other Nations punilh them, he 
but much more grievouſly. But whoſoever either injurcth his Parents, or committeth 
impiety againſt God, he ſhall preſently be deſtroyed. But they thar obſerve this Law 
are rewarded, not with gold orilver, nor with a Crown beſet with precious ſtone ; bur 
B every one having his Conſcience to witneſs, doth greatly profit, and gain Eternity , as 
both our Law-maker propheſieth, and God himſelt duth moſt aſluredly promiſe to them 
chat obſerve them. . And if it chance that we be force4 to ſuffer death tor them, yet do Thereward of 
we joyfully go to execution, nothing doubting but that we ſhall ſo exchange this Lite 4 
tor a better, | | 

I ſhould be loth to report this, if our deeds did not make it manifeſt ; for many of 
our forefathers, only for that they refuſed to ſpeak againſt our Laws, or otherwiſe than 
our Laws permitted, have moſt manfully and conſtantly endured all torments and death 
it ſelf, | 

If our Nation were unknown to all the world,and that this our voluntary obſerva:ion 
C of our Laws were not manifeſt to alk the people,if any man thould report unto the Greeks, 
that either he had read this which I have declared, or elſe that he had tound Pcople in a 
ſtrange Land, ſuch as we be, having ſo-pious and honeſt opinions concerning God, and 
who had for many ages perſevered therein ; I doubt not but they would all admure and 
wonder hereat, confidering the great mutability amongſt themſelves. 

To be ſhort, there are ſome, who ſtick not to deride them, who have lately written The continu. 
of the Government of Common. wealths and Laws, as though they had writcen things nc otthe | 
fabulous and altogether impoſſible. And (to ſpeak nothing of other Philoſophers, who thc jews. © 
bave written of this Argument ) that divine P/ato amongſt the Greeks, a man who in 
honeſt life, . virtuous ſpeech, and ſound Philoſophy excelled all others, this man is 7aro admired 
almoſt continually ſcoffed at by them,who in their own conceit are skilful in civil affairs, 7mongtive 
and brought in to their Comedies. | Whereas, whoſoever conlidereth his Writings ; 
with diligence, ſhall often and eafily find matter agreeable wich moſt mens manners : 

' yea this Plato himſelf confefſeth, that he dare not by reaſon of the common peoples 1g- 
norance ſet down the true opinion of God. 

Bur many think P/ato's words full of vanity, and licentiouſneſs, and admire Lycurgas [3-417 the 
and the City of Sparta, for that it ſo long time perſevered in his Laws, Ir is thereivie al oe 4. 
an evident demonſtration of Virtue to remain in their Laws. But it choſe who ſo adiyire <demonians. 
the Lacedemonians do compare them with us, and the time during the which their Laws 
were.in force, with the time of our Common-wealth ; they ſhall find that ours. harh 
continued more than two thouſand years. They ſhall alſo find that the Lacedemonians 
did only perfedaly obſerve their Laws, during ſuch time as they were in prdſperity and 
liberty, and thar when their Fortune changed, they then became unmindtul of theis 
Laws. 

" But we, who have felt many thouſand miſ-haps, by reaſon of the often change of 

Princes in Afia, have not in theſe our laſt miſeries and evils forſaken our Law, Neither 

can any man ſay, that liberty and licentious Life is the cauſe why we fo diligently ob- 

ſerve them, ſeeing that whoſo pleaſe may ſee ſufficient ptoof, that they tye us to more The Jews come 

ſtrict Life and laborious, than thoſe of the Lacedemonians did them, For they neither pon ng; 

tilled the Earth,nor uſed any handy-craft,but ceaſing trom all labours and ntiog, ans, 

F lived in their City, fat and in fair liking, having both their meat and all other neceſ{a- 

ries provided and prepared for them by others, and eſteemed that only their felicity to do 

* and endure any thing, ſo that they might prevail againſt choſe againit whom tley en- 

rerprized Wars : Andthart they failed alſd herein, I omit to rehearle., For not only 

one or two of them at once, but oftentimes whole Companies of them, forgetting rheir_ 

own Laws, yielded themſelves to their Enemies. And can any one rell of: (I lay not 

many) but of one or two of us that ever was treacherous to his own Laws, or thar feared 

todyeforthem? 1 mean not a common death, ſuch as Souldiers are ſubje& unto, bus 

ſuch a death as is effeed by all corments and tortures that can be deviſed, | Which I 

think thoſe that prevail againſt us, 4wpoſed upon ys nor for hatred, but that they de- 

G {iced to ſee ſo admirable a matter'; and ro ſee we being but men, and ſuch who efteemse 

e4 it the greateſt impiery poſlible to do it, could be compelled by them to ſpeak of do

And thus we take 
pleaſure to obſerve and keep our Laws, and to exerciſe forticude in obeying them,

and Sophiſters, deceivers of young men, and detracters of our Nation, as though we 
were the wickedeſt People living. As for me, 1 will not examine the Laws of other 

Ateſer ibid Nations : for it is our Cuſtom to keep and obſerve our own,not to detrat others; yea, 
Nah our Law-maker openly prohibited us from blaſpheming ſuch, as other Nations 
fl'e gods, orly hold for gods, only for the Name of God attributed unto them : yet may we not leave 
tarche name"! the, Objections of our accuſers unanſwered, ſeeing that which we are to ſpeak againſt 
unto them. them is not our own device, but many before us have ſpoken it. Who then of all the 
wiſe Greeks will not condemn the moſt famous Poets,. and eſpecially the Law-makers,

Againſt theſe vanities all excellent and wiſe men do 
fuprr and. worthily inveigh, who beſide this already rehearſed in deriſton add, how ſome of the 
WT gods are young, ſome are old, ſome infants, others are gods of Arts and Sciences, and 
one is a Smith, another a Weaver, another a Pilgrim, and at variance with mortal men, 
others delight in Muſick, others in Shooting : Moreover that they are at variance one 
with another amongſt themſelves,and that they fall out one with another in mens behalf, 
and that not only oneof them layeth violent hands upon the other, but that alſo they 
are wounded by mortal men, and ſorrow, and grive for the wounds ; and that which 
is moſt abominable of all, do uſe carnal Copulation with mankind, and that moſt un- 
decently, that their unbridled luſt is extended both to men and women. Then that 
FJ, their chief god, whom they call Father, contemned and drowned certain women,whom 
he himfclt had deceived and gotten with Child, and that he could not deliver the Chil- 
dren born of theſe Women from calamity, tor that deſtiny had obliged him, nor ſee their 
deaths without tears.

The Lacedemonians expelled all ſtrangers, and did not permit their Citizens to tra- hog SR 
vel into other Countries,tearing that both waycs their Laws might be corrupted. They Exp al 
therefore are to be ſpoken againſt rather than we, ſeeing they neither admit ſtrangers *ng*5 
to conyerſe with them, nor to inhabit amongſt them, nor impart their Religian unto 
them; but we, though not deſirous to learn the Religion of other Nations, yet do we 
not.deny to impart ours to ſtrangers,who deſire to embrace it : which, if I be not de- 
ceived, is 4 token of magnanimity, and clemency in us : but this ſhall ſuffice concerning

TheJews Laws Maintain ours even with our Lives ? But ſeeing the Antiquity of Lays is the greateſt 

wean Argument to prove their goodneſs, I will ſet Jown of what Antiquity our Laws are, 

together with our Law-makers opinion of the Deity ; if therefore any one compare our 

Laws with the Laws of all Nations, he ſhall find that ours are of more Antiquity than 

: theirs by many Ages. For our Laws eſtabliſhed amongſt us have been imitated of all 

The Laws 0? other Nations : For _ the firſt Greeks did pretendedly obſerve their own Laws, 

yet all their Philoſophers did imitate ours, and our Opinions of God, and taught others x 

the ſame manners and converſation : yea, the common people did long fince imitate 

our Piety. Neither is there any Nation, either Greek or Barbarian, who tave not at- 

ter ſome manner obſerved a Sabbath as we do, and faſting days, and Lamps, all which 

they learned of us; yea many do alſo obſerve our Cuſtoms concerning their meats, and 

our unity and concord, wherein we excel all other Nations, our community alſo and in- 

duſtry in Arts and Labours, and ſufferance for our Laws. And which is moſt to be ad- 

a. mired, our Law,not having any to force us to obſerve it,hath ſo obliged our hearts, that 

of this Book, AS God is of all the world honoured without compulſion, ſo are' our Laws amongſt us 

without any violence or force : And whoſoever doth diligently conſider his own Na- 

tion and Family, ſhall find that which I have reported to be true. I will now generally M 

reprehend the voluntary malice of all men: for cither they mean, that we having theſe 

good Laws do yet little eſteem them, and follow worſe, or it they do not ſo mean, ler 

them hold their malicious tongue from any turther Calumniation.

defend his City from an Enemy, as this holy old man did his Soul, who amongſt tripes, 

croſſes, andflames * was ſtill the ſame man. For as the top of a high Rock ſtandeth Afaitivds 
ſafe, and refifteth the Wave without any dammage unto it felf; eyen fo did the Rock taken fromthe 
of Reaſon in chis man beat back the rage of thoſe tempeſtuous Waves that daſhed a- $94 
gainſt his body, nor permitting them to break in, and pierce the Celeſtial and Divine 

power of the Soul, 

O happy oId man, more bleſfed than all of thy Age! O Prieft more ſacred than all Zo" 
otherPrieſts! who didſt not pollute thy ſacred lips with profane meats;impiety found no * © © 
entrance that way, from whence ſo many prayers to God had proceeded, The Ty- 
rants cruelty could not prevail againſtthee 5 Thou therefore art made an example tor 
all Priefts of God to imitate. Such a one 'behoved it a Prieſt to be, more ſtrong than tor- 
ments, more able to ſuffer rhan the torturers te inflict puniſhment, more foicible than 
Princes commands, yea, and more potent than the fire,wherein thou didt periſh -: and 
fioally, thou waſt ordained to be crowned with the Laurel of Martyrdom for thy ſuf- 
ferance, Thou haſt ſurpaſſed all Antiquiry, thou ſhalt be an example to all poſtericy, 

If then feeble old Age, wherein all trength and heat of body was extinguiſhed, grown 
uufir fortorments ( as being already broken with Age ) could by che Rreogth ot Rea- 
ſon endure ſo-many miferies, who dare deny Reafon to bethe chief cauſe of our ſat- 
ferance ? We have ſeen the higheſt cruelty hath been overcome by a firme determina- 
tionto perſiſt in the Service and fear of God : yet many affirme, that every man, who

comprehenſible Graydeur,and Majeſty of Cod, 


OW long ſhall we confound old Age and [I ancy, and be as imprudent at 
ſixty, as at ſixteen * For what greater impruaence can there be, than to 
look upon Fortune as a ſettled and certain thing, when there is nothing 
more inconſtant, and to conjider this Nature ( which is immutable ) as 
ſubject to continual changes ? Is it not to invert the order of things, and 

affle them together like Counters: to fix our Ey:s upen uncertain things, 
as if they were more firm and durble than thoſe which were certain © The reaſon of this Er-L. 
ror proceeds from this, that preſent objects doe more eafily affect Men of ordinary underſtanding, 
than objeits that are more remote , and moſt men do allow more cyecut to their Senſes (though 
aeceitfull) than to the refleitions of their mind ;, btcanſe nothing is more eaſy,” than to ſuffer 
our ſelves to be taken with what is preſented to our Eyes ; whereas there muſt be Argumens= 
tation and Reaſon to compreheud things that are future and inviſible, Not but that the Eye 
of the Soul is as quick and piercing, as the Eye of the Body, but ſome people dazle it by their 
ntemperance, and others by their ſtupidity, which is the greateſt fault of all, 

So many extraordinary events Vappening in our Age tnforces a beleif that there is a pro- 
vidence, and that God Almighty takes particular care of virtuous Men, who have recourſe 
ro hims in their neceſſityes, and more eſpecially of thoſe who are conſecrated to his ſervice. M 
They are as it were the partage andpropriety of this Supream Soveraign, whoſe Empire has 
no end, To theſe people the Chaldeans gave the name of Iſraelits, which is as much as to ſay, 
Seers of God, and certainly it 1s an happineſs 24 draa to all the Treaſures of the Earth : 
For if the preſence of thoſe whoſe age renders them venerable to us ( as our Maſters, Supe- 
riours, and Parents) imprints ſo great a reſpeit in us, that it many times correits our E- 
normities, and diſpoſes us to virtue ; How great an advantage, and incouragment is it to us 
to elevate our minds above all Created things,and accuftom our ſetves to the contemplation of 
God, who is not only untreated, but infunitely good, infinitely beautiful, infinitely happy,or(to ſpeak 
more properly)whoſe goodneſs ſurpaſſes all goodneſs,whoſe beauty ſurpaſſes all beauty, and whoſe 
my 4 ſurpaſſes all happineſs, and yet thu is but a weak and imperfect explication yy 
of his Grandeur: for how can words be able to deſeribe him,who is ſo tranſcendently above eve- 
ry thing, that after our mind has advanced it ſelf as high towards him, as is poſſible, by the 
attributes which it has given him, as by ſo many ſtairs, yet it is forced back again without 
bing able to approach or underſtand him * for he is ſovaſtly incomprehenſible, that, if every 
Ceature of the Creation was changed into ſo many Tongues, they could not expreſs that ſove- 
reign power,by which he Created all things;thatReyall conduit meriting anFEternal Monarch, 
and by which he preſerves the World , and that juſt drtribution of rewards and puniſhments, 
which are diſpenſed with ſo much equity and wiſdom, that our chaſtiſments may be put in- 
to the number of his Mercies and Bleſſings, not only as they are part of his juſtice, but as they 
are many times ſe-viceable to the converſion of ſinners, or at leaſt as they reſtrain and lirder 
thrm from continuing in their Crimes for fear of theſe pains, which they ſee inflicted upon

I RY Felicity of the firſt ſeven Months of the Reign of the 
mperour Caius Caligula. = #1 


T he Emperour Caizs Caliguls is anEminent example of what I have ſaid:Neyer wis 
there ſcen a greater tranquillity, than that which was injoyd by all the Provinces 
both by Sea and Land, whcn he was advanced to the Empire after the death of Tiberius : 
The Eaſt, the Weſt,the North and South were all in protound peace: The Greeks had 
no difference with thc Barbarians : The Souldiers and Citizens lived quietly 
and in good intelligence together, So great a felicity ſeemed to be incredible : & 
it could not be ſufficiently admired, that ſo young aPrince mounting the throne 
he ſhould be attended with ſo much proſperity, that his defires could not exceed his in- 
joyments: His Riches were immence,his Forces both by Land & Sea great and formida- 
ble, his nf0 age na flowing, into bis Exchequer -({ as from an inexhauſtible 
Stream )from all parts of the habitable World : For his Empire extended to'the Rhine, 
and the Exphrates, the firſt ſeparating it from Germary and other wild Nations, and the 
other bounding it from the Parthians, Sarmatians, Scythians and other people” no leſs 
barbarous than the Germans. i So that it mightbe ſaid,-trom the riſing'to the ſetting 
of the Sun, nor only upon the continent,' but{in the .Ffles, and even in the parts on 
the other fide of the Sea,all was in peace and fclicity : The people of Roweg\ll {caly,and 
all the Provinces both in Exrope and 4/34 lived ina perpetual fealt: For-it was never 
ſeen betore under the Reign of any of their Emperourszthatevery man by the biefing 
of God injoy'd his eſtate in that quietnceſs, and/bare-ſo great a ſhare in the publiak fes 
licity, that there was nothing wanting to'his deſires. _ In all the Towns there was no4 
thing to be ſeen but. Altars, and; Victuns, and Sactifices, and Prieſts in 'their white 
Robes, with Garlands of flowers upon their head, All places were tull ofChearfulneſs; 
Feaſting, Playing, Muſick, Running of Horſes, , Banqueting, Dancing -to-the-Flute; 
and the Harpand all other Divextiſments imaginable. No- difference to. be diſcerned. 
in the contentment of either Rich or Poor, BR Perſons, or Perſons of Quality 
Maſters and Servants, or Credicor and Debtor, . The felicity of that time was equal 


to all conditions, and what was yerified then, made it almoſt credible, what the Poets 


had ſaid NEmEOy bn heir tables of the age of Sarury, Andin this manner they paſſed 
ſeven compleat Months, | | E, HEIg Ps .

It is not remembred, that any joy was ever ſo general, all people ſeeming to have pal 
ſed,as it wereina Momentzfrom a ſavage and ruſtick, to a ſoft and a ſociable life from 
Delarts to Towns ; from Diſorder to Order; and all by their happineſsin being/un- 
der the condudt of a bountiiul and legitimate Prince.

When-Caim'by this Artifice had deluded all that were preſent, and by his counter- 
teit Adoption rather rob'd;than confer'd upon the poor Prince that part df the Empire, jy 
to-which he might lawfully have pretended, there was nothing left, that might obſtruct 
kis falling into that Snare, which he had laid for him: forthe Laws of the Romans do 
give the Parents an abſolute power over their Children, and then the Supream degree 
of authority inwhich he was eſtabliſhed, left no man. in a Capacity to queſtion any 
thing he did.

that the ingratitude of Cazus afforded ' to the fidelity of his ſervant, for having ſecur'd 
him againſt death, and advanc'd him to the Empire, ' Some ſay, Macro was compelled 
to kill himſelf, and that his wife did the ſame, though it was more than ſuſpeRed /ai- 
p # had been kinder to her formerly, But what is more unconſtant than love, by reafoh 
- gf the frequent exceptions and diſguſts that happen, where the affetion is irregular * 
Nay fo infatiable was the cruelty of Caius, that he putto death the whole family of Ma- 
cro, leaving not ſo much as one of his Servants alive :

His Father in 
Law Marcus Syilanus ( who Was. a petſon Mr Generolity, and of illuſtrious: ex- 
craQtion )- after the death of his Daughter who died yery young )-continued to Caius 
the affeion of an own Father rather than ota Father in Law; believing that;though-the 
Princeſs was dead, he could not but: haye the ſame ſentiments tor him, - Upon this 
D {core he ſpake to him with greag liberty about the meaſures , which he was io take 
by his ations to anſwer the hopes whick-were:conceived of him : Bur Caius, being 16 
vain anOpiniaſter,that inſtead of owning,or mending his faults,he flatcered bimſelt with 
aFancy, thathe was excellent in.all kinds of virtues, & look'd upon thoſe.as hisEnemies, 
who gave him good counſel,he perverted the good Counſel ofSy/lanus,reputed it anin- v 
ſolence, grew inſupportable towards him, and. could not endure any longer to have

which, though they joyn Famulies together at preſent, yet they are broken upon the death of

This was the diſcourſe, which was uſed in ſome of cheir aſſemblys to excuſe the 
Emperour's cruelty ; for there having been none of his predeceflors, of whoſe meekneſ 
and bounty they had conceived a better opinion, they could nor ( as I-have faid ) ima-

I Heſe horrid and criminal actions paſſed in the mind of Cazus for ſo many victories 
F: obtain'd againſt the moſt conſiderable perſons of his Empire ; For his fury had 
extinguiſhed the luftre of the ImperialFamily in the blood of hisCoufin youngTiberias, ; 
whom he ought in jufticeto have taken into the parcnerſhip of the Government. His K 

; abominable inhumanity had exaſperated the Senat by the death of Sy//anus his Father in 
Law, who was one of their greateſt ornaments: and his horrible ingratitade had takeya- 
' way jthe life of Macro a perſon of the firſt Rank in his Court, and to whom he was 
obligd particularly for the Grandeur, to which he was advanc'd. | 
Having perpetrated theſe great things, he believed, that, there being no body left, 
who durſt oppoſe himſelf againſt his pleaſure, he ought not to be ſatisfied with the 
eateft honors, that could be confer'd upon:man 4 but that he mightexpeR and chil- 
8mm what was given to the Gods 5 and it is reported, that to pexſwade himſelf to ſo 
range an cxcravagance his argument was thus : 
As thoſe, who conduft and have the care of Heards of Cattel whether Oxen, or Sheepy or L 
Deer,are neither Oxen,nor Sheepytor Deer themſelver,but wen of anature infinitely more excel- 
lent, than the nature of thoſe animals : ſo they, who bave' the command of all the men and Cred- 
tures in the World, ought to be con{idered as more excellent than men, and receive reve- 
rence like Godr, y | Am 
Havirg admitted this ridiculous fancy into his head,” and taken the boldneſs'to pub- 
liſhic, he came by degrees to the effeRs. « He began firſt to defire to be reverenced as 
one of the demy-Gods, | ſuch'as Bacchus, Hercules,” (after and Pollux, Tryphon, Au- 
phtarus, Ampbilocus and others ; but helaughd atcheir Oracles and Ceremonies,and ra- 
viſh'd them from them, that they might be attributed to himſelf, Wy 

He changed his habit and dreſs like a player, Sometimes to perſonat Hercules he wore 4 
a Lions skin about his ſhoulders; and a Club in his hand : ſometimes he wore a Hat like 
Caſtor and Pollux 3 and ſometimes in imitation of Bacehas he wore the skin of a young 
Hind, But in this point he differed from thoſe pretended deities, that, whereas they 
were contented with their reſpeQive and Jon Ceremonies withour envying 'what 
was confer'd upon the reſt, he required them all, thar he'might, be accounted aboye 
them, | "His PO > FE OY | 
Nevertheleſs that, which contracted the great throng of ſpeQators, -was not that he had 
three bodies like Gerion, but becauſe he transformed himſelf into: as many different 
ſhapes as Proteus, who, as Komer deſcribes, changed himſelf into ſeveral Elements, 
Apimals, and Plants. | er Ha | 

But, (azus, this vain reſembance wich theſe Demy-Gods was not the thing, you ought 
to have affected 3 you were rather tg have imitated their aftions and virtue. Hercules by 
his glorious labours delivered both Land and Seafrom ſuch Monſters, as troubled rhe 
repoſe of mankind : Bacchus, who was the firſt that planted the Vine, brought a li- 

uorin;o the World fo pleaſant and comfortable both ro the body and mind of man, 
that it made them forget their ſorrows, exhilarated and fortified their hearts in ſuch 
manner, that the effects of it are till ſeen in the dances and feftivities, not only of the 
moſt civil;z'd, but of che moſt barbarous Nations, As to Caſtor and Pollux, the two 
Sons of Jupiter, is it not ſaid,rhat one of them being immortal and the other mortal, he, 
who had che advantage of immortality not being bl to think that his btother ſhould 
die, would needs equal and debaſe himſelt to the condition of his Brother by commu: -

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A Vicating to him part of his immortality, and in ſome meaſure ſubjecting himſelt co death, 
which wasthe greateſt expreſſion of kindneſs that could be imagined. Theſe Heros 
then, who 'were the admiration of their” own ages, and are ftill the wonder of 
0'1rs, were not adored and reverenc'd as Gods, but for their benefits and good aQtions : 
to man. Bur; Caius, what have you done 'in imitation, that may in courage you to Y 
fach av exaction? To begin with (aftor and Pollux have you imitated theperte& triend-. 7 

ſhip,that was between thoſe-two Brothers, and made them ſo glorious ? youwith- 
out compaſſion to the youthand rendernefs of him, who ought to have been to you as 
a B:other, and with whom you were in juftice obliged'tothave ſhar'd the whole Em- 
pire, you ( I fay ) have cruelly embrued your hands +in his-blood, - and ſent his fiſters 
into Exile, to reign withthe' more ſecurity and+ quiet yourſelf, Have you imitated 
Bacebus, and diffus'd an univerſal joy and chearfulnefs over the whole Earth by any 
admirable invention f 'you, who being to be! conſidered no'otherwiſe but as a publick 
Plague, have found out nothing bur new inventions to turn/ that joy into ſorrow, that 
chearfulneſs into ſadneſs, 'and/ make peoples lives'a burden :- You, who in recompence 
of the infinice-wealth and advantages, which flow in to you dayly from all parts of the 
World, do with your infatiable avarice cruſh aud depreſs your people with the weight 
of ſo many newTributes and Impoſicions, that you inforce them to abominate your horri- 
ble inhumanity. Do you imitate Hercules in the nobleneſs of his ations, and in the diffi- 
culty of bis Labours to introduce and eftabliſh peace, to diftribute juſtice and reſtore 

C plenty both ar Land and at Sea f you, who on the contrary being - moſt lazy and fear- 
fal of your ſex, have baniſhed all order, and quiet, . and happineſs, to introduce diſ- 
order, and trouble, and all kind of miſery in their places. Is it then by theſe meaſures 
you think. to paſs tor a Demy-God f and:do you defire to be immortal, that you may 
continue theſe afflicions eternally 7 Is icnot more rational on the other fide to believe, 
thar, if you were really one of the Gods, the odiousneſs:of your conduRt would degrade 
you,and tumble you down again into the degree of a man,ſeeing vice is as efficacious to 
make people mortal,as virtue to immortalize?Forbear then to compare your felt o Caſtor 
and Pollux,who were ſo much Celebrated for their Brotherly love, after you have been 
ſo cruel as to have murdered your own Brother 5 and do not petend to the honors, 
which are given to Hercules and Bacchus, who fignalized themſelves by their good deeds, 
whilſt your crimes and iniquities are ſufficient to render them uſeleſs, :

The folly increa(ing every day, he exatted the honour of a God, and imitated Mercury, 
Apollo, and Mars, | 


E UT the arrogance of (aus reſted not there : hethought ic beneath bim to be 
B honoured as a Demy God, and therefore pretended to be equal with the Gods. 
At firſt he would paſs for Mercury, and habited himſelf like him, ' wearing a Ca- 

duceus in his hand,and winged Buſkivs upon his Legs. To repreſent Apollo he appeared 
another time with a Crown upon his head gliſtering with Rays, a quiver at his back, 
with Arrows in his left hand, and with his right hand diſtributing Largeſſes among the 

people, to ſhew that his bounty was greater than'his exation, | pn 
After that he inſtituted ſacred dances, in which ſongs were ſung in praiſe of this 

new God who before,whilft he pe:ſonated Bacchus, contented himſelt with the names of 
Evius, Lieus, and Liber. Many times alſo,when he repreſented Mars,he arm d him- 

F: ſelf with a head piece, a Cuiraſſe, and a Buckler, ſhowing himſelt publickly with a 
naked Sword in his hand, accompanied with Bravo's and Hetors ready for any mur- 
ders that he ſhould command them, and all to imitate the tury of that Geity ,who breath'd 
nothing bur ſlaughter and blood, So extraordinary a ſpeRacle fill'd with aftoniſhment 
the minds of his people, who could not ſufficiently admire, that be ſhould pretend 
to any reſemblance with thoſe; having nothing of their vircue or good qualities to re- 
commend him, and that he ſhould affect to take upon him the marks of that good, 
which they had procured to mankind, For what elle is ſignified by the Winged Buſ- 
kins of Mercury, but that he was an Embaſſador of the Gods, and an loterpreter of 
their wills, the Greek name implying no otherwiſe, butthat he was the meſlenger of. 

G happy news, which he conveyed with expedition * "And not only a God, but a man 
would with great difficulty be En P be the meſſenger of bad, The _—_ 
wh 
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What did it import, but that he was the Stickler, and Mediator in Treaties, and all mat- H 
ters of Peace 3 ſeeing men alſo uſed the ſame upon the like occaſions, and otherwiſe 
there would have been no end of the ill conſequences of War ? But that Caius put on 
his winged Brodequins upon his Ankles , was it to publiſh and ſpread abroad thorow all 
the Provinces the noiſe of his Crimes, which ought rather to have been buried in per- 
petual Oblivion? Aud why ſhould he give himſeltſo much trouble, when without Rir- 
iog from his place, he committed ſuch an infinite number of impieties, which ſtreaming 
inceſſantly from that deteſtable ſource, overflow'd the whole world, and wasa more per. 
vicious Deluge than the former > And why ſhould he carry a Caduce, when there was 
nothing to be found either in his words or ations, that had the leaft appearanceorten- 
dency to Peace ; But on the contrary, there was not a Province or Town in all Greece 1 *© 
or Ba/bary,in which he was not the occaſion of diviſion and troubles? Let our pretend- 
ed Mercury then quit that Name, which is ſo unſuitable for him. 

And as to polls, In what was it that he could pretend to reſemble him? Was it in 
the glittering of his Crown, as if the Sun and the Day were more proper for the com- 
wiſhon of Evil, than Darkneſs and Night? There are none but actions thar are vir- 
tuous, and worthy of praiſe, that are fit for the Day, whilſt actions that are wicked and 
ſcandalous ought to look out the thickeſt and moſt private obſcurities in Dens and 
Caves. | 

This counterfeit Apollo has no leſs overturned and perverted the Order of Phyfick ; 
For,whereas the true Apollo invented wholſome and falutiterous Remedies for the Cure K. \ 
of Maladies, this made uſe of nothing but ſuch poyſons as were mortal and deftructive. 
His inſatiable avarice animated him principally againſt the greateſt and moſt opulent per- 
ſons of Italy, becauſe among them there was more Gold and Silver to be found, than in 
all the reſt of the World ; and had not God Almighty delivered ic, there had not been 
a place in the whole Empire, that his avarice would not have pillaged, ruined, and de- 
ſtroyed, | 

polo was celebrated likewiſe nor only for his excellency in Phyſick, but for his Pre- 
ditions, which by his Oracles he communicated for the good of Mankind, that they 
might not fink under thoſe Calamities which hung over their heads, But the Oracles 
of Catus extended no further,than to the forete[ling to the moſt Illuftrious, and beſt qua- [, 
lified perſons, Confiſcation, Exile and Death ; the only favours, that were to be'expect- 
ed from his oppreſſion, injuſtice and tyranny, What fimilicude was there then betwixt 
theſe two Apollo's > And what ſhame was it,that Songs ſhould be ſung equally in com- 
mendation of them both, as if it were a leſs crime to attribute to a vitious man the ho- 
nours, which were due only to a God, than to counterfeit Money, which carries buc the 
Image of a Prince ? | | 

But nothing was more ftrange, than to fee a man, whoſe Mind and Body were ſo noto- 
riouſly effeminate, arrogate to himſelf the force and courage of Mars, and delude the 
SpeRators by changing his Habit as frequently as a Player upon a Stage. For in what 
was it that he might be ſaid to reſemble not only the fabulous Mars,which is but a fici- 
on, but the true one ( if there was ſuch a one) which he deſired to reſemble, that has 
a Courage generous and beneficent, always ready to relieve the oppreſſed (as the Greek 
word ignites ) a Courage, that by juſt and lawfull Wars was till tollowed with a happy 
and an honourable Peace. For Mars hath two Names, One implying and repreſent- 
jog him a lover of ſuch Peace, as conduces to the tranquility of the Publick 5 and the 
other deſcribing him, as a lover of War, which cannot be accompanied but with Ca- 
lamity and Confaſion, |

CHAP. VIIL 


Caius takes a prejudice againſt the Jews, becauſe th:y would not, lile other People, 
| Reverence him as a God, 


Suppoſe T have clearly demonſtrated, that Caius had but little reſemblance with the | 


Demi-gods, and leſs with the Gods themſelves, Never Prince had more wicked 
B inclinations. He embraced blindly and with an immoderate vehemence whatever came 
into his micd 5 his ambition was little better than madneſs ; his obſtinacy was jnvincible; 
and his irregular defires had no bounds in the abuſes and outrages' which he cotmitred 
by his Power. | 
The Fews ( formerly happy enough) felt the deplorable effects of it : for he looked 
upon them as the only perſons capable of oppoſing his Deſigns, in reſpe@ that from 
cheir Infancy they had learned from their Patents by a conſtant Tradition ( and it had 
been inculcated and confirmed to them by their ſacred Laws) not to acknowledge any 
but the true God, the Creator of Heaven and Earth ; For all other Nations, though 
-  groaning under the burthen of his tyrannical domination, in flactery cowplied with his 
deſire, and by that means augmented his preſumption and vanity. | 
C Several Romans were not aſhamed likewiſe to proſtitute and diſhonour the Liberty of 
their City by introducing into /zaly the ſame baſe conformity and ſubmiſſion, which the 
Barbarians uſed in their puſillanimous Adorations, But he knew th the Fews, on the 
contrary, rather than conſent to the leaſt violence or intrenchment upon their Laws, 
ran to death as to immortality, For as a Stone cannot be taken out ofa Building, but 
by little and little the whole Fabrick will run to ruine; it is the fame in matter of Reli- 
9g10N, to the deſtruRion of which nothing could contribute more, than ſuch an impious 
and audacious enterprize, as the pretending to change a mortal Man into an immortal 


God, which is far more difficult ,than that God ſhould be changed into a Man ; beſides. 


that it wouldopen a door to horrible infidelicy, and dreadful ingratitude towards God 
D Almighty, whoſe infinite Goodneſs is perpetually ſprinkling and diſpenſing his Mercies 
and Favours upon all Creatures. 

This was the occaſion of that cruel war made upon our Nation: and what greater mif- 
fortune can befal any Servants than to have their Maſter their enemy ? But | SubjeRs 
of Emperors are Servants 5 and whereas the moderation of the Princes,which governed 
before (atns,made their Dominion gentle and pleaſing to all People, his Government was 
inſupportable, Mercy was a Virtue unknown to himzand ſo far was he from any remorſe, 
that he made it his boaſt, when he trampled upon the Laws and aboliſhed them, to make 
room for his own Violence and Tyranny, But the principal Obje&@ of his Fury were 
the Fews 5 It did-not fatisfie him to uſe them as Servants, but he treated them as Slaves, 

E and as the moſt vile and abject of Slaves : So that it may with too much verity be affirm- 
ed, That they bad in him, in ſlcad of a kind and indulgent Mafler, a crual and unmerciful 
Tyrant, |

\ FT H E N the Pique, which this Enfperour had againſt the Jews,came firſt ro the 
V knowledge ot che Inhabicants of Alexandria, who had had alwayes a mor- 


tal avd invererate quarrel againſt them, they thought they could never have a taicer op+ 
portunity to revenge themſelves , and therefore, as if they had received Orders tothar 
purpoſe from the Emperour, or, having overcome the Jews in Battel, the right of War 
had expoſed them to their fiiry, They fell upon them with irrefiſtable violence, forced 
their Houſes, tyrned their Families our of doors, ſack'd, plundred, and carried away all 

G che beſt of their Goods, and that not in the pight like Thieves, who were {eartul of 
puniſhment, but at noon day, expoſing and ſhewing what they had taken to every body 
Bbbb az | they 
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they met, as if they had been their own, and bought with their money ; ſome of them, "” 
by a dereſtable aſlociation in that impious aQtion, ſharing their plunder inthe Marker. 
place in the preſence of thoſe very perſons which they had robbd, and added mockery 

to their violence, | : 

But what is it to have brought ſuch People to indigence as were rich and ſplendid 
before ; to have forc'd them trom their Houſes, and expoſed them like Vagabonds to 
all the injuries of the Air? Thefe inhumane Alexandrians drove the Fews with their 

| Wives and Children from all parts of the Town to coop them up like Beafts in ſo cloſe a 
place, that nor having given them liberty to bring any thing with them, they doubted not 
bur that they would dye either with hupger, or the infeQtion of the Airs Free reſpirati- 
on being ſo neceflary to the Life of Man, by reaſon of the heat of the Bowels, that it is 
I'ke adding fuel to fire, inftead of freſh and cool air to refrigerate the Lungs, give 
them nothing bur the hot ſtifling Air of a great throng of People crowded together ina 
Preſs. 

In this extremity theſe poor People, at leaſt to take Breath, diſperſed themſelyes, 
ſome into the Deſarts, ſome along the Sea-Coaſt, and others into the Sepulchres 3 and 
it in any place of the fayd Town any of the Jews appeared, as not knowing what had 
paſſed, the Alexandrians knocked them down, or lam'd them with ftones or with 
Cudgels, and handled them in che fame manner as they did thoſe who had eſcaped out 
of thar little place, where they had throng 'd fo great a multitude. 

Theſe cruel Perſecutors upon the' Banks of the River way-laid the Fewr/6 Merchants, 
who traffiqued to Alexandria, they rob'd them of their goods, and burnt the Merchants K 
alive; ſome in fireMnade of the wood of their own Veſlels ; others in the middle of the 
City, and that in a way more cruel than the other ; becauſe their fire, being made of a 
greener aud more moiſt wood, choak*d them with the ſmoke, as well as tormented them 
with its flames z- others they drew with Cords thorow the Streets and Market-places with 
ſuch fury and indignation, that, their death being unable to ſatisfy their rage, they trod 
their dead bodies under cheir feer, and tore them into ſo many pieces,that had any body 
been ſo well diſpoſed as to have buried them, he would not haye found any thing re- 
maining that might have exerciſed his Charity. | 

When they perceived the Governour of the Province (who in a moment might have L 
appeaſed a greater Commotion ) did not only connive, but incourage it, by pretendi 
to be ignorant; they grew more inſolent and audacious ; they afſembled in Troops, 
ran in great throngs to the Oratories of the Jews, ( which were many 1n all the quarters 
of the Town) cut down the Trees that were about them, demoliſhed ſome of them ur 
rerly, burned others, and the flames of them conſumed ſeveral of the neighbouring Hou- 
ſeszby which alſo the guilt Bucklers, Statues and Inſcriptions, which the Rowan Empe. 
rours had ſet up in honour of the Courage or Virtue of ſeveral of the Jews, which ought 
to have been reverenced, were burned and conſumed. 

In ſhort, Nothing was able to reſtrain their madneſs ; For in ſtead of apprehending 
puniſhment or CorreRion, they underſtood the hatred which (as had conceived 
againſt the Fews, and that nothing would pleaſe him better, than to have them treated M 
with that terrible Cruelty. | 

Again, to Cajole the Spirit of this Prince by their new flatteries, to oppreſs'and de- 
ſtroy us with more ſecurity, and invade and ſubvert our Laws without fear, they ſer up 
his Statues in ſuch Oratories, as they were not able to demoliſh by reaſon of the great 
pumber of Fews which gave them oppoſition 5 and that, which they ered in the prin- 
cipal of allthe Oratories, was placed in a Chariot drawn with four Horſes in Braſs, in 

* whichthey were ſo ardently zealous, that having no Horſes lately caft, they took them 
out of the place appropriated to their publick Exerciſes, lame and crippled as they were, 
and as was repoited, made antiently for Queen Cleopatra, the laſt of that Name : Which 
ation oſ theirs ought rather to have offended Cazus than otherwife ; For aro, Na affe- 
ed ſuch extraordinary honours, though the Horſes had been new, yet having been made 
for a Woman, they were unworthy of him*, and though they were ſet up in favour of 
him, yet they were too much ſpoiled and imperfeCt to give him ſatisfaRtion. Belides they 
thought they ſhould merit very much by changing theſe Oratories into Temples, to 
augment the number of thoſe which were dedicated to him; which nevertheleſs they did 
not ſo much in honour of him, as in hatred to our Nation, And of this there needs no 
berter proof, than that for three hundred years together, during the reign of cen of their 

'Kiogs, they never conſecrated a Statue to any of them in their Chappels, though chey 
placed their Kings in the rank of their Gods, and gave thar Title to ſome of them, And O 
itis no wonder, that, though they knew they were but meo, they ſhould honour their 
| | : | _  Priuces 
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A Princes like Gods, ſeeing they payed the ſame adoration to Doggs, Wolfs, Lyons, 
Crocodiles and ſeveral other amphibious Creatures,inſomuch as all Egypt is full of Tem» 
ples, Altars and Groves conſecrated to their honour, : 

But as they were the | pry Hlatterersin the World, and conſidered the Fortune tore 
than the perſon of any Prince, they will anſwer perhaps, That the Roman Emperors being 
more puiſſant and proſperous than thetr own Kings, it was but juſtice to yroe them more honour, 
What anſwer can be more ridiculous? For why then did they not give the fame honour 
to Tiberius, ro whom Catus was obliged for his Empire, fince that Prince reigned three 
and twenty years with ſich prudence and felicity, that he preſerved ro his dying day, 
not only the Greek Provinces, but the Barbarous in profound Peace, and the enjoyment 

B of all things > Was it that in his Birth he was inferiour to Catus? He excell'd him on 
both ſides, both by the Father and Mother, Was it that his Education or Learning was 
leſs ? What perſon in his time was wiſer or more eloquent £ Was it that his years 
were not ſo many, and by conſequence his Experience not ſo great? What Emperor 
ever ended his days in a happier old Age ? Andeven in his Youth was not his capacity 
and judgement wonderful; which is not commonly acquired bur but by number of years ? 
yet you never thought him worthy of ſuch extraordinary honour. | 

What ſhall I fay likewiſe of that ineſtimable Prince, who ſeemed by the Eminence of 
his Virtues, to be raiſed above the condition of men; and. by the multitude of his 

ood deeds, and the felicity of his Reign, was the firſt who merited the glorious name 
C: of Aupuſtts, and having received it himſelf from no body, tranſmitted it to his poſterity? 
The Sea was in oppoſition againſt the Land, and the Land againſt the Sea, . Enrope: was 
in Armes againſt 4/e, and Afi againſt Europe. All the Grandees of the Empire divi- 
ded to determine who ſhould remain Maier, and it may be faid, that the whole race of 
mankind was ready to periſh by this bloody and cruel war kind!ed at the ſame time in 
all parts of the world ; when in fo horrible a Tempeſt this great Prince took the Rid- 
der into his own. hand, reſtored Peace to the whole World, renewed Plenty and Trade, 
civiliz?d the Manners of the moſt barbarous Nations, overwhelm'd as it were all the 
great Towns with ſo much happineſs, that they might have paſs'd for Free States, main- 
tain'd Peace, encouraged Juſtice, and forbore not unceſſantly to povir out his Favours 

D upon the People with full hands, even to the end of his days, 

This incomparable Emperour had Zpype under his Dominion for three and forty 
years together ; yet you never paid him that honour, which you have done to Carus ; you 
ſer not up his Statues in the Oratories of the Fews, though never Prince deſerved fo 
much reverence as he, not only as he was the Foundation of the Auguſt /mperial Famuly 
Bar as he was the Uniter of that Soveraign Power, which was divided before, and uſed ic 
with ſuch moderation, that thereby he procured the p.'bl:ck Felicity,there being nothing ' 
more certain than that ſaying of the Antiencs, The Government by many u moſt dangerous 
in reſpeft of the miſchiefs which do follow tbery diverſity of Fudgement. - The Example like- 
wiſe of other People ought to have obliged you : ' in all other places they payd him 
divine honour » and conſecrated many rich Temples to him, ſuch as are not to be 
ſeen ( cither Ancient or Modern) in other Towns, and particularly in Alexandria ; 
For what other is comparable to that, which * upon” his account bears the name of 
Sebaſttan , built near the Port, and in ſuch eſteem with Marriners and Sea-men ? It is 
fo ſpacious and loty, it is viſible a far off, It is full of excellent PiRures, admirable 
Statues, and other rich Preſents both of Silver and Gold, that have been offered by great 
Perſons 3 nothing is more Magnificent than its Portscos, its _ its Galleries, its Lt» 
brary, and its Grove. In fo general a Concuorſe of People, could any man of ſenſe ſay, 
That this was not to pay Auguftus all the honour that was due to him, except putting up bis 
Statues in the Oratories of the Jews? No without doubt : But that which hindred ic 

F then was, that they underſtood that incomparable Prince took as much pleaſure to ſee 
every body live 1egularly, and according'to the Laws of their Country, as he did care to 
have the Roman Laws put in executionz and if he received avy honours extraordinary 
from the blindneſs of his adorers, it was nor-that he approved it himſelf, but that. he 
though ic might conduce to elevate and enhance the Grandure and Majeſty of the Em- 

ire, For what can be a greater ivſtance of his Moderation, and that he would no ſut- 

fer himſelt ro be puffed up or dazled by the vanity or extravagance of their reſpects, 
than that he would never admit the Tittle either of a God or a Maſter? and inceed not 
only reje&ed chat flattery, but expreſſed great approbacion of the horror and deteſtation 

of thoſe which declare for ſuch things ? Otherwiſe how could he haye perwitted that the 

G Jews (the greateſt part of whomhave beenEntranchiſed by ſuchMaſters as bad.taken them 
Priſoners 1g the Wars) ſhould be IS on in Rome {o great a part of the Ciiy 
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to your deſigns 3 be ſure you do not negleft to improve it to your advantage : You have a Maſter 


as lyes beyond the Tyber ? He was not ignorant that they had their Oratoties, where r; 
they met for their Devotions, eſpecially on their Sabbach day 3 That they raiſed their 
Tenths to ſend them to Jeruſalem, and that they offered their Sacrifices there alſo. Yet 
he did not Baviſh them from Rome 3 and he was ſo far from aboliſhing their Religion, 
or ſubverting their Laws and their Cuſtoms, that he gave rich Preſents to our Temple, 
and ordained, that every day Sacrifice ſhould be made to God Almighty, which is ob- 
ſerved to this day, and will be obſerved for ever, and remain an eternal Mark of the vir- 
rue of rhat incomparable Emperour. | 
He ordered likewiſe that the Jews ſhould be compriſed in the publick diſtributions of 

Money and Corn,which were made among the People in certain Months ; and if ic hap- 
pened thoſe Diſtributions were made upon their Sabbath-day, at which time it js not per-1 
mitted egy qo to do or receive any thing, eſpecially for their own profit and adyan- 
rage 3 hetook care that their portions ſhould be reſerved, and delivered the next day ; 
which made the Fews ſo conſiderable among other Nations, that, chough naturally they 
had no kindneſs for them, yet they durſt nor moleft them in the exerciſe of cheir Re- 
HFgion, | 

TRY Tiberius treated them in the ſame ſort, though Sears did what he could by his 
Calumnies to ruine thoſe who inhabited at Rome, "—aghat he knew they could not be 
brought to joyn in his abominable Conſpiracy againſt his Maſter. And this Prince 
ſent afterwards to all the Governors of Provinces, that, except ſome few who had been 
medling in that Plot, all the reſt of the Fews ſhould be well treated, and not obliged to j 
change any thing of their Cuſtoms 3 becauſe they were naturally peaceable, and had no- 


thing either in their Laws or Manners contrary or inconſiſtent with the Tranquillity of 
the Empite?

CHAP. X. 


Caius being already tnraged againſt the-Jews of Alexandria, was much exaſperated by an 
Egyptian called Helico, who had been: formerly a Slave, but was then E 
in very great favour, | 


AI4S having paſſed to that degree of Vanity, as not only to pronounce, but to 

'S believe himſelt a God, he found no People cither among the Greeks or Barbarians 

- more ready than the Alexandrians to humor him in his extravagant imagination : For 

there are no People more ſubtile, more hypocritical, more flattering, nor greater lovers 

of Confuſion and trouble, than the Inhabirants of that Town. Aud fo little is their re- 

ſpeR for the Name of God, that they make no coke. go attribace it to 1bes, and ſeveral 
t 


other Creatures, And as they are very prodigal of that honour,they do eafily delude ſuch, 
as are not acquainted with that impiety in the Egyptians, whereas it is impoſſible to do ſo yg 
with thoſe, who do know and deteſt it, | 

Caius being ignorant of their cunning, ſuppoſed it was real and not pretended, that 
they thought him a God, becauſe they proclaim'd it publickly, and with all the forma- 
liry and acclamations, wherewith they were accuſtomed to declare their reſpeRs towards 
their Gods; beſides he conſidered the facriledges they had committed upon ourOratorics, 
as a great teſtimony of their Zeal; and there were no Poems or Hiſtories that he could 
read with ſo much delight and pleaſure, as the Relations that were ſenc him upon that 
SubjecA. ; | 
Thoſe who made it their buſineſs to applaud or decry what ever lik'd or diſpleaſed 
him, contributed muchto that humour br moſt of them were Zgyprians, and upfortu- 
nate flaves, brought up from their infancy in that abominable error, which prompted 
them to pay divine Worſhip to Serpents and Crocodiles, The chiet of this abominable 
Band was a wicked fellow called Helico, who by his ill ices had wrought himſelf 
into the Court, He had ſome ſmattering of Letters, he, whoſe ſlave he was firſt, 
and had raught him his knowledge, preſented him to Tibertus : But that Prince had ne- 
ver any great efteem for him, by reaſon that the manner, in whch he had been educated 
in his youth, had rendred him mo and ſevere, and made him deſpiſe every thing that 
was not ſerious. When after his death (az ſucceeded to the Empire, this dangerous 
creature obſerving that there was nothing difſolute or voluptuous,to which Caius was not 
inclined, ſaid thus to himſelf : 'Now is the time, Helico, that wuſt needs be favourable 
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A as you would defire your ſelf. You have acceſs, and are acceptable to h:m ; your wit is pl = 
enough ; you have a faculty is Drolling ; and thoſe trichs = inventions Shich are phone 
' diſpoſe People to mirth, are your excellence and element ; you are verſed in the Liberal and all 
other Sciences ; you do not only know bow to pleaſe by your flatteries, but by expreſſions, whoſe 
' cunning ( the more dangerons by how much it is more ſecret and occult) excites ſuſpicion and 
indignation againi} them,whom you have a defign to prejudice, when your Matter is in an by. 
mour to hear you ; and that he is ready almoFt alwayes to do, ſo much is he diſpoſed to hear any 
thing of Calumny or Reproach ; you need not trouble your ſelf much for ſubject, for with that 
the jews will abundantly ſupply you, you have no more to do but to declaim againit their Laws 
and their Cuftomer, ana that you have learned from your Infancy, nt only from particular 
B perſon:.but - mo#t of the inhabitants of Alexandria. Let ws ſee then what you can as. 
Theſe things running in Helico's head, he ſtirred not from Caiws either night or day; 
and in the times of his pivate relaxations and divertiſements, he left no opportunity of 
incenfing him againſt the Fews by his forgeries and ſuggeſtions ; which were the more 
effecual by wn ſlyly and wittily delivered; for he would not profeſs himſelf their 
Enemy, but acted cunningly and ſubtilly 5 by which means he did them more miſchief, 
than if he had openly declared himſelf, | 
When the Embaſſadors of the Inhabitants of Alexandria, who had aRed ſo cruelly 
againſt us, underſtood how much this wretched man was ſerviceable to them, they gave 
him not only money, but hopes of procuring him great honours, as ſoon as the Empe- 
C ror ſhould come to Alexandria, where they did not queſtion, but he would ſuddenly be g 
and on the other fide there was nothing but he promiſed them, ſo much did he hugg 
himſelf in chehopes of receiving thoſe great honours in the preſence of the Embaſſadors, 
who would not tail to repair to ſo famous a City, from all parts of the World, to pay 
their Complements to ſo great a Prince, | 
Having no knowledge that we had an Enemy ſo dangerous and conſiderable as He- 
lico, we aimed only to defend our ſelves againſt ſuch as were profeſſed ; But when we 
found it we applyed all our Intereſt and induſtry to ſweeten and take him off : No 
man did,or could do us more miſchiet than he ; for he was one at all Games, at all Re- 
creations, Feaſts and Debaucheries with Gaizez His Office of firſt Gentleman of the 
D Bed-Chamber ( which was one of the beſt places about the Court) gave him the ad- 
vantage of his Ear when ever he delired, and his Maſter took great pleaſure in hear- 
ing him : He laid afide all other deſigns, and intended nothing ſo earneſtly,as to ruine 
us by his Calumnies and Scandals, which he did with ſo much arrifice, and mingled 
themwith his Jokes in ſo pleaſant a manner, under pretence of entertaining of Cai, 
rather than malice to us, that he made ſuch an imprefſion againſt us in the Emperours 
mind, as we could never extinguiſh, | 
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F CHAP. XI. 
The Jews of Alexandria appoint aw Embaſſie to Caius to repreſent their Suſerings ; in 


which Embaſſie Philo is chief. Caius receives them kindly in apptarance, but 
Philo found he was not to be truited, 


" —_— — 


Fter we had tried all our skill ro make Helico our Friend,finding it was but labour 

in vain, becauſe he was ſo inſolent and proud no body durſt come near him, and 

not knowing beſides whether it was from any perſonal or particular ſpleen agaioſt us, 

that he provoked and exaſperated the Emperour to our DeſtruQion, we conc| uded to 

F ſteer another Courſe, and reſolyed to preſent a Petition to the Emperour,which ſhould 

contein in ſhort what we had Remonſtrated not long before to King Agripps, when he 
was at Alcxandria, in his paſſage to Syris, to take poſſeſſion of that Kingdom, which 

had been conferred upon bim by Caivs : Hereupon we departed for Rome, ſecure, as 

we thought, of finding the Emperour an equitable Judge, whereas we could not have 

had a mortaller Enemy, He received us in the field of Mars, as he was coming out of 

his Mothers Gardens ; his Countenance was pleaſant and chearful,his Words obliging, 

he made a fign with his hand that he would be our Friend, and ſent us word atrerward 

by the Maſter of the Ceremonies called Homws, that he would hear our buſineſs ar lei- 

ſure : In ſo much as there was not one of thoſe who were preſent, nor indeed one of 

G our whole Nation ( unleſs of more than ordinary ſagacity) that believed not our Em-

CHAP. XII; 


Philo and his Collegues diſcover, that Caius had commanded Petronius the Governour of 
Syria to ſet up hus Statue in the Temple of Hieruſalem. 


| Hilſt theſe thoughts were in my head, and gave me no quiet either night or 
y V day; another misfortune that could not be foreſeen, and portended not on- x 
ly thedeſtruction of apart, but of the whule Nation of the Jews, fell out to 
accompliſh.my trouble. We waited upon the Emperour to Pateols ; to 

which place being retired along the River /tor diverſion, he entertain'd himſelf in the 
Houſes of Pleaſure,which are numerous, and very Magnificent, not thinking in the leaſt 
of our Afﬀaire, though he had ordercd us to follow the Court, and we were ready, ex- 
petting every hour, when he ſhould havedecided our Controverſie ; when on a ſuddain 
a certain Perſon came to us, with his Eyes ſtaring, his Breath ſpent, and an univerſal 
diſcompoſure in his Looks ; he took ſome of us afide, and ſaid, Have ye not heard the 
terrible News © He would have proceeded, bur his Tears came ſo faſt upon him,that they 
ſtifled his Words fo ſtrangely, that, do what he could, it was not poſſible for himto po I, 
on. One may eafily conceiveour aſtoniſhment and ſurprize. We conjar'd him to tell us 
the cauſe of hu affiiction, ſeeing it was nothing in appearance but for weeping before us ; and 
if the occafion was worthy of ſo many tears, it was but ju$h (being accuſtomed to ſorrows as we 
had been) that weſhould conſent, and add our Gompaſſion to his, He made a new effort, and 
zold us with mgxe-fighs than words, The Ruine of our Temple is decreed ; for the Emperonr 
has ordered his Statue tobe ſet up. in the Sanituary, and to grue the Name of Jupiter to it 
as an Inſcription. The unexpeCtedneſs of the news made us almoſt immovable, and it 
was quickly confirmed to us by other People. We immediately retired; and ſhut our 
ſclves up in our Lodgings, to lament the general deſtruction of our Nation, and ſor- 
row being Eloquent, what was it that itdid not'prompt us to ſay ? M 

Having in this manner expos'd our ſelves in the midſt of Winter to the perils of a 
dangerous Voyage in hopes to have foun'd fome'redreſs for our Sufferings, we met up- 
on the Land with a Tempeſt much more cruel, than thoſe which happen at-Sea, becauſe 
they arc natural, and by conſequence ſupportable ; whereas this was cauſed by a man, 
who had nothing humane but his ſhape, by a young Prince, who lov'd nothing but 
change and trouble, and who ſeeing his Will and Pleaſure ſuſtained by the whole 
Power of the Empire , he ſuffered himſelf to.be carried away without any reſtraint to al 
Licentiouſneſs and Tyranny.; which was an Evil the more great and deplorable, be- 
cauſe not capable of any viſible remedy. For who dutſt be ſo bold as to repreſent to 
him,that ic was not conſiſtent.with his duty to. violate the ſanRity of the moſt Auguſt N 
Temple in the World 2 Or could one indeed without the!loſs of his Life have remon- 
ſtrated againſt ſo great an impiety ?. . ach zi es 

Let ws dy: then (ſaid we among our ſelves ) ſeeing nothing can be more honourable , 
than to lay down our Lives in defence of our Laws. ' But our Death not being 
able to produce any good effeiÞ , and being Embaſſadors . #s we. are, may it wot be to 
augment the afflition of thoſe who ſent us, and give advantage to ſuch of our own Nation, as 
have no friend(hip for us, to ſay, that to deliver our ſelves from ſome preſent. inconvenience, 
we deſerted the Intereſt of the Publick * though the leſſer Interefts are alwayes to groe place 
to the greater, and Private to Publick, For in the ſubverfion of Government, all the Laws, 
by which its Granaure and Conſiſtance was maintatned, dg for the moſt part ſuffer the ſame

Jamnia #s one of the moſt populous Towns in Judea, and all its Inhabitants are Jews, ex-

D the neighbouring Provinces. Thetr averſion for our Manners and Cuſtoms it fo great, that they 
ceaſe not to do us all the miſchief that they are able to do ; and underflanding that. Caius was 
in/lamed with an idle paſſion to be worſhipped as a God, and that on that account be bad con> 
cerved a mortal hatred againſt us, they thought they could never hope for a fairer opportunity 
to defliroy us, Wherefore they eretied an Altar of Brick upon no other deſign, but becauſe they 
were ſure we would never ſuffer the Laws of our Anceſtors to be violated m that manner x 
and their malice and cunning bas had the effe which was intended.

The violent and audacious Emperour no 
ſooner bad the news, but he c d, that in flead of an Altar of Brick, they ſhould ſet up g 
Statue of bim as big as a Coloſſus, which was to be Guilt over with Gold, and placed in the 
Temple of Jeruſalem : in which reſolution be bad two prencipal Councellors, Helico that noter 
rious Buffoon, and Apelles the famous (omedian, who ( as is reported) —_— proſtitnted 
himſelf, and expoſed bis beauty for money when be was young, was now got upon the [heater tn 
bir old age, and the modeſty of that profeſſion every man knows, - By theſe excelient qualities 
theſe two excellent perſons were got to be of Caius bis (ommſel. With the one be conſulted in mat- 


ters of Railery and Wit ; andwith the other bow ſuch a ſpeech was to be pronounted upon the. 


Stage, not {o much as concerning himſelf with the Peace and Tranquiluy of the Empire.

: Every word, that this pert ſpoke, was like a dagger at our-hearts : but theſe .two 

wicked Counſellors were not long without their Reward z For (atv: cauſed Apelles ro 
be clapt in irons for other Crimes, and tortured him upon the Wheel, but with ſeveral 
intervals, to increaſe and ſpin out his puniſhment ; and Claudzns ſucceeding Caius inthe 
Empire, he put Helico to death for other confiderable Reaſons; | 
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Petronius bis grea? trouble about executing the Order which be had received from Caiug, 
to ſet up his Statue in the Temple of Jeruſalem, becauſe be was ſenſible of the _ 
injuſtice of it, and ſoreſaw the ill Conſequences, 


A18S wrote then that his Statue ſhould be conſecrated, and ſet up in our Tem 
> ple, and omitted nothing, that might injoyn the Execution of that Order, He 
commanded. Petronius Governour of Syr:a, to take half the Army,which was diſpoſed © 
along the Euphrates to defend thoſe Countries againſt the Kings and People of the Eaft, 
and to cauſe them-to attend the Statue 5; not that they were to add to the Solemnity of- 
irs Conſecration, but to cut thoſe Fews in pieces, who ſhould have the boldneſsto © 
poſe him, Is it ſo then, moſt cruel Prince, that, fore-ſeeing theſe poor people will ſoon. 
er expoſe themſelves to death, than ſuffer the violation of their Laws,: and the profang- 
tion of their Temple, you declare War againft them, and ſend a formidable army to 
conſecrate your Statue by the blood of ſo many innocent Victims, without ſparing either 
Women or Mev ? 

This Order gave Petron:us much trouble, by reaſon that on the one fide he knew xg 
{atus could not endure the leaſt delay ia his obedience, and on the other fide he faw 
the execution of his Com:nands very difficult, becauſe the Jews would ſuffer a thouſand 
deaths rather,than ſuffer any violation of their Religion, For, though all other people 
are tender of their Laws, yet it comes far ſhort of the bigottry of the Jews, who look up- 
on theirs as Ocacles given by God himſelf;They were brought up in ic from their youths 
They have it ingraven in their hearts 3 They forbear not to admire it5 They receive in- 
tothe pumber ot their Citizens ſuch Straugers as imbrace itz Look upon thoſe as Ene- 
mies who deſpiſe it 3 And have fo great a horror for every thing that contradides it, that 
there is neither grandeur, nor fortune, nor any temporal telicity able to tempt them to 
violate it ; Noris there any greater evidence of their Reſpe& and Veneration for their 
Temple, than that it is certain death for apy of them to dare toenter into the SanQuarys 
But for the reſt entrance is free to all thoſe of their Nation, of what Province ſoever. 

Petronius revolving theſe things in his mind, found the Euterprize ſo dificult, that he 
made no haſt to put it in execution and the more he conſidered this affair, the more he 
was per{ſwaded not to touch upon our Religion, as well becauſe Juſtice and Piety ob- 
liged him to alter nothing therein, as becauſe of the danger he was like to encounter, 
not only from the Judgement of God, but from the Refiſtance of the Fews, who by thar 
action would be driven to deſpair. He conſidered likewiſe the numerouſneſs of that Na- 
tions which is not like the reſt crowded up in one Province, but diſperſed in fo great 
numbers almoſt quice over the World both upon the Continent and in the Iſlands, rhat M 
they ate well vigh equal in number to the Natives. And this gave him occaſion to ap- 
prehend, that afſembling together from all parts they ſhould Kindle a War,that could not 
ealily be extinguiſhed, ſeeing the- were already very ſtrong, in Fudea, no leſs Politick 
than Valiant, and ready to dy with their Swords in their hands with invincibe Courage, 
rather than abandon the Laws of their Fathers ſo excellently Juſt, though cheir Enemies 
would needs have the.n to be Barbarous. | | 

| This wiſe Governour was appreheuſive likewiſe of ſuch of that Nation as inhabited 
beyond the Eaupbrater, in Babylon and thoſe Provinces: for he knew for certaiv, as havin 
ſeen it with his Eyes, that they ſent every year to the Temple, under the Title of Fire | 
fruits, the money which they called Holy 3 without confidering the danger of the ways, N 
how great ſoever it was, and all becauſe prompted by a principle of Devotion, So that 
he belicved, aud not without reaſon, that as ſoon as the Own ſhould have notice of the 
Cooſecration of this Statue,they would put themſclves ioftantly into the Field, and block 
him up on every (ide, | | | 

Theſe thoughts detained him for ſome time; but it put his mind into great agitation 
and trouble, wien he confidered he had for his Maſter a young Prince, who knew no 
other Juſtice than his Will 3; who could not endure to be diſobeyed, let his Commands 
be never ſo unequal, and whoſe pride and preſumption tranſported him to that exceſs of 
folly, that caſing him to forger his Humanity, he would needs paſs for a God : So that 
hecould neither execute nor decline the execution of his Ordecrs without manifeſt dan- 0 
ge: of his Lite ; only there was this d:fference, he might fave it perhaps in the bee

CHAP. XIV. 


Petronius gave Order for this Statue, but it went on but ſlowly, He endeavoured invain ts 
perſwade the Jews to receive it, The Jews forſake the Towns and the Country 
to watt upon bim, and begy of him not to execute an Order ,that would 
'B be more inſupportable to them than death, but to grve them leave 
to ſend their Deputies to the Emperour . 


FT H E Roman Officers, who with Petronins had the greateſt charge in the affairs of 

I . Syria, were all for a War 5 becauſe, knowing the fury of Carzs, they doubted nor; 

buc,if they declin'd it, he would diſcharge his indignation upon them, in confidence that 

they muſt needs be acceſſory in this diſobedience. But by good fortune ir hapned, chat 

rhey had time to deliberate, whilſt the Satue was making : for there was none ſept out of 

Italy, which, I ſuppoſe, God in his-mercy fo ordered tor the _ of his People, as alſo 

that there was no direQionto take the hanſomeſt aud beft wrought that could be found 

C in Syr:a, for without that the War had broke obt fo ſuddainly, that no remedy could 
have been found for ſo great a miſchief. + 

Petronius,having concluded to have a Statue made, cauſed the ableſt Statuaries in Pbe- 
nicia to be ſent for, furniſhed chem with materials, and appointed Sydon to be the place, 
as the moſt proper for ſuch a buſineſs. Having done fo, he ſent for the Chiet Priefts and 
Magiſtrates of the Jews, declared rothem the Emperor's Command, and exhorred them 
to ſubmit, and not run themſelves into Calamity and Troubles which would be other- 
w.ſe unavoidable; for the greateſt part of the Armyin Syria had Orders to proceed with 
fire and ſword in caſe of diſobedience ; And Perronius did not doub:, but it he' could: 
have prevail d with them, chey could have per{waded the reſi of tie People , but he 

D found himlelt miſtaken: for this diſcourſe went ſo near them, that after for a while 
they had ſtood (till as immovable, they brake our into Rivers of Tears, tore their beards 
and cheir hair,and cry'd out with a voice interrupted with ſighs. Have we then lived to this 
hour, to ſee what our Anceſtors never beheld ? But how can we poſſibly ſee tt, who mill chooſe 
rather te loſe our Eyes and our Life, than be ſpeftators of ſo horrible an impiety ? 

This report being ſpread abroad in Jeruſalexs and in all Fudea, the Few left their Hou- 
ſes and Fields,as it had been by conſent, and repaired to Pheniciato wait upon Petronius, 
Their innumerable multicude madethoſe People believe, who were ignorant; how popu- 
lous a Country Fudea was: that it was a great Army marching againſt Petronias, of which 
they gave him immediate advice ; but they had no other Arms then their ſighs and their 

E cryes 3 which fill'd the Air with ſuch a noiſe, that it ceaſed not, when they laid them by, 
and had recourſe totheir Prayers, which the exceſs of their ſorrow put into their mouths, 
They were diſtributed into fix Claſſes, three on the one fide, the Antient, che Young 
Men, and the Children ; and three on the other, the old Women, the young Women, 
aud the Maidens. 7h 

When they were brought in to Petronius ( who was placed higher than the reſt ) they 
threw themſelves before him upon the ground, beating their Breaſts, and ſobbing out 
ſo many lghs, that nothing could be more pittiful 3 and thongh Petronzus commanded 
them to riſe and come nearer, they were ſcarce to be perſwaded : Ar length wit ap= 
proached with aſhes upon their Heads, their Eyes ſwimming with tears, and their Hands 

F behind their Backsas if they had been going to Execution 3 and he, who was Spokeſman, 
forchem all, delivered himſelt co Petrontas in theſe Terms, STIR, To remove all 
pretence of accufing us of any evil deſign, we are come not only without arms, but without 
any intention of making uſe of our bands, which are the Armes, that Nature has given to all 
mankind, and do hens preſent our ſelves before you to be treated as you pos We bave 
left our Houſes deftitme, and brought our Wives and our Children along with us,to the end wet 
may joyn their inſtances with our own, and by your mediation ſupplicate the Emperout either to 
preſerve or extinguiſh ws all together, We arenaturally lovers of Peace, and are the more im- 
petuonſly inclined tot, riaake:. our greateſt pleaſure being to bring up our Children in our own 
n ay, there ts nothrng that conducer more to it, When Catus was advanced to the Empire, and 

' G we underſtood it by bis Letters to Vitellius ( who was then Governour mm Jeruſalem, and in 
whoſe place you hate ſucceeded ) we gave him a teſtimony of our joy, and ſignijied it 7, oo 
| ;ſhing 
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liſhing the good news thorow the reſt of the (ities, Our Temple was the firſt place, where ſacri- 
fice was offered for the happineſs of hu reign 5 Would it be Juſt that it ſhould be: the only place, 
where that Religion ſhould be aboliſhed, which had been obſerved there in all Ages? pe will 
leaue our Houſes, our Goods, and our Poſſeſſions to your Mercy : all we beg u that nothing be 
mntroduced into our Temple, hut that it may remain tn the ſame condition, as it was left to us by 
our Fa.h:rs, If you will not grant us that favour, take away our lives, which we can loſe 
with much more ſatisfattten, than bebold the wiolation of our bleſſed Laws, We aze informed, 
that great forces are preparing to fall apon and conſtrain us,in caſe we oppoſe our ſelves againſt 
thu Order ; but we are not ſo tmprudent. as to reſiſt our Maſter 3 We will ſooner dy, than enter- 
tain any ſuch wicked deſign : He may kill ur, and cut us in preces Fif be pleaſes >without any ſuch 
danger ; we intend nothing of defence z nt will. be rather our own Priefis, and when we have 
ſacrificed our Wrues , and our (hildren , and. Relations. we will ſhed our own blood and 
mingle it with theirs, and expire tn petitioning God Almighty,that he would not impute it to us 
as a Crime, ſeeing we do it not either for want of reſpett to the Emperour on the vhe ſide, nor for 
non-obſervance of our Laws on the other, But before we are reduced to that -extremity, our 
bumble requeſt to you,Sir, ts, That you would Voucbſafe us but ſome time, till we can make our 
addreſſes to the Emperour : Tu poſſible we may obtain from bim,that he will nat intrench up- 
on the Wor ſhip,which we conceive due only to God, nor diſturb us tn the exerciſe of our Religi- 
on, and put us into a worſe condition, than other Nations, to whom be has indulg d their ancient 
Liberties and Cuſtoms, and confirmed the Decrees of Auguſtus and Tiberius bts Predeceſſors, 
who nere ſo far from condemning our Condu?, or reprehending our manners, that they entirely \ 
approved them, It may be be may be mallified by ou# addreſſes : The anger of Princes ur not 
immortal, nor are their wills alwayes the ſame. It 1s only by Surmiſes and (alumnies that 
tbe Emperour ts exaſperated againſt us, Permit us (if you pleaſe ) to juſtify our ſelves, and 
inform him of the Truth. And what could be more ſevere, than that we ſhould be condemned 
without being beard > If we can obtain nothing from bim, who will binder bim then from what 
he wonld do now But do not, Sir, we beſeech you, by refuſing us the only hopes which remain 
to. ſo preat a multitude, obſtruct our application, ſeerng we beg it out of a true ſenttment of Pie- 
ty, and not.any [ntereſt, unleſs it be yo ( 45 #5 true) that no Intereſt is ſo great,as that which 
reſpetts Preſervation. | OY |

CHAP. .XV.. 


Petronius effefed with the Condition and Humility of the Jews, and believing it unſafe to run 
them into deſpair, writes to Caius in ſuch a manner as might gain trme, Caius 
reſents it bigbly, but diſſembles it in bis anſwer to Petronius, 


H1S Diſcourſe was accompanied with ſo many fighs and tears, that ic wrought 
compaſſion in all that heard it, and; particularly in Petronzus, who was naturally 
moderate, and merciful. For the requeſt made to him inthe Name of the whole Na- 
tion of the Jews ſeem'd not unreaſonable, and nothing could be more deplorable, than 
the condition into which they were brought. 

Petronius propoſed and-debated the buſineſs with his Councel, and was much pleaſed 
to find choſe perſons, who were moſt bitter and invererate ts papr them before, come a- 
bout and grow more gent!e and mild, and others not afraid to declare, how much chey 
were concerned for the Extreme affliction of that People 5 ſo that though he was not 
ignorant of the Cruelty of Catus, and that he never forgave any man, yet he ſeem'd to 
act by the motion of that Spirit, which the Piety of our Religion infuſes : Whether ic 
was that, being a learned Man, he had had ſome ſmattering of it before z whether he had N 

' gain'd ir fince his Governments in Aſ;e and Syria (in which Countries there are great 
numbers of Jews) whether it was his own natural propenſity,that inclin'd him to what 
was reaſonable and juſt; Or whether it was becauſe God does give uſually good inclina- 
tions to great Men, both fortheir owa benefit and the advantage of the Publick ; which 
of theſe it was, I cannot determine, bur ſo it was at that time, 'The reſult was, that the 
Statuaries ſhould nor be preſſed 5 but that Orders ſhould be given them to imploy the 
utmoſt of their skill, and make the Statue fo accurately, that it might paſs tor a Maſter-

hs Petronius 
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A APetronius did not incourage the Jews to ſend their Deputies towards the Emperour, 
becauſe he thought it not for their advantage to depend wholly upon the Capricio of a 
young Prince ; yet he did not abſolutely forbid them, becauſe he ſaw there was danger 
both on the the one fide and the other, However, he wrote a Letter to Caius ( without 
mentioning the Application which the Tews had made to him ) impuring the Cauſe of 
che Delay on the Conſecration of the Statue to the Artiſts, who being to make it ex- 

_ cellent had required more time, that it might be done more ſuitableto the dignity of the 
perſon it was deſign'd to repreſent, He thought by this trick to gain time, and it was 
likely Ca:zs might comply, becauſe Harveſt-was at hand, and he might very well appre- 
hend that the Jews ( being made deſperate, and not valuing their Lives, after the vio- 

B lation of their Laws ) might burn their own Corn and deftoy all their fruit, which would 
be the more inconvenient, becauſe he was aſſured that (arzy was upon a Voyage'to Alex- 

andria 3 tor it was not likely that he would expoſe himſelf wholly to the dangers of the 

Sea with ſo great a Train, bitrather ſteer his Courſe along the Shore of Xfia and Syria, 

where he might” 'imbark and'difimbarke as he pleaſed, and have the bevetit of his Long- 


boars* ( of which he had 200 in his fleet) to ſupply it with proviſions and forrage, which 


was requilite ro be prepared in great quantities in all che Towns in Syria, but eſpecially 
the Ports, by reaſon ofthe vaſt numbers which attended him as well from 7taly as from 
all other parts of the world. WE, 

It was not doubted bur this Letter would have been kindly received by Catue, and 

C thathe would haye approved of the delay, not in conſideration of the Fews, but forthe 
convenience of making ſuch proviſion of Victuals, and therefore it was written and 
diſpatched; But the Choller of this Prince'was fo inflamed at the reading of it, thathis 
=—_ ſparkled"with fury; and clapping his hands togerher in a great tranſport , he 
fat , ag . 

How Petronius ! Have not you yet learned to obey your Emperour ? Your great imployments 
bave puff 'd you up with pride, aud it ſeems you know nothing of Caius but by Name ,, but 
you ſhall know him better hereafter by your proper expertence. You have more conſideration 
of the Laws of the Jews ( who are my mortal Enemier ) than for my Commands who am 
your Prince, You apprehend their great numbers, as if you bad not an Army as great, and ter- 

D rible to the King of Patthia,' and the whole Eaft '; yet your compaſſion for that pitiful Nation 
u ſtronger than your defire to pleaſe and obey me. Vow pretend ( forſootb) the neceſſity of making 
provijion for my paſſage to Alexaudria's as if / could'not Be accommodated from the neigh- 
bouring Provinces, and as if the plenty of other Countries were not able to ſupply the ſterility of 

adea, it INTA..©! ; 

: But why do I protratt and ſpetid time.in unprofitable wbrds ?' 'Tu by the death of this im- 

pudent fellow that I muſt tomvince him of the greatneſs of his fault , and that mine anger never 
ceaſes, though my threatrinigs may. ' 

This furious Prince' returned an Anſwer to Petronizs ; but being fearful of provo- 
king ſuch of his Governours as were capable of raiſivg Rebellion, and particularly thoſe 

E who commanded ſuch porent'afid large Provinces as that upon the Expbrater, and who 
had the command of ſuch Armies as "that which wasthen' in Sy-7@, he dflembled his 


Cholter ; applauded the deferetion'ahd'prudence of Perronius 3 only adviſed him by the-- - 


by not to prorract the Confecration of his'Statue any longer, for ſeeing Harveſt was 
over, there could be no conſiderable reafon' to deter it.

-io Apriopa comes to Rome, andbeing told by Caius that be would haze bis Status 
Ki g Be the Temple of Jeruſalem, he falls into a ſwond ; having recolleRed 
bimſelf, be writes a Letter to Caius. 


T.O T long after King Aprippa arrived at the Emperors Court, knowin g nothin 

of che Low from ; all nor of the Anſwer Fbich Caius had returned : vs 

Aprippa came to pay his duty to the Emperour, he eafily diſcovered by the manner 

ot his reception that he was highly offended, He conſidered with himſelt whether 

* . he had done any thing that might diſguſt him 5 but remembriog nothing of that, he con- 

cluded ( as was true ) that his paſſion was againſt ſome Body elſe, Nevertheleſs obſer- 

 ving that that agitation of Spirit appeared not in his Counterance, but when he caf 

his Eyes upon him, his fear continued, and it came often into his mind to take notice of 

it 10 him ; but he forbore, leſt by an imprudent curioſity he ſhould pull the apger ofhis 
Prince, which was fixed vpon other People, upon himſelf, 

No man ſeeing farther into Peoples thoughts then Caias, he quickly perceived that 
Agrippa was diſturbed, and told him; I will tell you what you are ſo deſirous to underfland, 
You knew me too well to be ignorant,that I ſpeak no leſs with my Eyes than with my Tongue: 
Theſe boneſt men of your Nation are the only People who diſdain to acknowledge me for a God ; 
and do ſeem to run themſel tes deſperately into rune, by refuſing their obedience to an order that 
I have given ſor the ſetting up a Statue of Jupiter in thetr Temple. They have met together 
from all the Cities and Countries to preſent a Petition, which in effeft ts nothing but to teſtify 
their contempt and difreſpett to my (ommanas. 

He would have proceeded, but Agrippe was ſurpriſed with fo violent a ſorrow,that he 
fainted before him, and had fallen, down, had he not been ſuſtained by thoſe who were 
about him. He was carried off to his Lodgivgs, where he continued inſepſible for a con- 
{iderable time, 

The concernment of this poor Prince augmented the hatred that (air had concei- 
ved againſt our Nation, Jf Agrippa ( faid he) who has alwayes had an affefion for me, 
and bas been obliged to me by ſo many favours, has ſo great @ Paſſun for the Laws 
of bs Country, that be u not all to endure that I ſpould = them, or ſo much as mention it 


to him, without hatred to by Life, what am I to expeRt from the reſt of the Jews,who are not 
obliged by ys (onſiderations of me to abandon ther ſentiments * . 


Il chat day, and a good part of the next, Agrippe remain d in ſuch aſtoniſhment, 

that he could not recolle& himſelf; at length about evening he began to lift up his head 3 

and opening his eyes with much trouble, he caſt them upon the People who were about 

. him, but knew no body, and having done fo he fainted again, but with ſomething more 

freedom of breath. Not long after he opened his eyes again, and coming a little to him M 
ſelf, Where am I ( ſaid he) with the Emperour ? and u be preſent © : 

Take courage Sir, ( ſaid ſome about him) Yow are in your own Loagings, and the Em- 
perour 15 not preſent, Yon have ſlept enough, awake now if you pleaſe, and try if you know 
us, Here are none but your Friends and your Servants, whom you love, and I am 
ſure they love you beyond their own Lives. 

Then the Prince opened his Eyes, recolleed himſelf, and found by their counte- 
nances what an impreffion his malady had made in their hearts, The Phyfitians cauſed 
the greateſt part of thoſe who were preſent to withdraws that they might apply their re- , 
medy, and give hinÞo eat with more convenience, Upon their preſenting him ſome- 
thing to eat, he told them, | N 

Trouble me not. with your Delicater; in the afflifion I am iny it u ſufficient to keep me from 
flarwing 3 and indeed 1 ſhould not perſwade my ſelf to eat at all, bad 1 not ſome hopes of being 

' able to aſſiſt my Country-men in ſo unfortunate an extremity, 

Theie words he delivered wich Tears, and then took what was barely neceſlary, 
for the ſuſtenance of his Life, and would not ſuffer them co mingle one drop of Wine 
with the Water which he drank. After which he told them, [ have now received what 
1 could not have refuſed without deftruftion to my body, There remains nothing, but that 
I imploy the utmaſt of my endeavours with the Emperour to divert the florm that impenas : 
and thereupon calling tor materials, he writ this Letter to the Emperour,

Caius was wrought upon by Agrippa's Letter, and ſent to Petronius to do nothing in 
the Temple at Jeruſalem, But be vepented preſently, and cauſed 4 Statue to © 
be made # Rome, which he ordered to be ſent privately to Jeruſa- 
lem at the ſame time, when he ſhould goto Alexandria, where 
be likewiſe reſolved to be acknowledged for a God, The 
Injuftice and Cruelty of that Prince, 


"WJ HEN King Agrippa had ſeal'd and diſpatch'd this Letter to Caius, he expeQ- 

'% edthe ſucceſs with all imaginable impatience,” as-judging, that nor only 

| the Confervation'or Ruine of Fidea was at" Stake, but the Intereſt ot the 
whole Nation of the Jews ſpread abroad over the whole Earth, 

This Letter produced great agitation in the mind of {aivs. He could not with pati- 
ence behold his Pleaſure diſputed, andyet he could vor bur be touthed with the Reaſons 
and importunity of Agrippa,; He blam'd his affeQtiqn. for chem, who were the only Peo- 
ple, that durſt withſtand the Conſecration of his Statue ; and yer he could not but ap- 
| erity-of that Prince, as proceeding trom the noblencſs and generoſity of his 
mind. At length bis kindneſs for Agrippa, prevailed agginſt his Choller 3 he was molli- 
fied by degrees, returned him a favourable anſwer, and. granced him the higheſt of all

After which he writ.co 
Petronius to make to farther alteration jo..zhe,;Temple z but he bleaded his grace with 
ſuch ſevere Conditions, as gave them always occaſion to cremble/3,for he. added. this 
Clauſeto his Letter, But :f mm any otber T op, beide Jeruſalem any! body thinks fit to greft 
any.

fetion 5 obliging them to ſuch exceſſive expences in vain Feaſting and Entertainments, 
that ſometines one ſingle Treat was ſo magnificent and ſutpptuous, that ic was ſufficient 
to undo a man uiterly, and forced him to borrow, what he was never able to pay 3 upon 
which ſcore ſo:ue perfons were aff:aid of his friendſhip, becauſe it was not only aſelek, 
but dangerous z and to be eſteemed rather a ſnare, than ah advantage, ' 

This was the humour of (aius, who hatipg no nation like the Fews , no Nation felt 
ſo much the effects.of his hatred. He began in Alexandria to ſequeſter their Oratories, 
and fill them with Statues, and. no man durſt oppoſe fo great a Violence.' There was 
now only the Temple at Jeruſalem unviolated 5 and to compleat his Impiety, he would 
needs rayiſh that from God, and impropriate it to himſelf, with this Title ,

UT we muſt come now to the Paſſages in our Embaſſie. The day appointed M 

for our Audience being come, we were n& ſooner introduced, but: we could eaſily 
perceive by his Mine and his Geſture, that Catus was rather become a Party than emmys 
For it he would have aQtedlike a Judge, he ſhould have adviſed with-his Couoſel in an 
affair of that importance, wherein all the Priviledges were in queſtion, that for four bun- 
died years together had been'enjoyed by ſo great a multicude of Jews, as lived in Alex- 
andria, without the leaſt intrenchment or.moleftacion, He ought tq:baye; heatd both, 
ſides, debated the whole matter with his Counſel, and afterwards pronounced ajuſt and 
equitable arreft, But, inſtead of proceeding by thoſe methods of Juſtice, -the pitileſs 
Tyrant,bending his brows apon vis with a furious Brutalityy cauſed the two Incendants of 
the Gardens of Mecenas and Lamis ( which are near both the Town and his Palace) to N 
be called ro him. ( for he had been retired thither for his recreation three. or four days} 
He commanded them to open the doors of the ſeveral Appartments, which opened into 
thoſe Gardens, for he was liſpoled to walk, and gave Order that we ſhould follow. 

We thiew our ſelves down. at his feet, and ſaluted him with the Titles of Exvperouy 
and Auguſt. The manner in which he received our Salutation, was fuch, that we quick- 
ly found, that we were to deſpair not only of ſucceſs in-our Embaſhe, but the ſafety 
b. of our Lives, For he told us frowning, and with an angry kind of ſmile 3 Are noe you

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We replyed moſt humbly to heck ur, 7That the Cuſtoms of People were different,

And one of our Company inftagcing in thoſe who eat no Lamb, che Emperour 
laught & reply d, They bave no reaſon,for the fleſh is not good. Thele raileries augmented our 
trouble very much ; butat length inſome kind of hear he asked us, upon what grounds 
we founded our freedom > We began to lay before him our grounds, and he fore- 
E ſeeing well that they would be reaſonable, and that we had many more to corroborate 
them, he roſe up on a ſuddain, and ran into a great Chamber, cauſing his ſervants to 
ſhut the Windows, whoſe glaſs was contrived fo as to let inthe Light, but keep out the 
Wind 3 and was as clearas Chryftal, We followed, and he came to us again, and de.
